PREFACE TO THIS EDITION, 


T H E gracious hand of Divine Providence In the 
prefervation of the Ne-iu-England Colonies in 
■their infant ftate, glorioufly appears, from the fafts, 
briefly, but faithfully tranfroitted down to us, by one of 
our venerable forefathers in the following Narrative 
of the Troubles with the Indians in Ne^-England, a 
very numerous and barbarous people, difperfed through 
the wildernefs in every part of the land. 

These Savages began a War with the firft Englllh 
Adventurers, while they were few in number, yea very 
few, and ftrangers in the land. This rendered their 
deliverance an event truly great and memorable. 

TheV were faved indeed, as by fire : Their lofs of 
• men and fubftance, compared with their numbers and 
ability, was very great, and long feverely felt. 

Heavy as the public expences were to fupport the 
War, thefe were but a very inconfiderabje part of the 
burdens .and charges to which particular towns, fami- 
; lies and individuals were neceflarily fubjefted, in guards, 
garrifons, and watchings in their own defence. 

The whole Country was the feat ofWar, and every 
, man procured his bread in jeopardy of his life. 

Like Nehemiah’s builders, each one toiled with his 
weapon of war in one hand, and his inflrument of labor 
A 2 
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in the other; expofed every moment to death, from a 
watchful unfeen foe. 

In the frequent alarms which fpread from town to 
town, fome efcaping from danger, ran into greater ; 
others met their own fate in their attempts to reliere 
their neighbours in the fame, or different fcattered feu 
tlements. 

This was the deplorable ftate of the Nenu-Englani 
colonies, a very few towns excepted ; a diftrefs, more 
rafliy conceived than expreffed, and indeed fcarcely 
conceivable by the greater part of the prefent genera¬ 
tion, fince the then hideous wildernefs is become a fruit¬ 
ful field, and well fettled towns overfpread the land. 

The reader unacquainted with this country in its un¬ 
cultivated ftate, may here inquire, Why the ftrft fettlers 
thus expofed themfelves, by making disjoined and very 
diftant fcttlemcnts ? Neceflity led to this : The lands 
near the fea-coafts were generally lefs fertile, and foand 
hard to fubdue ; therefore, for prefent fubfiftence in 
their feeble condition, they were obliged to feek the 
borders of rivers and ftreams, for the fake of intervals 
and meadows, both on account of their fertility, and of 
their being open and prepared for immediate improve¬ 
ment. 

ThbIt were alfo encouraged in making thefe fcatter- 
ed fettlements by the general friendly difpofition of the 
^Natives, who freely fold their lands, for which a valua¬ 
ble confideration was paid, without exception, where a 
claim was made. 

TitF. Indians perceived their intereft in admitting 
their Englifti neighbours, as they furniftied them with 
means of much eafier fubfiftence ; and the utmoft care 
was taken by the feveral governments of the united co- 
o.sies, CO prevent-CLVcry-occafton of diftraft. 
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The was confined to the wefterly parts 

of ConneSIicutt i* 

Phillip’s War, as it is called, began In Fly mouth 
Colony, * but fpread through the Majfachufetts, Nexv^ 
Bampjhire, and province of Main, m extent above 300 
miles. And within the compafs of one year, the nu¬ 
merous tribes of Savages within the Ij^mits of 
land, were drawn into this war againft as, a very few 
excepted. 

Surely wc may fay, had not the Lord been on our 
fide, when men thus rofe up againft us, they had quick¬ 
ly fwallowed us up. 

Our Fathers, indeed, had come oat of great tribula¬ 
tion, into this wilderneft, which, under Providence was 
a means of improving them in faith, fortitude and pa- 
tience, to endure hardftiips beyond a parallel, till they 
obtained deliverance : And feme of the firft adventur¬ 
ers lived to fee the wildernefs become a fruitful held. 

But this was not their intended reft : They had 
fublimcr views ; They looked for another and bc<er 
country, that is an heavenly. And however they may 
have been mifreprefenied, by ignorant or ill-defigning 
perfons, they were men of whom the world was not 
worthy. 

• The cruel charges of peculiar lugctry, and a perf«- 
cuting fpirit, wantonly alledged againft tnera, are found¬ 
ed on fads not truly ftated.

May vve 
never be unmindful of his fjgnal benefits ! 

We are now, under the fmiles of divine Providence,, 
encreafed to a multitude of people. 

Our many frontier fettlements are continually expofed 
tafavage invafion : And though vve truftnot to our own! 
bow ; yet, as prudence diredts, we are all armed and 
prepared for a defenfive War. And yet, having the 
wormwood and the galJ ftill in remembrance, no peo¬ 
ple more ardently wilh and pray, that Wars may forever 
ceafe, and peace on earth, and good will among men, 
univerfally prevail.

A NARRATIVE OF THE INDIAN 
WARS IN NEW-ENGLAND, FROM 
■ THE FIRST PLANTING THERE¬ 
OF IN THE YEAR MDCVII, TO 
the year MDCLXXVIL 


N O W N unto God are all his works front 
the foundation of the world, though jnanifeft 
to us, only by the events of time, that fruit¬ 
ful mother of all things, which in the former 
age did bring forth, at leaft did bring to ligtft 
the knowledge of this weftern world, called America^ 
that in all foregoing times and ages, lay hid in this ©b- 
fcure and remote region, covered with a veil of igno¬ 
rance, and locked up from the knowledge of all the reil 
of the inhabitants of the earth. To whom the honor of 
its inveftigatioh doth of right more properly belong, is 
fuffiiciently declared by the hiftory and reports of fuch 
as were eye-witnefles thereof, and not intended to be any 
part of the prefent difquilition. The moll conftderable 
part of all the north fide of America, is called New- 
England, In the fertility of the foil, falubrioufnefs of 
rhe air, and many other commodious advantages, moll 
refembling the country from whence it borrowed its ap¬ 
pellation. Fftr the knowledge thereof the world is moll 
beholding to the difcoveries of the Englilh, under the 
condufl of Sebafitan Cabot, a famous Portuguefe, fent 
cut under the commiffion of Henry the Vllth, about 


the year 1497, though fince much perfedled by the in- 
dullryand travels of Capt. Gofnold, Capt. Hudfon, Capf. 
imitht and others of the Englilh nation. North-Arne* 
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rica, this pofthumous birth of time, Is as to its nativity, 
of the fame Handing with her two elder fillers, Peru and 
Mexico, yet was fuffered to He in its fwadling-clothes, 
one whole century of years, nature having promifed no 
fuch dowry of rich mines of filver and gold to them that 
would efpoufe her for their own, as Ihe did unto the other 
two, which poflibly was the reafon why Ihe was not fo 
hailily courted by her firft difcoverers, nor yet fo early fe- 
cured by any of the Princes of Europe, lying wholly ne- 
gledled as it were until a fmall company of planters, un¬ 
der the command of Captain George Popbam, and Cap¬ 
tain Gilbert, were fent over at the charge of Sir John 
Popbam in the year 1607, to begin a colony upon a traifl 
of land about Sagadehoch, fituate on the fouth fide of' 
the river of Kennebeck, and about that called Ship/cot- 
river, and about twenty miles fouth-weft from Pemma- 
qiiid, the moft northerly bound of all Ne^M-England. Bat 
that defign within two years expiring with its firft foun¬ 
der, foon after fome honorable perfons of the weft ,of 
England, commonly called the Council of Plymouth, be¬ 
ing more certainly informed of feveral navigable rivers 
and commodious havens, with other places fit either for 
traffic or planting, newly difeovered by many fkilful 
navigators, obtained a grant by patent, under the great 
feal from King James, of all that part of North-Ame~ 
rica, called Nen-v-England, from the 40 to the 48 deg. 
of north latitude. From which grand and original pa¬ 
tent, all other charters and grants of land from Pcinma- 
quid to Delaivare~Bay, along the fea-coall, derive their 
lineage and pedigree. Thus was that vaft trafl of land, 
after the year 1612, cantoned and parcelled out into 
many lefter divifions and parcels, according as adven¬ 
turers prefented, which faid grants being founded upon 
uncertain, or falfe deferiptions, and reports of fome that 
travelled thither, did many of them inteffere one upon 
another, to the great difturbance of the firft planters, 
and prejudice of the proprietors themfelves, as is too well 
known by any that have had occafion to Hay never fo 
little amongft them, many of whom are yet furviving. 
For notwithftanding the great charge and vaft expences 
the firft adveaturers wers at, the liril proprietoti of tho 
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whole Pro^vlnce of Mnyne and Othep, (reaching from the 
head ofC^/co Bay north-eaft, to the mouth 
tiua river about fixty miles weftward) and the hopes they 
^Jghc have conceived of being the hrfl founders of 
Colonies, and of enlarging their eftates and inheritances 
by thofe new acquired poffeflions and lordfhips, there 
was little profit reaped from ihence, after the rich fleeces 
of beaver were gleaned away, nor any great improvement 
made of thofe large portions of lands, fave the erefting 
of fome few cottages for fifhermen, and a few incon- 
flderable buildings for the planters, which were on thofe 
occafions drawn over the Tea, to fettle upon the molt 
northerly parts of New-England. 


But* whether it were by the imprudence of the firll 
adventurers, or the dilToIutenefs of the perfons they fent 
over to manage their affairs, or whethe’’ for want of 
faithfulnefs or fkill to manage their truft, they were by 
degrees in a manner quite deferred almoft of law and 
government, and left to fhift for thenifelves ; by which 
means at laft they fell under the jurifdidlion of the Maf- 
fachvfelts-Colcny, not by ufurpation, as is by, great mif- 
take fuggelled to his Majejly, but by necellity, and the 
earneft deftre of the planters themfelves ; to accept of 
whom, thofe of the MaffachufeHs-Colony were the more 
eafily induced ; in that they apprehended the bounds of 
their own patent, by a favorable interpretation of the 
words deferibing the northern line (three miles beyond 
the moft northerly branch of Meri///ae 4 -river) do reach 
fomewhat beyond Pemnzaquidt the moft northerly place 
of all Ke-uj-England. 


This was the firfl beginning of things in Ne<w-Eng~ 
(and, at which time they were not unlike the times of 
old, when the people of Judah ware faia to be without 
a teaching pritll, and without law ; and no wonder 
things were no more fuccefsfuliy carried on 

In the year 1620, a company belonging to Mr. 
binfon'i church at Leyden in Holland, although they had 
been courteoufly entertained by the E>utcb, as llrangers 
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fojourning araongft them, yet forefeeing many incon- 
veniencies like to increafe, and that they could not fo | 
well provide for the good of their pofterity, under the go- , 
vernuient of a foreign nation, they refolved to intreat 
fo much favor from their own fovereign Prince King 
James, as to grant them liberty under the Ihelter of hij 
royal authority, to place themfelves in fome part of 
Neav-Englan^, then newly difcovered ; wherefore having 
obtained fome kind of patent or grant, for fome^ place 
about Hud/cn'z-x\se.r^ they fet fail from Plymouth in Stp- 
Umbtr, for the fouthern parts of Neyt-England, but as 
they intended to bend their courfe thitherward, per 
ntarios cafus^ per tot di/crimina rerum, they were at Jail 
call upon a bofom of the fouth cape of the MaJJachu- 
/etts-Eay called Cape-Cod, about the 11 th of Ne^vem- 
her, from whence the winter fo fall approaching, they. 
had no opportunity to remove ; and finding fome en¬ 
couragement from the hopefulnefs of the toil, and cour- 
tcfy of the heathen, they refolved there to make their 
abode for the future, which they did, laying the foun¬ 
dation of a new colony, which from the remembrance 
of the laft town in England, they failed from, they cal- 
led Elenu-Plymouth ; containing no very conliderable 
trail of land, fcarce extending an hundred miles in 
length through the whole cape, and fcarce half fo much 
in breadth where it is broadell. The frll founders of 
that colony aiming more at religion than earthly pof- 
feffions, afpiring not to any large dimenlion of land ia 
their fettling upon tbofecoalls. 

At Weymouth alfo was a plantation begun by Mr, 
iVeJion in the year 1622, but it came to little. 

The north and fouth border of the MaJJachufetts-Bay 
being thus planted, the middle part was the more ealy 
to be filled up, which was thus brought about. Some 
gentlemen and others, obferving how it fared with thofc 
of New-Plymouth, weredefirous upon the like ground to 
make the fame attempt for themfelves, wherefore having 
by a confiderable fum of money parchafed of fome gen¬ 
tlemen that had a grant from the council of Plymouth 
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all their right and intcrefl: in a plantation begun in 
the Majaebufetts-Bay, and having attained a conlirma- 
tion thereof by patent from King CiiAaLES, in the 
year 1628, they fent over a Governor with feveral other 
perfons to lay ibine foundation of another colony in the 
MaJfachufettS’Bay : And in the year 1630, more •f the 
perfons interefted in the faid patent (thence commonly 
called patentees) with feveral other perfons, intending 
to venture their lives and all with them, tianfported 
therafelvcs and their families into the faid Majfachujetn^ 
who did in a fhort fpace of time by the accefiion of 
many hundreds, who every year flocked after them, 
make fuch increafe, that in the fpace of five or fix years, 
there were twenty confiderable towns built and peopled j 
and many of the towms firft planted became fo filled 
with inhabitants, that like fwarms of bees they were 
ready to fwarm, not only into new plantations, but in¬ 
to new colonies, infomuch that in the year 1635, a new 
colony began to be planted upon Conneilkut river, part¬ 
ly by combination amongft themfelves, removing from 
fome towns about the MaJfachu/etts-Bay, and partly by 
the interefi of a patent purchafed of that honorable 
gentleman, Mr. Fennvicky agent for the Lord Say, and 
I^ord Brock, the Lords proprietors of the faid river 
CcjineJiicuf, at the mouth of which river they built a 
fort, (called after their own titles, Say-brook fort) com¬ 
manding the paflage of the faid river. Yea, fuch was 
the confluence of people making over into thofe parts, 
that in the year 1637, a fourth colony began to be 
planfed, bearing the name of Neiv-Haven, from the firft 
town eredted therein, feated near the midway betwixt 
Hudfenh river and that of Connediicut. I’he fea coaft 
from the pitch of Cape-Cod, to the mouth of Comiediicut 
river, inhabited by feveral nations of Indians, Wampa- 
noogs (the firft authors of the prefent rebellion) Narrha- 
gaiiftts, Peqtiodi, Mchegtns, as the more inland part of 
the country by the Nipnets (a general name for all in¬ 
land Indians betwixt the Majachn/etts and Connedlicut 
river,) The fea-coaft fouth-weft (rotaPlymeutb was firft 
pofteffed by fome diftontented with the government of 
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the MaJJachufetts colony, from which fome being exiled, 
others of their friends accompanying them, fertled 
ihemfelves upon a fair Ifland to the fouth-weft of Cape* 
Cod, now caked Rhode-IJland ; others fettled upon the 
Main, at a place called Providence, and fo by degrees 
planting toward Narrhaganfet Bay, made another plan¬ 
tation called Wamuick, which places are fince by patent 
conferred upon the inhabitants of Rhude-IJland ; the reft 
of the country from Pe^uod river to the river of Connect 
jicut, falling within the bounds of ConneBicut colony have 
fince by patent alfo, been confirmed to the faid colony. 
'I'hings had been very profperoufly and fuccefsfiilly car¬ 
ried on in all the aforefaid colonies and jtirifdiftions, from 
tiie year 1620, to the year 1636, at which time the war 
with the Pequods began. The iollowing account of this 
war was either left under the hands of f jch as com¬ 
manded in chief, or is taken from the mouths of faith¬ 
ful witneftes,, that were not only then prcfent, but per- 
fonally concerned and engaged in the fervicc. 

There was a nation of the Indians in the fcuthern 
parts of Nevj-England, called Pequods, fcated on a fair 
navigable river, twelve miles to the eallward of the 
mouth of the great and famous river of ConncBicut ; who 
(as was commonly reported about the time when Ncn^'- 
F.ngland was firft planted by the Englifli) being a more 
fierce, cruel, and warlike people than the reft of the 
Indians, oame down out of the more inland parts of the 
continent, and by force feizcd upon one of the goodlieft 
-places near the fea, and became a terror to all their 
neighbors, on whom they had exercifed feveral tCts of 
ir.htiman cruelty ; infomueh that being flufiied with 
viftories over their fellow Indians, they began to thirft 
after the blood of any foreigners, Engli/h or I>utch, that 
accidentally came amongft them, in a way of trade, or 
upon other accounts. 

In the year 1634, they treacheronfty and cruefy 
murdered Capt. .Stone, and Capt. Ncn-tf-n, who came oc- 
rafionnlly with a bark into the river to trade with them. 
Not long after, syithin the compai's of tke next y^ar. 
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they in like treacherous manner, flew one Mr. Oldham 
(formerly belonging to Nezv-PUmouth, but at that time 
an inhabitant of the Maffachufetts) at Block- IJland, a 
place not far from the mouth of their harbour, as he 
was fairly trading with them ; Befides fome other fuch 
like ads of perfidious cruelty towards fome of the Dutch, 
that had formerly been trading up ConneBicut river : By 
whicif pradices perceiving that they began to ftink in 
the nollrils of their neighbours, w'hofe revenge they 
now began to fear, and not willing to have to deal with 
too many enemies at once, they imitated the fubtlety 
of the children of Ammon, when they began to flink be¬ 
fore David ; endeavoring to ftrengthen themfelves with 
alliance of fome of thofe they had formerly provoked,, 
that by their alfiflance they might defend themfelves a- 
gaind the reft, not doubting but to make their part good 
with their foreign enemies, if they could be reconciled 
ta their Indian neighbours, the Narrhaganfets, or other 
home-bred enemies, and could but fortify themfelves by 
a league of friendihip with any of their foreign neigh¬ 
bours that were newly come to plant in thefe parts. 
To this end they fent meflengers with gifts to the Maf- 
/aebufeits in the latter end of the fame year 1634 > 
firft melfengers were difmifled without an anfwer : But 
they being fenfible of their own danger, and of tJie 
great importance a peace with the Englifti of the Maf- 
J'achufetts might be, purfued the buflnefs very earnell- 
ly, fending meflengers a fecond time, who offered much 
Wampam (Indians money) and beaver, with thefe fe¬ 
cond meflengers : The Governor and Council of tho 
Maffaebu/ftts had much conference many days ; and at 
lali after the beft advice they could take amongft them¬ 
felves, concluded a peace and friendihip with them, 
upon thefe conditions. 

1. That they fbould deliver up to the Engllfli thoib 
perfons amongft them that were guilty of Capt. Stane'% 
death, and the reft that were with him. 

2. That if the Englifli defired to plant in Connec¬ 
ticut they fliould give up theiMright to ihcin. 
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3. That the Englifh Ihould hence forward trade 
with them as their friends, which was a chief thing aim¬ 
ed at ; the faid Pequods being at that time in war with 
the Dutch, and the reft of their neighbours, on the rea- 
ibns forementioned. To thefe conditions they readily 
agreed, and slfo cunningly infinuated their deftre that 
their new confederates, the MctJJachiifitts, fnould mediate 
a peace for them with the Narrhagan/eis ; intimating 
Jikevvife their wiliingnefs that a part of the prefent 
which they promifed to fend fhould be given to them', 
ftanding lo much upon their honor, that they would not 
be feen to give any thing themfelves ; fuch was the 
pride and heighth of fpirit lodged in this company of 
treacherous villians, the dregs and lees of the earth, and 
the drofs of mankind. 

As for Capt. Stage's death they filly evaded the guilt 
of it, falfely adding, that there were but two left that had 
'any hand therein, and that it was a juft quarrel wherein 
•he wgs /lain : For, faid they, he furprifed fome of our 
men, and would by force have compelled them to (hew 
him the way up the river, whereupon the faid Stotts 
coming alhore, with two more, was watched by nine 
of our men (fay they) who finding them afleep in the 
night, flew them to deliver our own men, one of whom 
going afterward to the bark, it was fuddenly blown up : 
Whereas the truth of the matter was thus ; 

The faid Capt. Stetre formerly belonging to Chrrj^ 
icphers in the Wejl-Indies, occafionally coming to thefe 
parts, as he paflTed between this place and Virginia put 
in at that rh-er, where the Indians after they had been 
often on board his vefTel to trade with him, at the laft 
tame friendly on board as they ufed to do, but finding 
the Capt. afleep in his c?bin, took the opportunity to 
murder him as he lay, carting a covering over him that 
he might not be difeerned by the reft whom they pre- 
fently after difpatched one after another, all but Captain, 
Norton who made ftout refiftance, for a long time de¬ 
fending himfelf in the cook-room of the bark, till the 
gun-powder which he had let in an open veflel, to be 
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prore ready for his ufe, accidentally took fire,-by wBich 
fatal accident he was fo burned and his eyes fb blinded 
that he could not make any longer refinance, but forth¬ 
with fell into the hands of chefe criKl and blood-thirily 
wretches^who after they had taken away his life made a 
prey of all that was in the v'e^l. 

As for Mr. OU^am, he was murdered* at an Mand 
called by the Indians, Manifss (fincO known by the 
of Block-IJlafyd J but thofo that murdered him 
(probab'y inhabitants of the* faid Ilfand) ffed prefently 
to the B'cfuods-y by hom they were fhcltered, and fo 
became alfo guilty themfolves of his blood. 

Iti the year xSySf the death of this Mr. Oldloam % 
was fo manifell,- th..t it could neither be concealed nor 
excufed, the difeovery whereof being remarkable, ia 
here infer ted. 

One John Gallops with one man more, and two boys, 
coming from CoTtntiiicatf and intending to put in .a~ 
L'ing-IJmd, as he came fronv thence, being .at the mouth, 
of the harbour,, was forced by a fudden change of tlv 
wind to bear up for Black-IJhmd, or Pijheds iiland, 
where, as they were failing along, they met with a 
Pinace, which they found to be John (Pldhan's, who had 
been font to- trade with the Pegnods, (to make trial of 
the reality of their pretended friendlhip after the mur¬ 
der of C ipt. Stone) they hailed the velfo!, but had no 
anfwer, although they faw the deck full of Indians (14. 
in all) and a little before that had feem a canoe go from- 
the vefiv'I full of Indians likewife, and good®, whercup ■ 
on they fufpeded they htiA k\\\ed John Oldhum, vcLy 
bad only two boys and two Piarrhaganfet Indians in h,i

land, from i:s beginning to lOSo,- 
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vefiel befides himfelf, and the rather becaufe they let 
Hip, and fet up fail (being two miles from the fhore, 
the wind and tide coming off the {hare of the Ifland 
whereby they drove toward the main land of Nan-ha-‘ 
gan/i t) therefore they went a head of them, and having 
nothing but two pieces, and two piftols, they bore up 
near the Indians, who flood on the deck of the veflel 
r"adV armed with guns, fwords and pikes ; but John 
*'rall.p, a man of flout courage, let fly among them and 
i0 galled them, that they got all down under the'hat- 
ches, and then they flood off again, and returning with 
a good gale, they flammed her upon the quarter, and al- 
moil overfet her, which fo affrighted the Indians, as flx 
of them leaped overboard, and were drowned, yet they 
dnrfl not board her, but flood off again, and fitted their 
anchor, fo as ftemming her the fecond time, they bored 
her bow through with their ancho”, and flicking faft to 
her, they made divers (hot through the (idee of her, and 
fo raked her fore and aft .(being but inch board) as they 
inn ft needs kill or hurt feme of the Indians ; but feeing 
none of them come forth, they got loofe from her, and* 
then flood off again : then ^our or five more of the In- 
riians leaped into the fea, and were likewife drowned : 
whereupon there being but four left in her, they boarded 
her ; when an Indian came up and yielded ; him they 
bound, and put into the hold : then another yielded ; him 
they alfo bound, but Gallops being well acquainted with 
their (kill to unloofe one another, if they lay near toge¬ 
ther, and having no place to keep them a(under, flung 
him bound into the fea ; then looking about they found 
John Oldham under an old (ail ftark naked, having his 
head cleft to the brains ; his hands and legs cut as if 
they had been cutting them off, yet warm : fo they put 
him into the fea : but could not well tell how to come at 
the other two Indians (who were in a little room under¬ 
neath with their fwords) fo they took the goods which 
were left, and the falls, and towed the boat away, but 
night coming on, and the wind rifing, they were forc'd 
to turn her offhand the wind carried her to the ISayr^-a- 
ganjt (hore, where they left her* 
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On the 26th of the faid July, the two Indians which 
were* with John OUham, and one other Indian, came 
from Canonicus (the chief Sachem of the Narrhaga./en) 
with a letter from Mr. Williams, to fignify what had. 
befallen John Oldham, and how grievouny they were of¬ 
fended ; and that Miantanimo (the fecond Sachem of the 
Narrhcizanfeis) was gone with 17 canoes and 200 men 
to take revenge. But upon examination of the other 
Indian, who was brought prifoner to them, they found 
that all the Sachems of the Narchaganfets, except Ca- 
nonkus and Mkmfnimp, were contrivers of John Old- 
hands death, and the occafion was becaufe he went to 
make peace, and trade with the Pequods laft year : The 
prifoner faid a!fo that Oldham's two Indians were ac¬ 
quainted with it ; but becaufe they were lent as melTen- 
gers from Cancnicus, they would not imprifon them ; 
But the Governor wrote back to Mr. Williams to let the 
Narrhaganjets know, they expefled they fhould fend 
home John Oldham's two boys, and take rev.enge_ upon 
the 1 Handers, and withal gave Mr. Williams caution to 
look to himfelf, if there Ihould be occafion to make 
war with the Nairhagan/ets (for Blcck-ljland was under 
them) and the next day he wrote to Canonicus, by one 
of ihofe Indians, that he had fufpicion of him that was 
fent, and yet he'had fent him back, becaufe he was a 
mefienger: but did expea, if he Ihould fend for the 
faid two Indians, he fnould fend them to him. 


Four days after John Oldham's two boys were fent 
home by one of Miantonimo's men, with a letter from 
Mr. Williams, that Minntonimo had caufed the Sachem 
Niantick to fend to Block-IJland'iox l\\Qm, and that 
he had near 100 fathom of peag,.and much other goods 
of Oldham's whxh Ihould be referved for them. And 
three of the feven that were drowned were Sachems, and 
that one of the two which was hired by the Nianiick 
Sachem, was dead alfo. So they wrote back to have 
the reft ef thofe which were neceflary to be fent, and 
the reft of the goods, and that he Ihould tell Canonicus 
and Miantonimo that they held them innoceat, but th? 
fix other Sachems were guilty. 
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LittUT, Gibbons Mr, liigginfon were lent for)n 
after with Cujharnakin the Sachem of the MaJJachufetts, 
to Cansmcufy to treat with him about the murder of 
John Oldham. They returned with acceptance and good 
fuccefs of their bufiaefs j obferving in the Sachem much 
ftate, great command of his men, and marvellous wif- 
dom i» his anfwers j ar>d in the carriage of the whole 
treaty clearing himfelf and bis neighbours of the mur¬ 
der, and offering revenge of it, yet upon very fafe and 
wary conditions. 

The Englifh of Majfachufet^s after the peace con^ 
eluded with the Fequods, fent a bark thither for trade, 
that trial might be made of the reality of their frlend- 
fhip, but they found them treach«rous and falfe, and 
that no advantage vvas to be had by any commerce with 
them, infomuch as they took up a refolution never 
more to have to do with them ; which the faki Indians 
perceiving, made no account of the former peace, but 
took all advantage to do us mifehief, not only by har¬ 
bouring thofe who had murthered Mr. Oldham, but fur- 
prizing many of the Englilh in the year rdjd. w'hen 
Cois^.eclicut river began lird to be planted, divers of 
whom were killed (nine atone time in jfpril, 1637) by 
them abo^n Wethersfield, when the plantation then firif 
began, fo as they could not pafs up and down the river 
without a guard, but they would be in danger of being 
cut off or carried away, as two maids were faid to be '; 
thirty men have been killed by them ia all ; thofe who 
fell into their hands alive, were cruelly tortured, after 
a mod barbtrous manner, by infuking over their prifon- 
ers in a bfarphemoos wife, when in their dying agonies, 
under the extremity of their ptiins (their flelirbeing firff 
fltfhid with knives, and then filled with burning em¬ 
bers) they called upon God and Chriff with gafping 
groans, refigning. up their fouls into their hands with 
which words thefe wretched caicifs ufed to mock the 
Englifh afterward, when they came within their hearing 
and view. 

AaooT the fame time fame agents fent over by the; 
Lard Saj, and the Lord Brook, baik a. fort at ihc mout!^ 
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xSConittakut river, wherein was placed one Lieutenant 
Gardiner, and a convenient number of foldiers to fecurc 
the place, intended foon after to be planted, but all the 
winter following, being :he end of the year 1636, they 
were little better than befieged by the faid favages, not 
daring to ftir out of command of the fort, but they were 
ready to be feized by thefe their barbarous enemies ; 
At one time the Lieutenant himfelf with ten or twelve 
of the foldiers, marching out of the fort, with intent to 
pafs over a neck of land, to burn the marlhes ; as foon 
as they had pa/f^d over the ftreight of the neck, they 
efpied a company of Indians making towards the faid 
ilthmus, which if they could not recover, they fee they 
mall all perilh ; whereupon returning back with all 
fpeed, they very narrowly efcaped, and were two or 
three of them killed notwithftanding, before they could 
get back into the fort, which was prefently furrounded 
with multitudes of them ; but the difeharging of a piece 
of ordnance gave them warning to keep further from 
the wails. Sometimes they came with their canoes into 
the river in view of the foldiers within the fort, and 
when they apprehended themfelves out of reach of their 
guns, they would imitate the dying groans and invoca¬ 
tions of the poor captive Englilb, which the Englifh 
foldiers were forced with filent patience to bear, not be¬ 
ing then in a capacity to requite their infolent blafphe- 
roies. But they being by thefe horrible outrages juftly 
provoked to indignation, unanimoufly agreed to join 
their forces together, to root them out of the earth, with 
God’s affidance. 

The Governor and Council having foon after af- 
ferabled the reft of the magiftrates, and the minifters, 
to advife with them about doing juftice for Oldham'^ 
death, they all agreed that it fhould be done with all 
expedition ; and accordingly on the 25th of Auguji fol¬ 
lowing, 80 or 90 men were ftnt out under the com¬ 
mand of Capt. Endicot of Salem, who went to the Pe~ 
quod country by water, with commilBon to treat with 
Khe fud PequQdtf iirft offering terms of peace^ if they 
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would furrender the murderers of the EngUfli, and fo^ 
bear further adls of hottility, or eife fight them. 

The Captain aforefaid coming afhore with his com* 
pany, by a meffige fent them by an interpreter, obtain* 
ed fome little fpcech with a great number of them at a 
diftance ; but after they underftood what was propound¬ 
ed to them, firft cunningly getting behind a hill, they 
prefently ran away into the woods and fv.ainps, where 
there was no purfuing of them : however, one difeharg. 
ing a gun among them as they were taking their fiighr, 
ftayed the courle of one, which was all that coulu be 
done againft them at that time. 

Winter approaching, and no encouragement pre- 
lenting further to purfue them at that time, it was re- 
folved better to return back for the prefent, and \v:.it a 
further feafon, when more forces could be gathered toge¬ 
ther to purfue the quarrel to the utmoft. 

Miantonim,o foon after fent a melTage to them 
with a letter from Mr. Williains, to fignify that they 
had taken one of the Indians, who had broken prifon, 
and had him fafe for them, when they ftould fend for 
him (as they had before fent to him for that end) and 
that the other had ftolen away (not knowing it feems 
that he was their prifoner) and that according to their 
promife they would not entertain any of that Jfland, 
which ftiould come to them ; but they conceived it was 
rather in love to him whom they concealed, for he had 
been his fervant formerly, but when they fent for thofe 
two Indians, one was fent them, but the other was faid 
to be dead before the meffenger came : But the Pequods 
harboured thofe of Block-IJla»d, therefore juftly 

brought the revenge of the Englilh upon them. 

Amongst thofe foldlers that were fent under Capt. 
Endicoty were twenty that belonged to SayhraoA-§OTt^ 
and were appointed to ftay there, to defend the place 
againft the Pequods ; Afer the faid Capt. and the leit 
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were departed, thofe twenty lay wind bound in the Pe- 
auod harbour, and in the mean while went all of them 
alhore, with facks to fetch feme of the Pequods corn ; 
and having fetched each man one fack full to their boar, 
they returned for more, and having loaded thcmfelves 
the Indians fet upon them, fo they laid down their corn, 
and gave fire upon the Indians, and the Indians Ihot 
their arrows agalnft them ; the place was open about the 
diftance of a mufket ihot ; the Indians kept the coverr, 
fave when they came forth one at a time and difeharged 
their arrows ; The Engliih put themfelves in a fingle 
file, and ten only that had pieces that could reach 
them, ihot, the others flood ready to keep them from 
breaking in. So they continued moft part of the after¬ 
noon ; the Engliih, as they fuppofed, killed divers of 
them, and hurt others ; and the Indians wounded but 
one of the Engliih, who was armed, all the reft being 
without : For they fhot their arrows compafs-wife, fo 
as they coulJ eafily fee and avoid them Handing fingle, 
then always gathered up their arrows. : At the laft the 
Indians being weary of the fport, gave theEnglifh leave 
to retire to their boat.—This was in OSlcber, 1636. 

Abovt two days after, five men of Say brook went up 
the river about four mites to fetch hay out of a meadovv 
on the Pequed fide : The grafs was fo high as fome Ff- 
qKods hiding themfelves in it, fet upon tbe-Englifti 
before they were aware, and took one that had hay oij 
liis back, the reft fled to their boat, one of them had five 
arrows in him, yet recovered : He that was taken 
was a goodly young man, whofe name was Buiierfeld ; 
whereupon the meadow w’as ever after called Buner- 
field's meadovv. 

Icarus Icariis nomina dedlt aquist 

About foujteen days after, fix of the foldicrs were 
fenc out of the fort to keep an houfe which they had fet 
up in a corn-field, about two miles from the fort. Three 
of them went forth a fowling, which the Lieutenant had 
ftriftly forbidden, two had pieces, and the third only a 
fvverd, when fuddcnly about an hundred Indians came 
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out of the covert and fet upon them, he who had the 
iword brake through, and received only two Ihot, and 
thofe not dangerous, and fo efcaped to ihc houfe which 
was not above a bow (hot off, and perfwaded the other 
two to follow, but they flayed flill, ’till the Indians 
came and took them, and carried them away with their 
pieces. Soon after they beat down the faid houfe, and 
out-houfes, and hay flacks, and within a bow fhot of the 
fort, killed a cow, and fhot divers others, which came 
home with arrows flicking in them. 

After Mr. Endicot'i departure, the Pequods perceiv. 
ing that they had by feveral late injuries and outrages, 
drawn upon themfelves the hatred of all the Englifh, as 
well as of their own people by former wrongs, and dif- 
trufting their own ability to deal with them all at 
once, did at the lafl by all fubtle infmuations and per- 
fuafions, try to make their peace with the Narrbagan- 
fetsy ufing fuch arguments as to right reafon Teemed not 
only pregnant to the purpofe, but alfo (if revenge, that 
bewitching and plcafing paffion of man’s mind had not 
blinded their eyes) moft cogent and invincible : But 
they were, by the good providence of God, with-held 
from embracing thofe counfcls, which might otherways 
have proved tnoft pernicious to the defign of the Eng- 
Hfh, viz. That the Englifh were flrangcrs, and began 
to overfpread the country, the which would foon be pof- 
fefled by them to the depriving the ancient inhabitants 
of their right, if they were not timely prevented ; and 
that the Narrhagan/ets would but make way for their 
©wn ruin, by helping to dellroy the Pequods ; for after 
themfelves Were fubdued, it would not be long ere the 
Narrhagan/ets themfelves, would in the jpext place be 
rooted out likewife : whereas if they would but join to¬ 
gether againfl the Engliih they could demonflrate how 
the Englifh might eafily either be deftroyed or forced 
to leave the country, and that without any danger to 
themfelves : Telling them alfo that they never need come 
to any open battles, they might deftroy them only by 
firing their houfei, and killing their cattle, and lying 
in wait for them as they went about their ordinary oc. 
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eafions ; which courfe if it were purfued, they f^id '^eir 
new and unwelcome neighbours could not long fubfift ; 
but would either be ftarved with hunger and cold, or 
forced to forfake the country. 


Matchiavei. himfelf if he had fat in counfel with 
them could not have infinuated llronger reafons to have 
perfwaded them to a peace. 

It is faid that fo much reafon was apprehended in 
ihefe motives, that the Narrhaganfets were once waver- 
intr, and were almoil perfwaded to have granted an ear 
to^heir advice and perfwafion and joined all againft the 
Englilh ; but when they copfidered what an advantage 
they had put into their hands by the ftrength and favor 
of the Englilh, to take a full revenge of alt their former 
injuiies, upon their inveterate enemies, the thought of 
that was fo fweet,that it turned the fcale againtl all other 
confiderations whatfoever. 

SoOK after this, Miantenimo Sachem of the Narrha- 
gefs/rts, came to Bijion (being fent for by, theGovernor) 
with two of Canonkus'^ fbns, and another Sachem, and 
near twenty of their men, whom they call Sannap?. 
I’he Governor, having notice by Cvjharnakin the Maf~ 
fachufetts Sachem, fent twenty mufketeers to Roxbiiry 
to meet them. They came to Bojion about noon, where 
the Governor had called together all the Magiftrates 
and Minillers to give countenance to their proceedings, 
and to advife abiut the terms of peace. After dinner, 
Miantonimo declared what he had to fay to them in 
feveral prepofuions, which were to this eftedl, that they 
had always loved the Englifh, and now defired a firm 
peace with them, and that they would continue war with 
the Prf/Wr. and their confederates, till they were fubdu- 
ed, and defired the Englilh would do fo too ; Promiling 
to deliver their enemies to them, or kill them, and two 
months after to fend them a prefent. The Governor 
told them they Ihould have an anfvverthe next morning, 
which was done, upon articles fubferibed by him, and 
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they alfo fubfcribed with him, wherein a firm peace waj 
concluded, but hccaufe they could not make them well 
underhand the articles, they told them they would fend 
a copy of them to Mr. Williams, who could belt inter, 
prct the fame to them. , So after dinner they took leave,. 
and were conveyed out of town by Tome mulketeers, and 
difmiired with a volley of fhot. 

The Artiples here foiled, 

T. A FIRM peace betwixt them and their friends oft 
cither part (if they confent) and their confederates (if 
they Will obferve the articles) and their pollerity. 

IT. Neither part to make peace with the PeytW/. 
without the others confent.

IV. To put to death, or deliver up any of the 
minderers of the Englifh. 

\^ 7’o return fugitive fervants. 

'TT. The Engbfit to give them notice when they 
go out agairll the Pequeds, and the other to Ittid 
them guides. 

Vir. Free trade' to be between them. 

VHr. Non'f, of them to come near the EngliHi 
plantations during the war with the Peqmds, without 
feme Englifhman, or known Indian. 

IX. To continue to the pofterity of both parts. 

These Articles were irdiflerently well cbferved by 
the Harrhcgav/eiis, till the Peqncds, their mortal ere. ^ 
mitet, were totally fubdued ; lut then they began icj 
grew inTolent and treachercus, efpecially this Miantonim 
himfelf; as will appear in Uie ft<iuel. 
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CusHAMAKiK alfo the Sachem of the Majfachu/ettt 
fubfcribed thofe articles with the Engli/h. 

The report of the unheard of cruelties foremention- 
ed, which had been perpetrated by the Pequods filling 
the ears of the Englifh throughout the country ; it was 
agreed by the joint confent of the EngUlb thro’out the 
three colonies to unite all their forces together, for the 
fuppreffing the common enemy, early in the fpring Ann's 
1637, who were alfo moved thereunto by their own ne- 
celfities as well as by the earned re(|uell of their friends 
at Cojinedlicut. 

Those of Plhnndh being written unto by the Go- 
'vernor of the- MaJ]fa:h;ifr:its, appeared very cordially 
willing thereunto, to which end they agreed to fend 
fifty men at their own charge, with as much fpced ar; 
the matter required, with fudicient leaders apipoinced, 
and a b’^rk provided to carry them provifions, and tend 
upon them on ail occafions ; but before they could be 
difpatched away the next fprieg, news was brought that 
the enemy was v/holiy routed, fo as their jjurney w;is 
flopped," rind'thtdr-g'>od will accepted for the deed ; as 
if they really had been there to have borne their p:;r: 
in the fervice ; their non-appearance in time and place 
being not to be imputed to any backwardnefs in their 
minds, but to their too late invitation to the fervice ; 
the motion fetching a large corapafs from CanneAicut 
down to the M\ffachufetts ; from whom in the laft pface 
they were follicited thereunto. And for the other tw > 
colonies, thofe of ConneSlicut being quickened on by tiic 
fpur of neceflity, and prefent fenfe of the infjlency daily 
afted at their very doors, were foonef upon iheir march', 
and by the good hand of God upon them, had given 
the main ftroke before their friends of the MnJJachiijhfs 
could come up with them, yet was there no- repining for 
the want of the glory of the viaory, nor was there any 
caufe, thofe that weie the chief adlors therein bcin? for¬ 
ward to give God the glory of the whole, and not^wrli- 
ingtto pocket up^ny thing thereof themfulves, ackrjow- 
-iedging that they never faw more of God, or l-efs of 
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man In any bufinefs of that nature, as may more folly 
be iinderftood by particulars enfuing. 

The colony of the MaJachzf/eUx determined to fend 
an hundred and fixty, of whom an hundred and twenty 
were ordered under the conduft of Capt. Patrick of 
WatertOHvn, and Capt. I’rcjk of Balem, Stoughton 

of Dorchefier being to comm.and in chief ; with whom 
\vas fent that holy man of God, Mr. John Wil/cn, (pallor 
of the church of Bofion) the chariots and horfemen of 
our Ijraol, by whofe faith and prayer, as foraetimej 
was laid of Luther (in reference to Gertnany) the country 
was preferved, fo as it was confidently believed that no 
enemy fltould break in upon a place wbilft he furvived, 
which as lome have obferved accordingly came to pafii. 

The matter requiring great expedition, and it being 
Jong hidurc the whole company could be difpatched 
avCay, Capt. Patrick with foity men were fent before¬ 
hand" to be fare to meet with thofe of Connedicut h 
cafe they ftiould be in afticn, before the reft of our forces 
•could get into a readinefs, which accordingly come to 
pafs ; for the main bufinefs in taking the feu-1 was ove», 
beftjTG the faid Patrick could get thither. Capt. 
yuJerhill vetts fent by Mr. l^ane the Governor to Say, 
hrook the w'inter before to ftrengthen the garnfon there. 
The affaulting and forprizing of this Indian fort, being 
the moll remarkable piece of fervice in that whole ex- 
pediticn ; take it as it was delivered in writing oy that 
valiant, faithful, and prudent commander, Capt. Ma/ort, 
chief in the a£Iion, who lived long after to reap the fruit 
of his laber, and enjoy the benefit of that day*s fervice, 
having an inheritance given him m that part of the 
countfv, as a juft reward of his faithful fervice on that 
day as well as at other times. WeguajB a Pequed by 
nation, but difgufied by the Sachem, proved a goad 
ouide to the Englilh, by whofe diredion they were led 
to a fort near Myjtick river, fomc miles nearer than 
Safacous's forty which they firft intended to alfault. ^ 

“ On the fecondWednefday of Mqy, being the tenth' 

day of that month, wc fet fail with ninety men ot thq 
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EngliHi in one Pink, one Pinnace, and two Boats, to- 
wards thsPejucaJ, with leventy river Indians ; having 
f^.-newhat a long pafTage to Saybrook fort, about forty 
of our Indians defired to go down by land on Satur> 
day, but on Monday they went forth from the fort, 
<' and meeting feven Pequods and Nianiicks, they flew 
“ five outright, took one prifoiier, and brought him 
into Saybrook fort, where he was executed by Capt. 
*' Underhill, the other efeaped. 

“ On Monday we all landed at Saybrook fort, and 
“ flayed there ’till Tu'='rday ; Capt. Underhill joining 
nineteen men with himfelf to us : Whereupon w'c 
“ fent back twenty of ours to ftrengchen our planta* 
“ tions ; and fo fet fail on ThurfUiy towards Nanba^ 
ganfit, and arrived there on Friday. 

“On Saturday myfelf, with Capt. Underhill, and Lieut, 
“ Sealy, with oar guard marched to Canonicus by land, 
“ being about five miles diflant, where we were kindly 
“ entertained after their manner : Having had parly with 
“ him, we fent to Miantonimo, who would give no pre- 
“ fent anfwer ; and fo our Sabbath being on the mor' 
row, we adjourned our meeting until Monday, at. 
“ which time there aflembled Miantonimo with the 
chiefeft of them about two hundred men ; and be- 
in'g folemnly fot for confultarion after their manner 
told them we were now going, God aflifling, to re- 
“ venge the wrong committed and blood-flied by their 
and our enemies, upon our native country-men, not 
any way defiring their aid, wnlefs they would volon- 
“ tadiy fend, which they did e.vceedingly approve of : 
“ Moreover we told them that the Engliflr and they had 
“ always been friends forought vve knew, and fo we were 
“ with the Indians that had not wronged Englifli-men, 
“ the which they acknowledged, and fo made a large 
“ defeription of the Ptq^uods country, and told irs- they 
** would fend men with us ; fo we rcfolvcd there to 
“ keep our rendezvous at Canonie-us his plantation on 
the morrow night, being Tuefday ; but the wind 
‘‘ being we could not band our men ’till five or 
C z 
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fix of the clock in the afternoon, at which time I 
“ landed on Narrhaganfet Aore with thirty-two men, 
and fo marched to the place of rendezvous formerly 
“ appointed : Capt. Underhill and my Lieut, landed 
the red, and came up to me that night. About two 
“ hours before day came an Indian with a letter from 
“ Capt. Patrick, being then at Mr. Robert Williams'x 
“ plantation with forty men, who defired us to ftay for 
“ his coming and joining us, not intimating whea 
that would be : The which being confidered and de- 
“ bated, we thought it could not be our fafeft courfe to 
“ wait for him, (though his prefent affillancg was much 
defired) for thefe reafons. 

I. “ Because the day before when we had abfo- 
lutely refolved to go, the Indians plainly fold us they 
“ tho’t we were but in jeft, and alfo that EngUlh-men did 
“ talk much, but not fight ; nay, they concluded that 
“ they would not go on ; and befides if we fhould de- 
“ for, we feared we fhould be difcovered by reafon of 
the frequent recourfe between them by certain Sqvanus^ 
“ (who have mutual intercourfe) whereupon we were 
“ conftraioed to fet forward towards the Pequods, with 
“ feventy-feven Englifb, and about fixty river Indians, 
“ and as I fuppofe near about two hundred Narrha-'^ 
ganfets, and marched that night to the eaftern Niand 
ticks, where we kept our rendezvous that night ; the 
** Sachem of the place adding about an hundred of hw 
“ men unto us. 

“We fet forward and marched about ten miles, 
“ where making an alfa (or halt) there we held a con- 
“ fultacion with the Indians, who defired to know what 
“ we intended We told them that we refolved to af 
“ fault Sajfacous his forr, at which they were all ftriefc- 
“ en, and as it were amazed with fear, as they plainly 
“ confeflVd ; after a long debate and preffing of them, - 
*'■ taxing them with cowardice, fome of them refolved*' 
to go along with us, though I fuppofe they had no 
“ fuck intent, as apper red afterward ; fome of them 
“ left us, to the number as I fuppofe of an hundred ot 
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•'< lefs ; and marching on five miles further, we made 
another alta, where they told us we had near a doarera 
miles to Sajfacous his fort, as we gathered by their 
relation r Being very weary in travelling with our 
“ arms, ammunition and provifion ; we were conllrained 
“ to alter our refolution, and refolve to attempt that 
“ fort, the which they had formerly defcribed to be 
« three or four miles nearer ; and alfo one of Capr, 
** Underhill'^ men failing put it out of doubt. But 
“ whofoever faith that Capt. Underhill had any falling 
out about that or any thing elfe, doth fpeak untruth ; 
for we both refolved to Sajfacous his fort, as we con- 
eluded in our confultatlon at Narrhagar/ef^ and 
“ continued our refolution ’till we received the former 
reafons as grounds fufircient to perfwade irs to the 
“ contrary, and to profecute that which was moft Itke- 
“ ly to be accompli (bed. 

“ They drew a plot of the fituation of the Pequods 
“ and defcribed Sajfacous his fort to be the neareft, 
which was the chief caufe we determined to aiTault 
that firft, and had no reafon leading till our lad aha, 
“ where, upon the reafons formerly mentioned, we 
“ changed our refolution : This greatly pleafed the 
“ Indians that were with us, as it was what they much 
“ defired ; for it was dreadful to them to hear the 
name of Sajfacous. 

“ From thence we marched two or three miles 
“ where we kept our rendezvous, fuppofing we had 
been within one mile of the fort : An Indian fent to 
difeover beforehand, brought us news that they were 
“ fecure, having been ftihing with many canoes at fea, 
and divers of them walking here and there. 

“ About two hours before day we marched toward* 
** the fort, being weary and much fpent ; many of us 
“ having flept nothing at all. 

“ And fo we began to ma’-ch towards the fort, the 
“ Lofd being pleafed wondeifully to aiSft and encou- 
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rage us, after a tedious, march of three or four miles i. 
About break of day v/e came fair in vieiV of the fort, 
“ (landing on the top of an hill not deep ; the Indians 
“ all falling back, were fuddenly vaniflieJ out of (ighr, 
“ fo we made an alta, and fent back for our guide, who 
‘‘ had promifed to go with us to the fort, bur his heart 
“ we faw much failed him ; we aCced him what they 
intended who promifed to wing us, and to furround 
“ the fort ; he told us they were much afraid ; but he, 
“ feeing our refolution, went to them and prevailed with 
“ divers of them to come up to us ; w'e told them their 
“ bed courfe would be to flank the fort on both fides, 
and having no time longer to confer, we proceeded : 
Capt. Underhill to the wedern entrance with one di- 
“ viflon, rayfelf with the other to the eadern as filent as 
“ pofiibly we could ; fa it pleafed God vve came up 
“ within two rod of the Palifado, before we were dif. 

covered ; at which time a dog began to bark, and an 
“ Indian cried out ; but not being myfelf rightly in- 
formed by the Indian guide, of the right entrance, 
“ though there was a little podern door, the which I had 
“ thought to have attempted to break down with my 
“ foot; but the Lord direfted me otherwife for the bet- 
“ ter ; for I then feared we could not there enter with 
** our arms, which proved true. So I fuddenly haded 
“ to the Palifado, and patting in the muzzle of my 
“ piece, difeharged upon them, and fo did the reft witlx 
all celerity ; vve then fuddenly haftened on toward 
“ that fide which ftood toward the water ; where I con- 
“ eluded was an entrance, and Inftantly fell upon it,being 
only barred with two great forked boughs, or branches 
“ of fome trees, and hailing over them I drew one after 
“ me ; my Lieutenant drawing the other outward. We 
‘‘ fuddenly fell upon the wigwams ; th-j Indians cried 
out in a mod hideous manner, (bme ifluing out of the 
wigwams, (hooting at us defperately, and fo creeping 
under beds that they had. We had refolved awhile 
not to have burned it, but being we coaid not come 
‘‘ at them, I refolved to fet it on fire, after divers of 
them were (lain, and fome of our men (ore w'onnded ; 
fo entering one of th?ir wigwain.', I {ooii a fire-brand 
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/at ■■which time an Indian drai-ving an arroyj had 
killed him. but Davis 

i‘ firim nvitb his cutlajj) and fuddenly kindled a 
.‘ fire in the matts wherewith they were covered, and 
fell to a retreat and furroandcd the fort ; the fare m* 
rreafine violently, infomuch as that they \vere con- 
.< ftraini lo .?limb to ,the top of the PaiiMo j from 
“ whence they were foon fetched dovyn, I fuppofe to 
“ the number of an hundred and forty. Many of them 
“ ifluinc forth were fuddenly flain either by the Enghlh 
or Indians, who were in a ring without us ; all being 
“ difpatched and ended in the fpace of an hour, having 
“ two of our men ftain, and fixteen wounded. 


Being very hot and dry we could very, hardly 
procure any water, we continued there one hour not 
“ knowing what courfe to take or which way to go, 
“ our Pinnaces not being come in, neither did we 
“ know how far, or which way to go to them, our in- 
“ terpreter, being an Indian, we could hardly come to 
“ fpeak with him : When we did, he knew nothing 
of what his countrymen intended, who were all hur- 
“ ried and diftraaed with a few hurt men, bat chiefly 
“ as I conceive with fear of the enemy. 


“ But the enemy approaching they began to cleave 
unto us, and 1 verily think duril not leave us. 


“ Our. Pinnaces then coming in view with a fair 
gale, being guided as it were to ferve our neceflity 
“ by the good hand of God, which I think was never 
more eminently feen in a matter of like moment and 
lefs of man in feveral paflages. Then we fet our 
“ men in order and prepared for fight, and began to 
“ march toward the harbour where the Pinnaces were 
“ to ride : The enemy approaching. Cape. Underhill 
“ with divers Indians and certain Englifh iflued out to 
encounter them, but they would not ftand to it, for 
“ the mofl: part they lay behind rocks, trees and bufhes. 

We marched on, they flill dodging of us ; fometimes 
“ hazarding themfelves in open ^eld, where fome of 
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“ them were flain in open view, and as we bear many 
“ wounded : I was fomewhat catnelous in beftowing 
“ many (hot upon them needlefly, becaufe I e.xpeded 
“ a ftrong oppoficion ; and thus they continued to foU- 
low us till we came within two miles of our Pinnaces, 

“ where they wholly left us, which was near fix mites' 
** as I conceive, having then about two miles mors 
“ to the river. 

Four of our wounded men we svere forced to 
carry our felves, while at length we hired the Indians 
to bear (hem, both in this and all the following' 
enterprizes againft the Peqaods'^ 

This fervicc being thus happily accomplKhedby 
thefe few hands that canie from ConneSiicut ; within 
while after, the forces lent from the Majfachufetts under 
the condufl of Capt. 5/o«g/f>/!7« as commander in chtci 
arrived there alfo, who found a great part of the work 
done to their hands, in the furprizal of the Pequods fort 
as aforefaid, which yet was but the breaking of thenei!,^ 
and unkenjielliftg (kvage'"woIveFrfbf^ 

them, with Soffacous the chief Sachem (whofe very name, 
was a terror to all the Narrhagan/ets) were difpsrfed a.| 
broad and fcattcred all over their country, yet fo far' 
were the reft difmayed, that they never durft rnake any^ 
afiault upon the Englifti, who in feveral parties were^ 
fcattcred about in pujfuit of them. 

It was not long after Capt, Stoughton's foldiers came? 
■ up before news was brought of a great number of tke^ 
enemy, that were difcovered by the fide of a river up| 
the country, being 'firft trapanned by the Nanhagm-t^ 
fits, under pretence of fecuring them, but they weref 
truly hemmed in by them, though at a diftance, yet fo 
as they could not, or durft not ftir from the place, by 
which means our forces of the Ma^fiachufietts had an eafy 
conqueft of fome hundreds of them, who were tkfi 
couped up as in a pound ; not daring to fight, ftot Hhi; ' 
to fly away, and fo were all taken without any 
on : The men among them to the number of 30, • were| 
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turned prefently into Charon's ferry-boat, under the 
command of Ikipper Gallop, who difpatched them a lit¬ 
tle without the harbour ; the females and children were 
difpofed of according to the will of the conquerors, 
fome being given to the Narrhagan/eis, and other In¬ 
dians that alSded in the fervice. 

The reft of the enemy being firft fired out of their 
ftrong hold, were taken and deltroyed, a great number 
of them being feized in the places where they intend- 
(ed to have hid themfelves, the reft fled out of their own 
country over ConneBicut \\sex, up toward the Dutch 
plantation. Our foldiers being refolved by God’s af- 
liftance to make a final deftrudion of them, were mind¬ 
ed to purfue them which way foever they fhould think 
to make their elcapc, to which end in the next place, 
our foldiers went by water towards Neuj-Ha-ven, whi¬ 
ther they heard, and which in rcafon was moll ,]ikely^ 
i\iey bent their courfe : Soon after they were informed 
of a great number of them, that had betaken themfelves 
to a neighbouring place not far eft', whither they might 
hope it was not likely they Ihould be piufued ; but up¬ 
on fearch they found fifty or fixty wigwams, but without 
any Indians in any of them, but heard that they had 
paired along toward the Dutch plantation ; whereupon 
our foldiers that were before, all embarked for SyuHJe- 
piack, afterwards called Ne^-Haojen, and being landed 
there, they had not far to march unto the place where 
it was moft probable they Ihould either find or hear of 
them ; accordingly in their march they met here and 
there with fundry of them, whom they ail ftew or took 
prifoners, amongft whom were two Sachems, \ whom 
they prefently beheaded ; to a third that was either a 
Sachem or near a-kin to one, they gave his life upon 
condition that be fiiould go arrd enquire where Saffacous 
was, and accordingly bring them word ; this Indian, 
overlooking all other national or natural obligations, in 
conlidcration of his life that was received on that con- 
difion, proved v'ety true and faithful to thofe that fent 
him ; his order was to have returned in three days, but 
cot being able within fo Ihori a lime to make a fuli 
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^Ifcovery of the bufinefs, and alfo find a handfome way 
to efcape, he made it eight days before he returned, in 
which fomething fell cut not a little remarkable ; for 
thofe he was fent to difcover, fufpeding at the laft by 
hrs withdrawing hitnfelf, that he came for a fpy, purfu- 
ed after him, fo as he was forced to fly for his life, and 
getting down to,the fea fide he accidentally met with a, 
canoe a little before turned adrift, by which means he 
paddled by fome Ihift or other fo far out of the harbour, ! 
that making a fign he was difeerned by fome on board] 
one of the veflels that attended on cur foldiers, by 
whom being taken up he made known what he had 
difeovered : But after he was gone, Sa^cous iufpeQing 
^and not without juft caufe) what the matter was, made 
his efcape from the reft with 20 or 30 of his men to 
the Mohanvks, by whom himfelf and they that were with 
him, were all murdered afterward, being hired there¬ 
unto by the Narrhaganfets, as was confidently affirmed 
and believed. § 

Thus this treacherous and cruel villain with his 
companions, having againft his faicli and promife, as 
well as contrary to the laws of nature and nations, mur* 
dered feveral others, both of the Dutch and Englifh 
nation, is in the fame manner himfelf, againft the laws 
of hofpitality murdered by thofc to whom he fl-’d for 
refuge. Vengeance is mine, faiih ihe Lord) 1 nnill rs- 
fay it. 

It is worthy our obfervation, that this Sajfacous the 
chief Sachem of the Pequods, as afterwards Phillip of 
Mount-Hope, (both of them in rheif feveral times and 
places the contrivers of many bloody hnd cruel mifehiefs, 
yet) efcaped the hands of thofe whom they had fo many 
ways provoked to the utmoft degree of indignation, that 
fo they might not too much gratify their own fpirits in 
taking revenge 5 but it muft be brought about by thefe 


§ SaJ/accus's fcalp was fent down to th: Englilh

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means, by which the glory of divine vengeance nrid 
juflice (hall more eminently fhine forth, that it micht 
be truly faid of them as Adcnibexek confefled of himfelf, 
As 1 have done, fo God hath requited ms. 

But to return. 

The reii of the Pequods from whom SaJ/dcous had 
made an cfcape, fhifted every one for himfelf, leaving 
but three or four behind them (when a party of our 
foJdiers according to the diredion of him that was fenc 
as a fpy came upon the place) vVho would not or could 
not tell them whither their company were fled ; but our 
Oldiers ranging up and down as providence guided them,, 
at the lalt, July 1637, they lighted upon a great 
number of them, they purfued them to a fmall Indiaa 
town feated by the fide of an hideous fwamp (near the 
place where Fairjield or Stratford now ftand) into which. 
they all flipt, as well Pequods as natives of the place, 
before our men could make any fhot upon them, having 
placed a centinel to give warning. Mr. Ludlo<w and 
Capt. Ma/ott with half a fcore of their men happened to 
difcover this crew. Capr. Patrick and Capt. Trajli with 
about an hundred of the Mafachujetts forcqs came ia 
upon them prefently after the alarm was given ; fuch 
commanders .ns firft happened to be there gave fpecial or¬ 
ders th.-it the fwamp fhould be furrounded (being about a 
mi/e in compafs) but Lieut. Da^ven/ortbelonging to Capt. 
TrciJPi company, not hearing the word of command, 
with a dozen more of bis company, in an over eager 
purfuit of the enemy, rufhed immediately into the 
fwamp, where they were very rudely entertained by 
thofe evening wolves that newly kennelled therein ; for 
Li.nit. Davenport was -forely wounded in the body, John 
Wedgvsiod of Ipfvsich in the belly, and was laid hol'd on 
by fome of the Indians ; Thomas Sherman of faid Ipf- 
‘u.'ich in the neck ; fome of their neighbours that ven^ 
tured in with them were in danger of the enemy’s arrows 
that flew very thick about them, others were in as much 
hazard of being fwaliowed by the miry boggs of the 
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fwamp, wherein they ftuck fo faft, that, if Sfrjeanti?^, 

Roxbury had not refcned two or three of them, they 
had fallen into the hands of the enemy ; but fuch waj 
the ftrength and courage of thofe-that came to their ref. 
cue, that fome of the Indians being flain with their 
fwords, their friends were quickly ■ lelievcd, and drawn 
out of the mire and danger. 

But the Indians of the place, who had for company 
fake run with their guefts the into the fwamp, 

did not Jove their friendfhip fo well as to be killed with 
thcm^ alfo for company fake, wherefore they began to 
bethink themfelves that they had done no wrong to the 
Englilh, and dtfired a parly, which was granted, and 
they prefently underftood one another by the meanj 
of Thomas Stanton an exaft interpreter then at hand. 
Upon which the Sachem of the place with feveral 
others and their wives and children, that liked betters 
live quietly in their wigwams than to be buried in the 
fwamp, came forth and had their lives granted then;; 
After fome time of further parly with thefe, the inin- 
preter was fent in to offer the like terms to the reft, but 
they were pofTeffed with fuch a fpirit of llupidity and 
fullennefs that they refolved rather to fell their lives for' 
what they could get there ; and to that end began to let 
By their arrows tWek againft him as intending to make 
his blood fome part of the price of their own ; but thro* 
the gbodneifs of God toward'him, his life was not to be 
fold on that account, he being prefently fetched off. 

Br this time night drawing on, our commanders 
perceiving on w.ljich fidepf the fwamp the enemies were 
lodged, gave orders to cut through the fwamp with their 
fwords, that they might the better hem them round in 
one corner, which was prefently done, and fo they were 
begirt in all night,' the Engliib in the circumference 
plying them with fhot all the time, by which means 
many of them were killed and buried in the mire, as 
they found the next day. The fwsmp by th'e foremen- 
tioiicd device being reduced to fo narrow a compafs, that 
our foldiers Handing at twelve feet diftance could fur- 
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round if, the enemy was kept in all the night ; but a 
little before day-break (by reafon of the fogg that ufeth 
to arife about that time, obferved to be the darkeft time 
of the night) twenty or thirty of the luftieft of the enemy 
broke through the beliegers, and efcaped away into the 
>vood5, fome by violence and fomc by Health dropping 
away, fome of whom notwithftanding were killed in the 
purfuit ; the rell were left to the mercy of the con¬ 
querors, of which many were killed in the fwamp like 
fullen dogs, ,that_ would rather in their felf-willednefs 
and madnefs fit Hill to be (hot through or cut in pieces, 
than receive their lives for afking at the hand of thofe 
into whofe power they were now fallen. Some that are 
yet living and worthy o( credit do affirm, that in the 
morning enteiing into the fwamp, they faw feveral 
heaps of them fitting clofe together, upon whom ihev 
dtfeharged their pieces laden with ten or twelve pKioI 
boilers a time, putting the muzzels of their pieces un¬ 
der the boughs wirhiij a few yards of them ; fo as be- 
(ides thefe that were found dead (near twenty it was 
judged) many more were killed and funk into the 
mire and nev.?r were minded more by friend or foe : Of 
thofe who were not fo defperate or fullen to fell their 
lives for nothing, but yielded in time, the male children 
were fent to the Bermudas, of the females fome were dii- 
tri])uted to the Englifh towns, fome were difpofed of 
among the other Indians, to whom they were deadly 
enemies as well as to ourfelves. 

Tins overthrow given to the Pcquods llruck fuch a 
terror into all theTndians in thofe parts (fcime cf whom 
had been itl-afFedled to the Engiilh before) that they 
fought our.frtendftiip, and rendered thcrafelves to be tin¬ 
der our protejHioh, which they then obtained, and have 
never fince forfeired it any of them till this late rebellion 
of Philip the fubjetfl of the following difccurfe. A- 
mongft the reft of the prifoners fpecial notice was taken 
of the wife of a noted Indian called Monomtto, who with 
her children fubmitted herfelf, or by thechance of the W'ar 
fell into the hands of theEngjifti ; it was known to be by 
her mediation that two Englilh maids (that were taken 



from Wethersfield upon ConneSikut river) were faved from;; 
death, in requital of whofe pity and humanity, the 
of herfelf and her children was not only granted her, ' 
Init Ihe was in fpecial recommended to the care of thnt 
honorable gentleman Mr. John Winthrop, for that tinie< 
being the worthy Governor of the Mafiachu/etts ; who? 
takin-y notice of her modeft countenance and behaviour,| 
as well as of her only requeft (not to fufter wrong eitherj 
lis to the honor of her body or fruit of her womb) gaij 
fpecial charge concerning her,according to his noble and* 
chriltian difpoliaon. t 

Ai'Ter this flaughter at the fwamp, the Peqtiods bej 
ing upon every turnexpofed to the revenge ofthe 
on one fide, and the Narrhagan/ets on the other, chole ra* 
rher to fubmit themferves to the Englifti, by whomj 
they were put, fome under the Mohegins and fome under'' 
xXk Narrhngan/ks, which at lall proved the occafionofj 
the prelent quarrel as is conceived, through the ambi.' 
tion of Mianionimo, as will be hereafter related. 

On the 12th of July, 1637, one Jganemo, a Sacbentl 
of the Ni^intick Indians (who were a blanch of the Nar- 
baganfets) came to Bofton with feventeen of his ownj 
men ; he made divere propofitions to the Eng)illi,i 
which they took into confideration, and promifed to^ 
give him an anfwer the next day : But finding that hi - 
had refeued divers of the Pequods, fubmitting to him 
f nee .the laft defeat, they firll demanded the delivery ef 
them, which he flicking at, they refufed further confer-' 
ence with him : But the next morning he came and of-^ 
fered what they defired. So the Governor referred hiiii| 
to the Captains at the Pequed country, and writ i».| 
llruftions to them how to deal with him. So receiving 
his ten fathom of wampam, they friendly difmifs’d him, 

In July 1638, Uncas the Sachem of the Moiegks, 
having entertained fome of the Pequeds, came to the: 

^ Seven hundred of them were thoughl^ to be 

deftroyed. 
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Oo^’ernor at B^flon with a prei^nt,. and was much de- 
i-iled becaufe it was not firil accepted : But af-erWards 
the Governor, and Cbitncil being fiVtisfied about his inno- 
cenev, they accepted it, whereupon be promifed :o fu!)- 
rpit to the order of the Englifh, both touching the Ft- 
euods he had received, and as concerning the diflx?rence& 
betwixt the and himfcif, and confirmed 

alt with this complimem ; this heart, faid he, (laying^ 
his hand upon his heart) is not mine but your’s, com¬ 
mand me any difficult fetvice and I will do w, I have no- 
men but they are all your’s, I will' never believe any 
Indian agaiaft the EngliHv any more ;; and fo he con¬ 
tinued for ever after, as may be feen in the fidfewing^ 
tranfaftions between the Indians ■ and the Engliffi ; 
whereupon he was dirmi/Ted with fome fmall reward,- 
and went home very joyful carrying a letter of appro¬ 
bation for himfelf aud his men,, thcouglv the^ Englilb 
plantations. 

This was the ilTue of the P'eqmd war, which in the 
day of it here in Ne<w-England was- as formidable to 
the country in general as the prefent war with Philip ; 
the experience of whicbrbecaufe it may admrnifter much 
matter of comfort and encoitfagement to the furvivirig 
generation, as well as of praife and thankfgiving to Al¬ 
mighty God, from all thofe w ho have thus long quietly 
enjoyed the benefit and reaped the fruit of their labor 
mid courage who engaged therein, the more pains 
hah been taken tO' fearch out the broken pieces of that 
llory and thus put them together, before the memory 
thereof was buried in the ruins of time, and pall the 
recovery and knowledge of the prefont age. 

After fubdtiing the Pefu-ods in the year 1637, the- 
Jiarrhaganfi-ts thfe'moft numerous of the other Indian.-', 
either out of difeontent,- that the whole fevereignty over 
the reft of the Indians was not adjudged to belong to 
them, or out of envy, that Uncas the chief Sachem of 
Mohegin had infinuated further than the.-o-’ 

imo the favor of the Englifo, were cb-ferred to be- 
D 2- 
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always contriving mifchief againft them, notwithdani 
a firm agreement was made between the Englifh anr 
the faid Narrbaganfcti in the year 1637, when thty 
had helped to defiroy the Pequods, and a!fo notwith. 
ftanding the triple league between the faid Narrhagad; 
fits, the Mohegins and the Englifh at Hartford (the chiel<: 
town of Ccnnediciif) made in the year 1638, wherein 
the faid Indians were folemnly engaged, not to quart{j| 
with the Mohegins or any other Indians, until they haii^ 
firlr afked the advice of the Engliih, to whofe determi. 
nation, they had likewife obligedtheinfelves to Hand, 
in all following differences among them- They cartied| 
it fubtiliy and underhand for fome years, and wereprt. 
tending quarrels with the faid Uncas, againft whom tkeji 
always had an inveterate malice, ever fince the agree¬ 
ment made about diftributing the Pequods, after the war 
■with them was ended ; expedling in all probability that 
all fhould have been left to their foie arbitriment. Thj 
Mohegins on the other fide, though not fo numerous, yet 
a more warlike people and more politic, always made : 
their recourfe to the Englifh, complaining of the inio-f 
lencfes of the Narrhagan/ets, contrary to their league,, 
fo as they would hardly be kept from making open war- 
againll them, when they faw all other attempts to kill ' 
and defiroy Uncas the Mohegin Sachem, by treachery,; 
poifcn, and forcery, prove inefiefiual. Infomuch that*! 
at laft the malice of Mianloniwo and his Harrhaganfeu 
grew to that height, that they began to plot againll the 
EngUfh therafelves, for defending of Uncas, 

The Narrhagan/ets were animated by the haughty 
fpirit and afpiring mind of Miantonimo, the heir appa¬ 
rent of all the Narrhaganfet people, after the deceafe 
of the old Sachem, Canonicus, who was his uncle. This 
Miantonimo was a very goodly perfona^e, of tall flaturc,! 
fubtil and cunning in his contrivements, as well as 
haughty in his defigns. It was ftrongiy fufpeffed thati 
in the year 1642, he had contrived to draw all the In-i 
dials throughout the country into, a general confpiracy' 
againft the Englifh ; Per, the firft of September, 1642, 
eftci's came to Dnfoh from the Court at Ccnnefiicutjj^xA 
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fnm two of the Maglllrates there, that the Indians had 
Sired to cut off the Engiifli all over the country : 
Mr LuJU'-w certified fo much from the place where he 
lived near the Dutch. The time appointed to be for the 
affault, was faid to be after harveft, the manner to be 
by feveral companies entering into the chief men’s 
houfes, by way of trade, and then to kill them in their 
houfes,^ and feize their arms, and others fnould be 
hand to profecutc the maffacre : This was alio confirm¬ 
ed l>y three Indians that were faid to reveal it in the fame 
manner, and at the C^nie time, to Mr. Ludlow, and to 
the Governor of 'Ne^vo-Hayen. It was added alfo that 
another Indian ihould difcover the fame plot to Mr, 
Hams of Conneakut, by feme fpecial circumftances, viz. 
that being much hurt by a cart (which ufually there are 
drawn with oxen) he Ihculd fend for Mr. Haines and 
tell him, that Engliihman’s God was angry with him, 
and fenrEngliihman’s cow (meaning the oxen in the 
cart, or wayne) to kill him, becaufe he had concealed 
a plot againft the Engliih, and fo told him all as the 
other Indians had done. 


Upon this, their advice from CcnneBicut was, that 
we (hoald begin with them, and enter upon a war pre- 
fetitly, and that if the Majachu/etts would fend 120 
men to Saybrook, at the river’s mouth, they would meet 
them with a proportionable number. This was a very 
probable ftory, and very likely it was, that the Indians 
had been difcourfing Of fome fuch bufinefs among them- 
felves. But the General Court of the Majfacbufetti 
when called together, did not think thofe informations 
to be a fufficient ground whereon to begin a war. Al¬ 
though the Governor and Magiftrates as many as could 
convene togethtr before the Court, ordered that all th^ 
Indians within their jurifdidion ftiould be difarmed, 
which they willingly yielded unto : And upon all the 
enquiries and examinations which were made by the 
Court when affembled together, they could not find any 
fuch violent prefumption of a confpiracy, as to be the 
ground of a war. Befides, it was confidcred, that the 
reports of all Indians, were found by experience to be

•very uncertain, efpeclally when it may well be fappofe#!* 
that they are or, may bs raifed and-carried by Tuch ajP 
are at variance one with another ; who nvay be very 
to accufe one another to ingratiate themfelvea whh th« J 
Englifh-. Miantsniinoy Sachem^ of' Nan Jm-ganfit, waj^ 
fent unto, and by his readineft to appear, fatisfisd tltaj 
Engliflv that he was-innocenc as to any prefent Gonfpul 
racy ; though his quarrel with the Mohegins' (who bor-l 
dered upon Connediemt colony) might very probably, ajl 
was judged, render hiiir the fubjedl of fuch-a report," 
©r an ooeafion of k. ^ 

The. (aid Miantonim when he came before the Court! 
peremptorily demanded that his accufers might' be bro*tj 
before him face to face,, and if they could not prove it^s 
then to be made to fuffer, what hirafclf if he had beeaj 
found guilty had deferved, i. e.. death, his reafpns fot] 
which vvere very plaufible. He urged very much the i 
profecuting fuch a hw again!!; his accufers; alledging, tlirt ' 
if the Englifh. did - not believe it, why did they difa® ' 
the Indians round about : And if they did believe| 
equity required, that they who accufed him fhburd'be ' 
puniflted according to the offence charged upon himfelf i 
He offered alfo to make it good againll Uncas, Sichenvl 
oI the Mohegim, that the report was raifed either by,, 
him,, or fome of his people. The Englilh anrwcre(|„j 
that divers Indians had robbed fome of. the EnglliH.' 
men’s houfes, which might be a fu-tEcient ground ta 
difarm ; and with chat he, was. fomething fatisfied,; 
The ConneBicut men were hardly prevailed with to for¬ 
bear the war again/! them, but at la/! they were overcome; i 
with the allegations of the MaJpztBufetis to lay it afide,' 

Mr ANTONI wo when he w»as at Bofion was very de¬ 
liberate in his anfwers, /hewing a good under/handing 
in the principles of juftice and equity, as well as a' 
foeming ingenuity withal : Bur though his words were 
Bnoother than oil, yef, as-many conceived, in his heart' 
were drawn fwOrds. It was obferved alfo, that he-wouid! 
ivever fpeak but when fome of his Counfellors were pre¬ 
sent, that they might, as he faid, bear witnefo of alt 
Jjtd« fpeeches at their return- home. 
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Thuy rpent two days in the treaty, wherein at laft 
he pave them fatisfailion in all things, though he held 
, cff Jong about i\yq Nianiicks, of whom he iaid they were 
gc his own fleih, engaging on their behalf, that if they 
’ ihould do any wrong, to as neither he nor they could 
^f 'isfy without blood, then he would leave them 
■ jQ the mercy of the Englifli. Ac his departure he gave 
^his hand to the Governor, telling him, that was for the 
Magillrates that were abient. 

Whii e he was at one of his own followers 

ad been a principal "evidence againll him ; he how- 
i ever proniifed to deliver him to the Mohegin Sachem 
iwhofe fubjedt he was ; notwithftanding which promife, 
going homeward he cut off his head to prevent his tell- 
(ing more tales. And with great difeontent as he was 
going home faid he would come no more to Boftony 
wherein he proved a truer prophet than he himfelf be¬ 
lieved when he uttered the words, dor in the end of the 
fame year, 1643, making war upon Uncas, he was taken 
ptifoner by him, and foon after by the advice of the 
Commillianers of the four colonies (at that time firmly 
united into a league offenfive and defenfive, on which 
account they were after that time called the united co¬ 
lonies of Nenu-Rngiatid ; though fince that time they are 
reduced to but three colonies ; that of Nenv-Ha'ven and 
Conneclicut by the lall patent being united in one) his 
head was cut off by Uncas, it being juftly feared, that 
there would never be any firm peace, either betwixt the 
Efiglilh and the Narrhagan/els, or betwixt the Narrha- 
ganfets and the Mobegins, while Miantonimo was left a- 
live : However, the Narrhaganjets have ever fince that 
time borne an implacable malice againft Uncas, and all 
' the Mobegins, and for their fakes fecretly againll the 
Englilh, fo far as they durft difeover it. 

In the years 164; and 1646, they grew fo infolent, 
that the Commiflioners of the united colonies were com¬ 
pelled to raife forces to go againll them, but when they 
preceived that the Englilh were in good earnell, they 
began to be afraid, and fued lor peace, and fubmitted 
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to pay tribute to fatisfy for the charge of preparation for 
the war, but were always very backward to niake pay. 
tnent until the Eo^glilh were forced to demand it by new 
forces, fo that it appeared they were unwillingly willing 
to hold any friendly correfpooderyce with the Englllhjyet 
durft they never make any open attempt upon them, un. 
til the prefent rebelKqn, wherein they had no fm^ll 
hand, is too, reo evident, notwithllanding all their 
pretences to the contrary, as will appear in the fc^uel 
of this hiftory. 

Thu^ it is apparent upon what terms the Engllfh 
ftood with the Narrhaganj'ets, ever iince the cutting eff 
Miantonimo, their chief Sachem’s head by Uncas, it 
being done with the advice and counfel of the Englrlh, 
j/^nno 1643. As for the reft of the Indians, ever firfce 
the fuppreffing of iht Pequods in the year 1637, until 
the year i'673, there was always in appearance amity 
and good Correfpondence on all fides, fcarce an Englifh- 
inah was ever known to be aflaulted or hurt by any^f 
them, til after the year 1671, avhen (he Ton of cmel 
Maio^ndf, who as was fiippofed, being vexed in his mihd 
that the deftgn againft Engliih, intended to begia 
i 67(, did not take place, out of meer maiiCe artd fpite 
againft them-, ftew an Engliftiman travelling along the 
rOad, the faid Matcenas being a Nifrnct Indian, whfch 
^ipmis were under the command of the Sachem of 
Mouat-Hb^, the author of all the prefent mifehiefs. 

Upon a dueenijurry into all preceeding; tratifa^lions 
between the Indians and the Englifh, from their fitll 
fettling in thefe coafts, there will appear no ground cf 
quarrel that any of them had againft the EngliSt, nor ahy 
provocation upon-one account or another ; for when H/- 
mouth colony was ftrft planted, withiw three months-af- 
ter their firft landing, 16, 1620, Majfafoit, the 

chief Sachem of all that fide of the country, repUreci 
^6 the Engftfh at FUmoutb, a-nd entered mto a folertn 
leagiie upon fundry articles, (printed in Ne^-^Eagfasd'% 
Memerial, which are as follows, - Via, 
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1. That neither he nor any of his fhould injure 
or do hurt to any of tlieir people. 

2. That if any of his did any hurt to any of 
theirs, he Ihould fend the oftender that they might 
punilli him. 

3. That if any thing were taken away from any 
of theirs, he fhould eaufe it to be reftored j and they 
Ihould do the like to his. 

4. That if any did unjuftly war agalnrf him, they 
(houU aid him, and if any did war againft them, he 
foouid aid them. 

That he fhould fend to his neighbour confede¬ 
rates, to certify them of this, that they might not wrong 
them, but might likewife be comprifed in thefe conditi¬ 
ons of peace. 

6, That when his men came to them upon any 
occa/lon, they fhould leave their arms [jwhich nvere then 
to-vjs and arroiMs) behind them. 

j. That fo doing, their fovereign Lord King 
James would elleem him as their friend and ally. 

This league the fame Sachem, 25, 1630^ 

a little before his death, coming with his eldeft fon, af¬ 
terward called Alexander, did renew with the Engiifh at 
the Court of Plimouth, for himfelf and his fon, and their 
heirs and fucceflbrs ; And after that he came to Mr. 
Bronvn's, who lived not far from Mount-Hope, bringing 
his two fons, Alexander and Philip with him, defiring 
there might be love and amity after hjs death, between 
his Tons and them, as there had been betwixt himfelf 
and them in former times : Yet it is very remarkable, 
that this Majfafait, called alfo Woe/amequen (how much 
ftever he aitedied the Engiifh, yet) was never in the lead 
degree well aiFeded to the religion of the Engiifh, but 
would in his laft treaty with his neighbours at P/r- 
mottth, when they were with him about purebafing feme 
land at Stoanzey, have had them engaged never to at¬ 
tempt to draw away any of his people from their old 
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pagan fuperflicion, and deviHlh idolatry, to the chriftian 
religion, and did much infill upon it till he faw theEn?- 
lifh were refolved never to make any treaty with hint 
more upon that account, which when he difcerned, he 
did not further urge it : but that was a bad omen that 
notwithftanding whatever his humanity were to theEng> 
liih, as they were llrangers, (for indeed they had re- 
payed his former kindnefs to them, by protefting hint 
afterwaids againil the infolencies of the Narrhaganjtu] ; 
he manifellfed nofmall difplacency of fpirit againil them, 
as they were chriftians : which ftrain Was evident more 
in his Ton that fucceeded him, and all his people, iofo- 
much that feme difeerning perfons of that jurifdidlion 
have feared that that nation of Indians would all be root¬ 
ed out, as is fince come to pafs. The like may be ob-l 
ferved concerning the Narrhaganfets, who were alwaysl 
more civil and courteous k. the Englilh than any of the! 
other Indians, rho’ never as yet received theleafl tinflurel 
of chriftian religion, but have in a manner run the famef 
fate with their neighbours of Motmt-Hope, there be/»g 
very few of them now left (landing. Nor is it unworthy 
the relation, what a perfon of quality amongft os hath 
of late affirmed, viz. One much converfant with the 
Indians about Merimack river, being Amia 1660, invit¬ 
ed by fome Sagamores or Sachems to a great dance, 
(which fulemnities are the times they make ufe of to tell 
theif ftories, and convey the knowledge of Ibrae pail f 
and moll memorable things to pofterity) PflJfatona^aj^ \ 
the great Sachem of that part of the country, intending 
at that time to make his laft and farewell fpeech to his 
children and people, that were then all gathered toge¬ 
ther, addreiied himfeif to them in this manner : 

“Jam now going the way of all flelh, or ready to 
" die, and mot likely to fee you ever met together any 
“ more ; I will now leave this word of counfel with 
you, that you may take heed how you quarrel with 
“ rhe Knglifh, for though you may do them much mif- 
chief, yet afluredly you will all be deftroyed, and 
rooted oirth®,earth if you do ; for, I was as much an 
036153}' 10 the Englilh, at their lirlt coming into thefe 
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U parts as any one whatfoever, and did try all ways 

and means poffible to have deftroyed them, at lead to 
“ have prevented them fitting down here, but I could 

no way efFea it, therefore 1 advife you never to con- 
« tend with the Engliih, nor make war with them 
And accordingly his eld ell fon WonnaUncet by name, as 
foon as he perceived that the Indians were up in arms, 
withdrew himfeif into feme remote place, that he 
might not be hurt by the Enghfii, or the enemies, or 
be in danger by them. 

This palTage was thought fit to be Inferted here, it 
having fo near an agreement with the former, intima¬ 
ting fome fecret awe of God upon the hearts of fome of 
the principal atnongll them, that they durft not hurt the 
Englilli, although they bare no good afFeftion to their 
religion, wherein they feem not a little to imitate Ba~ 
laam, who whatever be uttered, when he was under the 
awful power of divine illumination, yet when left to 
himfeif, was as bad an enemy to the Ifrael of God as 
ever before. But to return. 

After the death of this Wcofamequen, or MuJ/afolft 
his eldell Ion fuccceded him about 20 years fince, Alex¬ 
ander by name, who notwithllanding the league he had 
entered into with the Englilh, together with his father, 
ifi the year 1639, had neither affeiflion to the Englilh- 
men’s perfons, nor yet to their religion, but had been 
plotting with the Karrhaganfets to rife again ft the Eng- 
Jilh ; of which the Governor and Council of Plimoutkht- 
ing informed, they prefently fent for him, to bring him 
to the Court ; the perfon to whom that fervice was com¬ 
mitted, was a prudent and refolute gentleman, the pre- 
fent Governor of ;he fiid colony, who was neither a- 
fraid of danger, nor yet willing to delay in a matter of 
that moment, he forthwith taking eight or ten (lout men 
with him w^ell armed, intended to have gone to the faid 
Alexander'^ dwelling, diftant at leaft forty miles from the 
Governor’s houfe, but by a good providence, he found 
him whom ho went to feek at an hunting-houfe, within

fix miles of the Englifh towns, where the faid Mexander^ 
with about eighty men v.'eT«,^wly come in from hunt¬ 
ing, and had left their guns v^^out doors, which Miijor 
IVinJlow with his fmall company W'ifely feized, and con¬ 
veyed away, and then went into the wigwam, and de- 
mr nded Alexander to go along with him before the Go- 
v-ernor, at which meffage he was much appalled, but being 
tihfd b\ che undaunted meflenger, that if he ftirred or re- 
A i- n to go he was a dead man ; he was by one of his 
ci.'c. Ccunfellor', in whofe advice he moft confided, per- 
KvmJed.'to go 'aloiTg tO the Governor’s houfe, but fuch 
was the pride and height of his fpirit, that the very 
Airprlzal of him, fo raifed his chcler and indignation, 
that it put him into a feavCr, which notwithftanding all 
poflible means that could be ufed, feemed mortal ; 
whereupon intreating thofe that held him prifoner, that 
he might have liberty to return home, promifing to re¬ 
turn again if he recovered, and to fend his Ton as hoftage 
till he could fo do; on that confideration he was 
diimified, but died before he got half way home. 

1st it be obferved, tha% although feme have taken up 
ialfe reports, as if the Engiifh had ccmpelled him to go 
further or fafier than he was able, and fo he fell into a 
leaver, or as if he w'ere not well ufed by the Pbyfician 
that looked to him, while he was with the Englilh, all 
which are notorioufly falfe ; nor is it to be imagined 
that a perfon of fo noble a difpofition as is that gentle¬ 
man (at that time employed to bnng him) Ihould him- 
iclf, or fufrer any elie to be uncivil to a perfon allied to 
them, by his own, as well as his father’s league, as the 
faid^f/fA-Wer alfowas ; nor was any thing of that nature 
e\ er objefled to the Engiifh of Plmcuth, by the faid 
Alexander's brother, by name Phili'^ commonly for his 
ambitious and haughty fpirit r.ick-named King Philip, 
when he came in the year 1662, in his own perfon with 
Sav/anian his Secretary and chief Counfellor to renew 
the former league that had been between his predecefibrs 
a’id the Engiifh of Plimouth : But there w'as as much 
c-)rrefpondence betwixt them for the next feven years as 
ever had been in any former times. Vt^ha^can beimagif- 
eJ thercPjre, befides the in {ligation of Satan', that envied 
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at th? profperity of the church of God here feated, or 
elfe fearing left the power of the Lord Jefusj that had 
overthrown his kingdom in other parts of the world, 
fhould do the like here, and fo the ftone taken out of 
the mountain without hands, fhould become a great 
mountain itfelf, and fill the whole earth j no caule of 
provocation being given by the Englifh ? For once be¬ 
fore this, in the year 1671, the devil, who was a mur¬ 
derer from the beginning, had fo filled the heart of this 
•favage mifcreant with envy and malice againft the Eng- 
li/h, that he was ready to break out in open war againft 
the inhabitants of Piimouth, pretending fome trifling in¬ 
juries done him in his planting land, but when the mat¬ 
ter of concroverfy came to be heard divers of the Ma£k- 
chufetts Colony, yea, when he himfelf came to Bgjlon, as 
it were referring his cafe to the judgment of that colony, 
nothing of that nature could be made to appear, where¬ 
upon in way of fubmifilon, he was of neceflity by that 
evident convidlion forced to acknowledge that it uas 
the naughtinefs of his own heart, that put him upon 
that rebellion, and nothing of any provocation from the 
Etigliflt; and to a confefiion of this natucf, with a folemn 
renewal of this covenant, declaring his defirp, that this 
his covenant might teftify to the world againft him, if 
ever he ihould prove unfaithful to ihofe of Piimouth, or 
any other of the Englilh colonies therein, himfelf with 
his chief Counfellors fubfcribed in the prefence of fome 
me/Tengers fent on purpofe to hear the difference be¬ 
tween Plhaoutb and the faid Philip. But for further 
fatisfadiion of the reader, the faid agreement and fub- 
Hiilfion lhall here be publiflied, 

“ Tauntok, Jpril loth, 1671. 

** WHEREAS my father, my brother and my- 
felf have formerly fubmitted ourfelves and our people 
unto the King’s Majefty of England, and to this co- 
“ lony of Ne-ju-Piimouth, by folemn covenant under 
“ our hand ; but I having of late through my indif- 
“ cietion, and the naughtinefs of my heart violated and 
“ broken this my covenant with xny friends, by taking 
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“ up arms, with evil intent againft them, and ifeatj . 
“ groundlefly ; I being now deeply fenfible of my un. ». 
“ faithfulnefs and folly, do defire at this time folemnlj 
“ to renew my covenant with ray ancient friends, ainl ^4 
my father’s friends above mentioned, and do defue

“ long as they ftiall fee reafon.. For true performance . 
of the premifes I have hereunto fet my hand togethtii

allowance of our Court, and penalty of a fine, five"

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wre ordered that Mount-Hope, PoeaJJet, and ieveral 
« other, necks of the beft land in the colony, becaufe 
«« moft fuitable and convenient for them, fliould neveir

«< fold them long fince. And our neighbours at Rebo^ 
t‘ both and S^wanxey, although they bought their lands 
« fairly of this Philip and his father and brother, yet 
becaufe of their vicinity, that they might not trefpaf* 
upon the Indians, did at their own coft fet up a very 
fubilantial fence quite acrofs that great neck between 
« the Englifh and the Indians, and payed due damage 
»<■ if at any time any unruly horfc or other beafts broke 
in and trefpaffed. And for divers yeata laft pafl 
« (that all oecafion of offence irt that refpedl might be 
prevented) the Englifh agreed with PUlip and his, 
for a certain fum yearly to maintain the faid fence, 
and lecure themfelves. And if at any time they have 
brought complaints before us, they have had juflice 
impartial and fpeedily, fo that our own people have 
“ frequently complained, that we erred on the othej 
hand in fhewing them ewer much favor.

Yet (Kd thin treacherous and perfidious caitiff ftill 
harbour the fame or more mifehievous thoughts againft 
the Enghfh than ever before, and hath been fince that 
time plotting with all the Indians round about, to make 
a general infurreftion againft the Englifh in all the co¬ 
lonies ; which, as fome prifoners lately brought in have 
confeiTed, flmuld have been put in execution at once, by 
all the Indians rifing as one man, againft all thofe plan¬ 
tations of Englifh, which were next to them. ThtNar* 
rba^anfets having promifed, as was confelfod, to rife 
with four thoufand fighting men in the fpring of this 
prefent year, 1676. But by the oecafion hereafter to be 
mentioned about Saufamen, Philip was neceffitated for 
the fafety of his own life to begin his rebellion the year 
before, when the defign was not fully ripe. Yet fome are 
ready to think, that if his own life had not now been iti;

jeopardy by tiie guilt of* the murder of the aforefai^ 
ISau/aman, his heart might have failed him, when it 
fhoul'd have come to be p^t in execmiotii as it did beJ 
fore' ifl tbe year i6yr, whieh made one of his Capravus, 
of far better courage and refolutioh than himfelf, whert 
he faw his cowardly: temper arid dit'poficion, fling down 
his. armsj calling him white liver’d cur, or fo that pur-* 
pofe, and faying, that he would never own him again; 
Or fight under him } and from that time hath turned to 
the Engliftj and hath continued to^this day a faithful 
iind refolute foldier in their'quarrel. . 

That - the Indians had a confpiracy amongft them-* 
felves. to rife againll the Englift, is confirmed by 
fome of the Indians about HaJhy, although the plot was 
DOC come to maturity wheiv Philip began, the fpecial 
providence of God therein over-ruling the contrivers i 
For when the beginning of the troubles firll was teporN 
id- from Mouni-Hope^ many of the'Indiabs.vvere in a kind 
^f a maze, not knowing well what to do, fometimef 
ready to ftand -for tte Englift, as formerly they had been 
wont to do ; iometimei inclining to ftrike in with Philip 
twhicH at? the lalV they generally did) which if it had 
been forefeen, much of that mifehief might have been 
prevented that fell out in feveral places, more by perfi¬ 
dious and treacherous dealing than any other, ways ; {he 
Englift never imagining that after fo many obliging 
kindnelTes received from them, by the Indians, befidcs 
their many engagements and proteftations of friendftip, 
fl's fortfterly, they would have been fo ungrateful, perfi- 
dioufly falfe and cruel, as they have fince proved. 

The occafion of Philip's fo fudden taking up arms 
the laft year was this—There was one John Sau/amaH 
a very ednning and plaufible Indian well. (killed in th« 
Emghft language, and bred'up in a profelSon of thS 
chriftian rehgjon, employed as a fchoobmafier at 

the Indian town, who upon fome mifdemeanor fled 
from his place to Philip, by whom he was entertained 
in the rsom-and office of a Secretary, and bis chief 
^ouafcllor, whom he truHed with all his affairs and fe- 
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cret counfels : But afterwards, whether upon the ftln-g 
of his own confdence, or by the frequent folhcuations 
of Mr, Eliot, that had known him from a child, and in- 
ilruaed him in the piinciples of our religion, who was 
often laying before him the heinous fin of nis apoltacy, 
and returning back to his old vomit, he was at Jail pre¬ 
vailed with to forfake Philip, and returned back to the 
chriftian Indians at Natick, where he was baptized, ma- 
nifeJling public repentance for all his former offences, 
and made a ferious profeffion of the chriftian religion : 
and did apply himfelf to preach to the Indians, wherein 
he was bewer gifted than any other of the Indian nati¬ 
on • fo as he was obferved to conform more to the 
Engiilh manners than any other Indian : yet having 
occafion to go up with Ibme others of his country men 
^ to Nmajket ; (now MiddUborough') whether for the ad¬ 
vantage of fifiiing» or fonse fuch occafion, it matters not ; 
being there not far from Philip'^ country, he had occa- 
Hon to be much in the company of Philip's Indian?, and 
oiPhilip himfelf; by which means he difeerned by fc- 
veral circumftances, that the Indians were plotting anew 
againfl us ; the which out of faithfulnefs to the Engiiib, 
the faid Saufaman informed the Governor of, adding 
affo, that if it were known that he revealed it, he knew 
they would prefently kill him. There appearing fo 
many concurrent teftimonies from others, making it the 
more probable, that there was a certain truth in the in- 
jformation, fome enquiry was made into the bufinefs, 
*^by examining Philip himfelf, and fcvcral of his Indians, 
^vho although they would own nothing, yet could not 
free themfelves from juft fufpicion. Philip therefore 
foon after contrived the faid Saufaman s death, which 
was ftrangely difeovered, notwithftanding it was fo cun¬ 
ningly effeaed, for they that murdered him met him up¬ 
on the ice on a great pond, and prefently after they 
had knocked him down, put him under the ice, yet 
leaving his gun and hat upon the ice, that it might be 
thought he fell in accidentally through the ice and was 
drowned : but being miffed by his friends, who finding 
his hat and gun, cl -y were thereby led to the place, 
where his body was found under the ice. When they 
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took him up to bury him, fome of his friends, partlcu. 
]ar]y one Davids obferved fome bruifcs about his head 
whkh made them fufpea he was hrft knocked down] ' 
before he was put into the water, however, they buried 
him near about the place where he was found, with, 
out making any further-enquiry at prefent : neverthelefi 
David \\\%. friend, reported thefe things to fome Engllfli 
at Taunton (a town not far from Namajket') which occn- 
fioned the Governor to enquire further into the bufmefsi 
wifely confidering, that as Sau/aman had told-him, ifii 
were known that he had revealed any of their plots, they 
would,murder him for his pains : wherefore, by fpechl 
warrant the body of Satfaman being; digged again out 
of his grave, it was very apparent that he had been kill¬ 
ed and not drowned. And by a ftrange ptovidence, aa 
Indian was found, that by accident Handing unfeen uji- 
on a hill, had.feen them murdering .the faid Saufoman, 
but durft never reveal it for fear of lofing his own life 
likewife, until he was called to the Court at Piimouib^ 
or before the Governor, where he plainly confe/Fed vvliAt 
be had feen. Tire murderers being apprehended, 
convided by his undeniable tefimony, and other re- 
markable circumftances, and fo were all put to death, 
being three in number ; the laft of them confelTed im¬ 
mediately before his death, that his father (one of the 
Counfellors and fpecial friends of was cne of 

•the two that murdered Sau/ama>ty himfelt only looking 
X3n. This was done at Plimouth Court, held in 'Jmi^ 
*675;, ihfbmBck-vivat—«^rchending the danger 
bis own head was in next, never ufed any further means 
•to clear himfelf from what was like to be laid to his 
charge, either about his plotting againft the Englift, 
•nor yet about death but by keeping his 

men continually about him in arms,, and gathering what 
■ftrangers he could to join with him, marching up and 
down couftancly in arms, both all the while the Ccutt 
far, as well as afterwards. The Englifh of PUmouth 
bearing of all this, yet took no further notice, than only 
to order a military watch in all the adjacent townt, 
hoping that Philip, finding himfelf not likely to be ar- 
laigned by order of the fald the prefent cloud 
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m'ght blow over, as fbme others of like nature had done 
before ; but in condufion, the matter proved othorwife, 
for Philip finding his lirength daily increafing by the 
flockincr cf neighbour Indians unto him, and fending 
over their wives and children to the Narrhagarfets for 
fecurity (as they ufe'to do when they intend war with 
any of their enerhies) they immediately began tb alarm 
the Englifh at Snjuanzsy (the next town to coun¬ 

try) as it were daring the Englilh to begin ; at laft their 
inTolendes gre’w to fuch an height, that they began not 
only to life threatening words to the Englilh, but alfo 
to kill their cattle and rifle their houfes ; whereat an 
Englilhman was fo provoked, that he let fly a gun at 
an Indian, but did only wound, not kill him ; whereup¬ 
on the Indians immediately began to kill all the Eng* 
iilh they could, fo as on the 24th >f ‘June, 1675, was 
the alarm of war finl founded in colony, when 

eight dr nine of the Englifh were flain in and about 
§wanzey ; they firll making a fhot at a company of 
Englifli as they returned from the aflembly where they 
were met in a Way of humiliation on that day, whereby 
they killed one and wounded others, and then; likcwife 
at the fame time, they flew two men on the high-way, 
fent to call n fuigeon ; and the fame day barbaroufly 
murdered fix men in and about a dwelling-houfe in a* 
nother part of the town j all which outrages were com¬ 
mitted fo fuddenly, that the Englifh had no time to 
make any refiftance r For on the 14th day of the fame 
month, befides endeavors ufed by Mr. Brsnvn of Sivafi- 
zey, one of the Magiftrates of Flimeulh jmii'didi'wn, an 
amicable letter was fent from the Council of Plimcuth 
to Philip, Ihewing their diflike of his praflices, and ad- 
vifing him to difmifs his ftrange Indians, and not fuffer 
himfelf to be abufed by faife reports, concerning them 
that intended him no hurt ; but no anfwer could be ob¬ 
tained, otherwife than threatning of war, which it was 
hoped might have been prevented, as heretofore, It had 
been, when things feemed to look with as bad a face as 
they then did. However, the Governor and Council of 
unJerflanding that Philip continued in his re- 
folation, and manifefled no inclination to peace, they 
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immediately fent up what forces they could tofecure the 
towns thereabouts, and make refiftance as occafion might 
be ; and alfo difpatched away meffengers to the Majfa' 
chujetts Governor and Council, letting them know the 
Hate of things about Mount'Hopet and defirirg their 
fpeedy affillance ; upon which care was immediately ta¬ 
ken with all expedition to fend fuch fupplies as were de¬ 
fined : But in the mean time two meffengers were dif- 
parched to Philip, to try whether he could not be di¬ 
verted from his bloody, enterprize, fo to have prevented 
the mifehief fince fallen out, hoping, that as once before, 
v.iz. in the year 167 r, by their mediation,a flop was put to 
the like tragedy , io the prefent war might by the fame 
means have been now turned afide: For in the faid year 
Philip had firmly engaged himfelf, when he was at Bop 
ion, not to quarrel with Plimouib until he had firft ad- 
dreffed himfelf to the Majachufetts for advice and ap. 
probation ; But the two meffengers aforefaid, finding 
the men flain in the road June 24, as they were going 
for the furgeon, apprehended it not fafe to* proceed any 
further, confidering alfo, that a peace now could not 
honorably be concluded after fuch barbarous outrages 
committed upon fomeof the neighbour colony ; Where¬ 
fore returning with ail fpeed to Bojloti, the MaJJaebuJeus 
forces were difpatched away with all imaginable haile, 
as the exigence of the matter did require, feme of them 
being then upon, or ready for their march, the reft were 
ordered to.fQj|q;w after, as they could be railed. The 
fending forth of^vTnchV b'ecaul^ it was the firft engage- 
ment in any warlike preparations againft the Indians, 
fhall be more particularly related. 

On the 26th of June, a foot company under Captain 
Daniel Henchman, with a troop under Captain Thomas 
Prentice, were fent out of Boflon toward Mount-Hope : 
It being late in the afternoon before they began to 
inarch, the central eclipfe of the moon in Capric. hap¬ 
pened in the evening before they came up to Naponfet 
fiver, about twenty miles from Bojlon, which occafioted 
them to make a halt, for a little repaft, till the moon 
recovered her light again. Some melancholy fancies 
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would not be perfwaded, but that the cclipfe falFing 
out at that inftant of time was ominous, conct-iving alio 
that in the centre of the moon they difcerned an unufn- 
al black fpot, not a little refembling the fcalp of an In- 
<]ian : As others not long before, imagined they faw the 
form of an Indian bow, accounting that likewife omin^ 
ous (although the mifchief following was done by guns> 
and not by bows) both the one and the ocher, might 
rather have thought of what Marcus Crajfus the Roman. 
General, going forth with an army again ft the Parthians^ 
once wiftly replied to a private foildier, that would have 
diffwaded ’hira from marching that time, becaufe of an 
eclipfe of the moon in Capricorn^ that he ^cas more a- 
fraid of Sagitarius than of Caprkornus, meaning the 
arrows of the Parthians (accounted ver;. good archers) 
from whom as things then fell out, was his greateft dan¬ 
ger. But after the moon had waded through the dark 
ftadow of the earth, and borrowed her light again, by 
the help thereof, the two companies marched on toward 
Woodcockh houfe, thirty miles from SoHon, where they 
arrived next morning ; and there retarded their motion 
till the afternoon, in hope of being overtaken by a com¬ 
pany of volunteers, under the command of Captaitt 
Samue/ Mofely, which accordingly came to pafs, fo as oa 
June 28<h, they alF arrived ^x.S‘wanzyt where by the 
adt’ice of Capt. Cud-worth, the commander in chief o£ 
PUmouth foreesjthey were removed to the head-quarters, 
which for that time were appointed at Mr. Miles'^ 
houfe, the Minifter of within a quarter of a 

mile of the bridge, leading into Philip'^ lands. They 
arriving there fome little time before night, twelve of 
the troop unwilling to lofe time palled over the bridge, 
fot difeovery into the enemies territories, where they 
found the rude welcome of eight or ten Indians firing 
upon them out of the bufhes, killing one William Ham-- 
mend, wounding Corporal Belcher, his horfe being alfb 
fhot downxmder him ; the reft of the faid troopers hav¬ 
ing difeharged upon thofe Indians that run nw'ay after 
their firft fhot, carried off their two dead and wounded 
compahions, and fo retired* to the main guard for that 
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night, pitching in a barricado about Mr. Miles's, houfe. ^ 
The enemy thought to have braved it out by a bold ' 
afiault or two at the firit ; but iheir, hearts foon began 
to ftii) them when they perceived the MaJJaebufets and 
Vli month forces both engaged again ft them ; For the 
next morning they fiiouted twice or thrice, at half a 
rsnle’s diftance, and nine or ten of them fiiewing them- 
felves on this fide the bridge, our hoife-men with the 
whole body of the volunteers under Capt. Mo/elj, not at 
all daunted by fuch kind of alarms, nor willing fo to lofe 
the bridge, ran violent!)' down upon them over the faid 
bridge, purfuing them a mile and a quarter on the ether 
fide ; Enfign Sa‘vagt, that young martial fpark, fcarce 
twenty years of age, had at that lime one bullet lodged 
in his thigh, another fliot through the brim of his hat, 
by ten or twelve of the enemy difeharging upon him to¬ 
gether, while he boldly held up his colours in the fronts 
of his company : But the weather- not fuftering any fur¬ 
ther adlion at that time, thofe that were thus far ad¬ 
vanced, were compelled to retieat back to the innin 
guard, having firft made a fhot upon the Indians as they 
ran away into a fvvamp near by, whereby they killed five 
orfixof them, as wasunderftood foon afterat Narrhaganfet\ 
This refohite charge of the Englifli forces upon the 
enemy made them quit their place on Mount-Hope that 
very night, where thilip was never feen after ; till the 
next year, when he was by a divine mandate fent back ; 
there to receive the reward of his wickednefs where he 
firft began his mifehief : The next day ivlajor Savage 
that was to command in chief over the Ma£achufetts 
forces, being come up w’th other fupplies, about .fix o’ 
clock over night the whole body intended to march in¬ 
to Mount-Hope^ tind there beat up the enemy’s quar» 
ters, or give him battle, if he durft abide it ; But the 
weather being doubtful, our forces did not march till 
rear noon, about Vv'bich time they fet out, with a troop 
ofhorfein each wing, to prevent the danger of theenemv’s 
ambufcadocs ; after they had marched about a mile and a 
hair, they palled by fome hoiift"^ newly burned ; Not far elf 
f.',' ihev found a i -Ic uewivtorn, and the 

“Na: bv . x' cw)'. in h..tred of Ouf 
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religion therein revealed ; two or three miles further 
they came up with fome heads, fcalps, and hands cut off 
from the bodies of fome of the Englilh, and ftuck upon 
poles near the highway, in that barbarous and inhuman 
manner bidding us defiance ; the commander in 
chief giving order that ihofe monuments of the ene¬ 
my’s cruelty fhould be taken down, and buried : The 
whole body of the forcesftill marched on two miles fur¬ 
ther, where they found divers wigwams of the enemy, 
among which were many things fcattered up and down, 
arguing the hafty flight of the owners ; half a mile 
further, as they pafled on through many fields of ftately 
corn, they found Philip''s own wigwam ; every place 
giving them to perceive the enemy’s hally departure 
from thence ; after they had marched two miles further 
they came to the fea-fide, yet in all this time meeting 
with no Indians, nor any fign of them, unlefs of their 
flight to fome other places. The feafon being like to prove 
very tempeftuous, and rainy, Capt. Cudxvorth with fome 
of the men of PUmouth paffed over to Rhode-Ijland. The 
forces under Major Sa-vage were forced to abide all 
night in the open field,without any Ihelter, notwithftand- 
ing the abundance of rain that fell, and in the morning, 
dtfpairing to meet with any enemy on Mount-Hope, they 
retreated back to their he^d-quarters at Swanzj/, in the 
way meeting with many Indian dogs, that feemed to 
have loft their inafters. That night Capt. Prentice's 
troop for conveniency of quarters, as alfo for difcovery, 
difmifled to l„dge at Zeaconke or Rehohoth, a town 
within fix miles of Snvanxy. As they returned back* in 
the morning, Capt. Prentice divided his troop, deliver- 
itig one half to Lieut. Oakes, and keeping the other 
himfelf, who as they rode along, efpied a company of 
Indians burning an houfe ; but could not porfue them 
by reafon of feveral fences, that they could not,go over til! 
the Indians had efcaped into a fwamp. Thofe with 
Lieut; Oakes had the like difcovery, but with better fuc- 
cefs, as to the advantage of the ground, fo as purfuing 
of them upon a plain, they ilew four or five of them in 
the chafe, whereof one was known to be Tide a Sachem 
€>f Mount-Hope, another of them was a chief CounfeKor 
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©f Philifs ; yet in this attempt the Lieutenant loll one 
cf his company, John Druce by name, who was mortally 
wounded in his bowels, whereof he foon after died, to 
the . great grief of his companions. After the faid 
troop came up to head-qoarters at SwanKy, they under, 
flood from Cape. Cudnjoorth that the enemy w'ere dif, 
covered upon PocaJ/it,^ another neck of land lying over 
t'.n arm of the fea, more towards Cape-Cod ; However 
k was refolved that a more narrow fearch fhould be 
made after tliem, both upon Mount-Mope and upon the 
ground between Sxvanzy and Rehoboth to fcour the 
Iwam.ps, and alTault them If they could find where they 
wcic entrer^ched.. Capt. and Capt. Preniice 

were ordered to fearch the fwamps, while Capt. Mjely 
and Cap^ Paige with his. dragoons attending on Major 
^a-vagn^ fhould return back into Meunt-Mopey that they 
iniglu be fare to leave none of the enemy behind them, 
when they flaould remove to purfue them elfevvhere. 

A.Bp.yy, fe” the next morning, July 4th, 

iCapt..,.&f;rf^y;««, after a long and tedious march, came 
to ih|o,hchd-q.uarEcrs, and informed that he came upon a 
place where the enemy had newly been that night, but 
were efcaped out of his reach : But the following night, 
before they were determined of any other motion. Cap¬ 
tain came up from iS3y?cri with new orders 

/orjf jt.hem to 'pals mio •Nairbagan/et, to treat with 
the $achems thercj and if it might be, to prevent their 
joiningAvith Philip. Capt. Cuduxorth by this time was 
tome up to the head-quarters, having left a ganifon of 
40 men' upon Mount-Uope neck. The next morning 
was fpent in confultation how to carry on the treaty ; it 
was then refolved, that they fhould go to make a peace 
with a fwordin their hands, having no fmall ground of 
fafpicioij that the faid Nuirrhagan/ett might join with the 
enemy,'wherefore they thought it neceffary to carry all 
the Majfachufelts. forces over into the Narrhaganfet- 
country, "to fight them if there Ihould be need ; Capt. 
Mofely paired over by water to attend Capt. Hutchiijon 

§ The main land over againft the eallerly end oiRhode^ 
where is now Titver.t.on.y^CK was called PocaJJett. 
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jn his difpatch ; the other companies with the troopers 
riding round about. As they paffod they found the In¬ 
dians in Pomhani% country (next adjoining to Philip's 
borders) all fled, and their wigwams without any peo¬ 
ple in them. 

After they came to the Narrhaganfet Sachems, 
three or four days were fpent in a treaty, after which 
a peace was concluded with them by the mefl'en- 
jers of ConneSiiciit colony (who were ordered to meet 
with tho/e of the Majfachufeits') and tlie comman¬ 
ders of the forces fent againit Philip ; Hoflages were 
alfo given by the faid Narrhaganfots for the perfor¬ 
mance of the agreement. A copy of the faid agree¬ 
ment, and the articles on which a peace was concluded, 
here follow. It being always underftood, that Plitnsuih 
colony was included in the faid agreement, although 
their forces were not then prefent, but remained at 
home near the enemies borders, to fecure their towns, 
and oppofe Philip as there might be occalion, if he of¬ 
fered to make any new attempt in the mean lime, 

articles, covenant and agreements had,, 
made and concluded by, and between Major Thomas 
Savage, Captain Ednxsard Hutchinfon, and Mr. yojeph 
Dudley, in behalf of the government of the Maffachufetts 
colony, and Major Wait Winthrop and Mr. Richard 
Smith on behalf of ConneBicut colony, on the one party, 
and Agamaug, Wampjh alias Carman, Tail fan, Tavuage^ 
/on, Councellors and Attornies to Canonicus, Ninigret,. 
Matataog,, old Queen ^aiapen, ^lananpif and Pom- 
ham, the fix prefent Sachems of the whole Narrhaganfet 
country on the other party, referring to feveral differences 
and troubles lately rifen between them ; and for a final con- 
elufion of fettled peace and amity between the faid 
Sachems, their heirs and fucceffors for ever, and the 
Governors of the faid MaJJachufetts and ConneaUut, and 
their fucceffors in the faid governments forever. 

I. That all and every of the faid Sachems fhall 
from time to time carefully feize, and living or dead 
deliver unto one or other of the abovefaid governments, 
all and every of Sachem i*i»f//>’srubje£f8 whatfo6ver,thac^ 
F 2r 
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fhall come, or be found within the precinfls of ast 
of the.r landf, and that with gicatell diligence and 
faithfulnefs. 

If. I'uAT they fliall wkh their utmort ability ufi 
all afts of hoflility againft the faid Philip his'fub. 
’■eels, entering his lands or any other lands of the Eng. 
liih, to kill and dellroy the faid enemy, until a celTationl 
from war wkh the laid enemy be concluded by both 
the abovefaid colonies'. ■ 

Ilf. That the faid Sachems, by themfelves and 
t'hcir agents, lhall carefully fearch out and deliver all 
iiolcn goods w'hatfoever taken by any of their fubjeds 
fiom any of the Englilh, whether formerly or lately, 
and (hall make full fatisfadion for all wrongs or in- 
iuries done to the eftate of any of the fubjedls of the 
kveral colonies, according to> the judgment of indif 
fereat men, in. cafe of diffatisfaftion between the offeit. 
dets and the offended parties, or deliver the offenders. 

ly. That all preparations for war,, or afts of hof- 
tility againil any of the E-nglifh fubjeds, fhall for ever 
for the future ce.ife ; together with all manner of thefts, 
piiferings, killing of cattle,, or any manner of breach of 
peace vv.hatfoever lhall with utaioft. care be prevented, 
and inllead thereof their llrengih to be ufed as a guard 
icund about the Narrhagan/nt country, for the Englifh 
inhabitants fafety and lecurity. 

V. In token of the abovefaid Sachems reality in this 
treaty and conclufiou^. and fur the fecurky, of the feveral 
Englifh, governments and fubjeds, they do freely delivsr 
unto the abovefaid gentlemen,, in the behalf of the a- 
bovefaid. colonies,. 'J.o/j7t Wohequ&b, Wco^thkn, Peakes, 
Weenenuy four of their near kinfmen and choice friends, 
to be and remain as- hollages in feveral places of the 
Englifh jurifdid-ions,. at tha appointment of the honor¬ 
able (dovernor-s of the abovefaid colonics, there to be 
civilly tieated, not as prilbners, but otherwife at their 
honors difcrctioii,, until the abovefaid articles are fully 
accoii'piiflied to the fatisfadion of the feveral govern¬ 
ments, the departure of any of them in the rntan lirrre 
to be accounted breach of the peace, and of thefe 
prcitut ar.iicjcs,. 
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VT. The faid gentlemen in the behalf of the go¬ 
vernments to which they do belong, do engage to every 
the faid Sachems and their fubje£fs, that if they or any 
of them fiial! feize and bring into either the abovefard 
EngHfii governments, or to Mr. Smith inhabitant oiNar- 
rhaganfet, Philip Sachem alive, he or they fo delivering, 
iliall receive for their pains, forty trucking cloth coats, 
in cafe they brin^ bis head they ftiall have twenty like 
good coats paid them : For every living fubje<ft of faii 
Philip's fo delivered, the deliverer lhall receive tvA> 
coats, and for every head one coat, as a gratuity for 
their fervice herein, making it appear to fatisfaftion, 
that the heads or perfons are belonging to the enemy, 
and that they are of their feiz'srei 

Vlf. The faid Sachems do renew and confirm un¬ 
to the Englillv inhabitants or others, all former grants, 
fates, bargains or conveyances cf lands, meadows, tim¬ 
ber, grafs^ ftoncs, or whatever elfe the Englilh hav« 
heretofore bought or quietly pofTeffed and enjoyed, to be 
unto them, and their heirs, and affigns for ever ; as^ 
alfo all former articles made with the confederate colo¬ 
nies. 

LaRly, The faid coimcelTors and attornies do pre¬ 
meditately, ferioufly, and upon good advice,,covenant, 
conclude and agree all abovefaid folcmnly, and call 
God to witnefs they are, and fhall remain true friends 
to the Englilh governments, and perform the abovefaid 
articles punctually, uling their utmoil endeavor,,care and 
faithfulnefs therein : Ih witnefs whereof they have fet 
their hands and feals. Petaquamjeot, July 1.5,, 1675.

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Dur ing this treaty of peace with the Narrkaganfets, 
Capt. Cud-worth with the forces from Plimouth, unde! 
nis command, found fometbing to do nearer home, tho' 
of another nature as it proved, _/}/. to make war whilfl; 
the other were (as they thought) making peace : In the 
hrit place therefore he difpatched Capt. >«//>/- (joining 
Lieut. Church together with him in commiffion) with 
fifty in his company to PocaJJet, on the fame accoun‘, as 
the other went to Narrhaganfet ; either to conclude a 
peace with them, if they would continue friends, and 
give hollages for the confirmation thereof, or fight them 
if they fliould declare themfelves enemies,, and join with- 
Phih/> ; himfelf intending to draw down his forces tO' 
Rehoboth, to be ready for a fpeedy march to Taunion, 
and fo down into the other fide of the country, upon the 
news that forae of the enemy were burning and fpoiling 
of Middleborough and Durtinouth, two final] villages ly. 
ing in the way betwixt Pocqfet and Plimouth. Upon 
Thurfday July 7, Capt. Fulhr with Lieut. Church went 
into PocaJJet to feek after the enemy,, or elfe as occafion- 
might ferve, to treat with thofe Indians at PocaJJet, witk 
whom Mr. Church was very well acquainted, always 
holding good correfpondence with them. After they 
had fpent that day and mod of the night,, in traverfing 
the faid PocaJJet neck, and watching all night in a hou^ 
which they found there, they could hear no tidings of any 
Indians ; infomuch that Capt. Fuller began to be weary 
of his defign ; Mr. Church in the mean while afTuring 
him that they fhould find Indians before it were long • 
yet for greater expedition they divided their company^ 
Capt. Fuller taking, down toward the fea-fide, where if 
feems, after fome little-fkirmifhing with them wherein 
one man only received a fmall wound, he either faw or 
heard too many Indians for himfelf and his company to 
deal with, which made him and them betake themfelves 

a houfe near the water-fide,, from whence they were 
fetched off by a fioop before night to Rhode-Ijland. Capt, 
Church {fox fo he may well be filled after this time) 
matched further into the neck, i.magining that if there 
were Indians in the neck, they fiiould find them about a 

peafe-field not far off, A5 foon-as they caiii? nwr 
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faid fi-dd he efpied two Indians among the peas, who 
' alfo had at the fame time efpied him i and prefently roak- 
102 fome kind offhout,a great number of Indians came a- 
bout the field, purfuing the faid Capt. Church and his 
men in great numbers to the fea fide : there being not 
above fifteen with Church, yet fevcn or eight fcore of 
the Indians purfuing after them. Nqw was a fiit time 
for this young Captain and his fmall company to hand¬ 
le fel their valour upon this great rout of Indians, jufl: ready 
‘ todevour them : But viftory hands no more in the num¬ 
ber of foldiers, than verity in the plurality of voices : 
/ind although Come of thefe fifteen had fcarce courage 
enough for themfelves, yet their Captain had enough for 
hitnfelf, and fome to fpare for his friends, which he there 
bad an opportunity of imptoving to the full. When he 

• faw the hearts of any of his followers to fail, he would 
bid them be of good courage and fight ftoutly, and (pof- 

• fibly by fome divine impreffion upon his heart) aflured 
them not a bullet of the enemy ihould hurt any one=of 
them ; which one of the company, more difmayed than 

. the reft, could hardly believe, till he faw the proof of it 
in his own perfon, for the Captain perceiving the man 
was not able to fight, made him gather rocks together 
for a kind of ihelter and baricado for the reft, that muft 
either of neceftity fight or fall by the enemies. It chanc¬ 
ed as this faint-hearted foldier had a flat ftone in his 
arms, and was carrying it to the fheher that he was mak¬ 
ing upon the bank, a bullet of the enemy was thus ward¬ 
ed from his body, by which he rauft elfe have perilhed, 
which experience put new life into him, fo as he follow¬ 
ed his bufinefs very manfully afterward, infomuch that' 
they defended themfelves under a fraall fhelter haftily. 
made up, all that afternoon, not one being either fla'in 
or wounded, yet it was certainly known that they killed 
atleaft fifteen of their enemies : And at the laft, when 
they had fpentall their ammunition, and made their guns 
unferviceable by often firing, they were fetched all off by 
Capt. floop and carried fafe to Rhode-IJland in 

fpiteof all their enemies ; yea, fuch was the bold and un¬ 
daunted courage of this champion, Capt. that, not 

willing to leave any token behind of their flying for vvanE 
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of courage, he went back in the face of his enetniesfg f<# 
fetch his hat, which he had left at a fpring, whither the 
extream heat of the weather, and his labor in fightito gei 
had caufed hnn to repair for the quenching of his thirh 
an hour or two before. It feems in the formed part of die 
fame day, five men coming from Rhode-IJlan^^o lockiip b 
their cattle upon PocaJ/ei-Neck, were alTauhed by tit Uo 
fame Indians, one of the five was Cnpt. Church's fer, «•. 
vanr, who had his leg broke in the fkirnuft, the re| re 
hardly efcaping with their lives ; This was the firl ti 
time that ever any mifehief was done by the Indians s 
vpon FocaJ/et-NecL Thofe of Rhode i 
by alarmed to look to themfelves, as well as the reft oi ; 
the Englifli of PUmouth^ or the Majfachu/etis colony. r 

This afiault rather heightned and increafed than j'; 
daunted the courage of Capt. Church ; for not making 
a cowa.»-dly flight, but a fair retreat, which providence i 
offered him by the (loop aforefaid, after his ammunition \ 
was fpent, he did not flay long at Rhode-IJJand, but haft- i 
ed over to the MaJJaebufetts forces, and borrPC'.ing'fTtree 
files of men of Capt. Henchman with his Lieutenant; 
Mr. Church and he returned again to Pcci^/jwhere they 
had another fkirmifh with the enemy, wherein fome few 
txf them (fourteen or fifteen) were flain, which ftruck 
fach a terror into Philipy that he betook himfelf to the 
fwamps about Pocajfety where he lay hid till the return 
of the reft of the forces from' the Narrhagai^/ets, like a 
wild boar kept at a bay by this fnjall party till more 
hands came up. ’ 

Thus were the PUmouih forces bufied, during the 
time of the treaty with the Narrhuganjhs, w hich beisg 
iflued as it was : 

■ On Friday yuly 15, our forces marched for, and ar¬ 
rived at Rehoboth, where having no intelligence of the 
enemy nearer than a great fwanip on Pocajet, eighteen 
miles from Taunton ; they marched next day twelve miles 
to an houfe at Meiapoifet (a fmall neck of land in the 
bottom of Taunton-Bay, in the midway between Mount- 
Hope and PocaJJet-Neck) from whence they r.rarched for 
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'Taunton, July 17, whither after a tedious march of 20 
miles they came in the evening, and found the people 
generally gathered into eight garrifon-houfes. 

On Monday July i 2 , they marched eighteen miles 
hefoisthey could reach the Avamp where the enemy was 
lodged : As foon as they came to the place, /*//- 
forces being now joined with them, our foldiers 
refolutely entered in amonglt the enemies, who took 
.the adv.int,of tho thick under-wood,- to make a fhot 
at thrm thnt f.-jl entered, whereby five were killed out- 
ri^r jnore wounded, fome of whofe wounds 

proved mortal': After the firft {hot, the enemy prefent- 
]v recitpd deeper into the Avamp,deferring their wigwams 
(about an top in .all) newly made of green bark, fo as 
theyVouM not bum : In one of them they found an old 
man, who confelled that PSili/) had been lately there. 
Having fpent fome time in fearching the Avamp, and 
tired thcmfelves to no purpofe (yet it was faid one half 
hour more would have at that time utterly fubdued Pw/fp 
and all his power) the commander in chief, night 
drawing on a pace, not thinking it fafe to tarry longer 
in fo dangerous a place, where every one was in as 
'much danger of his fellows as of his foes, being ready 
to fire upon every bufh they, faw move fuppofing Indians 
were there, ordered a retreat to be founded, that they 
might hare time to difpofe of their dead and wounded 
men, which accordingly was attended :* PUmnuth forces 
who had entered in ^e rear, retreating in the front. Ic 
was judged that the enemy being by this means brought 
into a pound, it would be no hard matter to deal with 
them, and that it would be needlefs charge to keep fo 
many companies of foldiers together to wait upon fuch 
an inconfiderable enemy, now almofl: as good as taken ; 
Whereupon moll; of tlie companies belonging to the 
Majfachufetts were drawn oW, only Capt. Henchman with 
an too foot being left there, together with Plimcutb 
forces, to attend the enemies motion, being judged fuA 
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ficient for that end. Major Sa'va^e, Capt. Piiige with 
CapL Mo/ely and their companies returned to Bojlon \ 
Capt. Pnntue with his troop w'ere ordered toward 
Mendhatn, where it feems, about the middle of July^ 
fome Indians, wifliing well to Philip's had made 

an ailault upon fome of the inhabitants, as they were at 
their labor in the held, killing five or fix of them ; as 
foon as they had done, flying away into the woods, fo as 
they could not eafily be purfued. The inhabitants of 
the fame village, lying in the heart of the enemy’s 
country began to be difeouraged, lo as within a little 
time after they forfook the place, abandoning their 
houfes to the fury of the enemy, which by them were 
foon after turned into afties. But to return to King 
Philip, who was now lodged in the great fwamp upon 
PacaJpt-Neck,oi feven miles long : Capt. Henchman and 
t\izPlimouth forces kept a diligent eye upon theenemy,but 
were not willing to run into the mire and dirt after them 
in a dark fwamp, being taught by late experience how 
dangerous it is to fight in fuch dilmal woods, when their 
eyes were muffled with the leaves, and their arms pin- 
nioned with the thick boughs of the :rees, as their feet 
were continually (hackled with the roots fpreading every 
way in thofe boggy woods. It is ill fighting with a 
wild beaft in his owm den. They refolved therefore to 
ftarve them out of the fwamp, where they knew full 
well they could not long fubfift : To that end they be¬ 
gan to build a fort, as it were to beleaguer the enemy, 
and prevent his efcape out of the place, where they 
thought they had him fall; enough. Philip in the mean 
time was not ignorant of what was doing withou:, and 
was ready therein to read his own doom, if he tarried much 
longer there, he knew he fliould fall into their hands 
from whom he could expedt no mercy : The cafe being 
therefore defperate, he refolved with an hundred or two 
of his heft fighting men to make an efcape by the water, 
all paflages by the land being fufficiently guarded by 
the Englifh forces. The fwamp where they were lodg¬ 
ed being not far from an arm of the fta, coming up to 
’Taunton, they taking the advantage of a low tide, either 
waded over cne night in the end of or elfe wafted 
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tljemfelves ever upon fmall rafes of timber very early 
before break of day, by which_ means the greateil 
part of his company efcaped away into the woods, lead¬ 
ing into the Nipmnek country, altogether unknown to 
ibe Englilh forces, that lay encatnped on the other fide 
of the fwamp. About an too or more of the women and 
children, which were like to be rather burdenfome than 
ferviceable, were left behind, who foon after refigned up 
themfelves to the mercy of the Englilh. P/ 5 >//r>’s efcape 
thus from Fo<aJfet could not long be concealed after the 
(iay appeared, there being much champaign land thro*^ 
which he was to pafs, fo as being difeovered to Tome of 
^ihohoth, the inhabitants prefently followed him, toge¬ 
ther vvith a party of the Moheginsy that a little before 
came to Boftony offering their fervice againft Phiiipy and 
were fenc up into thofe parrs to be ordered by Captain 
Henchman, but before they came to him were eafily per- 
fuaded to go along with any of the Englilh that were 
engaged in the purfuic of PM//. News alfo thereof 
ivas carried to Capt. Henchman, who, as foon as he could 
get over with fix files of men (rowing hard all or moft 
part of the day to get to Prov/dence) followed alter the 
enemy. The Mohegins with the men of Rehoboth, and 
fome of Providence came upon their rear over night, 
flew about 30 of them, took much plunder from them, 
without ary confiderable lofs to the Englilh. Captain 
Henchman came not up to them (purfuing them only by 
the track) till the Ikirmilh was over, and having march¬ 
ed 22 miles that day was not well able to go any fur¬ 
ther that night ; on the other hand, the forces that came 
from Rehoboth and that belonged to Plymouth, having 
left their horfes three miles off, could not go back to. 
fetch them without much lofs of time, and therefore 
looking at it altogether bootlefs to go after them in the 
morning, returned back the next day, leaving Captaiii 
Henchman with his fix files, and the Mohegins to purfuc 
the chafe to Nip/atchet, which he did the next morning- 
Capt. Henchman, that he might the better engage the 
Mohegins to march with him 30 miles, gave them half 
his provifion, and was himfeif recruited again by the 
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care of Capt. FJtnup^s Pro'vidence^ and Lieut. Broxvn 
x.'lio brought pjovifion af'.er him to the 'Nipjtiuck forts. 
Mr. Neuman, the Miniiler of liehebcth, deferred not a 
Lttle commendation for exciting his neighbours and 
friends to purfue thus far after Philip, animating of 
them by bis own example and prefenCe ; But what the 
reafon was why Philip was followed no further, it is 
better to fufpend, than too critically to enquire. This 
Is now the third time when a good opportunity of fup.. 
prefiing the rebellion of the Indians, was put into the 
hands of the Englilh ; but time and chance happeneth 
to all men, fo that the moft likely means are often fru- 
lirated of their defired end. All human endeavors 
lhall arrive at no other fuccefs, than the courfel of Gcd 
hath pre-ordained, that no flefh might glory in their 
own wifdom, but give unto God the praife of all iheir 
ibcceflcs, and quietly bear whatever mifearriages he hath 
ordered to befall them. It appears by the iffue of thefe 
things, that although this wound was not incurable, yet 
much more blood mufl: be taken away before it coiiM 
be healed. But by this means Philip efcaped away to 
the wcHward, kindling the flame of war in all the wef- 
Jcrn planta'ions of the Majj'achvfftls colony wherever he 
tame, fo that by this fatal accident, the fire that was in 
a likely v.ay to be extinguifhed, as, foon almoftas it be- 
yi,an,.did cn a fudden break cut through the whole jurif- 
tiidion of the Majachu/dis, both eaftwaid and weft-' 
ward, endangering a'.fo the neighbour colony of Connec- ' 
; which hath alio fufrered fomewhat by the fury of 
r .'-.Is flam?, though not confiderable to what the other 
rcionics have ur.de/gonc. 

things after this manner proceeded in and 
ibout the colcnv of Plmcuth, the Commiffioners of the 
reft of the colonies were confulting and adviflng what 
was to be done for preventing the mifehief threatened 
Irom fpreading any further, fearing (as indeed there was 
loo much caufc) that although Philip only appeared to 
make the flrft attempt, yet more either already were, t3r 
foon might be perfuaded to join with him in tiding this 
bloody tragedy. 
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It. hath been already declared what hath been dcas 
for ^e Tccuring ot the Nat'rhaganfets, thole that wc:e 
me/Tengers on that errand, always reported that 
jffll^eldcr people were in appearance, not only inciina- 
bte to peace, but feemed very defirous thereof, infomuch 
as their two eldell Sachems exprclTed much joy when it 
was concluded ; but as fince hath appeared, all this was 
but to gaip time, and cover their treacherous,inteti's 
and purpofes, that they might in the next fprlng fail 
upon the Rngliih plantations all at once, as feme prife- 
ners lately brought in have owned and confeiTed ; 'noi 
have any of thole Indians with whom the prefent vca. 
hath been, ever regarded any agreements of peace made 
with the Engiilh, further than cut of ncceif 7 fnd fl 1- 
viih fear they were compelled thereurito, as ntay be fee;, 
by the records of the united colonies from the^ ye;y 
1643 to the prefent time, notwithllanding all their fa'r 
pretences ; for Nhigretj ihe old Sachem cf the Narrb-x- 
gan/stsy who alone of all the fell: of tlrt Country S:>- 
chems d'.fowned the prefent war, and refuTed to hc.v:- 
any hand therein, had 'threatned, as was proved to hL 
j^ce before the commifiioners., in the years 1646 and 
1647, that they would carry on the war againll the 
Mohegins, whatever were the mind of the Commificr- 
erj, and that they would kill the Engh'/h cattle, and 
heap them up as high as .their' wigwams, .^hd ahat an 
.EngUlhman ihould not ftir out .of his door's to. pifs,' but 
.ihey would kill him 5 all which he could'hot.'deny, yet 
this old fox made many pramifes cF peac^, when the 
dread of the-.EngUni eveu- fince the Pequed war moved 
him thereunto *, forefecing as he is faid to have told hi.s 
neighbours, that they would all be ruined if they mide 
war with the Englilh, as is fir.ce come to pafs. Ifow- 
ever the good hand of God was feen in foprdering 
things, that .the K.ri'rhaganfets were for the prefent re¬ 
frained from breaking out into open hofiility againfl: 
the Eng!j(h,«at chat time when Philip hegan ; which if 
they bad then done, according to the eye of reafon, it 
would have been very di^cult, if pofnble,‘fo'r the E.v- 
glilh to have faved any of their inland plahtaiioris from 
being deftrey d. Thus, ahho’ God hath in his wlfdout 
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fuffered fo much of the rage of the heathen to^e ki 
loofc againft his people here, as foreiy to 
that by the wrath of men, praife might be yieldecf 
holy name, yet hath he in his abundant goodneu^. 
fcrained the remainder that it ihouid not confume. 

The next thing in order to be related, is the calami¬ 
ty that bcfd the village of BreokpJd, whicl^notwith- 
Handing all the care that was taken, fell into the hands 
of the perfidious Nipnct Indians, as ihall here in the next 
place be declared j only, as we pafs along, to remind the 
leader in a few words, what was the ilfue of Captain 
IJenchnart's purfuit of Philip.^ The Plymouth forces be¬ 
ing returned home, as was faid before, Capt. Henchman 
with his fix files of men, and the Mohegm Indians, having 
continued in the purfuit of Philip till they had fpent all 
their provifion, and tired themfelves, yet never coming 
within iighc of him, the Mohegin Indians in their 
company diredled them to Mendham^ and then leaving 
them, returned alio to their own country. Captain 
Henchman in his march toward Mendham, or at il/tW- 
ham, met with Capt- Mnjely coming up to bring him 
provifion, add advertifing him of what fuccefs he had 
met with in the purfuit, they altered their courfe, for 
Capt. Henchman was fent down to the Governor and 
Council, to know what they ftvould do : They prefently 
remanded him to PocaJJit, and ordered him to Itay there 
if there was need,or elfe to draw off, fuvrendering the fort 
he had been building to Plimeutb forces, which laft was 
chofen by thofe of Plimouth, whereupon Capt. Hcnch^ 
man returning to Bojion, was ordered to dilband his men. 
Capt. Mofely was ordered to march ^abaog ox Brook- 
field, where he continued a while, with the ocher Captains 
fent up for the relief of the people there, and to feek af- 
ler the enemy in thofe woods ; but after fome time 
fpent in ranging the country thereabouts, not meeting 
with any of the infidels, he with his company came 
downwards, fearching the woods betwixt Lancafttr 
(where a man and his wife with two children were flain 
on Lord’s-day, Jug. zi) and Marlborough, where alfo a 
Ud keeping fhcep was &ot at by an Indian that wore a 
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as if he had been a friend : the Indian was fuppo- 
fed to b:ion;j- to the H^J/anemeJu Indians, at that timo 
C<nfined to Marlbcrought where they had liber y to dwell 
in a kind of a fort. The next day the inhabitants fent 
to demand their guns, Capt. Mnelj acquainted there¬ 
with, marched to the fort and found much fufpicion a- 
gainft eleven of them, for finging and dancing, and hav¬ 
ing bullets and Hugs, and much powder hid in their 
balkets ; infoniuch that eleven of them were fent dowa 
pfifoners to B-Jlon, upon rufplcion that they had ati 
hand in killing the four at Lancajfety and Ihooting sc 
Marlhrough Ihepherd : But upon try al, the faid pri- 
foners were all of them acquitted of the fadi, and wejes 
either releafed, or elfe were with others of that fort, fent 
for better fecuriiy, and for preventing future trouble in 
the like kind to loins of the iflands below BojJon toward 

Bantcjfict. 

Ascot this time Capt. Mo/elj was fent with a com¬ 
pany of foldiers to fome Indian plantations up Merri¬ 
mack river, as high as Pennycook, but they found no In¬ 
dians there ; thofe that belonged to the place having 
withdrawn themfelves from their native place, that they 
might not meddle in the prefent quarrel, as is confident¬ 
ly believed that fVoonalonfit the Sachem of that country 
had fo refolved. That coall being clear of the enemies, 
Capt. Mofely foon after was fent up with his men to the 
towns weftward about Hadley, ifit might be, to fubdue 
the enemy, who a little before, and at that time, was 
doing all the mifehief he could in thofe wellern planta¬ 
tions, both by fire and fword. 

But to return and porfue the rebellious Indians, and . 
heep pace with them in our biftory, though our forces 
as yet could never overtake them in the woods, Thu 
Governor and Council of the Mnjfachufeits were fenfible 
of as Aiuch danger from the Nipnet Indians, as from the 
former ; they being the inland part of the country be¬ 
twixt the Tea coal! and Conne^lcut river welUvard, and 
the towns about the Ma^dchufetts-Bay eaftward, where- 
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upon Tome perfons that ufed to trade with the faid JV/), 
nets, were fent to found them, and find how they ftooi ^ 
affeflcd, for which alfo there was the more reafon, be- 
caufe they were always in fubjeftion to the Sachem of 
Mount-Hope, and fo were the more like to engage in the 
prefent quarrel ; of which there had been fufficient proof 
already ; when on the 14th of July, fome of the Nipntt 
Indians next bordering on Philippi country, fet upon foaie 
of Mendham, H v/here they killed four or five perfons, 
which was the firft mifchief done upon any of the inha¬ 
bitants within the jurifdi£lion of the MaJJhchu/etts, afted 
as was faid by one Matoonas, who was father to him that 
had committed a murder foon after Philip's firft rebelli. 
on. Anno 1671. The meffenger that was fent thither, 
brought word back that they found the faid Indians wa-- 
verlng j the young men very furly and infolent, the el¬ 
der ones fliewing fome inclination to maintain the won.j 
ted peace. Soon after, July z8, 1675, Cape. Wheeler' 
was fent to aflid Capt. Hutchinfon with a party of 20 
horfe to treat further about the peace, who going firil to 
^-ibaog or Brookfield, (a town fituate about 60 or 70 
miles from Bofon, in the road of Connedlicut, lying a- 
l out 25 miles from the faid river, and not far diilant> 
from the chief feat of the Indians) the inhabi¬ 

tants of the faid Brookfield had been fo deluded by thofe 
treacherous villains, that fearing no danger, they 
obtained of thofe Nipneis, the promife of a treaty uponL 
the 2d of Jugufi ; w'hereupon fome of the chief of the* 
t-iv\n rode along unarmed with the faid Wheeler and| 
Hutchinfon, vvith their party of horfe until they came 
the place appointed ; but finding no Indians, fo fecore; 
were they, that they ventured along funher, to find thej[ 
ir.fidels at their chief town, never fufpedting the leall 
danger, but when they had rode four or five miles that 
way, they fell into an amtufh, of two or three hundr^- 
Indians, laid in fuch a narrow paffage, betwixt 3 
bill on the one hand, and an hideous fwamp on the| 
other, that it was fcarce poffible for any of them to) 

!1 A tovv'n fituate northward fiom Mount-Hope, wubin| 
36 n.ilsi of Bofiofi, ' i 
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gfcape, eight of them being fliot down upon the place 
(whereof three were of Brookfield) and three mortally 
wounded, whereof Capt. Hutchinfon was one ; Capr. 
Wheeler alfo was near lofing his life, whofe horfe was 
fhot down under him, and himfelf Ihot through the bo¬ 
dy, fo that all manner of hopes to efcape had been re¬ 
moved from him, had it not been for his fon, who was 
(by God’s good providence) near or next unto him, this 
fon, being a man of undaunted courage, (ootwithftanding 
his own arm was broken with a bullet) with great nim- 
blenefsand agility of body,difmcunted himfelf,and fpeedi- 
]y mounted his father upon his own horfe, himfelf getting 
upon another, whofe mafter was killed, by which means 
they both efcaped, and were afterwards cured. Much 
ado had thofe that were left alive to recover Brookfield^ 
which in all probability they netrer had done (the com¬ 
mon road being way laid with Indians on every fide as 
was afterwards known) had it not been for one well ac¬ 
quainted with thofe woods, who led them in a by path, 
by which means they got thither a little before the In¬ 
dians,who quickly came flocking into the town, with 
full intent to deftroy it with fire and fword. But by 
fpecial providence the inhabitants were all gathered to 
the principal houfe of the village (there being fcarce 20 
in the town) before the barbarous mifcrea«||| came upon 
them, immediately fetting fire upon all'^e dwelling 
houfes, with moll of the other buildings in the town, 
fave that one into which the inhabitants were retired, 
the which they feveral times attempted to burn, but 
were almoft miraculoufly defeated of their purpofe by 
the immediate hand of God. In the mount of the Lord 
it fhall be feen. For when they had for two days af- 
faulted that poor handful of helplefs people, both night 
and day pouring in fhot upon them incefiantly with 
gms, and alfo thrufiing poles with fire-brands, and rags 
dipt in brimftone tycd to the ends of them to fire the 
houfe ; at lad they ufed this devililh ftratagem, to fill 
a cart w'ith hemp, flax and other combudibie matteV, 
and fo thruding it backward with poles fpliced together 
a great length, after they had kindled it; but as foon as 
it had begun to take fir^ a ftom of rain unexpe^lcdl./ 
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falling, put out tfcjs fire, or elle all thue poor people, a,' 
boat 70 fouls, wouU eiiher have been confumed by mer, : 
cilefs flames, orelfe have fallen into the hands of their: 
cruel enemjes, like wolves continuall/ yelling and gap, j 
ing for their prey.- 

Thos was that dKlrefled company ftrangely deliver, | 
ed, who have for ever caufe to fay with the PfalmiftJ 
^lejpd he the Lord, nvho hath not gi-ven us a prey to their 
teethe our foul is efcaped as a bird out of the fnare of the 
fjxulers, the fnare is broken and wr are efcaped. . For the 
next night Major Willard, by accident hearing of the 
danger the people were in, came with forty eight dra, 
gooBS to their relief. The occafion which brought Ma, 
^or Willard, aad Capt, Parker oi Groton with forty-fix 
more, fo timely to their relief was this ; Major Willard 
in purfuance of his commiflion from the Governor and 
pQuncil, was upon Wednefday aiugujl in the morn, 
ing, marching out after forae Indians to the weflward, 
W fecure them : juft as they were fetting forth, fome of 
Marlborough, who had intelligence (by t'hofe that were 
going to Conne&icut, and forced to return) what diftrefs 
Brookfield was in, and knowing of Md^or Willard'$ pur, 
pofe to go one that morning from Lancafter, fent a poll 
to acquaint therewith, which though it did not fltid 
him in the |||», yet overtook him before he had gone 
above four or five miles from the place : whereupon, con* 
ceiviog it more needful to fuccour Brookfeldin fo eminent 
danger, than to proceed farther upon his intended deflgo, 
he altered his courfe and marched diredly thither, bein'r 
about 30 miles diftant when the tidings were brought 
him ; fo he arrived there that night very feafonably, a- 
bouc an hour after it was dark, or elfe in probability 
they had all perilhed before the relief fent up from Bof 
ton could have reached them, which was not till three 
days after. The providence of God Hkewife in bring- 
ing in the faid Major fo lafely, as well as feafonably to 
their relief, was very remarkable : For the Indians had 
fubtilly contrived to cut oft' all relief fenr, before it could 
come at them, by laying ambufhes, and placing their 
fcouts at two or threo tnil ?5 dlftance round th? town : 
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About an hundred of them were lodged at an houfe not 
farolFiii the way toward Bofion^ to cut off any fuccour 
that might come from thence ; but it is fuppofed they 
were fo intenfe upon the projed they were about for fir¬ 
ing the houfe, concluding it would without fail take place, 
that either they did not mind their bufinefs of watching, 
or made fuch a nolfe for joy thereof, that they did not 
hear their centinels when they fliot off their guns, at two 
jjiiles diftance. It is faid chat another party of the In¬ 
dians let the Major and his company purpofely pafs by 
them, without any oppofuion, waiting for the blow to 
he given at their hrft approach near the houfe, purpofing 
then to have theiiifelv^ e fallen upon their rear, and fo to have 
cut them all oft', before the befieged under flood any thing 
thereof. But it pkafed God fo to order things in pro¬ 
vidence, that no notice was taken of them by the be- 
fiegers, nor were they at all difeerned by them, till they 
had made themfelves known to their friends ; and were 
sdmitied within the court of guard ; which when the e- 
remy had notice of, they poured in their Ihot abundant¬ 
ly upon them ; but they were now ftiehered from the 
danger thereof; only itjeems their horfes were expofed 
to their fury, as many of them were maimed and kil¬ 
led, as were moft of the cattle belonging to the inhabi¬ 
tants of the place foon after. This honored perfon^ 
Major ffiV/ari/, continued at B'ookJielJ, after this famous 
exploit for the prefervation of the poor befieged there, 
divers weeks, to order fuch companits as were fent up 
that way for the fecuring the plantations on that fide of 
the country ; and not long after he went himfelf ^Ifo 
to HadUy upon the like fervice of the country in th« 

■ prefent war ; but after feme time fpent in thofe paru, 
he returned back to his own place, to order the affairs 
of his own regiment, much needing his prefence, and 
; leaving the forces about Hadley under the command of 
; the Major of that regiment. 

! But to return to what v/as in hand before. After 
[the Indians underftood that fuccours were- ceme in ta 
[the befieged, they fired all that they had left ftanding 
[for their pwa Ihelter while they had befieged thiU plac§ 
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before mentioned, and ran all away into their own dens, 
in the neighbouring woods ; however it was confeffed 
by one of themfelves, that the enemy had 8o of theit 
men killed and wounded in this bufinefs. But ere we pafj 
any farther in purfuit of the hillory of thefe matters, it 
will not be amifs to let the reader underllandthe horrible 
perfidious and treacherous dealing of thefe Nipnet Indians, 
who, although of all other they had the Icaft reafon as 
to any pretence of injury, yet did mod deceitfully and 
barbaroufly join with Philip and his Indians, after they 
had been fev'eral times.fent unto by the Governor anti 
Goancil of the MnJfacljufttis, by the advice of Plimou 4 }si^ 

' to have prevented their riling, as svell as the rifing of 
the Narrhaganfets, and alfo had faithfully promifei 
not to meddle in the quarrel, as may more fully appear 
by the engagement under the hands of their Sachems, 
fame time before Capt. Hutchinfon and Capt. lVhed$f\ 
were fent up to them, which by reafon of the halie and 
unfkilfulnefs of the raeffengers on that behalf fent, is not 
fo fit for public view : but the account of it from thek 
return, was under their hand and oath, July 24, 1^7$, 
when Lieut, Ephraim Curtks fpake with five of the hipj, 
-net Sachems, four too many to govern fo frnall a peo¬ 
ple, but lying upon the head ot 'the principal Indian 
territories, they were diyided into fo many fmall parties,' 
two of whom, viz. Satn, Sachem of Wtjhacum, and Atm 
4 a^np were executed together afterward at Befton. Atf 
of them did af that time folemnly renesv their covenatti 
and promife under their hands to come to Bofion {9 
dpeak further with the Governor, inllead of whiebj 
what they perfidioufly did againft Capt. Hutchmfen and 
Others, hath already been declared. | 

Upon the report of this fad dif; {l?r that befel tbf 
inlvabwants BraolfeUy forces were fent up under thj 
yM~-~.xdmmand of Capt. Lolhrop and others, to. purfue afty 
thofe Indians, harbouring about thofe places, and if^ 
might be, to frevent them from joining with the In¬ 
dians lypon Cenne^iiout river, who as yet had not difeo^ 
vered'themfeives ns wilr.ng to efpoufe Philip'% interefti 
bat ra.ther made fome fombiaace to the contrary, Ther{ 
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^\-as much time fpent by Major and feveial 

companies of fjldiers left under his command, about the 
}iipit€t country, but all to no purpofe, for partly by the 
treachery of fome of the Indians that came to their af* 
fiftance, that feemed to favor the Englilh, but rather 
afied in behalf of the enemy, partly by tie fubtleties of 
the enemies themfelves, who could eafily by their fcouts 
difcern the approach of our foldiers, and by the nimble- 
^efs of their feet efcape them, our foldiers could never 
'meet with any of them, but only by that means driving 
them further weftward, they gathered all the Indians 
■ they could to their party about Pecomplud-, alias Deer- 
f.sldi Swam/cot, and Squakeag, where were fome planta¬ 
tions of the Englifh newly began, whom they affaulted 

the next place, and did what mifchief they could up¬ 
on them. 

It khere to be noted, that although that worthy pa¬ 
triot and experienced foldier, Major Willard, hearing of 
^(he diftiefs oi Brookfield hy fome that were travelling to 
Ccnnedicut, was the firll that relieved the dlftreffed peo¬ 
ple of ^ahaog or Brookfield, yet Major Pynchon of 
Springfield alfo by accident hea'-ing of their'calamity,had 
not only fent word thereof to Hartford, (from whom he 
deceived a fupply of 25 or 30 foldiers under Qsift.Wats) 
^ut did alfo fend a band of men under Lieut. Coeper, 
^afterwards vinainoully flain by Springfeld Indians) 
|vho with thofe fent from Hartford, and fome In- 
adians belonging to Springfield (feemingly forward to 
|ie!p the Englife) made up fourfeore or thereabouts:.., 
thefe marched down to Brookfield the fame day that 
?Capt. Z.s/.^'rp/ and Capt. Beers came up from the Maf- 
Wachujetts, who having fpent fome time in fearching the 
[w'oods'about Springfield, and finding rone of the Indi- 
.ans, did the next day march up to a place called Memi- 
hirnifiet by the Indians, where Capt. Hnfehin/on znd 
K-'apt. Wheeler were affaulted, and finding no fign of any' 
Jndisns amongft thofe woods and fwamps, the company 
'that came from Springfield, left the other foldiers (who 
leturned to their quarters .at Brookfield) and went up 
pbemfeives further northward, at. lead 20 miles from the 
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faid Brookjleldt and finding no track of Indians in alii 
thofe woods, they returned back to Bpringfeld, leaving! 
enough to defend the people of BrookJieU^ and the gar- 
rifon there. 

By this it appears, that the Indians by this occafion 
were driven more weftvvard into the woods bctweea- 
Hadley and Squakheag, f where they foon effefted their! 
defign, viz, to leaven the Indians on that fide the coun-' 
try with the fame prejudice and malice againft the En- 
glifii, with which they thetnfelves were (though without 
caufe)imbittered ; for in a few days the device took place 
amongft Hadley and Deerjleld Indians, and was prefent))' 
put in execution by the faid Indians, withdrawing from 
the Englilh and affifting PkiUp and the Nipmts to fpoiL, 
and deftroy all the towns wellward, as foon after caire 
to pafs ; yet at the firft fome of the Hadley Indians prev 
tended real friendfhip to the Engiifh, and oiFered them*, 
fcives to fight againll but the Mohegin Iniam" 

that came afterward from Hartford began to fufpeft thf 
treachery of the other, and told the Englilh plainly, that 
no good would be done, while any of that company 
went along with them in purfuit of the enemy, for aii 
was faid, they would always give fome fliout when, they* 
came near the enemy, as if they fhoald thereby wi(h| 
them to look to themfelves ; infomuch that the faid 
Hadley. Indians fell into great fufpicion with the En* 
glilh, and fora proof of their fidelity, they were requir¬ 
ed to bring in their arms to the EngliJh, ljut upon that r 
motion they delayed a little, but that very night they | 
fled away from their dwellings, which was in a wooden f 
fortification, within a mile of Hafeld, whereby they? 
plainly difeovered that they had fecretiy plotted to join 
with Philip'% party, as far as they had an opportunity 
to do them any eminent fervice. Some think the Eng* 
llfh failed in point of prudence, not managing that bu* 
finefs fo warily as they might, which if they had done, 
their defedlion had been prevented, but it is moft proba-i 
b!e that Philip had hired them to own his quarrel, b)'| 

f Northfeld, 50 miles up the river from Hadley^ : 
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fending them gifts in the fpring : and that the body 
the faid Indians we:e moil readily inclined tiierc-uato : 
but the Sachems and the elder ones of them, fcei;itd 
loth at hril to engage againll the Engliih, In conciu- 
fion, when tht^y had To lallly left their dwellings, and 
were running after Phillip and the Nipnet Indians (>t 
that time harboured in ihofs woods) the Engliih we-e 
fo provoked that were under the Capts. Lcthrop and 
££<r/, that they purfued af er them very early the next 
morning, and overtook them abuut ten miles above 
Ba’fitUt at a place calied Sugarloa/hill, and had a 
fmail ikirsTiilli with them, wherein there were nine or 
ten of the Engliih Hain, and about 26 Indians ; Yet 
the reil efcaped, and fo joined wi;h Phillip and n,® 
company ; piefently after which accident, they were i'o 
emboldened, that upon the iiril of S(pi, about fev.m 
days after, they fet upon DeerfeU, hilled one man, and 
laid moJl of the houies in aihes. About two or three 
days after th£y fell upon Syuakeag, another new plan- 
ration, ^fteen miles higher up the river, above De^r'- 
/f/rf', where they killed r.itie or ten of the people, tne 
reft hardly efcaped into the garrlfon houle. 

The next day, this difailer not being known Crnt. 
Beers, for fear of the woril, with 36 men, , was font up 
to the faid Squakeag, with fuppiies both of n)en and 
ptovifion to fecure the fmall garrifon there, but bciuie 
they came very near to the town, they were mt upon 
by many hundreds of Indians cut of the buihes by a 
fwamp fide. By this Hidden furprizal Capt. (who 

was known to light valiantly to the very laft) with a- 
bou: 20 of his men, weie flair., the reil flying back to 
Eadkj. Here the barbarous villians fnewod iheir in- 
folent rage and cruelty, more than ever bufote, cr';'' . 
cfF the heads of fbme of the ilain, and rnring 
on poles r('ar the highway, and not s'.nJv '\-- 
{if not mote) Wf.s foutrl with a chv?*- ■ . ' - 7' . 
under jaw, and fohuntu!' ■ : .

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the unrivlvifcd proceedings of the Captain (who was 
flair, in the firft aiTajuU) although he wanted 
neiii^rr courage nor flclll to lead his foldiers ; but hav¬ 
ing taken up a wrong notion about the be'l way and 
manner of fighting with the Indians (which he was al¬ 
ways wont to argue for) viz, that it were belt to deal 
with the Indians in their own way, fcil. by f^iflking 
bihind trees, and taking their aim at Angle perfl>r.s, 
which is the ufual manner cf the Indian* fighting 
with another ; but herein was his great miflake, in noc 
confidering the great difadvantage a fmaller company 
would have in, dealing that way with a greaterdtenUi- 
tude : For if five have to deal with one, they may fur- 
round him,i and every one lake his aim at him, while 
be can level but at one of bis enemies at a time : 
Which grofs miflp.ke of his, was the ruin of a choice 
company of young men, the very fiower of the county' 
of E^ix, all cuHcd out of the towns belonging to that 
coanty, none of which were afltamed to fbeak with the 
in :hs £'rre; irt-’r c'sr rcbitiotss at hemz toioum- 
i,ng for chem, like siachet for her children, and would 
cot be xfijih for ted, not only becaufe they were not, but 
becaufe itdiey were fo rnirerably lofl. The like miflake 
was conceived to be the reafon of the lofs of the former 
perfonsflain with the faid Loihrop, pu^fuing the Indians 
that jan away from Hadley^ and of the 20 flain with 
Capt. jSff.’-.os men, vt-ho betook tliemfelves at firfl to 
the tree.*, and at the lail a few gat to their herfes fooa 
alter their Captain was Ihot down. For had he order¬ 
ed his men to inarch in a body, as fonie of his fc!Iow*> 
comfnauders adviicd, either backward or forward, in 
reafon they had not iott" a quarter of the number of 
them that fell that day by the edge of the fword. For 
the Indians, notwichflanding their fubti’ey and cruelty, 
durtlr.ot look an EngliQiman in the face in the open 
field, n®r ever yet were known to kill any man with 
their guns, unicis wiien th;y could li^ in wait for him 
in an am'uufh, or behind fome ftielter, taking aim uii- 
dileovered, fo that although it was judged by ihofe 
thacefcaped, that there were 7 or 8oq Indians at leefl 
that eucountted that company of 80 Englifli, yet if 
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they had kept together in a body, and fought march¬ 
ing, they might have efcaped the numbers of the ene¬ 
my, with little lofs in compaiifon of what they fuftain- 
ed. For the valiant and fuccefsfu! Capt. Mohly, 
his Lieufenant, coming (though too late) to their ref- 
cue, marched through and through that great body of 
Indians, and yet came off with little or no lofs in com- 
j'arifon of the ocher. And having fought all thofe In- 
d:ans fur five or fix hours upon a march, lofi not ahovef 
two,men all that while, nor received other damage ex-f 
8 or y w<:re wounded, who were_ prried to| 
thiir quarters at night at whereas if thefe hadj 

proceeded in the fame vyay of fish ing as Capt L^tbriy- 
did in the morning, they might have been furrounded,? 
and fo have been ferved as the former were ; But God| 
had o'heiwifie determined it> h;s fccret counfel, andj 
therefore that was hid from the one, vvuich was ameai;i| 
jc £rcrerv<; ti»-<u!ier company. | 

Cthf.r relief alfo was'feafonably ftnt in, viz, » 
company of Englifh and Mohegin or Pequtd Indians un-| 
drr the command of Major 'Treaty who was in the 
morning marching another way, viz. up toward Squa^ 
^eag to feek after the enemy that way, with about loo 
ioldiers, Indians and Englilh, upon whofe approach the 
enemy, pretty well acquainted by this lalt encounter 
with the valour of the Englifh, immediately went clear 

away, giving Major in-rat and Cz^t. Mo/elj, who re- 

turned to Deerfield that night, an opportunity to bury 
the {lain the next day. As Capt. Mfielj came upon 
the Indians in the morning, he found them ftnpping 
of the (lain, amongft whom was ane Robert Dutch 0(1 
Jp/wich, having been forely wounded by a bullet that 
rafed to his flcull, and then mauled by the Indian- 
hatchets, was left for dead by the favages, and ftrip t 
by them of all but his fein, yet when Capt. Mofelj 
came near, he almoft miraculoufiy as one raifed from 
the dead, came towards the Enghfh, to their no fmall 
amazement, by whom being received and cloathed, he 
was carried clF 10 the next garnfon, and is living and 
b in p.ffea health at this day. May he be to thi 
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friends and relaiions of the r?ft of the flain, an em¬ 
blem of their more peifcd refurredion at the laft day, 
to receive their crowns among the veil of the martyrs 
thathavd laid down or ventured their lives, as a telU- 
niony to the truth of their religion, as well as love to 
their country. 

This fore defeat of Capt. Lothrep and his men, was 
the mere to be lamented, in that (falling out fo foon 
after two other of the lilte nature) it fo emboldened 
the enemy, that they due’ll foon after adventure upon 
cdnfiderable towns, though well garrifoned with fol- 
diers, and gave them occafion of the moft infolent 
braving the garrifon at Deerfield the next day, banging 
up the garments of the Engillh in fight of the foldiers, 
yet on the other fide of the river. However, it plea- 
fed God, who is'always wont to remember his people 
in their low ellate, to put fach a reffraint upon them, 
that when they pafled very-near the garrifon-houfe at 
DeefeUj (wherein where not left above 27 foldier;) 
theh Captain ufing this ftratagem, to caufe his trum¬ 
pet to found as if he had another troop near by to be 
called together, they turned another way and made no 
attempt upon the houfe where that fmall number was, 
which if they had done with any ordinary refolution, 
fo fmall a handful of men coulfi hardly have witndood 
the force of fo many hundreds as were then gathered 
together. 

What lofs the enemy fuflained by the refinance of 
Capt. Lotbrop and his men, (who no doubt being all 
refclute young men, and feeing they fhould be forced 
by the hard law of the fword to forego their liver, held 
them at as high a rate as they could) is not certainly 
known, ft hath liace been confefTed by fame of the 
Indians tbemfelvcs-, that they loll 96 of their men that 
day. Caj-t. M'feljs men coming tuudenly upon them 
wtjen they were pillaging of the dead, fell upon tlieri 
with fuch a fraart afl’.iult, that thev drove t.^iem prefeiv.!/ 
in;o a fwanip, fuiiowing them fo clofc, ;!i rt; lor ji.v\a 
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rniies together they fought their upon a march, charging , 
thvi’i tiirough and through, i^ertz. Savage and Mr. 
}'ick:rif:gt his Lieuicnants, deferving no I’lile part of 
the honor of that day’s fervice, being fometimes called 
to lead the company in the fri.n;, *rhi!e C'lpt. M-Jid) 
took a little breath, who was almoil nstiica wiih la- 
bjuring, commanding, and leading his men thros^H 
the r.iiuii of the-enemy. 

The Indians gathered together in thofe parts, ap. 
pcaring, io numerous, and, as might juftly be fuppofed, 
growing more conficent by Ibme of their late luctefles,j 
and the number of our men being after his fad rate 
oimii.iflicd, recruits alfo not being ftddenly to be ex- 
j c-dled, at fo gieat a diftance as an hundred miles ti ,m 
a'; fupplies, the corhmander in chief with the officers, 
fjw a n.'-.'tffity of fighting chat gartifon at Dee/Jidd^ 
empioving theibrees they had to fecure and ilrengthea 
the i.-iree next towns'heldw \rpo'sx C-&fiKt3U*^.-xi'iti. 
An It was well that couriTtl was thought upon ; foi^ 
rovv iK«..fe wretched caitiffs begin to talk of great mat-

below ^riv.gfiAd, upon ihe fame r.vr.) and {o by poft 
tidings ti-.ereof brought to Springfield uie night before, 
ftferouen that the Lieuteoaoi of the tovyn. Cooper by 
rame was to far frOm believing the llratagem. ts'.at 
in the morning hltnfflf with another would venture to 
riiie up to the fort, to fee whether ihiugs were fo or 
BO. The fort was .Tout a mile from the town ; when 
he came within a lifle there..f, he met thefe_ bloody 
and deceitful monli rs. newly iffued out of their Equus 
Trojanus \o <t\ their intended uuEhicf ; .they_prefently 
fired upon h.rn, divers of them, and (hut him in fe- 
ver.il pLces through the bodv. yet being a man ot 
flout courage, he . pt his hmfe. till he jecoveied the 
KC<t aanifoa hoof-, his companion they (ho: dead up¬ 
on the pLce ; by this means giving a fad a.arm to the 
town of their ituended mifchief, which was inftant^y 
fi fd in all places where there were no garriions. 1 he 

pr r people h vinj; never an cffi:er to lead theni, 
t in-s i.ke ihecp readv for ti e O.iUvhter,, and no doubt 
t-H-vthole town h..a b-en tot.ily deft.oved, but that a 
report of the plot being carried about over n.glu, 
Mdor Treat enme from Wefifiild time enough m a 
-n- c I’o” their refeue, but wanrirg bents to tr.mf- 
PC.'t h-s me , could not do f- as he Jefi-ed. 

M.ijor />-c4’n coming from HiidL_p_ C&pt. Jp- 
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pleton and wbat forces they could bring jlong with 
them, 32 houfes being firft conriim»d, preferve^ the 
reft of the town from being tamed to afhes, in which 
the over credulous inhabitants might now fee (what 
before they would not believe at the burning Major 
Pynchon's barns and fta&Ies a few days before, to a 
very great damage of the owner) the faiihlefs and de- 
ceitful friendship amongft thofe perfidious, cruel and 
hellifh monflers. 

Amongst the ruins of the faid dwellings, the fad. 
eft to behold was the houfe of Mr. Pelatiah Glcnjer^ 
minifier of the town, furnifhed with a brave library, 
which he had but newly brought back from a gairifon 
wherein it had been for fome time before fecured, but 
as if the danger had been over with them, the faid 
minifter, a great lludent, and an helluo lihro^um, being 
impafient for want of his books, brought them back to 
his greit forrow, fit for a bonfire for the proud infuU- 
ing enemy. Of all the mjfcliiefs done by ihe-fadd-ene^ ! 
my before that day, the burning of ihi.s town of Spritg- ■ 
field did more than any other difeover the laid adtors 
to be the children of the devil, full of all fubtilty and 
malice, there having been ftr above 40 years fo gcod 
correfpondence betwixt the Englifh of that town and 
the neighbouring Indians : But in them is made good 
what is faid in the Pfalm, P’hat though thetr nvordt 
nvere/moother than oyl, yet nuere they dranun /’words. 

After fome little time fpent in garrifoning the place, 
and helping the inhabitants to fecure what they had 
left, the Englifh foldiers mofl of them returned back 
Xo Hadley, their head-quarters, and Major be¬ 

ing fo full of incumbrances, by reafon of the late fpoili 
done to himfelf, and his neighbours at Springfield, 
could not any longer attend the fervice of commanding 
in chief as he had done before, wherefore being ac¬ 
cording to his earned requefl cf the Council eafed of 
that burden ; Capt. Samuel Appleton was ordered to 
furcecd in taking the charge of ihe foldiers loft in thofe 
upper towns, by whefe induftry, iliil and courage. 
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thofe towns were preferved from running tV.e fame fate 
with the rell, wholly or in part fo lately turned into 
alhes- Fot the enemy growing very confident uy the 
late fuccelTcs, came v/ith all their fury the lyth of 
Ofiober following upon Hatfield, hoping no Itla than 
to do the like mifchief to them, they had newly dene 
jp Springfield : But according to the good providence 
of Almighty Cod, Major Treat was newly returned to 
filo' ih-Hampton, Captain Mafely and Captain Ptole 
were ths U gairifoning the faid Hafield, Mid Capt, 
fitijnior thv; like end quartering at Hadley, when on a 
fudoer. 7 Or 800 of he enemy came upon the town in 
all quiriers, having firft killed or taken two or three 
of tiie fccuts belonging to the town, and leven more 
belonging .0 Capt. MoJely% company : But they were 
fo well entertained on all hands where they attempted 
to break in upon the town, that they found it too hot 
for them. Major dppleton with great courage deferd- 
jji2 one end of the town, and Qz'pt. Mo/ely as lloutly 
fliaintainuig the mlddk, and Crpr.in P^.i the 
end ; that they were by the refolution of the Englim 
inllantly beaten off, without doing much harm. Capt. 
Appleton's ferjeant was mortally wounded juft by hi» 
fide, another bullet puffing through his own hair, by 
that whifper telling him that death was very near, 
but did him no other harm. Night coming on, it 
could net be difeerned what lofs the enemy fuftained, 
divers were feen to fall, fome run through a fmall ri¬ 
ver, others caft their guns into the water, it being 
their manner to venture as much to recover the 
dead bodies ef their friends, as to defend them when 
alive. 

At laft after the burning of fome few barHS, with 
fome other buildings, the enemy hafted away as faft as 
they came on, leaving the Englifti to blefs God who 
had fo mercifully delivered them from the fury of their 
«ercifefs foes, who had in conceit without doubt, de¬ 
voured them all : But this refolute and valiant repulfe, 
put fuch a check upon the pride of the enemy, that 
they made no further attempt upon any of thofe towns 
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‘for the prefent, but winter drawing on, they retired 

' all them to thdr general rendezvous at harrbagan. 

*>/,'where we Ihall leave them for the prefent _plot:ing 
their general defign of accompHihing their inteaded 
mifchief againft the Englifh the next Spring. 

Our weftern plantations upon ConneSuut river, 
where the ftage whereon were afted the^ moil remark. 
ablVpaffages' of this barbarous war hitherto, whidi 
was foon after removed into many ocher places of the 
country in the winter and fpring following, whuhet 
our difeourfe mua in the next place purfue it. There 
was not any great matter afted by the enemy amongi 
the plantations upon the great river daring the winter, 
after the aff'.ult made upon Haifield Oa=ber 19th. It 
is evident that the body of them returned to Narrha. 
ganfet upon the approach of the winter, which fet in 
more early than it ufed in other years. V/feere PhilipX 
did beftow himfelf in the winter feafon is n®t fo cer-i 
tain, fomc fay that he repaired further wefl'V^t 4 , « 
try his fortune with thofe Indians that lie towards A 
bany, near the Dutch river : Others more probably! 
conceive that he lay hid ia fome part of the Narrha-\ 
ganfet country ; for though he was not certainly known 
to be about the fort at Narrhagan/et, when it was 
taken by our forces in the winter, yet as foon as ever 
they were driven out of the country in February, ht 
was found amongft them that did the mifehief at Lan- 
cafer in that month. 

Some (Iragllng parties of them rerhained about 
Nortb-Hampion, IVeJifield and Springfield fome time 
after their defeat at Hatfield : Seven or eight of the 
inhabitants of Nsrth-Ha/npton in the et^d ot OSoher, 
venturing to fetch in forae of their harved, that was 
left fomewhere out of town, were in danger of being 
furprifed, having laid their arms under their cart, fo 
as* being deftitute of means to make their defence, they 
weieglad to fly away with the horfes, out of their cartsj 
leaving what they were about to the pleafure of the 
Indians thataflaultcd them. Major ^reat upon hear.

jng the alarm, prefently repaired thither, but could 
riot come time enough to dcftroy any of the enemy, 
rior yet to prevent their burning of four or five hcufes, 
vvich^two or three bains that ftcod fomcwhat out of the 
town. Within a little time after they_ killed three of 
(he fame town, as they were at work in a meadow not 
far from the town ; They intended alfo to have burn¬ 
ed the mill, but it was too well guarded by two files 
cf ntufkfctiers lodged there for the purpofe, who put 
j]iein bcfide their intent. Six>or feven of Springfield 
feon after going to the mill at Wefifield (that which 
belonged to their own town being burned Oaohr 5th) 
and venturing without arms, three of them were killed 
by feme of the enemy, who took the advantage alfo to 
burn four or five houfes that belonged to thefaid fFefi- 
fild ; But by the end of Newmher the coaft was pretty 
clear of them, unlefs feme few of them that lay lurk¬ 
ing in the fwamps thereabouts all the winter, doing 
feme ffnall mifehief upon fome out-dwellings of Spring- 
fM 

The expedition into the Narrhsgan/et country fol¬ 
lows in order in the next.place to' be related j but be¬ 
fore we come thither, a little notice muft be taken by 
the way, of an unfuccefsful attempt upon the Indians 
about Hajfanemefit * and Pcppachusg, whither Capt. 
Henchman was fent in the beginning cf Nowmber ; 
where alfo Capt. Still was ordered to meet him with 
another company from Cambridge^ with intent to have 
beat up the Indian quarters in thofe parts : They be¬ 
ing known to have had an hand in the outrages com¬ 
mitted upon thofe tha' belonged to Marlborougk and 
Mendbam, cutting clF the fcalp of a miller’s boy, who 
is yet alive. 

November in', 1675, IHnthman marched 

cut cf intending to vifit »he Indians about Hajfa- 

eiemfit : The third day they faw feme fires cf the in- 
dians, yet could not meet w ith them that made them : 

* Sometimes called IhJjanamiJco^ new Gra/(cfi„ 
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The 4th day they marched to fome part of the Indian 
plantations called HaJ'anmefit : The Captain would 
have taken up his quarters a mile on this fide, but 
fome of his officers over-ruled him, to whofe impor. 
tunity he gave way, and marched- a mile further to¬ 
ward the enemy, and by that means faved the miller’s 
youth, taken the week before from Marlborough ; fer 
in the morning very early, as the fcouts were looking 
out, they fpycd a wigwam, where fome Indians that 
had carried away the youth, had lodged all night, or 
in fome wigwam near by. When the Indians law cur 
foldiers, they hailed away, and left the Marlborough 
youth behind them, who by that means efcaped their 
hands. Our men under Capt. Henchman marched on 
to Peppachueg, and finding the Indians all fled, (al- 
though they perceived by a meflenger accidentally fent 
back, that the Indians followed them all that way they 
marched) they came back to Mendham to fettle things 
in that town. Some of the inhabitants informed them 
of fome Indian wigwams about ten miles off: The 
Captain with Philip Curtice, his Lieutenant, refolved 
to give them a camifado in their wigwams that night: 
To that end they mounted 22 upon horfes, riding up 
ten miles into the woods, and when they came near 
the wigwams, they difmounted, and intended pre- 
fently to march up, and give an affault upon them, 
after they had fi»ft made a Ihout to fright the enemy : 
They ordered one half to follow the Lieutenant, the 
other to follow the Captain, when they came within a 
quarter of a mile of the place, their dogs began to bark, 
at which they Hop’d, and by marching again, intended 
prefently to fire in up«n them, but the Captain’s foot 
fiipphrg, he could hardly recover hirafclf, when fud- 
denly looking behind him, he £?.w no man following 
ofkiui: The Lieuteuant had five behind him, who 
with ih&fe live refelutcly fired on that fide he v/as ap¬ 
pointed to make the affault upon ; but they were re- 
pulfed by the Indians, who firing cut of their dens, 
fhot down the Lieutenant and auether, the refi pre- 
iVntiy r; n away to a fence : The Captain with all ve- 
: ‘ ii ;ncy urged them to ftay, they replied, they went 
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back only to charge, yet went clear away, by which 
means, together wnh the cowardice of ti e forrrier, if. 
fjd a iofs befel the company, as could trot he* 

repaired; However, the enemy preieritly deferted ('.« 
vvigwam and gave onr men the next day an opp<;rai>- 
nity to fetch olF their two-dead men, and bury them, 
»nd fo t^.ith grief and (hame were conftrained to return 
to their quarters at M^ndham, to W'hofc inhahi'ants 
they gave notice of too buftels of corn belongi.'^g #0 
the Indians, that might have been preferved, which 
for want of hands was loll: by the fire, that the ere, 
my might not be benefited thereby. It appears by tVe 
foregoing paffage, that the ti-me of our deiivcranc^ w.-in 
not yet conic, ?nd that God had furcber trials te at- 
quaint us with before he would turn his hand upon our 
enemies. But it pleafed the Lord in mercy fo to order 
things, that they themfelves fell into that pit they were 
digging for others, as (hall appear more fully in what 
follotys. 

The Englifii plan'ations zboat HadUj being for th« 
prefent fet a little at liberty by the Indians drawing clT, 
like feamen after a fiorm, counted it their bell courfo 
to repair their tackling againll another that may be 
next coming, wherefore the inhabitants concluded it 
the fafer way *0 make a kind of barricade about their 
towns, by letting up pallizadoes or cleft wood, about 
•Tght foot long, as it were to break the force of any 
fudden aflault which the Indians might make upon tht-m ; 
which counfel ptoved very fuccefsfui ; for although it 
he an inconfiderable defence againft a warlike enemy, 
that kath ftrength enough, and confidence to befiege a 
place, yet it is fufficient to prevent ai^ fudden afiaeU 
of fuch a timerous and barbarous enemy as thefe were, 
for although they did afterwards in the fprirg break 
through thofe pallizadoes at Nerib-Hampton, yet a* 
foon as ever they began to be repulfed, they faw them- 
felves like wolves in a pound, that they could not fiy 
away at their pleafure, fo as they never adventured t® 
break through afterward upon any of the town* f#., 
fecured. I 
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A% for thofe cf Springfield they were now and the* 
shrmed with 2 few {kulking Indians lurking about in 
the adjacent woods ; as once at the Lmg Ahadem^ 
where half a fcore of them were feen about an houfe 
.remote from the town, w'ho were purfued by a party 
of the EngliOi toward Windfor, and fo efcaped, after 
the Englifii had made one {hot upon them, not know¬ 
ing certainly how many they killed. So at another 
lime, a few of thofe barbarous wretches killed a poor 
man’belonging to Springfield, as he was going t« hii 
houfe to look after his corn, on the other ilde of the 
jiver, and after they had killed the man, tkey burnt 
sown his hcufe ; yet attempted no further mifehief 
w^on that part of the town that had efcaped the fury 
of the Ban’es, Odiober 5. By wbdeh it is evident, 
that all the number of Indians that nad affaulted them 
kirfore, had withdrawn themfelves now to their winter 
quarters, fpme to the Dutch River, but the greateft 
TT.amber of il«tm to befure were found is ih« winter at 
the Narrhaganfet fort, where we fhall leave them for 
the prcfentliif the forces of the united colonies fhall 
fire them out of their nefti. 

Thk foldiers eontinuing fome time at Hatfield after 
this viffory, as we may well call it (for it feems to 
have given the fird check to the rage of the heathejj.- 
within the jurifdiaion cf the united colonies, they 
have been obferved ever fince to have been on th* 
locfmg hand, feldom or ever daring to meet our fol¬ 
diers in the open field, unleis when they have very 
great advantage as to their numbers, or covert of the 
woods and bulhes ; Although like fome ranging beads 
they have done much mifehief feveral times fince, 
whe» they were ready to expire, or when the pangs of 
death w^re coming upon them.) our forces were all 
called home, favc fome left for garrifoning the towns 

thereabouts. 

The CommiSioners of the united colonies tak'ng 
into ferious confideration the prefint ftate cf things, 
yiyt. that there were before this time fo many hcndicds 
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gathered together ?nto one, body, and that there was 
great reaf.-'n to fear, if they were let alone tul t;.e next 
fpring they might ail rife together as one m.-’n roimd 
a^ut us, and that one town after another mig..t e.an:y 
he deftroyed, before any help could be diipatched to 
them. On the one hand, the Iharpnefs of the winter 
in thefe parts wa» well weighed, fo extreatn that it 
might hazard the lofs of a thoufand men in one night, 
if they were forced to lodge abroad in the open hc.J ; 
;s alfo the difficulty, if .toe impoffibllity of fending any 
relief to them at any diflante, the depth of fr.ovv 
Bfaally making the ways unpaff.ibie for divers months 
together. 


On the other hand, it was cenfidered, that if the 
enemy were let alone till' the next femmer, it would 
beimpoffible to deal with them, or find them any 
Vikere, bat they might waile one company of foldicrs 
after another, as was fen by the experrence of the 
former year. Conudering alfd that the Narrhagan/a3, 
the moil numerous of all the relt, anci the belt provi¬ 
ded of provifion of all the other Indians, had now 
declared themfelves our enemies, who if they were let 
alone till the. winter was over, wc ihculd be unable to 
(leal with fo many enemies at once, that could on %, 
i'udden on any occafion fpread themfelves lijce grafhop- 
pers all over the country. 

It was therefore finally agreed upon by the general 
confen: of all, to fail upon the winter quarter* of our 
enemies, ,by a mere confiderable army (if I may lb 
call it) gathered out cf all the three colonies, and that 
with all expedition, at farched nofto exceed the loth 
cf Dicembsr, before they ftjould have a thoufand men 
in arms, ready for the dafign. 


As for the late league made or rather renewed with 
the Narrhtighanfets, it was fuffidently evident and 
known, that they had all along from the firft day 
when it was confirmed, broken every article of it, 
cfpecklly in not deliveting up the enemies, which had 
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fhelterecl theiiifelves with them all this while, wVicl» 
thcii^h they did nor pefiiiveJy deny, yet did nothing 
b ’t find excufes, to defer it one wees after another, 
till at the laii tl*ey would be excufcd till the aext 
j'.> ing, wpon pretence that they could not before that 
time gn them together. And bcfides.the favouring of 
thofe that fled to them, and fupplylng the whole body 
of the enemy with vidluals, upon all cccafions. It war 
r.kcftife ilrongly fufpedled that in all the late proceed, 
ings of the enemy, many of their young men were 
kfiowti to be aoliwHy in arms againft us, many of .! 
whom were found either wounded amongft them in f 
their \sjgwams, or elfewhcre occaGonally feen return¬ 
ing back, after exploit* abtoad, to be healed of their 
wounds at heme. Alf^J fome of our mens guns that were 
loft at Drerfsldy were found in the fort when it was 
lired. Theitfore all fcruples as to the juftnefs and 
ncccllity of the war being removed, the only queftion l 
wa.;, whether it were feafibleand expedient in the win- 
t^r. The exigent was very great, and the choice 
\$\y hard ; But as David when he was ftreightened \ 
with many difficulties at once, chofc rather to fall in-1 
to the hands of God vvhofe mercies were great, though j 
he might be provoked to caufe his jealoufy to fmoak 
againft thofe of his own heritage for a time; fo in 
this exigent it was generally conceived-te be raoft ex- 
pedicnt°fbr the country, to caft themfelves upon the 
providence of a merciful and gracious God, rather 
th;ai by delays to expofe theralelves to the treachery 
and ciu^Ity of a perfidious enemy. 

A War therefore fpeedily to be carried on in the 
very depth of winter, being agreed upon, care was 
taken for fuppUes, as the difficulty of fuch an affai# 
fo circumftanced did require, though poffibly not with 
lb much iieceffary care, and fo fuitable provifion, as 
had been defued, if what came afterward to pafs could 
have been forefeen (which peradventute might be the 
reafon things went on fo heavily for want of well oil- 
Inri the wheels) in the mean time a fmail army of a 
» 'h- ufand fighting men, vfeli appointed, were «r- 
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dertd by the CommiffioRcrs to be gathered by propor¬ 
tion out of all the colonies, cf which number the Ihare 
cf the Ma/facbuftts was to be 527, the reft were to be 
fupplied out of Plimoutlt and Conneaicut colonies : All 
fiber fupplies were taken care for, as well as the i'ud- 
dennefs of the expedition, and difficulty of the feafon 
would allow. The faid thoufand men, befide Ibma 
voluntiers of Indian friends, were by the time and 
place appointed as near as could be had, called together, 
and a commiffion granted to the honorable 
Winjis^t Efq; the prefent Governor of Plimeuth co¬ 
lony, a man of known ability and integrity, every way 
fo well qualified with courage and refolution, as well 
as prude nee and diferetion, as might have preferred 
liirn to the condoft of a fir greater army than ever is 
like to be gathered together in this part of the world, 
in this or in following generations. And indeed as he 
was the firft Governor over any ot the united colonies 
in Pfw England, of them that were born in the place, 
fo ctay he well pafs for a pattern of any of the fucceed- 
ing race, that may come after. 

Under him as Commander in Chief, were ordered 
fix companies from the Majfachufets, under the com¬ 
mand of Major Appltton, Capt. Mofely, Capt, Gar- 
dtntr, Capt. Davenport, Capt. Oliver, Capt. John- 
fen ; iivs companies from Connecticut under Major 
^reat, Capt. Sidy, Capt. Gallop, Capt. Ma/on, Capt. 
Watts, and Capt. Marfball ; two companies from' 
flimoutb, under Major Bradford, and Capt. Goram, 

Under the Governor of Plimmti, as Commander 
in Chief in this expedition, were fent as Majors of 
the forces belonging to each colony ; Major Robert 
freat, for the forces belonging to Ccxnedicuf, and 
Major Bradford, for thofe of the colony of Plimeuth,. 
: and Major Samuel Appleton, for thofe cf the Majfichu- 
; Jets, to whom by the honorable Major General cf the 
I colony, were fix eompanies of foot, delivered at Dcd~ 

' ham, December the 9th, 1675, contaiking in number 
! i % 
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465 fighting men, befidesa troop of herfe, under the 
command ©f Capt. Thomas Prentice, attanding upon 
them. That night they marched to kFocdceck's, aW 
27 miles from Dedham. The next night they arrived 
at Seaccnck, Capt. Mo/ely and his company went from 
whence with Mr. Smith by water, the reft ferried over 
the water to Prtvidence. 

The next day, Dtcember the i2ih, they pafied over 
Piiiuxet river, and then marching through Pemharn'i 
ccuntry, at night they met with Capt, Mojtly and his 
company, at Mr. Smith's in Wickford, the place in¬ 
tended for their head-quarters. Capt. Mt/ely in his 
way thither had happily furprifed 36 Indians, one of 
whom he took along with him as a guide, Peter by 
ij.anie, that was at that time under fome difgull with 
his country-men, or his Sachem, which made him 
])rove the more real friend to our forces in that feryice, 
wh'-rein he faithfully performed what he promii'ed, 
and without his afliftance our men would have been 1 
mneh at a lofs 10 have fcind the enemy, until it had 
betn too late to have fought them. 

Two days after, December 14th, five files cf men 
fent out under ferjeant Bennet, and another, upon the 
fcoiit, killed one man and one woman, and brought 
in four more by one of the clock ; The whole com¬ 
pany marched after into fome of the Sachem s country, 
where they burnt an 150 wigwams, killed 7 of the 
enemy, and brought in 8 prlfoners when they return¬ 
ed at night. 

The next day an Indian called Stoneall John, 
pretended to come from the Sachems, intiniacing 
their wiliingnefs to have peace with the Er.glilh, yet 
could the ir.efienjer haidly forbear threatning,vapour- 
ing of their numbers and ftrength, adding vvuhal that 
the Englilh durft not fight them ; Whatever were pre- 
Send by this treacherous ftiUrw, fome of his crew as ht 
went home met with loma of Capt. Gardner's snen, 
rlu: were il/agUng abtiuc ihiir own bultneis, contrary 
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reorder, and flew his ferjeant with one or two more, 
rfao aifo of Capt. Oli>vtr’s men were killed m like 
ianner ; a iolemn warning for foidiers not to be too 
fenterous in an enemy’s country. For preventing the 
like raifcHief upon other companies, more care wa« 
taken as they paffcd to the head-quarters, lome ^the 
KBparaes being lodged three miles the^ftom. Ce^. 
uJlf’s, Capt. Dai/inpsrl s, and Capt. O/i'Vir s Cot*, 
faies being alfo fent akout that time to bring Major 
Mplfton's to the general quarters, a few defperate In¬ 
dians creeping under a ftone wall near the place, 
itcd twenty or thirty guns at Me/efy m particular, 9 
tommander well known amongfl them, r 

tbc company running down upon them, killed one ot 
them, and fcattered the reft. 

The next day Capt. Pnnfice with his troop, be- 
wfent to Ptnyquam/ct>i, returned with the fad news of 

krmng7err/^«//’sgarrifon 

fiiglilh men and five women and children, but uvo 
efcaped in all. This is the chance of war which they 
jiho undertake, rouft prepare to undergo. 

The next day brought from the fame place a little 
better news, though not enough to balance the forrow 
of the former, viz. .that forces were come 

thither with three hundred Englilh. and an hundred 
and fifty Mshegint, ready fixed to war on the behalf cf 
the Englifti againft the Narrbaganfits, their mortal 
cflemics; and by the way meeting a party of the ene- 
iHV, they flew c or 6 of them and took as many pri- 
foners. The whole number of all our forces being now 
eomc, (he want of provifion with the ftarpnefs of che 
cold, minded them of expedition, wherefore the very 
next day, the whole body of x\itMafaMets PU- 
m>uih forces marched away to Pmsquamje^t mtending 
toengap-e the enemy upon the fitft opportunity that 
next oliWed itfelf : To the which refolution thofe of 
Conmaicut pvefently confented, as foon as they met 
together, which was abcuc five o’clock in the afternoon ; 
£;//'s hoafe intended for their general rendezvous, 
king unhappily burnt down two or three days before, 
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there was no (helter left either for officers or privatt 
foldiers, fo as they were neccffitated to march on to*, 
ward the enemy through the fnow, in a cold ftonny 
evening, finding n« other defence all that night, favc 
the open air, nor any other covering than a cold and 
raoift fleece of fnow. Through all thefe difficuhitj 
they marched from the break of the next day, Decm^ 
hr iptb, till one of the clock in the afternoon, with- 
out cither fire to warm them, or refpite to take any 
food, fave what they could chew in their march. Thus 
having waded fourteen or fifteen miles through th« 
country of the old Queen, or Sunkt Squaw of Narrhi. 
jranfet, they came at one o’clock upon the edge of 
the fwamp where their guide aflured them they Ihould 
find Indians enough before night. 

Our forces chopping thus upon the feat qf the ent* 
Vijy upon the fudden, they had no time either to draw 
up in any order or form of bsttlc, nor yet opportunity 
to confult where or how to aflault. As they marchei 
Capt. Mo/elj and Capt. Davenport led the van. Major 
Appleton and Capt. Oliver brought up the rear of the 
Majffachufets forces j General Winjlow with the Plu 
mouth forces marched in the centre ; thofe of Cen- 
oteSlicut came up in the rear of the whole body : But 
the frontiers difeerning Indians in the edge of the 
fwamp, fired immediately upon them, who anfwcr- 
ing nur men in the fame language, retired prefently 
into the fvvamp, our men followed them in amain, 
without ftaying for the word of command, as if every 
one were ambitious who ffiould go firft, never making 
any ftand till they came to the fidcs of the fortr into 
which the ladians that firft fired upon them betoek 
themfelves. 

It feeras that there was but one enterance into the 
fort, tho* the enemy found many ways to come out,but 
neither the Englifh or their gaidc well knew on which 
fide the •aterance lay ; nar was it eafy to have made 
anothe.r ; wherefore the go^ providence of Almighty 
Gal is the more to be acknowledged, who as he led 
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jjrtul(omtixmes by the pillar of fire, and the cloud of 
Ijia prelCDce, a right way thro’ the wildernefs,fo did he 
uovvdireftoar forces upon that fide of the fort, where ihej 
juight only enter through not without utmoft danger 
and hazard. The fort was raifed upon a kind of illand 
offive or fix acres of rifing land in the midft «f a 
fvvamp ; the fides of it were made of palizadces, fet 
upright the which was compafied about with an hedge 
oFafmoil a red thicknefs, through which there waf 
BO paiSog, ualefs they could have fired a way through, 
which then they had no time to do. The place whera 
the Indians ufed ordinarily to enter themfelves, was 
upen a long tree over a place of water, where but one 
Bjan could enter at a time, and which was fo waydald 
that they would have been cut off that had ventured 
there : But at one corner there was a cap made up only 
with 3 long tree, about four or five foot from the 
ground, over which men might eafily pafs : But they 
had placed a kind of a block-houfe right over againft 
the laid tree, f-om whence they forely galled our meH 
that firft entered, fomc being Ihoc dead upon the tree, 
as Cn’^t.yoJhn/rs ; and fome as foon as they entered, as 
was Capt. Davenport ; fo as they that firft wtered 
were forced prefencly to retire, and fall upon their 
bellies till the fury of the enemy’s fiiot was pretty wel! 
fpent, which fome compamies that did not difeern the 
danger, not obferving, loll fundry of their men, but 
at the laft two companies being brought up, befides the 
four that firft marched up, they animated one another, 
10 make another alTault, one of the commandeis 
crying out, they run, they run, which did fo encourage 
the foldiers that they prefently entered am^. After 
a confiderable number were well entered, they pre- 
fently beat the enemy out of a flanker on the left hand, 
whsch did a little Ihelter our men from the enemy’s 
Ihot, till more company came up, and fo by degrees 
made up higher, firft into the middle, and then into 
the upper end of the fort, till at laft they made the 
eoemy all retire from their fconces, and fertified places, 
leaving multitudes of their dead bodies upon the place. 

feWifrs marching up in the rear, being not 
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aware of fhe dangerous paffage over the tree, in com. 
mand of the enemy’s block-hoofe, were at their firt{ 
enrerance many of them ftict down, although tli?y 
came on wi;h as gallant i-efoluiion as any of th: reft , 

‘ un.'pr ^hc condiift of their wife and valiant leader* 
Major Treal. ' 

The brunt of the battle, or danger that day lay 
moft ii|. .in the comaianders whnfe part it was to lead, 
on their feveral companies in the very face of death,' 
or eife all had been loll ; fo as sll of them with great 
valour and refolation of mind, as not at all afraid to • 
die in fo goon r caufe, bravely led on their men K" 
that defpe.ate affault ; leaving their lives in the place.: 
as the beil teftimony of their valour, and of love to 
the caufe of God and their country : No lefs than fix^ 
brave Capt.^ins fell that day in the affault, viz. Capr. 
Da venpjrf, Capt. Gardner, Capt. J.hnfcK, of the 
/^cbujen, betiees Lieutenant Upham, who died fo.trii 
months after of his wounds received at that time. Cipt., 
Galhp alfo, and Capt. Siely, and Capt. MarJha.lL wcr«j 
flaJn of thefe belonging to Conuedlicut colcny. It iP 
«fually feen that the valour of the foldiers is much 
wrapped up in the lives of their Co^nmandcis, yet was, 
it found here, that the foldiers were rather enraged: 
than difeouraged by the lofs of their Commanders, 
which made them redouble their courage, and noi| 
give back after they were entered the fecund time, till ij 
they had driven out their enemies : So after much| 
blood and many wounds dealt on both files; thw 
F.ngUfh feeing their advantage, began to fire the wig* 
warns, where was fuppofed to be many of the enetniei; 
women an#children deftroyed, by the firing of at kail 
five or fix hundred of their fmoaky cells. 

It is reported by them that firft entered the Indian*' 
fort, that our foldiers came upon them when they 
were ready to drefs their dinner, but our fudden and 
unexpected alTault put them bcfide that work, making 
their cook-rooms too hot for them at that time, when 
they and their mitchin fried together : And probably 
fomc^of them eat their fuppers in a colder place that 
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ight ; Mod of thejr provifion as well as their hut* 
Line then coofumed with Hre, and thofe that were 
jjft alive forced to hide thcmfelvei in a cedar fwamp, 
j'ot far off, where they had nothing to defend them 
t the cold but bough* of fprute and pIna trees; 
for after two or ihrte hours fight, the EngHih became 
palters of the place, but not judging it tenable, after 
! {iiey bad burned all they could fet fire upon, they 
[were forced to retreat, after the day light wa» almoit 
Duite fpent, and were necefiitated to retire to their 
r lartcrs, full fifteen or fixteen miles ofF, Tome fay more, 
whither with their dead and wounded men they were 
{0 march, a difficulty fcarce to be beliered, as not t* 
ke paralleld almoft in any former age. 

I It is hard to fay who acquitted themfelves beft in 
: £ay’s fcrvice, either the foldiers for their man- 

IVikevaloar in fighting, or the Commanders for their 
i wiWon and courage, leading on in the very face cf 
death. There might one have feen the whole body of 
jliat little regimental army, as bufy as bees in a hive, 
feme bravely fighting with the enemy, others hauling 
off, and carrying away the dead and wounded men 
/which I rather note) that none may want the due 
tciliroony of their valour and faithfulnefs, though all 
nughttofay, not unto us, but unto ihy nami, Q Lord, ire. 

For though there might not be above three or four 
liuncred at any time within the fort at once, yet the 
reft in their turns came up to do what the exigence of 
the fervice required in bringing off the dead and 
wounded men : UaJJ'achufdts regiment, t«getker with 
rCaptain Mejely, wr.s very f; rviceable, for by that means 
the fort being clear of the dead bodies, ft firuck a 
greater terror into the ene.my, to fee but eight or ten 
dead bodies of the Englifh left, than to meet with fo 
many hundreds of their own fia:.; aod woundad car- 
cafes. The number rf the llain was not then^nown on 
‘ the enemy’s fide, beesufe our men were forced to leave 
them on the greund : But cur viftory was found after- 
mdii to be iivach more confiderable than at the fiift 
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was apprehended ; for although our lofj was very 
great* not only becaufe of the defperatcnefs of the at. 
tempt itlelf (in fuch a feafon of-the year, and at fuch 
« diftance from our quarters, whereby many of oat 
wounded men perifhed, which might otherwife have 
been preferved, if they bad not been forced to inarch 
fo many miles in a cold fnowy night, before they 
conld be drefled) yet the enemy loft fo many of their 
principal fightir.g men, their provifton alfo was by .he 
burning of their wigwams, fo much of it fpoiled, at 
the taking of their fort, and by furprizing fo much of 
their corn about that time alfo ; that it was the oc- 
cafion of their total ruin afterwards : They being at 
that time driven away from their habitations, and pat 
by from planting fbr the next year, as well as deprived 
of what they had in ftore for the prefent winter, 
What numbers of the enemy were flain is uncertain, 
it was confelTed by one Peteck, a great Councellor 
amongft them, afterwards taken at Rbode-Ifittndy ant} 
put to death at Bofion, that the Indians loft 700 ftfht. 
ing men that day, befides 300 that died of their 
wounds, the moft of them : The number of old men, 
women and childen, that perilhed either by fire, or 
that were ftarved with hunger and cold, none of them 
could tell. There was above 80 of the Englifh flain, 
and and 150 wounded, that recovered afterwards. 

There were feveral circulnftanccs in this viftory 
very remarkable. 

Firft, The meeting with one Peitr a fugitive 
Indian, that upon feme difeontent, flying^ from ths 
Narrhagan/ets, offered himfelf to the fervice of the 
Englifh, and did faithfully perform what he promifed, 
viz. to lead them to the fwamp where the Indians had 
feated themfelves within a fort railed upon an iflandof 
firm earth, in the midft of a fwamp, whither none of 
the Englifti could have piloted them without his af- 
fiftance, the" place being near eighteen miles from the 
place where they were quartered. 

Secondly, Their being by a fpecial providence di- 
redlcd juft to a place where they found fb cafy ejitcrance, 
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yhich if they had mifTed they could never have n->ace 

, vvay through the hedge, wish which thev had s..-- 
rounded the paliizatloes of the fort in half a U.v.’i 
^ time. 

And Thirdly, If they had entered by the way left 
j)y the Indians for pafTage, they might have been cut 
off, before they could "have ceme near their toriiid¬ 
ea ti on. 

Laftly, In direfting their motion to begin the af- 
faolt jull at the day they did, for if they had deferiei^ 
but a day longer, there fell fuch a dorm of fnovv ,h- 
aextday, that they could not have paiild through ?•: 
in diveis weeks after : And ©n a fudden theie fell 
fuch a thaw, that melted away both ice and ihew, iV 
that if they had deferred till that time, they cemd 
have found no paffage itito th*ir for tided place. 

hih which confidcratlons put together, mskc it a 
/Jgnal favour of God to carry them through fo many 
diSiculties to accompliflt their defired end. For arer 
{hey were retired io the'r quarters, but iixteen milei 
from that place, there was fo great want of provilion, 
the veffils being frozen in at the haibour about Cop^- 
Cud, that.fhouid have brought them relief, and the froit 
end fnow fet io fo violently, that it was not pufubla 
for them, with all the force they could make (fc many 
of their ableft foldiers being flain and wottndcu) ta 
have made another onfet : But the gcodnefs of Almigii- 
; ty God was raoft of all to be admired, that notwith- 
1 landing all the harufhips they endured thatwmttr, in 
very cold lodgings, harci marcher, fcarcity of provjTu o, 

? yet not one man was known to die by any difeale or 
bodily diftemper, fave them that perifhed of their 
wounds. 

Oust forces being compelled by the aforefajd ccca- 
fions, to He Hill fome weeks aftey, hoped alfo that ths 
enemv fo forely broken, would gladly have fued for 
i peace ; But as was faid of old, Gfd hardmed their 
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.hearts to their own ruin and defiruEtion afterwards. For 
as Toon as our foldiers were able to march, finding that 
all the enemy’s overtores of peace, and prolonging of 
treaties, was only to gain time, that they might get 
Eway into the woods ; they purfued after them, and 
fomecimes came upon their rear, but then they would 
immediately fly an hundred ways at once into fwamps, 
fo as our men could not follow them, or if they did, 
could not fee two of them together ; fo that now there 
was little good like to be done, unlefs they could take 
them at ibme advantage. At length having fpent all 
their provificn, and tiring themfelves in purfuing of 
them fixiy or feventy miles, up through the woods to- 
wards Marlborough and Lancafer, towns that lye on the 
road to ConneEiicut, h&ving killed and taken near 70 
of them, our foidiers were ordered to return towards 
Bojiony to recruit themfelves, fuppofing that the JVhrr- 
haganfets, and thofe with thei» were fo enfeebled that 
they would have np mind fuddenly to affaultany ofth? 
linglifh towns. 

If any defire a more particular account of the lofs 
which we fuftained at the taking of the Narrhagan/a 
fort, December \^thy 1675. as here 

it follows : 

BESiPEit the fix Captains mentioned before, that 
either were flain in the affault, or died afterwards of 
their wounds, to whom may be reckoned Lieutenant 
Upham, that died lately at Bojlon, of the wcunds he 
then received :

If there had not been To ^reat a didance b-'twesH 
tie place of the fight and their qua-ters, and fo much 
told arrending them in their retiring thereu.nto, feme 
better account might have been given of that expedition, 
than now they were abie to do. For a masch of fixtcc-i 
or eighteen miies is coo much to breathe a fitdi foidier, 
Balefs he were well mounted ; but enough to kill the 
heart of them that have been wearied with a Jong and 
tedious fight- As fir the coldnefs of the weather, 
a’tkugh It be a good befom to fiveep the chamber cf 
the air (which might be the reafon there was no more 
iliteafes amongft thenj) yet it is »n unwelcome com¬ 
panion to vvesiictl, cfpeciaiiy to w'cunded men, in fo 
Jong a retreat. 

But the want ofprevifion falling in, in conjur^lion 
with thii unfeafonabienefs of the weather, and length 
of the way, hindred our forces from any new attempt 
upon the enemy, which if they could have attended, it 
wa.s thought it might have put an end to cur troubles ; 
but he that holdeih the fcales of viflory in his band, 
turaeth them to which fide, and by what degrees 
pleafeth him bell. 

The reft of the winter was fpent in fruitlefs treaties 
about a peace ; both Tides being well wearied with the 
late defperate fight, were willing to refrcfli themfelves 
the remaining part of the winter, with rhe ihott dum¬ 
ber cf a pretended peace, at leaft with a ta.’k or 
dream thereof ; Our Commanders aim therein waff 
ebriftiaa and good, if it had prcceeded, fc. to' have 
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prevented th« fteddiixg of more blood ; And poffibly 
ft^rnr cf the elder and wifer of the enemy, did really 
defire what was pretended by them ail (for they had 
now fui! proof of the valour and refoiution of the 
Engfifh, which feme of them upon former fucceffei 
might be ready to qaefticn) and they could not but iee 
ihtir dvdruftion already begun, in th« lofs of their 
dwellings, and all their provifions, as well as -the 
flaughter of the beft part of their fighting men ; but 
ihriMgh conicicufnels of their barbarous treachery 
and fujft-'hood, they could not truft others, and fo were 
v/iliing to r>in the utmoft hazard, as people hardened to 
rhfir own dedrudion. The particular paffiges ofthi 
treaty being carried on by the enemy only in pretence, 
and by our men (that foon difeerned vhetr fraud) rather 
out of neceiTicy, to conceal their incapacity of engaging 
them anew, than any real exped.ation of a good effedl, 
are not worthy the relating. However, though the foot | 
were unable to do any fervfce in the depth of the fnoiv,i 
«nd fharpnefs of the cold, the troop was fent oat upon: 
all occafions to fcout about the country, who brought w 
in daily much of the enemy’s corn and beans, which) 
they had hid in barns under the ground, or at leaft kepi 
them from making ufe of their own provifion. or fpoii. 
ing the Englifh cattle ; now and then alfo bringing w 
p'rifoners from their quarter*, as they were flraglk^ 
about to get viftuals. 

On the 27th of Decemhir, Capt. frtntict was fent 
into Pombam's country, where he burnt near an 
hundred wigwams, but found never an Indian m any 
of them. 

On the 28th oi December, a fquaw was fent to them,: 
who had been taken in the fight, with a proffer ofi 
peace, if they would fubmit to fach term^ as were pro¬ 
pounded ; the principal cf which was,the delivering up 
all Philips Indians that were with them ; the fquaw 
returned, not pretending that (he was lame and unable 
to coTT'”' again ; but the oi December, an India* 
r.rv.c f.or*’ thf Sachems, with feeming thanks for the 
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^face proffered, yet complained we made war uporr 
tfcem, and gave them no notice ; but his mouth was 
foon flopped, b/ the anfwer they made him : He 
owned, as the fquaw had faid before, that they loll 
500 of their belt fighting men, and fo did two pri- 
fosers of theirs, taken January the 4th, whereof one 
being of company, was put to death. The 

lueffenger that was fent was fairly difmifi'ed, with tiic 
cxprefs mention of what terms they mull expert, if 
they defirgd a peace. 

January 4th, there came two meffengers from them, 
js they faid to mSke way for a treaty of peace ; who 
inid the blame upon Canoncbet, that came to Bvjion in 
' Q 3 ol>er iaft, to confirm the peace with the Com- 
jniflioners of the united colonies, as if he lad mifin- 
fortned them, viz. that they were not by the former 
tttalV ^0 delivered up the fVempanoogs, or Philip's 
/acians, until the faid Cir/teKfier’s brother, one of th« 
ho/lages at HartfcrJ, was releafed. This was but » 

■ snere pretence, for he and they too, better underflood 
[be particulars of the agreement : For by chance the 
articles which tliey had of the peace concluded with 
^ them, were found open (whether purpofely or acci- 
denuUy was not known) in a wigwam in the fort, 
when it was taken, fo as they could not be ignorant 
•f the articles of the agreement. 

January 5ih, an Englifh child of about three or 
I four years old, taken from JVarwck^ was fent in to 
i pBt the better pretence uoon the treaty mentioned. 
i January 8th, the meffengers were fent back, and 
[ told what they mull truft to. In the afternoon a mef- 
feagcr came from Ninigrtty the old Sachem of Narr* 
haganftt, who brought a letter from Mr. Su-rJcK, 
the interpreter, figcifyirg the reality cf the frA Ni- 
mgnt, bis friendlhip to t.he Englifh, and the fireights 
ct the enemy, that corn w>;s two (hillings a pint wtih 
them. Yet notwithdanding ait their difficnltic'j, ihey 
tather delayer the time tui thtry could get away, ir.aa 
'sk a 
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really endeavoured the making a peace, as was fooa 
rnanifeft ; For that young infolent Sachem, Canombtt^ 
and Pancquitiy faid they would fight it out to the laft 
man, rather than they would become fcrvants to the 
iinglilh. 

‘Jaruary loth, frelh fupplies of foldicrs came up 
from BoJIon^ wading through a (harp ftorm of fnow, 
tha: bit fomc of them by the heels with the froft. The 
next day one that came with them, going out with the 
fcout.'', fell amongft the Indians barns, in one of which, 
as he was groping to find corn tor the relief of hij 
horfe, he catched hold of an Indian’s hair, unde' the 
]e?ves, who prefently held up his hands, when the 
fokiler was drawing his fword, to fpare his life, which 
was granted, but after he was brought to the head- 
ouarters, he would own nothing bat what was forced 
oat of his mouth, by the wooiciing of his head with 
a cerd, wherefore he was prefently judged to die as a 
tf'tiypanoog. 

January i2ib, another meffenger came from Cj. 
nenicus, defiring the fpace of a month longer, wherein 
to ilTue the treaty, whreb fo provoked the Commander 
of our forces, that they yefolved t© have no more trea. 
ties with the enemy, but prepare to aflault them, with 
God’s affiftance,. as foon as ever the feafen would per- 
mif, and it was high time to take up that refolution, 
for within a few day’s after, they -nderllocd by feme 
that were tak .:n prtfoners, that the enemy w#re gone, 
©r going into the Nipniutk country. 

Within a few days after, about the idih of Ja» 
nnaryy the fcouts b.'Ought in one JoJhua lift, a rene¬ 
gade EngHih;nan, of Pro-viaience, that upon feme dif- 
content aa'-origll his neighbours, had turned Indian, 
married one of the Indian Pq^uaws, renounced his re¬ 
ligion,. nation, and natural parents, all at once, fight¬ 
ing nyainP. them. He was taken by Capt. Fenner, of 
Fro'viJetJcf, who with feme of his neighbours were 
puxfuing Tome Indians that had diivca away their cat* 
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jg This Tift being one of the company, was wound- 
Vin the knee, and fo was feized by the Engliih ; he 
vnd in ‘'is habit conformed himfeif to them amonglt 
i ' ’ived. After examination, he was con- 
L ncd to die the death of a traitor. As to his re¬ 
ligion lie was found as ignorant as an heathen, which 
nt doubt caufed the fewer tears to be Ihed at his funeral, 
ton-ers-by being unwilling tolavilh pity upon him that 
haddivefted himfeif of nature itfelf, as we'l as religion, 
in a time when fo much pity was needed elfewhere. 
jnd nothing left befides wherewith to relieve tha fuf- 
ferers. 

January 2ift, Capt. Prentice's troop being abroad, 
jnet with a party of the enemy, of whom they took 
two prifoners, and killed nine ; in which exploit, 
iomething happened very remarkable,for one I'T .BsJget 
xklalem, riding in company with another friend, they 
kpptned to meet with two Indians, the faid Dodge be¬ 
ing better horfed than his friend, made after the fore- 
ffloft, leaving his friend to deal with the hindmoft, 
bot his piftol miffed firing, whereupon the Indian 
taking him by the leg, turned him off his horfe, and 
getting upon him, was about killing him with his 
knife,^which ir. Dedge by chance efpied, and came 
time enough to refeue his friend, and difpatch the 
Indian lying upon him, and yet overt''ok the firft 
Indian he was purfuing, time enough to do his bufi- 
nefs allo : By that means he did three good offices^ at 
once, faved the life of one friend, and flew two of hia 
enemies. But within two or three days after, the 
mther much altering from what it was, inducei: oief 
forces to take the firft opportunity to purfue the er.eir/, 
ivho as they underftood by meffengets from Prev dence, 
were now upon their flight into the Nipmuck ccjn.ry ; 
Bat fo many difficulties were call in their way, that 
they could not be ready time enough to prevent the 
tttfehief they did at tVarwick, as they took their 
farewell of thsir country ; For, 

January zytb, they difpoiled Mr. Carpenter of two 
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hundred (heep, and fifty head of neat cattle, and fif. 
teen horfes j ail which they drove along with ihem 
and were gone too far to be rcfcued before our fbrcej 
fct out. Two that belonged to the fa id Cerpenur 
were wounded, and one of the enemy’s flain. As they 
aiarched after the enemy, they found a good houfe 
burned, with a barn belonging to it. They perceived 
alfo that the enemy dealt much in horfe-fiefn, meeting 
with no lefs than fixty horfes heads in one place, which 
they had left behind them. Our foldiers in their pur, 
fuit, came upon their rear, killed and took abcut fe- 
venty of them, yet never coufd come to charge them, 
for they would prefently betake themfelves into fwarops’ 
and not two of them run together, fo as they law it 
was an cndlefs work to proceed further in the chace of 
fiich an enemy ; but our forces having purfued them 
into the woods, between Marlborough and Brotkjield, 
in the road toward ConneBicut, were conftraired to 
turn down to Bo^on^ in the beginning of Februarj, 
for want of provifion, both for themfelves and their 
horfes, which gave an occafion to the lofs of thcfe lef- 
fer towns that were deftroyed by the Nipnet Indians, 
who prefently joined with the Narrhagan/ett, upon 
their firft approach, as fhall be related afterwards. 

About the loth of February after, fome hundreds 
©f the Indians, whether Nipnets or Najhaway men (is 
uncertain) belonging to him they call Sagcmeri Sam, 
and polfibly fome of the ftouteft of the Narrhagan/tn 
that had efcaped the winter brunt, fell upon Latcajiir, 
a fmall village, of about fifty or fixty families, and cid 
much mifehief, burning moft of the houfes that were 
not garrifoned ; And which is moft fad and awful to 
confider, the houfe of Mr. Ronjolandfon, minifterof the 
faid Lancajlery which was garrifoned with a com¬ 
petent number of the inhabitants ; yet the fortification 
of the houfe being on the back fide, clofed up with 
fire-wood, the Indians got fo near as to fire a lean ter, 
which burning the houfe immediately to the groend, 
all the perfons therein were put to the hard choice, 
either to perilh by the flames, with, the lioufe, or ro 
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..jelJ themfelv2s into the hands ©f thofe cruel favagej, 
which laft {confidering that a living dog is better than 
g d*e-'id liof’) they chofe, and fo were forty-two per- 
fon« furprized by the indiant, above twenty of the wo- 
jnen and childien they carried away captive, a rueful 
fpraacle to behold ; the reft being tnen, they killed la 
the place, or referved for farther mifery : And many 
tha: were not ilain in fighting, were killed in attempt¬ 
ing to efespe. The mmiller himfclf was occaficnally 
abfent- to feek help from the Governor and Council 
to defend that place, who returning, was entertained 
with the tragical news of his wife and children lur- 
pfiz'd, and being carried away by the enemy, and his 
Ufe turned into afhes, yet it p’eafed God fo to uphold 
his h-eart, comforting himfelf in his God, as 'Ba'vid at 
UUgy th .t he would always fay, he believed hr^fhould 
(ee his wife and children again, which did in like 
manner foon ceme to pafs within five or fix months 
j?OT ? all, fave the youngefi, which being woundea 
jahe firft, died foon after among the Indiaits. ^ 

And fuch was the geodnefs of God to thofe poor 
cjpdve women and children, that they found fo much 
favor in the fight of their enemies, that they offered 
no wrong to any of their ptrfims, fave what they could 
not help, being in many wants themfelves. Neither 
did they offer any uncivil carriage to any of the females, 
nor ever attempted the. chaftity of any of them, either 
being reftrained of God, as was AlimtUck of old, or 
by lome other accidental caufe which withheld them 
from doing any wrong in that kind. 

Upon the report of this difafter, Capt. ff^ad/wsrti^ 
then at Marlbortugh^ with about forty refolute men, 
adventuring the refeuing of the town that was remain¬ 
ing : And having recovered a bridge,they got over fa.%, 
though the planks were pulled off by the enemy, and

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beiag led up in a way, not difcovered by them, thty 
forced the Indians for the p^elent to quit the place, 
after they had burnt and deftroyed.the better half of it, ( 
Yet afterwards it not being judged tenable, it wj, , 
abandoned to the pleafure of the infuhmg fee. _ j 

Ten days after they were fo flufhed with this fuj. < 
cefs, that two or three hundred of them came wheeling \ 
down to Medjisldy a town twenty miles from i 

weftward from Dtdham, which they furpriaed vetj : 
early in the morning (and though there were ore hun. 
dred and fixty foldiers irt it, or more, befides the in- 
habitants) they burnt near one half of the town, kill, 
ing about twenty perfons, but by the refiftance of tin 
foldiers, as foon as they could be rallied togethn 
(it being at or before break of day, none in the lead 
lufpefling fuch an aflault fo early) they were quickly 
forced to forfake the place, and fo (not without fomt 
lofs) took their way to PUmeuth colony. 

The weflern towns above Cpnnf^icut '^^xt the chk[ 
feat of the war, ani felt moft of the mifehiefs thereof, 
in the end •£ the year 1675 ; but the feene is now n 
be changed ; and the other'towns and villages^ ths 
lye eaftward, nearer mull bear their part in the 

like tragedies : For as was faid before, the Narrha. 
ganfets having been driven cut of the country, ^cd 
through Nlpnet plantations, towards Watchufet hii/s, 
•meeting with all the Indians that had harboured a\\ 
winter in thofe woods about Napanvay, they all cara- 
bined againft the Englifh, yet divided their numbers, 
and one half of them were obferved to bend their 
courfe toward Plimouth, taking Medfitid in their way, 
which they endeavoured to burn and fpoil, February 
21 ft, 1675, as their fellows had done Lancajitr ten days 
before. 

The furprifal of this Medfield, in regard offome 
remarkable circumftances it was attended with, is not 
unworthy a more particular relating as to the manner 
thereof : The lofs of lancajler had fufiiciently awak¬ 
ened and alarmed the neighbouring villages, all to 
ftand upon their guard ; and fome had obtained gar* 
rifoned foldiers for their greater fecurity, as was the 
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pile with the town of Medficld, within twenty-two 
miles of Boften. <Vnd at tliat time were lodged there¬ 
in feveral garrifon foldiers, befides the inhabitants ; 
yet being billeted up and down in all quarters of the 
jovvn, could not be gathered together dll a great part 
of the town was fet on fire, and many of the inhabitants 
iljin, which how it could be efFedted is llrange to be- 
jieve ; But raoft of thofe inland plantations being over¬ 
run with young wood (the inhabitants being very apt 
joengrofs mere land into their hands than they were 
jde to fubdue) as if they w'ere feated in the mieft 
ofa heap of bufhes : Their enemies took the adv'antage 
'thereof, and fecretly over night, conveyed thcmfelves 
round about the town, fome getting under the fides of 
their barns, and fences of their orchards, as is fuppofed, 
where they lay hid under that covert, till break of day, 
when they fuddenly fet upon fundry houfes, flioodng 
them that came firll cut of their doors, and then fired 
their houfes, efpecially thofe houfes where the inha¬ 
bitants were repaired to garrifons, were fit for the pur- 
pofe: Some .were killed as they attempted to fly to 
(heir neighbours for fhe'ter ; Some were only wound¬ 
ed, and fome taken alive and carried captive : In fome 
heufes the huiband running away with one child, the 
wife with another, of whom the one was killed, the 
other efcaped. They began at the call: end of the 
town, where they fired the houfe of one Samuel Morfe, 
that ieems to have been a fignal to the reft,to fall in on 
other parts: Moft of the houfes in the weft, or fouth- 
wfft end of the town, were foon burnt down : And 
generally when they burnt any oui-hocfes, the cattle 
in them were burnt alfo. Two mills belonging to the 
town, were burnt aMb ; A poor old man of near an 
hundred years old, was burnt in one of the houfes that 
ivere confumed by fire. The Lieutenant of the lowti, 
Aiamt by name, was fliot down by his own door, and 
bis wife mortally wounded by a gun fired afterwards 
accidentally inlo the houfe. After the burning of forty 
or fifty hcufe.s and barns, the Car.vibals were frighted 
away out of the town, over a bridge that lies upon 
Charhi-River, by the Ihootirg eff a piece ef ordnance 
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two or three times : When they had paffed over tin 
bridge, they fired one end thereof, to hinder our mca 
from parfuing them, they were thought to he s- 
bove five hundred ; there were flain and mortally 
wounded, feventeen or eighteen perfons, befides otherj 
dangeroufly hert. The lofs fufiained by the inhabitant 
amounted to above two thoufand pounds, This mcf. 
cy was obferved in this fad providence, that never a 
garrifon houfe was loft in this furprifal ; nor any of 
the principal dwellings, fo as the chiefeft and beft of 
their buildings efcaped the fury of the enemy, whoat 
they paired the bridge, left a writing behind them, 
expreffing fomething to this purpofe, that we had pro- 
voiced them to wrath, and that they would fight with 
ut thefe twenty years (but they fell fhort of their ex- 
peftatlon by nineteen) adding alfo, that they had 
nothing to loofe, whereas we had houles, barns, and 
corn : Thefe were feme of the bold threats ufed by the 
barbarous crew, but their rage fhall proceed no further 
than the counfel of God had determined. The weclr 
before was heard a very hideous cry of a kennel oi 
wolves round the town, which raifed feme of the in¬ 
habitants, and was looked upon by divers perfona, as 
au ominous prefaging of the following calamity. 

Another affault was feared, but as foon as the fol- 
diets could be gathered together, they turned the'it 
backs, as if they never intended to vifit them more ; 
whither thefe Indians went when they left MtJf.tld, 
is not fo certainly known ; the foldiers in the town not 
having opportunity to purfue them over the river, by 
reafon that the bridge was part of it burned : But it is 
Kioft probable that they took their way toward Plimoutb, 
and continued ab®ut that fide of the country for the 
future, waiting opportunities to do what mifehief they 
could to the Engliih in thnfe parts : For within a 
month after this alTauIt of Medfieldy there was near fix 
hundred of them feen about Pautuxet and Pre^viJencty 
where Capt. Pierce, with about fifty of his men were 
loft, though with ro great advantage to the enemy, 
who at that time loft above double that number : Our 
worthy Captains in this and other exploits, being called 
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to ipi-ate Sampfon, who vt^as content to die wr.h hli 
cneinies, that he might overthrow tkera tliercby.-. Ic 
having 'fo fallen out with many of our choice Con.- 
inanders and foldiers at Narrhagcn/rty P^u- 

tuxet, and likewife not long alter at Sudiuij\ 

The Gov 3 :nor and Council of/’///wiJrrf/'J perccivi< » 
by the report of thefe outrages commirted wpco the 
town* of the Mo/fjehufets, that they were hlte- :o ' j 
vifitcd this fpring by their old neighbours, fcnt c c 
C«pt. Peirce, o{ Scituuie, about the latrer er.d of 
with about fifty Engliih, and twenty of their chri 2 iaa 
Indians, abo-at Cape-Coa\ who proved none of his worii: 
foldiers, as the icqual of this hi* kit expeuitTca -.vi I 

Capt. Pierce, as is faiJ befa^e, being lent cnt to 
p\)[fue the enemy, raarched towards Pautixet, where 
underfto'cd th« Indians were many of them ghihered 
^n^ijcher ; He being a man of refolute cceruve, was 
mllwg to engage them though upon never st fo great 
^ifadvantage : Some fay the Indians by counterfsiusg, 
dnlled him into a kind of ambulh ; poffihly more of 
thtm difeovered themfelves aft«r he began to eugag.* 
than he was aware of ; and being got over the river m 
purfai^ of them, where he difeovered fo great a number 
of them, he drew dawn towards the lide of the river, 
hoping the better by that means to preveat their fut- 
rounding of him ; but that proved his overthrow which 
he ifttended as his greateil advantage : For the Indians 
getting over the river fo galled him from thunce, that 
he was not able to defend himfclf ; thus aflaultcd on ill 
fides, and himfelf not being able to travel much a foof, 
vra* thereby hindred from retiring to any better pkes 
la time, fo as he faw himfelf conflrained to fight it ci t 
to thelaft, which he did with moll undaunted courage, 
and as is faid, to the flaughter of an hundred and forty 
of his enemies, before himfelf and his company weie 
cut off. It is faid alfo, that berng apprehenfive of the 
danger he was in, by the great numbertt of the enemy 
like to overpewer him with their multitude, he f nt a 
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mcJlVnger timely enough to Providence, for Relief, but 
as Salomon fai’.h, a faithful rneffenger is as ftiova in hir. 
vef, another is as fmoke to the eyes, and vinegar to tht 
teeth. (Whether through ftoth or cowardice, is not 
much material) this meffagc was not delivered to them 
to whom it was immefliatoly fent ; by accident only 
Ibme oi'Rehoboth underftanding of the danger, after the 
e-. oning exeroife (it being on the Lord’s day, March 
26ch, 1676 ) repaired to the place, but then it was too 
late to bring help, unleft it w«e to be fpedlators of the 
dead carcafcs of their friends, and to perform the Jaft 
ofHce of love to them. 

It is worth the noting, what faithfulnefs and courage 
fome cf the chriftian Indians, with the faid Capr. 
Pierce, Ihewed in the fight : One of them, whole name 
was after the Captain was fhoc in his leg or 

thigh, fo as he was not able to (land any longer, woulL 
r.oc leave him, but charging his gun feveral times, i 
fired ftoutly upon the enemy, till he faw that there was | 
ro poSbiiity for him to do any further goed to Capt, 
Pierce, nor yet to fave himfelf, if he ftayed any longer; 
therefore h 'ufed this policy, perceiving the enemy had 
all blacked their faces, he alio Hooping down, puffel 
cut fome blacking out of a poach he cauied with him, 
difcoloun’d his face therewith, and fo making himfelf 
iootc as like Hohamackco, as any of his enemies, he 
rsn amongH them a little while, and was taken for one 
cf thein, as if be had been fearchlng for the Englifh, 
on;; he’had art opportunity t© efcape away --^mong the 
bi’fht-s ; therein imicaring the cuttle fifh, which when 
it h: po'fned, or in danger, caileih out of its body a 
thick h.:moor, as black as ink, through which it palTes 
away uvifesrx by the purfper. 

It is reported of another of thefe Ca/ie Indians 
(f,jen:.‘; rhe IC glilh of Plimouth) that being purfued 
bv on- 0^' ;>:c c-nomy, he betook himfelf to a great 
v.he e he Ihelteted himfelf for a while, at lift 
ihar his enemy lay ready with his gun on 
the oihcr'fide, to dilchaige upon him, as foon as be 
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Aired never fo little away from the place where he 
Hood : In the iflue he thought of this politic llratagcm 
to ravehimfelf, and deftroy bis enemy (for as Solomm 
faid of old, %viJ'dotn is hater than ‘weapons cf he 

took a ftick, and hur g his hat upba it, and then by 
degrees gently "lifted it up, till he thought it would be 
fe;;n, and fo becctfte a fit mark for the other th;it 
watched to take aim at him : The other taking it to 
be his head, fired a gun and fhot through the hat ; 
which OH’ chrillian Indian perceiving, boldly held up 
his head and difcharged Ttis own gun upon the leal 
head, not' the hat, cf his adversary, whereby he fhr-t 
hira dead upon the place, and fo had liberty to march 
away with the fpuils of his enemy. 

The like fubtle device was ufed by another cf the 
Cape Indians at the fame time, being one of them that 
went cut with Capt Pierce ; for being in like manner 
purfutd by one of Philip's Indians, as the former was, 
[ Vs nimbly got behind the butt end cf a tree, newly 
’■ 7i'/r£,d UR by the roots, which cariied a confiderable 
ireaath v/ the furface of the earth along with it (as is 
very ufual in tliefe parts, where the roots of the trees 
lye deep in the ground), which flood above the Indian’s 
height, in, form of a larg^ fliield, only it was fome- 
what too heavy tp be eafily removed ; the enemy In¬ 
dian with his gun ready to fhoot him down upon 
his fim deftrting his flation ; hut a fubtle wit taught 
-cur cJiriilLan Na p a better device, for boring a little 
hqletbjcugh this his broad fhield, he difeerned his 
enemy, who could not fo eafily difeern him ; a good 
ffiufketier need never defire a fairer mark to lho#t at, 
\vhereiipon difeharging his gun, he .fhot him down ; 
What can be more juft than that he fhould be killed, 
who lay in wait to kill another man ? ntque enim lex 
j^Jlior ulla eji, quarts necis artifices arte perire fid. 

‘ Instances of this nature fhew the fubtlety and dex- 
teroutnefs of thefe natives, if they were improved in 
fiats of arms : And pcffibly if fome of tht Englifh had 
not been too fliy in making ufe of fuch of them as 
were well afTedled to their interell, they need ncve.r 
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have fiifFercd fo much from th^ir enemt^'s ; it having 
b’.en found upon iai^ expcrimce, tbj: man-, of theta 
have proved not orlly faiihful, bot vrn f-rviceable and 
helpful to the Englih ; they ufuahy ptoving good ‘ 
feconds, though they hav-: nor o'd'narilv confidence 
fiaough to make the firft onfet But to return to the 
|VDceediags of the Indians towards Plimvutb. 

Ftbruarj 25ch, they affiuUed fFe^tmuth, and burnt 
fe/ew or eight hoofes and barns there, which iFejmnti 
is a town lying iowardi colony. 

March i2;h, fallowing, they aifaulted the houfeof ] 
one Mr. CIcrke, in Plimouth, ciueily murdering cle-i 
ven perfun^ that belonged to two families that lodged 
therein, and then fired the houfe. The cruelty toward* 
thefe perfons was the more remarkable, in that they 
had oken received much kiadnefs from (he {^idCIarifP 
it is the afual cullom of fuch d^iors, to ufe them wotH,.;- 
of whom they have talcen up much Tcindriefs upon trd' 
before hand. y 

March 17th, another party of them fell upon IJV* | 
rvjick, a place beyond Philtp'% land, toward the Nart' | 
haganjti country, where they burnt down to the ground . 
all but a few boufes, which they left Handing as a rao- | 
noment of their barbarous fury. The like mifchieflj 
was ailed by them upon the houfes of the Engllfti rc-1 
maining in the Narrbagan/et country. J 

This 26th day of MarfA, being the firft day of the| 
Week, as the firll of the year after our Julian account, | 
feemed ominous at the firlt, on fundry accounts, threat- i 
ning a gloomy time, yet proved in the iffue, but a] a 
lowering morning before a lightfome day. 

F®r befides the burning of Marlborough, at leall a ; 
great part of it, on the fame day, a very fad accident 
fel! out the fame time at Springfield, as lhall be fp^ 
ciiic^ heicafrer ; befides that which befell Captain 
Piuce, which it aheady related, with whom fell f* 
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many of his foldiers on *the fame day alfo ; yet had 
the enemy no caufe to b®all, l)e*ing forced by the va¬ 
lour of the Englifti, to give fo many of their own lives 
ia exchange : Some few made their efcape, a*s is faid, 
by fubtle devices ; Beiides the three forementioned, 
another by a like Ihift, not 6n!y faved himfelf, but 
helped an Englifhman to efcnpe alfo, vvhotti he ran 
after, with his hatchet in his hand, as if he were about 
to kill him ; whereby both of them made a fhift to get 
away ; the reft were all loft (che unfaithfulnefs of the 
Kffienger being as was intimated before, the caufe cf 
their flaughterj unto a few that hardly efcaped by the 
advantage of the bulhcs, giving them opportunity to 
fjfs uniben, yet was it confeiTcd by a prifoner of the 
tneaiy, taken afrerwatd by the EngHfh, that they loft 
an hundred and forty in that e«counter : And had not 
, thefeid EngHfh by wading after the enemy over a ri- 
i vfr, made their ammunition ufelefs, there had not half 
/ofliany of them been cut cff. From thence they turn¬ 
ed back towards Reboboih, near Snjoanzj, where on 
March z8th, they burnt thirty barns, and near upon 
forty dwelling-houfes, iher*by as it were threatning 
the utter defolaticn of that poor town ; and f# proceed¬ 
ing on that fide the country, they burnt the very next' 
day about thirty houfes in Pro<vidence, in their way to¬ 
ward Narrhagafj/et. 

But it was now full fea with Philippi affairs, for 
foori after the tide .of his fucceffes began to turn about 
the fea coaft, which made way for the falling of the 
waicr up higher in the country. For about this time 
news can-e to BoJ}aq that our neighbours and friends of 
Cmeilicut colony, hearing of the attempts of .the ene¬ 
my o« that fide of the country, fent a party of their 
foldiers, under the command of Capr. Ge^ge Devi/iK, 
With fume friendly Indians, part Mohigim SnJ Ptqunds, 
part Niantjcks, belonging to Ninigret, a Narriaganfet 
.Sachem, who never engaged in thisqaarftl agabfift 
F.nglifh ; who in pu’fuit of the enemy, meeting with 
a ccnftdcrab'e ra:: cf them about ihd Ndrthffga/g ^t. 
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country, killed and took forty, five of them, without 
the lofs of one of their own men. This victory w»s 
the more confiderable,* in that fevcral of the chief 
Captains of the enemy were at this time killed or ta. 
ken ; aaiongft whom was Canonchet (who came down 
t» get feed-corn to plant at Squakbeaf) ho was the chief 
Sachem of all the Narrhagan/ets, the fon of Miantn. 
fiimnhr and the heir of all his father’s pride and info, 
’ence, as well as of his malice againll the Eaglifh,a 
inoft perfidious villian, who had the laft Obieber been 
at Bofioitt pretending to make a firm peace with .tbj 
Engiifh, but never intending to keep one article there¬ 
of ; Therefore, as a juft reward of his wicked'Sefs he 
was adjudged by thofe that took him, ttf die, which 
was accordingly put in execution at Stenington^ whither 
he was carried ; th«re his head being cut off, was car- 
ried to Hartford : The Mobegins and Pdquod% that had 
the honor to take him' prifoner, havi:''g the honor 
li!;cwife of doing juftice unon him, and chat by the 
prudent advice of the Englift'Coihrhandefs, thtrebyth, 
more firmly tmengage the faid Indians againft the trea- 
cDetous Narrhagan/ets. There are differing reports 
about the manner of his taking,and by whom, whether 
the Indians or the' Englilh firft took him ; however, 
it was efficient matter of rejoicing to all the cofenies 
cf the Engiifh, that the ring-leader of almoft all this 
.mifchief.and great incendiary betwixt the Narrbagan- 
fits and us, died himfelf by that fword of war which 
# he had drawn againtt others. 

Concerning the Narrhagan/efr, this is further to 
be added here, that Mr. Thomas Stanten, anri his fon 
Robert, who have a long time lived amongft them, ai d 
beft acquainted with their language and manners of 
any m Ne^v-England, do affirm,that to their knowledge, 
the Narrkagan/et Sachems before the late frouhlcf, had 
two thoufand fighting men under them, ard nine bun- 
dred arms, yet they are at this day fo brolten and 
feat re.-ed, that there is none of chsm left on that fide 
of '.he country, unlefs fome few, no.t exce eding feventy 
in number, that have llieltercd thcmielvcs under the 
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Jnhabiiants of RhcJe-IJlarJ, as a merchant of that 
place worthy c-f credit, lately affirmed to the writer 
hereof. It is cociice. e by what degrees they have 
been con fumed and cciboyed. 

'J’he firft week in April, 1676, Can>nchet, their 
chief h'achem, having wiih this people hera driven out 
of his own country, by the fvvord of the Enghlh, the 
ffinter before, breathed Hill nothing but rage aad 
cruelty againft them, bearing himfclf upon, his great 
numbers: Yet as appeared in the iffue, himfelf and 
they that efcaped with him, were not fo much pre¬ 
served from the prefent calamity that befell the reft m 
their fort, as referved to another and more ignomi¬ 
nious death. For the whole body of the Indians to 
the weftward, trufting under the lhadew of that afpiring 
bramble ; he took a kind of care of them upon himfclf: 
wkrefore forefeeing fo many hundreds could not well 
Mfift without planting, he propounded it in his coun¬ 
cil, that all the weft plantations upon Conn(£iicut river, 
taken from the Englilh, fhould this laft fummer be 
planted with Indian corn ; which was indeed in itfelf 
a very prudent confideration ; To that end he refolved 
10 venture bimfelf with but thirty men (the reft de- 
cliniqg it) to fetch feed-corn from Seaconk, the next 
town to Mf uni• hope, leaving a body of men, not few¬ 
er than fifteen huhdred to follow him, or meet him 
about Seaconk the week afcr,, This adventure brought 
him into the fnare, from whence he could not efcape ; 
For Cap*. George Denijon, of Stoningtsn, and Capt. 
A<very, o{ Hew-London, having railed forty-feven En- 
gliffi, the moft part volunteers, with eighty Indians, 
twenty of which were Harrhngan/ets, belonging to 
'Rini'^ret, commanded by one called Cafrpaxet ; the 
reft ‘"Pequeds, under Cajafinamon, end M-hegins under 
Ot.ico, Jon to Vnens, being now abroad upon their 
third expedition, which they began zy h, 1676, 

and ended on the lO’h of April following : They met 
w th a ftout Indian of the enemy's whom they preiently 
Hew, and <wo old fquaws, that cvoEfTed Nanunttenso, 
Can.nsha (iHcis chief d.i4.hanj afualiy changing 
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their names at every great dance, and by that name of 
Nanunttsvoo was he then known) was not far off* 
which welcome news put new life into the wearied fol. 
diers, that had travelled hard many days, and met 
with no booty till now j efpccially when it was con- 
firtned by intelligence the fame inllant, brought in by 
their fcoots, that they met with new tracks, which 
brOBght them in view of Tome wigwams, not f^ar from 
Pautuket, by fome called Blackftont'% river, in one of 
which the faid Sachem was at that nsoment diverting 
himfelf with the recital of Capt. Pierce's llaughter, 
furprized by his men a few days before, but the alarm* 
of the Englifh at that time heard by himfelf, put by 
that difcourfe, apalled with the fuddenefs thereof, as if 
he had been informed fey fecretitem from Heavin,\\izx 
now his own turn was come ; f# as having but 7 men 
about him, he fent up two of them to the top of the 
hill, to fee what the uifitter was, but they affrighted 
with the near approach of the Englifh, at that time 
with great fpeed mounting ewer a fair champagria on 
the other fide of the hill, ran by, as if they wanted 
time to tell what they faw ; prclently he fent a third, 
who did the like ; then fending two more on the fame 
errand,one of thefe lad endued with more courage,or a 
better fenfe of his duty, isformed him in great ha?v5 
that all the .Englifh army was upon him ; whereupon, 
having no time to confult, and but little to attempt an 
cfcape, and no means to defend himfelf; he began to 
dodge with his purfuers, running round the hill on the 
contrary fide ; but Is he was running fo haftily by, 
Catapazat, with twenty of hi* follower?, and a few of 
tne Eaglifli, lighted of fe«t, guefled by the fvviftnefs 
of his motion, that he fled as if an enemy, which made 
them immediately take the chace after him, as for their 
lives ; he that was the fwifter purfuer put him fo hrird 
to if, that he cad off fird his blanket, then his filver 
laced coat (given him at BcJ}vn, as a pledge of theif 
friendfhip, upon the renewal of his league in Qaober 
before) and belt of peag, which made Catapazat con¬ 
clude it w^s the right bird, which made them purfite 
3.i eagerly as the ether fled ; fo as they forced him w 
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tike to the water, through which as he over haft'ly 
pijjflgetJ; hi* foot flipping upon a flone, it made him 
(iW luto the water fo deep, as it wet his gun, upon 
which accident, he confefl'ed foon after, that Ins heart 
and hl^ bowels turned within him, fo as he became 
like a rotten flick, void of ftrengih ; ir.fomuch as one 
Usncptiiie, a Piqued, fwificfl of foot, laid hold of him 
withm thirty red of the river fide, without his making 
any tefifiance j though he was a very proper man, of 
goodly ftature, and great courage of mind, as we!! as 
ilrength of body ; one of the firfl Engliih that came 
up with him, was Robert Stanton, a young man that 
fcarce had reached the twenty-fecond year of his age, 
yet adventuriag to alk him aq ieftion or two, to whom 
ibis manly Sachem looking with a Uttle negka upo* 
his youthful face, replied in broken EngUlh, you much 
child, no underftand matters of war; let your brother, 
otyour chief come, him I will anfwer, and was as good , 
sihis word ; adting herein, as if ^y a Pythagorean 
jnetempfyehefis, fome old Roman ghoft had poflfefled 
the body of this wettern fagan ; and like Altilius Re- 
tuluf, he would not accept of his own life, when it 
was tendered him, up*n that (in his account) low con¬ 
dition of ccmpliance with the Engliib, tefttfing to fend 
an old Counfellor of his to make any motion that way, 
faying he knew the Indians would not yield ; but more 
prob.;bIy he was not willing they fhould, choofmg ra¬ 
ther to facrifice his own, and his peoples lives, to his 
private humour of revenge, than timely to provide for 
his own, and their fafety, by entertaining the counfeU 
of a peace, fo neceffary for the general good of all : 
He continuing in the fame obftinate refolutlon, was 
carried foon after to Stoningten, whero he was flioi to 
death, by fome of his own quality, fc. the young Sa¬ 
chem of the Mohegins, and two of the Pequeds, of like 
quality. This was the confufion of a damned wretch, 
^at had often opened his mouth to blafpheme the name 
of the living God, and thofe that make profeflion there¬ 
of. He was told at large of his breach of faith, and 
how he boafted he would not deliver up a Wampanteg, 
or the paring of a Wampanoog’i nail, that he would 
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burn theEnglifh alive in their houfes ; to which he re, 
plied, others were as forward for the war as himfelf; 
and that he defired to hear no more thereof. Anl 
when be was told his fenten«e was to die, he faid, he 
liked it well, that he fhould die before his heart waj 
foft, or had fpoken any thing unworthy of himfelf, 
He told the EngUlh before they put him to death, that' ^ 
the killing him would not end the war ; but it was a 
Gonfiderable ftcp thereunto, nor did it live much longer ^ 
after his death, at lead, not in thol'e parts ; for alter ® 
Sudbury fight, when the fun of their hopes was at itj ^ 
higheft ; April the i8th following, it vifjbly declined, 
till it fet in a night of obfcure and utter darkoefs upoa 
them all, as is to be feared. 

ThS inhabitants of Ne^Ju Ltndon, Nor’zvicb, and 
Sionixgton, apprehenfive of their danger, by reafon of 
the near bordering of the enemy, and upon other pru- 
cent confiierations, voluntarily lifted iherttfelves under 
fome able gentlemen, and refoluie foldiers, amungi 
themfelves. Major Palme}, C^t. George Peniionj, Ca'^i 
A very, with whom, of^W.der whom, within the com- 
pafs of the year 1676, they made ten or more fcveral 
expeditions, in all which, at tliofe feveral times, they 
killed and took tvyo hundred and thirty-nine of the ene¬ 
my, by the help and affiftance of ihe Pequtds, Mobegitif, 
and a few friendly Narrhaganfeti, ;; bcfides thirty taken 
in the long march homeward, after thp fort fight, 
Decern!er 19th, 1675 ; and befides fixteen captivated 
in the fecond expedition, not reckoned within the 
Gompafs of the faid nuinber ; together with fifty guns, 
and fpoiling the enemy of an hundred bulhels of corn. 

Ik January they went again in purfuit, and tpclc 
five men and a boy. Certain Nipneti intended to have 
flickered themfelves under Uncas ; but he perceiving it 
would be dirtalleful to iheEnghfli,loon fliabbedthem off, 
fo as they were in the beginning of the winter brought 
into Bvjlon, many of them by ^Peter Ephraim, An- 
dre^ Pityme, with their fellows. 
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In all which exploits, neither they, nor any of their 
followers fullamed any !ofs by the fword of the enemy, 
or ficknefs ; as is exprtfly declared by the Reverend 
Jlinifter of Stcningtcn, Mr. yantts Nojee, which is a 
patter very admirable to confider, enj^aginp all that 
trere any way concerned in inch fignal teftimonies of 
divine favour, to be ready to pay their •vo^s to the 
yiod High, who alone teacheth :ht bandf of his people 
it war, and their fingers to fight. 

Not long after Capt. George Deni/an, of Steningten, 
with fjxty-fix volunteers, and an hundred and twelve 
Pquods, killed and took feventy-fix of the ene¬ 
my, amongfl; whom were two Narrhagfinfet Sachems, 
one of which was the ^rand-child of Pomham (who it 
accounted the moft warlike, and the bell foldier of all 
the Harrhagan/et Sachems) taking at the fame time 
i6o bufhels of the enemy’s corn, no fmall tlamage to 
ow enemies at that time, and all this without the lofs 
c/one man of the faid Captain’s followers. 

The greateft mifchlef which after this time was done 
by the enemy in Plimouth colony, was by burning of 
homes and barns, which they might eafily do, the in- 
habi'tahfs in moft of thofe towns being repaired to gar- 
rifon hotfes for their greater fecuiity : For about the 
zQih of April, fifty of the entmy burnt about nineteen 
'heufe* and barns at Scituate, but were fo refolutely en¬ 
countered by a few of the inhabitants, that they were 
driven away, and thereby prevented from doing of fur¬ 
ther mifehief. 

Not long after. May 8th, they burnt about feven- 
teen houfes and barns in Bria'ge’water, a fniai! town in 
Plimouth colony, twelve miles on this fide Taunton; 
bit it pleafed God juft at the time to fend a thander- 
Ihower, which put out the fire, or elfe it might have 
prevailed much further. 

It is very remarkable, that t’ne inhabitants of the 
faid Brietgewater, never yet loft cue perfoii by the 
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fvvord of the enemy, though the town is fituate with. 
i« Plimoutb colony, yet they hav* helped to deftroy 
many of the enemy. None kn«ws either love or ha¬ 
tred by all that is before them in things ef this nature; 
nor ought liandera-by that may efcape, think them- 
felvei lefs finners than thofe that fo perilh by the fword 
of the enemy : Yet about this time four ol the inha- 
bitants of Taunion were killed as they were at their 
work in the field, whereby it is faid, thirty children 
were made fatherlefs : So unftnrchable are tot juiigmtm 
of the Almighty f and bit nuays paji finding out. 

During thefe calamities, God’s dirpenfations have 
been very various, as well in reference unto towns and 
villages, as Unto perfons : As if feme places had been 
by fpecial providence marked out to prefervation, as 
others unto deftrv£li*n ; of which no other rcafon can 
be rendered according unto man, than the good pka. 
lure of God fo to order and difpofe of events, which 
jemttimet, as Solomon fays* nr» all one to tet good', 
to the clean, and to the unclean. 

A NO becaufe fpecial notice is taken of the town, of 
Bridgewater, the which although it is feared, as it 
were, in the mtdft of danger, and hath been ottea af. 
faulted by confidrrable numbers of the enemy, yet 
never loft any one of iheir inhabitants, young or old ; 
a particular account ftiall here be given of the moft re- 
markable pa/Tages of divine providence relating to that 
plantation fince the war began, yune :6th, 1675, 
when Pbilip\ malice again.ft the Englilh, mixed with 
a particular prejudice againft Governor Winfiow, began 
to boil up to the height of an open rebellion ; the 
people of Swanvy being like to be dirtreffed by the 
Indians, a port was inilanily fent to the Governor of 
Plimouth. the way lying ihroaghBridgewater ; the faid 
poll returned the next day, and about 9 or lo of the 
clock, as he pclTed through the town, left an order 
from the Governor for the raifing of twenty men, well 
arme>j, and furnilhed with horfes. fo be forthwith dif- 
patched away for the relief cf Swanzj ; leventecn were 
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jl! thdt coulcj be ralfed on the fudden, who were f.;it 
thither that night, and were the firft ihat >6 ' 

tfccir march in all the country ; and poffUiy thty f.-. - d 
pot the worfe for their forwardnef? : A'^ Ddornh the 
-rophetefs blefftd God {qx xhzm that cffired il v \.s 
^iJlingly among the people ; Thefe kvsn .ecn of H < 
laattr, were yang 2il\. ordered by Cape, B^aaJ :tc . i 
hUiap'jifeti a place at tw-tive miles diftance from o 
CO llresgthen the garrifon at one Bourn’s hf j, , 
p/herein were feventy perfons, amongS; whun v. ;; 
only found fixceen men. After they had marched live 
miles of their way, having Mr. iVjw'j’s fon f>r .h.fr 
1 pilot, they met with fame Srwanxy people, nciv'y te 
tdout of their houfes (by which they w'ere to y :i’-y 
who having not as yet refilled unto blood, yet nui 'S 
iolefonamentations, wringing of their hands, and bo. 
wailing of their Ioffes, very much aifo pcrf.'i.’icg; 
i to back, bec&ufe of the 

I hotthey having fo clear a call, had aifo more cou/age 
dan cowardly to defert the caufe of God and his p.-o- 
jtle, left they Ihoidd thereby betray the lives of fa many 
cftheir friends into the enemy’s hands ; and fo by th« 
good hand of God towards them, came lafe to il/t/s- 
pui/it that night. 

The next day in the morning, a p^pt of them went 
to guard Mr .Sro-zvn,their pilot, back tv his quarters j 
in their return they came fuddeniy open a party of 
Indians, about thirty in al! ; they were wichin iliot of 
one another, but the Englilh having no ccm/njlTion ra 
fight till they were affaulted, and not being impeaded 
ia their paffage, they returned fafe to their garnfon az 
Metapoi/et : The Indians piefently drawing eff, and 
firing three guns (though not with intent to do them 
any hurt, as was conceived) gave a fuour, and fo lerc 
them. When this party of the Engidh drew near i$ 
their garrifon, they met with a company of carts going 
to fetch corn from an houfe deferred near by, about a 
quarter of a mile off from Mr. Bourn’s home, the foi- 
cicis gave them notice of the Indians which they 
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^'overet?, tiid withal advifed them by no means toven- 
any more, becaule of ihe danger ; but they were 
rffulved riorwithftanding thefe earned peifuafions of the 
ibldiers to have another turn, which they fjon found 
to be to the peril of their own live?, fix of them being 
prefcntly after killed right out, or mortally woutvdid, 
as foon as they came to the barn where was the corn; 
tliOic fix are faid to be the firit that were Aain in this 
Q’jarrel, I’he foldiers at the garrifon hearing the guns, 
riiacie what hade they could to the place, but being 
ir.oif of them in that intciim gone to look their horfes, 
they could not come time enough to the relief of their ; 
friends, yet upon their approach, they who had don® 
the mifehief prefently fled away : One Jims hard pur- 
lied by two Indians, was by their coming delivered 
f.-cm the extent of the enemy’s cruelty, but having re- 
siived his mortal wound, had only that favour thereby, 
touiein the arras of,his friends, though by the wounds' 
it’ccived from his enemies. 

The next week, fifteen of thefe foldiers looking j 
after their horfes, fell into an ambuni of twenty of ihe ' 
Indians, but being prepared for the encounter, they; 
difeharged their guns upon each other ; but our men ] 
received no hu’'t, foms of them felt the wind of the ' 
bullets paf-iog by their faces ; what damage the enemy i 
r-ctived iT~irnccrtain, yet f‘'‘me pfj^ Englilh report^ 
they found fome of their enemies dead bodies in the' 
piace afterward. 

Thus were they not only preferved in many> perils 
themfelvcs, but became inilrumental alfo for the pre- 
ferv.itlon of nioit of that garrifon, who with their goods, 
by their means, with the help of a fmall party of Pit- 
mctith ivTces, fent thither after the fix were killed (aj- 
is rnentiooed before) were foon af.cr tr.tnfported faftlj 
to R.:ad-Ijland. 

Maxy outrages were that fummer committed upos 
thfir neighbours at Taunton and Namajket, yet it pleafei 
Liod to prou-cl this poor town oi2nd^snxater from 
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Hoth.wc’.t ftrcngiy ro:ici.ed to<. ■ -■ » 

,cp,i, clown to the -owns by the fea 
cooraged them ro keep 

file extream danger then- prefentcd. it u re^-O.iec 
Philip gavecrden th't TaurJon ^XiABrU^e^jater ihccld 
not bei^lroyed till the !a(l, vvhich is al! the favour o 
be expefted from an enemy, but thefe things^a-e on y 
in the hands of God, and not to be deterrmnca by man. 


^pril Q-b, being Lord’s day, a fraal! partv of the 
enemvcame down upon the faid Bria'genx:ater, burnt aa 
cut houfe and barsn, broke up-ar-d nSed Lver-al othu- 
iJjoufcs in the fime quarter of the tovt^n, which are not- 
•^witbilanding yet remaining.; they fen* out a party c* 
tthcir men to purfue them tint night, and many days 
^^fttr, but cculu no: hear of them. 


Ma^ 7th, the Lord’s day a-fo (no doubt but ih-e brt- 
'iernfLofthc day, vNiii iucieafe' tile badnefs cf th'-if 
dsed attempyed, \hncou) they had iotelIigcnce£f ;i 
great body of Indians difperled that way, with'intciit 
thohave Llkn upon the town Jhat very day, but were 
htsfualiy prevenfed by a great'Ocal of rain that fell the 
night before ; however,-rhey were rdblvcd not to mifs 
the cpportiinity, vvhorcfoie on the next dzy {M.ij 8 h} 
about three hun^^red cf them, one T/./g-vcj-fr? being their 
chief leader, a' 8. or 9 in the morning ma m an aflhult 
upon the call .end of the town, o« the feuth fide cf the 
river; Many of the inh.ibitants Hayed at home that 
morning, b-ecaiife of the intelligence the day before, 
and fo were the mere ready to entertain thenf; feme 
that not taking that warning, ventured into the field 
:ibout their occ^fions, were in danger of furpriz..!, biic 
by the fpecial favour of God efcaped, and came t'me 
■enough to help defend their own and their neighbrur; 
dwellings, being fhot at, and hard puriued a confi- 
derab’e way. 

The Indiana prefently began to fire the town, but it 
pleaLd God fo to fpiric and encourage feverai of thu 
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ir.habjtsats, iffuing out of their garrifon houfes, tliat 
th^v fell upon them with great refolution,. and beat P 
them off; at the fame inflant of time, the' Lord i] 
Hofts aiib fighting for them from Heaven, by feediej 
a ilorm of thunder and rain very feafcnably, whiclt ■ 
prevented the burning ot the houfes which were fired; t 
'i'he foldiers alfo fighting under the banner of God’s ! 
fpcciai protef-ion, r/eie fo fuccefsful in repeliing ibe ^ 
caemy, that they neither had any of the inhabitant! 
killed or taken, and but one wounded. The Indians 
by this flout refiifrtnc^, being beaten off to the fkirts 
of che town, made a frcih onfet upon another quarter 
tl'.ereof, on ‘be north fide of the ;Iver, where they had 
done much more mifehief, but that God flirred up ka. 
dry of the people to venture out of their fortified houfes, 
who fired upon the enemy, and beat them from their 
dwellings, fo as in the evening they drew off to an out- 
b' ufe, three miles difiant from the town ; The hext 
c';y the nhablccints expedted another affault, but the 
e t.nv having burnt the houfe and barn were they 
kept their rendezvous over night, and one houfe nioit 
xtot'far diitant, they marched all clear away for that 

Fhus It pleafed God fo to order his difperfations 
toward this fasall town, as a brand plucked out ol the 
fire, that they did but juft tafte of this bitter cup, which, 
others drank deeper of; yet had they not fuch mercy, 
as thefc had, mixed therewith : Under God, the cou¬ 
rage of the inhabitants was a great means of their pre- 
fervation, for they fired fo lloutly upon the enemy, that 
they du*ff not come very near any of the garrifoned | 
houfes, faluting them only at a diftance. Sod was emi¬ 
nently feen upholding the fpirits of all farts, men and 
women, fo as no confternation of mind was feen upon 
any of them, during the who’s time of the difpate, 

Ii<r this affault they loft but thirteen dwelling houfes, 
whereof five only were in the town (the reft being out- 
houfes, and deferred for the prefent) with feme few 
barns, and fume of their cattle j all which was a very 
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jnccnfiderable lofs, in comparifon of what befe! others, 
and themfelves might have endured, if God had not by 
jis fpecial favour prevented. 

July 14th and I5ch, another party of Indians cam« 
down upon the north-weft fide t f the town, but with no 
better fuccefs; for they had no commiflicn from the Lord 
of Hofts to touch any of the peifonsof the inhabitants, 
their power reaching only to the flaying of their caltie 
at this time. 

%/y 18th, 19th, and 20th, they fent our parties 
if-.it the enemy to purfue them by their track, who fell 
,pon Tome of them. On the 20th they took fixteen, 
whereof two were men ; On this day they had to aftift 
them, it feems, lome of the Bay Indians, fent then^ 
i from Capt. Breitle ; feme of the captives informed 
that there were but feventy or eighty in the company, 

[ OT,ibut ten or twelve men amongft them : But withm 
' i/ifvv days thefe BrL/ge-xcaUr menftiall find better fuccefs 
10 purfuit of their enemies, when Philip himfelf ftiali 
hardly efcape their hands, as ftxall be feen afterwards. 

While one party of the enemy thus adled their part 
rin and and aKuc PUimuth colony, towards the fea- 
coaft, other parties of them were not idle in the Maf- 
fackufetrzolony, where they aflaulted many places, 
doing what mifehief th^ could by firing cf houfes, and 
killing feverai perfons in the inland plantations. 

March 2d, they aSaultcd Groton ; the next day ever 
right Mrjor Wellard, with feventy horfe came into the 
town ; forty fopt alfo came up to their relief from Wa- 
\irtsvcn, but Indians were all fled, having fiift 
burnt al! the houffs in the town, fave four that were 
garnfoned, the meciing-hcufe being the feernd boufe 
thty fired ; foon after Capt. 5 ill w’as font with a fmall 
party of dragoons, of eight files, to fetch oft the inha¬ 
bitants of Giotcn, and what was left frem-the fpoil of 
the cat ID'', hiving under his conduih about iixty carts# 
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depth from front to rear above two milcj 
wnen a party of Indians lying in ambuih, a: a place of 
eminent advantage, fired upon the fiont and mortally 
Wounded two of the firft carriers, who both died thg 
next night; and might (had God permitted) have done ‘ 
eminent damage to the whole body, it being a full; 
hour before the whole body could be drawn up. which ] 
was done with care and courage ; but the Indians after] 
a few more (hot made, without doing harm, retired,1 
and made no further aflault upon them, being the famel 
party of Indians which the day before had burnt fome : 
part of Chelmsford, Soon after this village was defert -1 
ed and dellroyed by the enemy ; yet it was a fpecialJ 
providence, that though the carts were guarded with 1 
io Hender a convoy, yet there was not any confiderabled 
Icfs fuftained. | 

The furprizal of Groton was afer this manner 
Oj) March ad, the Indians came in the night and rifled ^ 
eight or nine houfes, and carried away fome cattle, and 
alai med the town. 

On March 9th, about ten in the morring, a parcel] 
of Indians (having two days lurked in the town, and i 
taken poflefTion of three out-houfes, and feafled them-j 
/?Ives with corn, divers fwine and poultry, which they i 
there feized) laid an arobufh for two carts, uhi.h vvent| 
fiom their garrifon to fetch in fome hay, attended with ; 
four men, two of which efpying the enemy, made a ' 
tlifficult efcape, the other two were fet upon, and one.; 
of them flain, ilript naked, his body manglec), and 
dragged into the high-w’ay, and laid on his back in a 
moll fhamefiil manner : The other ta#en captive, and 
after Icntcnced to death ; but the enemy not concur! irg 
in the manner of it, execution was defeneH, and he 
by the piovidcnce of God efesped by a bold attempt 
’h:' before he was defigned to have been 11 ugh- 

t-red, an.i fied to the garrifon at Lancafier^ the citUe 
in bo-h towns wounded, and five of them flaio. 

March 13'h was the day when the enemy came in a 
full dody, by their own account four hundred, and

tl,nu2ht by the inhabitants to be not many lefs. The 
oTrfvvas at this time (having been put into a fright by 
Tfad cataftrophe of La«r^r/^r,the next bordering town) 
trvherecl into five garrifons, four of which were fo near 
foaethe- es to be able to command from one to the 
Jer between which were the cattle belonging to thofe 
families, driven into paftures, which afterwards proved 
their prefervation j the other was near a mile diflant 
from the reft. 

This morning the Indians (having in the nif.ht 
nlaced themfelves in fcveral parts of the town) made 
iheirenfet ; which began near the four garrifons ; for 
a body of them having placed themfelves in ambufeado, 
behind a hill, near one of the garrifftns, two of them 
made difeovery of themfelves, as if they had flood up¬ 
on difeovery. At this time divers of the people, not 
(bfoefting any fuch matter (for the day before, many 
hd been upon difeovery many miles, and found no 
li<;ns of an enemy being fo near) were at tending their 
cccafions, lorae foddering their cattle, fome. milking 
their cows, of whom the enemy m'ght eafily have made 
a feizure, but God prevented ; they having another defign 
in hand, as foon after appeared : Thele two Indians' 
were at length efpyed, and the alarm given ; where¬ 
upon the moft of the men in the next garrifon, and 
fc^eaTo in the fecond (which was about eight or nine 
pole diflant) drew out and ‘‘'Cnt to furprize tkefe two 
Jndiars, who kept their flaticn till our men reached 
the brow of the bill, then arofe the ambufli and dif- 
charged a* volley upon them, which cauied a dilorderly 
retreat, or rather a rout, in which one was fiain, and 
three others wounded : Wean while another ambufh 
had rifen, and come upon the back fide of the garrifon 
fo deferted of men, and pulled down the paliizadoes : 
The foldiery in this rout, retreated not to their own, 
but pafied by to the next garrifon, the women and 
children mean while expofed to hazard, but by the 
goodnefs of God made a fafe cfcape to the other forti- 
fied houfe, without any harm, leaving their fubilance 
to the enemy, who made a prey of it, and fpeiit the 
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refidue of the day in removing the corn and houfholt^ 
ftuf (in which Jofs five families were impoveriffied) ati^ 
firing upon the other garrifon : Here alfo they too!^ 
fome cattle. No fooncr was the fignai given by th? 
firft volley of Ihor, but immediately in feveral parts 
the town at once, did the fraoke arife, they firing th^ 
houfcs. 

In the afternoon they ufed a ftratagem not anlik® 
the other, to have furprized the Angle garrifon, 

God prevented. An old Indian, if an Indian paffe?^ 
along the llreet with a black flteep on his back, wit? 
a flow pace, as one decrepid j they made feveral ihd^ 
at him, but mifled him, at which feveral iflued out 
have taken him alive, but the watchman feafonabfl 
cfpying an ambufli behind the houfe, gave the flgna!> 
whereby they were prevented. 

The night following the enemy lodged in the towfi> 
fome of them in the garrifon they had furprized, bd* 
the body of them in an adjacent valley, where the) 
made themfelves merry after their favage manner. Th® 
next morning they gave two or three volleys at Capt- 
Parker\ garrifon, and fo marched off, fearing as 
thought, that fupply might be nigh at hand. Thi^ 
alTauIt of theirs was managed with their wonted fubtfetjl 
and barbarous cruelty ; for they ftript the body of hirr^ 
whom they had flain in the firft onfet, and then cutting 
cfFhis head, fixed it upon a pole, looking towards 
own land. The corpfe of the man flain the week be;' 
fore, they dug up out cf his grave, they cut off hi® 
Iiead and one leg, and fet them upon poles, and ftrip* 
eff bis winding Iheet. An infant which they foun>'^ 
dead, in the houfe fit ft furprized, they cut in piece'* 
which afterward they caft to the fwine. There wer® 
about forty dwelling houfes burnt at that time, beflde* 
other buildings. This defolation w'as followed witP 
the breaking up of the town, and fcattcring of the in' 
habitants, and removal of the cand’eflick after it hac^ 
been there feated above twelve jears. 
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Concerning the furpiizing of Grct&tt, March 
there was not any thing much -more material than 
what is already mentioned, fave only^ the infolency of 
John Monaco, er ons eyed yohn, the chief Captain of the 
Indians in that defign ; who having by a fudden _fur- 
priztl, early in the morning, fehed upon a garnfon 
boufe in one end of the town, continued in it, plunder¬ 
ing what was there ready at hand, all that day ; and 
2t night did very firalliarly in appearance, call out to 
Crtpc Parker, that was lodged in another gairifon houfe, 
and entertained a great de; ' of difeourfe with him, 
whom he called his old neigh:-: . ; dilating upon the 

csiilc of the tvar, and putting ; “d_to it by_a fiiendly 
peace; yet oft mixing bitter larcrdrms, with feveral 
blafphemcus fcoiFs and taunts, at their praying and 
worlhiping Gcd in the meeting-koufe, which he dend- 
ingly-faid he had burnt. Among other things which 
be boaftingly uttered that night, be fald he burnt 
(though it be not known whether he was there 
perlenally prefent or no) Lancafier, and that now he 
would burn that town of Groton, and the next time he 
would burn Chelmsford, Concord, kVaieftonssn, Cam- 
bridge, Charhfonvn, Rcxlury, Srjien, adding at laft in 
their dialea,’ what me will, me do ; Not much unlike 
the proud Affyrian (if his power had been equal to his 
pride) fometiraes threatened againft but was 

by the remarkable providence of God, fo confounded 
within a few months after, that he was bereft of his 
four hundred and fourfcore (of which he now boafted) 
and only with a few more braggadocio’s likehimfelf. 
Sagamore Sam, old Jethro, and the Sagamore of %«- 
bang, were taken by the fihglifli, and vva%jfeen (not 
long before the writing of thij) marching towards the 
gallows (through Bofion ftreets, which he threatened to 
burn at his pleaftfre) with an halter about his neck, 
with which he was hanged at the town’s end, Septem¬ 
ber 26th, in this prefent year, 1676. So let thine ene¬ 
mies perijb O Lord, and fuch contempt be pouted on all 
them that open their mouths to blafpherae. thy holy 
namca 
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Things looked with a difagreable face about thof{ 
parts, at this time, yet though the righteous fell 
times, let not their enemies rejoice, for the nghteous jhall 
rife assain, but their nxicked enemies Jhall fall into mif. 
chief and rife no more. It was ebbing water with AVr,. 
England at this time, and a while after ; but God feall 
turn the ftream before it be long, and bring dewn tbtit 
enemies to lick the duft before them. 

Aeter this, April 17th, Capt- Sill being appointed 
to ke^p garrifon at Groton, feme Indians coming to 
hunt for fwine, three Indians drew near the garnfon- 
houfe, fuppofing it to have been deferted, were two of 
them {lain by one fingle foot, made by the Captains 
own hands, and the third, by another ftiot made front 
the garrifon. 


The danger which thefe inland towns were like to 
be expofed unto Irom the enemy, after thiy were drU 
ven out of the Narrhaganfet country, was foremen by 
the Council of the Maffachufets, yea they had fome 
intimation thereof from the enemy themfelves ; but 
they w^re not well able to prevent it in that unfoalon- 
able time of the year; no way fit for mafching of ^ 
diers, and tranfporting of provifions (the winter then 
beginning to break up in this country) for whi.e oat 
forces were up in the Narrhaganfet country in the wai¬ 
ter a couple of chriilan Indians were fent as fpies into 
the Nipnet and Narrhaganfet country, through the 
woods, in the depth of winter, when the ways were 
impafTahk/or any otheyipre of people: rhefe two, 
James mjeh, 0rdereci|||ir bufinefs fo prudent.y, as 
^hat they were admitted into thofe Lndian habitatioss 
as friends, and had free liberty of difeourfo with them ; 
they were at the firft a little jealous of them, but by the 
me^ns of one-eyed John (a.great Captain of the Indians, 
that afterwards led them thiit fpoiled who ha¬ 

ving been a companion of one of the faid fpres, both in 
hunting, and in fighting againft the M^^W/f^formerly ; 
foelleemedofhim, that he would not fuffer any of 
the reft to touch him) they paffed through all the in- 
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iian towns lying tV.irty miles diftant from ^c-haogt 
afid twenty miles northward of the road to Conneclicut. 
One of the faid fpies returned about January 24 h, in- 
fo/niing thofe that fent him, what he had obfei ved, 
both the number of the Indians (about three hundred 
in all) alfo their feveral towns, and what provifioa they 
bad ; plenty of venifon, much pork from the Engliih- 
nen'shogs which they had taken ; they confeffed like- 
wife that he and feme of his party had killed the peo¬ 
ple at Napanvay, the laft year, fuTpefted to have been 
done by theindians of Marlborough : He told them al¬ 
fo they intended to burn Lancajtcr within three weeks 
gfer that time, which accordingly they did, much 
about the fame time ; adding moreover, that forae 
'Frenchmen were with them at Pocomptuck, encouraging 
of them to g» on ivi.h their defigns, pr<?miling them 
affiftance, which made feme ready to think the Indians 
viere ftirred up by the French to do 2II this mifehief, 
tet more of this afterwards. What might be gathered 
from the forefaid preniifes is eafy to conceive ; where¬ 
upon new forces with as much fpeed as the feafon 
would allow, were raifed and fent up into thofe parts, 
sndcr the command'of Major Savage in chief: They 
were difpatched awsy the beginning of March, and 
appointed to meet with fuch as fhould be fcfnt from 
Cmnebiicut colony, which they did about and 

fo intended to march dire&ly up to thofe Indian towns 
abdlit IVatchu/et-Hill, to the northwell ; but the In¬ 
dians were gone, and our forces in the purfuitef them 
taking the wrong path, raiiTed of them, yet ranging 
through thofe woods, they were at one time fuddenly 
affauited by a/mail party of Indians firing upon them, 
wounding Mr. Cer/hom Bulky, by a fhot in his thigh, 
and killing one of their foldiers ; after which as th^y 
marched along,theyaccidentady, fell upon another fmall 
party of the enemy, of whom they flew feme, and took 
others, to the number of fixteen, yet could not meet 
with the main body of the enemy, who it feems had 
pafled over a great river by rafts, fo our men could 
follow them no further, wherefore turning down to¬ 
wards Hadley and Northan!pton,\i\iv-\i^i ii was fuppofed 
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the Indirsns intended to pafs, they came very feafon.. 
ably to the rc]ieF> rS the fald towns, which elfe had 
been in dan2er o/'bc'ng loft. For, 

March lit!:, the snem ’ fell opon Northampfen, and 
in three p'aces broke through the fortification of pali- 
JStdoes, fet '"p round about the town a little bef#re for 
their better I'ecurity ; but the town being at that ’tirr.e 
full of foldiers, they were quickly repulfed, after they 
had killed four men and two women, and fired four 
or five dwelling houfes, and as many barns, with the 
lofs of many of their lives, as was fuppofed. 

While Our forces under Major Savage conixmQi on 
that fide of the country, a fad accident fell out at 
Springfield, the certainty of which it is judged meet 
here toielate to prevent mihakes ; the matter having 
through a great overfight been otherwife reprefented 
than indeed it was, not only to the prejudice of truth, 
bat to the difadvantage of fome perfons concerned \ 
therein. While the feldiers were quartered amongf 
the feveral towns upon Connediicut river, a party of the 
troop were quartered at a place belonging to Spring- 
JieU, called the Leng-Mtadsiu, three miles frem the 
town below, toward Windfor ; feveral of the inhabi¬ 
tants having moft of the winter kept from the puh'Ac 
meeting on the Lord’s days for fear of the enemy, 
were encouraged to adventure to the afiembly, on rtie 
26:h of March, riding in the company of the troopers; 
but having heard of no Indians thereabouts a good 
while, were more fecure than they had caufe ; for rid¬ 
ing fome of them \i.ith women behind them, and fome 
with their children in their arms, yet not fo careful as 
tOikeep in the middle, but rather in the rear, and at 
fome oiftance ftragling from the reft of the company, 
a party of Indians lying in the bulhes, as they rode 
along, fired upon the hindmoft, and killed two, and 
wounded others : Thofe in the front haviftg alfo women 
and maids behind fome of them, were at a ftsnd to 
know what to do, fearing they might expofe thofe wo¬ 
men they had* in their company, if they fhould ride 
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hick (ia that winding road making through a 
nlace for near a mile or two together) to look aK.r 
Ln that wfere behind ; at the lait, one that came r id- 
./up, told the foremoft company there was no hu.t, 
Jj that they were all coming ; They that were before, 
iway Jiih all fpecd to fhe end of the town wltere 
fettioe down the women, the troopers rmurned b as , 
bflt too late to recover two poor women, ana 
dren, who upon the firft aWt wera thrown ofi- the 
horfes, and immediately hauled into the bj^er, - . 
through a fwamp on the other ftde of a keep bank, io 
sthfy «ould not be heard of all chat afternoor., n:>r 
the next day till toward night, althoaga taey were 
dilige^ly fearched after by all the troopers 
Lt tRe town ; at lad when they were oifcned juft oy 
ffwamp fide, the croei wretches endeavotred to hate 
Med them all, hut in hafte only wounded them wi h 
W hatchets, yet fo as o^ie of the poor creatures re 
^ fljrercd ; the other, with the cnildren, died of tncir 
(founds before they were brought hame, or within a 
little lime after. They did not complain of any mci- 
vility tuward them while they were in their power ; 
but by the farewell given them at their parting, they 
found it true by rheir own experience, tnat thi Under 
mercies tfthe wicked are cruelty. 


There happened no other matter of moment wor¬ 
thy the reporting while o«r forces tarried in thofe 
parts, and the ootnmanders obfciving that the enemy 
was turned back again through the woods, towari^s ■ 
the Majpichufets-Bayt after a month’s time retired back,, 
vet could never rheet with the enemy in their return 
through the woods, although while they were at the 
towns aforefaid, they underftood of feveral atteinpcs^ 
made upon Sudhury and Marlborough^ the moft p:ift of 
which laft they dettroyed March 26:h, which made thtf 
inhabitants torfake their dwellings, leaving only a few 
houfes garrifoned with foldiers, the better to lecure 
a paffage to the tswns wcft^Yard Cc-simSicut 
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Ths inhubhants of S.va'^urf^, with thefoldie's unij., 
Li,'ut. yucohs, of Marlborough, fulriciently ala'med [j 
the Jatc mifchicf done about thofe towns, ref*'b'cci 
try what work they could make with the enetry in ttj 
Mght ; whereupon going forth March 27th, tcwn^ 
morning, they diicerned where the enemy lay by their 
hres,^ (near three hundred of them) and that within half 
a mile of a garrifon-houfe, near the plaee where thej 
had done fo much mifchief the day before, ^uch wai 
the courage and refolution of the Englifh, th>ugh but 
forty in number, townfmen and ibldiers, t)at they 
adventurecf to difcharge upon them as they lay by their 
fires, w'hen it was fo dark that an Indian coud hardly 
be difceroed fro.m a better man ; yet God fo cirefting, 
they difcharged feveral times upon them, wounded 
lijirty, fourteen of whom either died of theii V/'Oundi 
the Lme day, or foon after, which had ben chief 
agents in this prefent mifchief againft the Englifti, 
huch was the fuccefs of this Ikirmilh that theaiTaila« 
came off without the lofs of one man. 

After this time the enemy began to fcatter about 
ia ihiall parties, doing what mifchief thgy coiM about 
,the Majaciu/efs, killing a man at WeytnouiL another 
a: llingham, as they lay fkufking up and dowtik 
i.i'an.ipb and holes, to a/TiuIt any that occafioniHy look¬ 
ed never f.i little into the woods ; foretimes alarming 
the tawr.fi about j 5 :)/?cn, by difchirging guns upon pur- 
lirular perfons zt Billerica, Braintres, and at ^rentkam, 
hear to which place, in the road to Rehobot, they af- 
i'-iuked one iVoodcock'i houfe, killed one man. and one 
of his funs, wounded another, and buijit his fon’i 
lioui'e, 

N'otv/ithstanbing the little fuccefs of wrmer at- 
lsm>iL, Bhilip nnd his men have one. prize more to 
play iu the MaJJachufits colony, before they go clFthe 
Hugo; and then we lhall food fee their pov^er vifibly 
declining every where, until their nnal overtirrow rome 
jjpon i/iem. There were feveral Imal! pardrs of fhem 
Ivaitered up and down tfli’pter the cc-wntr/, yet the 
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ciain body of them was ftill lurkinj^ up and down in 
thofe woods that lye between Brockjield, Marlhiratyh, 
and Connftinut river: Poffihly they had fomc hopes cf 
driving all the country before them to the towns upon 
the fea coaft ; for having burnt the deferred houfes at 
Uarlbtnugh April the next day ihcy fet upon 

‘Uihur^ with all their might (hoping tis like) w do 
there as they had done at the towns next beyono it. 
They did at the firft prevail fo far as to confuinc fc- 
reral heufes and bar; s, and kill fevera! pcifops. tea 
or twelve of the Engl'lh, that came fom Cnr.cordKO 
allift their neighbours at Pudhury, a town difiant five 
miles from them, at the 6rll hearing of the alarm, wha 
unawares were lurprizcd near a garrifon, in hopes cf 
setting fome advantage upon a fmall pauy of the ene¬ 
my that prefenred tKemfelves in a meadow ; a great 
number of Indians that lay unft-en in the bufhe.s, fud- 
dciily rofe up, and intercepting the paffage to the gar- 
jilbn houfe, killed and tock them all. 

But our forrows and lofr.:s that day are net yet cemef 
so their height ; for in the after part cf tl 0 fame day, 
that refolute ftcut-hcarted fo'dier, Capt. Wadjhvcnb' 
(who had not long before, with not above forty men, 
refeued Lancnflery when it was In danger to havjs been 
all loft at once) being fent from Bcjlon w ith fifty fiildiers’ 
to relieve Marihtrov.ghy having marched twenty-fa c 
miles, and then underftanding the enemy was gene 
through the woods toward Sudbury : This iinwcaried 
company, before cvey they had taken any ccnfiderable 
;fft, marched immediattly back toward Suelury (that 
lies fen miles nearer Bojlcn) and being come rviihin a 
mile of the town, they efpycd a party of Indians net 
krfrom them, about an hundred, not more, as they 
conceived, thefe they might cafily deal with ; who 
retiring back a while, diew Capt, Wad/nxjerih and his 
company above a mile into the woods, when on a fud- 
den a great body of the enemy appeared, about five 
hundred as was thought, who compafling therri around, 
forced them t'„ the top of an hill, where they made 
rery llout refiftance a confiderable while > tut the night 
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drawine on, and Tome of the company beginning tofca;, 
ter from the reft, their fellows were forced to follow 
them, fo as the enemy taking the chtee, pu-fued 
on every fide, as they made too hafty a letreat, b) 
which accident, being fo much overpowered by 
enemy’s numbers, they were moft of them iolt; Tbt 
Caotain himfelf, with one Capt. (a choict 

ipin'ted man, much lamented by the town of Aa-w/jy, 
to which he belonged) and fome others tha: fell into 
hi* company as he marched along, fcarce twenty efcap 
ii;g in all ; fo as another Cap’ain | and his fifty 
men perlfhed at that time, as brave foldiars as any] 
ever employed in the prefent fervice. 
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Thus as in former attempts of like trature loo 
much courage and eagernefs in purfuit of tie enemy, . 
hath added another fatal blow to this poor ccuniry. 


The Tmedav another party of the Englifh cominji 
fiom whither they were lent as a cenvoy witif' 

prcivifion for the garrifon, w-ere in danger Itkewife t 
fatting in the hands of the fame Indians, yet riding 
Hpon a good fpeed. and keeping their guns aiways rea- 
dy prefented agamft them they met, they never durft 
fire at them ; only three or four having uaadviWly 
fiHl difeharged their guns againft the enemy, and fall¬ 
ing too much in the rear of their company, were wt 
off and iott. It is* reported by fome that afterwards 
ffcaped, how they cruelly tortured five or nx of the 
Engliai that night : Y«t whatever their fuccefs was 
thi' day, it was obferved by fome (a^ that ame theit 
prifoners, and fince releafed) that they feeiied very 
penfive after they came to their quarters, fhfwmg no 
fuch fiP-ns of rejoicing as they ufually were wont to do 
in like'cafes ; whether for the lofs of fome of ;heir own | 
company in that day’s enterprize (faid to be a» hundred 
and twenty) or whether it were the Devil in whom 


X His fon, the late Prefident of Harvard College, 
creded a decent monument over his grave, which li 
row to be fes* near the t*ad in Sudhrj, 
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fUy (rufted, that deceived them, and to whom they 
made their addrefs the day feefuje, by fundry conju- 
,a;ions of their powawes ? Or whether it were by any 
jjgad that the Almighty fent upon their fpirits, upon 
jW execrable blafphemies, which tis i'aid they ufed m 
the torturing of fome of their poor captives (bidding 
leftis come and delive/ them out of their hands from 
death, if he could) we leave as uncertain, though forae 
hare fo reported, yet fuie it h that after this day, they 
sever prefpered in any attempt they made againft the 
Englilh, but were continually fcattered and broken, till 
(hey were in a manner all confumed. After this time, 
hoivever they had braved it before, they fsemed to ap¬ 
prehend that it was fcarce feafible for them to wi.hlland 
the power of the Engliih, and therefore feemed more 
iscHnable to a peace, by feveral overtures made by 
them, if they knew how to have brought it about. 
% during thefe encounters they were willing to admit 
, p/fome kind of treaty with the Erglidi, about the 
deaCng cf fundry of their captives, which they took 
%\Lancajier in February lad, and elfevvhere : lo this 
end fundry attempts were made by help of feveral cf 
the praying Indians (as they were called) about the re¬ 
demption of fome of the women and children, which 
were at that time in their poIlVffion, and by degrees' 
fomething was effcfled that way ; poffibly their own 
prefent fuffeiings and wants that were upon them, 
might induce them thereunto; For by this time the 
fpringof the year came on, their provifion was all fpent,- 
and they forced to live wholly upon ground nuts, and 
upon the flefh of the Englifh creatures, both horfe and 
neat cattle, which they daily plundered. The ground 
nuts running up to feed in the fumtner, begin to grow 
fo kicky, as they were fcarce eatable ; the flelh <1110 
of the Efignih cattle proving unwholfome fir their 
bodies, filling them with fundry difeafes; One cl them 
having eaten much horfe-flcili, complained that he had- 
before eaten horfe, and now horfe began to ear him,- 
ineaning fome deadly difeafe growing upon his ca'ing 
kh rank flelh, unwholfome for their bodies, efpt 
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dally without fait, as their ufual manner is. The ill, 
irg feafon alfo began now to come in, wherein they ufi 
to take abundance of all forts, with which thofe grew 
rivers i p the country are abundantly ftored ; they uftd 
to take thereof, and drying it in the frr.oke, make 
jnovifion thereof for the greatefl part of the year ; and 
il the war continued, they could not but fee they fhould 
utterly be cut off therefrom ; and that if the planting 
ffafiu alfo were loft, they fhould be in great want of 
fummer fuits, ye. beans and fquaffes (hefrdes their 
corn) with which they were wont to live ail the latter 
part of the furnmer. Upon all confide.-ations they 
fovmed pretty inclinable to hearken to a peace, though 
f rare were apt to think they would never have kept it, 
f. rrber than would ftand with their own advantage,' 
a-.id chat their prefent defire thereof was cnly to gain 
time. 

A Person formerly acquainted with the Indian! 
..boot Lcincajitr, did adventure upon the foremcntioned 
overtures, to go amongft them to try if be could not 
prevail with them for the redemption of the minifter’s 
wife, taken captive in February laft, from Lancajitr, 
fnd through the favour of him who having the hearts of 
*1? in bis hand, inclines them as he pleak-s obtained 
the defited end upon an inconfiderab'e fum, which 
gave encuu'rtgenienc to the council to fend two mef- 
Arogers on the like errand the fame week, to procure 
the redemption of others, not without fuccefs : I'he 
former, viz. Mrs. Ronulandjon being brought to SoHun 
upon the eledlion day. May 3d, it was genetally I. ok- 
ed at as a firiile of providence, and doubciefs w. s a re¬ 
turn oi prayer, and anfwer of faith, v.ith wi.uh h^r 
hulbiud had been upheld, and fupported from the d..y 
C't her captivity ; his two children alfo were returned 
I ack not long after, more by the over-ruling band of 
Cod {that turns the eaptintitj cf his people ai the Jlrearns 
cf the fouth t and fometimes incliaing them to pity his 
ff rvants, that a e of themfelves more cruel than the 
fea mongers) than by any other contrivance ol man's 
poiicy. 
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And yet notwiihftanding motions of this nature a- 
fnBt the redemption of feme of our prifoners ftiU in 
iieir hands, there was no cefTation of arms between 
I’S. 

About this time letters were fent down from Cen- 
^nUut colony, informing the general court then a - 
frfflbled at Befton, that fome of the UihanKh (a fort 
offeree and favage Indians, yet mortal enemies to 
thefc wc were at war with.) had fallen upon ^ 

miip'i party, and dehroyed many cf them : Like- 
ftife^that many of them were deftroyed by ^ 

fluxes, with other dillempers falling a^ongft them, 
ibich was foHie reviving to our hopes, that the foot ef 
our enemy foould Aide in due time, and that deftruc- 
lion was haRcning upon them, though fill! tney wer« 
rmitted to do mifehief in fondry particular places of 
^ fltcountry, which muft be minded as we pafs along. 

Those Indians that were cur profefTed eneinies, af¬ 
ter they had been beaten out of the Narrhaganfet conn- 
try, February iR, tarried a while at IVinimaxeag, a 
place two day’s journey north of i^abaog, 
divided themfelves into two companies, one ci them 
tarried on rh?t fide the county, the other made tovvard 
Plimouib colony, taking Medjield in their 
rvhence as they marched along they met with a not.bie 
reuulfeat Boggifion, a fmall hamlet, or company of 
fdtms not far from the faid uJfieid where they a- 
lempted a garrifon, but meeting with ftoul refiftance, 
they left the enterprbe, and kept on their way toward 
colony, where they fcattered themfelves ip 
>:.d down, wailing for opportunities to fpoU and de- 
iiroy the EngUfo plantations on that fioe of the coun- 

tfv* 

Ee.sid.ES what is already mentioned cn i irh, 

r pmyofthem affaulred the town ^\ Phmcueh, bu^t 

rkven houfos and five barns belonging thereunto : On 

ihe other fide, a/ma!i party of the Englifh fcontirg 
ibeut in purfoit of thr Indians, fell upon a party ct 
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them that lay waiting in ambnlh, but being difcerned 
by an Indian in the company of our men, that gavi 
timely notice, our foldiers had an opportunity thereby 
to make the firft Ih«t, and thereby not only prevented 
a mifchief to themfelves, but killed alfo fome of th« 
enemy (one of whom was oblerved to be of more ncte 
than his fellows, by his attire) the reft fled away from 
them that purfued, though but a fmall company ; fo 
that there were daily reciprocal a£is of hoftility in thofc 
parts. 

Within a few days after this, feven heufes and 
two barns more were burnt by the enemy in and a. 
bout Plimouth ; who did the like mifchief about the 
fame time to the remaining houfes oiNamaJket orilfiv. 
dlebortugh. 

About this time another fort of Indians that belong¬ 
ed to Wamejity a place near Chelmsford^ bordering upon 
Merrimack (who had been provoked by the raflj, un- 
advifed, cruel a£l of fome of the Englifli, about Or i 
teber 27th, and November 4th, had fired upon them 
feveral guns, both at Chelmsford and Woburn, to the 
killing of fome, and wounding of others, upon faf- 
picion that the faid Indians were guilty of burning a 
barn, and hay-ftack not far off) fuddenly turned cirr 
enemies, after the winter was over ; having firft with¬ 
drawn themfelves from the place afligned them, and 
where they had been relieved all the winter (fome of 
them after a former revolt) and took their opportunity 
to lire Mr. Falcanefs houfe in Andover town, early 
that fpring, and wounded one Roger Marks, and killed 
his horfe. Two more houfes about Sha%vjkin, beyond 
the faid Andover, were burnt about March lo'h : 
Alfo they killed a young man of the faid town, April 
8:h, the Ton of George Abbot ; and another fon of his 
alfo was carried away the fame day, who notwithftr.nd- 
ing was returned fome litw months after, almoft pined 
to death with hunger. 

At the fame time they killed fome of their cattle, 
cutting out only the tongues cf fome of them for 
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being fliot at by Teveral of the inhabitants from their 

gar/ifons. 

March loth, at Concord two men going for hay, one 
of them was killed. At Chelmsford, the faid tFameft 
JndiatK, about March i8th before, fell upon fome 
houfes on the nonh fide of the river; burnt down three 
or four that belonged to the family of Edward Colburn ; 
The faid Colburn, with Samuel Varnbam, his neigh¬ 
bour, being purfued, as they pafied over the river t® 
look after their cattle on that fide of the river ; and 
making feveral fliots againft them, who returned the 
like again upon the faid Indians, (judged to be about 
forty^ what fuccefs they had upon the enemy, was beft 
known to themfelves ; but two of Varnham’^ fon» 
were flain by the enemy’s Ihot before they cauld re¬ 
cover the other fide of the river. April 15 th alfo, were 
fourteen or fi.^teen houfes burnt there. 

Not long before this, February ift, 1676, 
ms Fames that kept a farm at Sudbury, whofe dwelU 
ing was three or four miles out ot town, had his houfe 
afiaulted and fired, his wife killed, and his cbildien 
carried captive among the ladians. 

Also two men were killed at a farm about Concord, 
IJaac and Jacob Shepard by nara«, about the middle of 
February, and a young maid that was fet to watch up¬ 
on a hill, of about fifteen years of age, was carried 
captive, who ftrangely efcaped away upon an horfe that 
the Indians had taken from Lancafter a little before. In 
the like ftrange manner did one of children ef- 

cape away about May^ 3d la ft, travelling thirty miles a- 
lone in the woods, without any relief till he came to an 
Englilh town. Eames*s houfe was aflaulted when he 
was from home, by an Indian called Netus (not long 
after flain at Marlhorcugh) which had been very famili¬ 
ar with the Englifti, with nine or ten more of his com¬ 
pany, as perfidious and barbarous as himfcif. They 
burned all the dwellings that belonged to the farm, 
«or», hay and cattle, befides the dwelling-houfe with 
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what was thercm ; it is probable thofe at Concord wei* 
killed by the fame hands about a fortnight after. 

Mant fuch-Mke remarkable mftanccs of fpecial 
providences might be mentioned, if it were convenient 
to infsrt fuch particular pafTages into the genera! narra¬ 
tive of the late troubles with our barbarous enemies. 

On May jd 3 party of them killed a man at Ba- 
•verbal, upon the edge of Merrimeck-River, and paffin^ 
over the faid River to Bradford^ fpoiled another fami¬ 
ly, killing one ‘Thomas Kimball, and carrying his wife 
a»d five children cap'ive, forty miles up in the woods; 
although it was queftioned whether this laft mifehief 
wa‘s done by any of Philip'^ party, but rather by foms 
that belonged to the Eaftward Indiaas, of which there aiay 
be occafion, God willing, to fpeak more of afterward, 

For the fupprefling of thefe iniolencies feveral com¬ 
panies of frelh foldiers both horfe and foot were raife^ 
in the Maffachufets by the governor and council of tk 
colony, and fisnt out to fupprefs the comnion enemy ; 
the foot under the command of the Captains 8 ill, Cut¬ 
ler and Holbrook ; the horfe under the command of the 
Captains Brattle, Prentice and Hinchman, the la /1 of 
which was commander in chief. Thefe fcveral com¬ 
panies modelled as aforefaid, were fent out April 
1676, to range the woods towards Hajfanamtfi. 

The 6th May they met with a confiderable party 
of the enemy ; they were firR difeovered by the Kt- 
tick fcouts purfuing a bear, and at the fit ft not difeern* 
ing that the Natick Indian fcouts belonged to our men, 
it gave fome advantage to our forces j our horfemen 
falling upon them before they were aware, killed and 
took of the enemy about t 6, which they took no no* 
tice of at the prefent, altho’ it was confeffed by them- 
felves that they loft 20 in that encounter. It was re¬ 
ported that the founding of a trumpet without order 
did much hurt, but the commander in.chief affirnrjeth 
that it was no difadvantags to the fcrvice in handy it 
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peitheT being heard by our own foot, nor yet by theenc- 
n,y. If any error was com mi tied by the Englilh com- 
patiiesj it was that the horfe did not timely enoujk 
^ratv down from the top of the hill,whereby they came 
JO be difcovercd by the enemy, who thereupon made 
tbe more hafte to efcape ; however, it was no fmall 
]of$ to the er.cmy, fome cf the flain being known to 
be confiderable perfons ; and it ftruck fuch a terror in- 
(0 them that they never durll face our men afterwards j 
for although after our men returned to their quarters at 
Uedfeld, they faw zooiirea in the night, ytt they could 
never corns near them again to fight any company of 
them ; but the feafon proving rainy hindred any fur¬ 
ther purfuit of them at that time. And loon after thii 
ihefoldiers being vifited with fickly difiempers by re»- 
fan of an epidemical cold at that time prevailing thro’ 
the country, they were for the prefent releafed for th* 
jKovery of their health, with intenh to be called toge- 
tkr again at a more convenient time ; this was done 
tie 10th of 

During this interval of time, upon a report that a 
party of the enemy that were difcovercd about 
hth, bufy in filhirjg in a river thereabouts, Capraia 
Braiile was fent up about the 23d of May, who with 
the help of feme of the inhabitants, killed j i or 1 2 of 
them, without the lofs of but one of our men. Had 
they not difcovercd loroe of out’s on the oppofite Ihore, 
it was conceived a greater fpoil might have been made 
amongft them. 

But in the next place we muft take notice of the 
proceedings of the enemy about Connedicut. The 
greateft body of them made towards Plimcuth colony 
early in the fpring, as was laid before, where v\e Ik ill 
leave them for the prefent, and oblerve what the re¬ 
maining part of them did weftvvard. 

Some fcattering parties were Ikulking about Sprhg- 
thof: lower ''owns, upon a fmall number of 
f4 ',n. .jit. ll-l h i acwiv chefen Captain of Stri%g- 
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feld in the room’of his father lately deceafed) han(f 
/elled his office early in the fpring ; foi having notice 
of fome of them in thofe woods, he matched after them 
with lo or 12 refolute young men, and waiting his 
opportunity, furprized them near the great river, fo as 
two or three of them were left dead tpon the place, 
another mortally wounded got on an ifland in the ri¬ 
ver, where it was concluded he took his laft night’s 
lodging. The other being forely wounded was taken 
alive and brought home to Springfield^ where he con- 
fefled many things to one of the Inhabitants that un- 
dcrftood their language, owning the truth in many 
things againft his own company, and fcon after died of 
Ills w'ocnds. 

This was tut a preparative to an higher piece of/cr- 
vice which Capt. Holyoke was foon after engaged in, 
and wherein he acquitted himfelf beyond expedation, 
and taking more pains than ordinary it making his re¬ 
treat, he got a forfeit, which ended his days the Sep 
timber following, near Bojion. 

About the beginning of tfpril likfwife, fom« of 
the inhabitants about Hadley, attending their tillage at 
Hockarium, within three miles of the town, and having 
a guard of foldiers with them, yet three of the com¬ 
pany were cafually flain by a party of the enemy that 
lay in wait for fuch an opportunity. One of them was 
Mr. Goodman, a deacon of the church, that went a lit¬ 
tle beyond the command of the foldie.’s that came to 
guard them, to view the fence of his own land, and 
two others, that contrary to exprefs oriers would ven¬ 
ture upon the top of an high hill near by, to take a 
needlefs and urfcafonable view of the country, were 
(hot down by the enemy before they oculd recover their 
corps-du-guard. 

Eut the great company of the enemy that Aayedon 
that fide of the country, and about Wa 4 cbufet-\i\\\i, 
when the reft went towards Plimouth, bough they had 
been difappointed in their planting by the death 
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Cuncncbit, were loth to lofe the advantf.ge of the fifh- 
j.af.’afon then coming in ; wherefore, having feaiei 
liiemielves near the upper falls of CoKm-aicut not 

fjf from Deerfield, and perceiving that the EngliHi far- 
' jej were now drawn off from the lower towns of Had- 
; I and Northampton, now and then look advantages to 
piunder them of their cattle, and nor fearing any af- 
fault from our foldiefs, grew a little fecure, while they 
were upon their fifhing defign, inforauch that a couple 
cfEnglifh lads lately taken captive by the enemy, an i 
jnaking their efcape, actpiainted their friends as home 
[low fecure they lay in thofe places, which fo animated 
ihe inhabitants of Hadley, Hatfield and Northampton, 
that they being willing jo be revenged for the iofs cf 
their cattle, befjdcs other preceeding mifehiefs, took up 
grcfolution with ♦hat (hength they could raife among 
thcmfelves (partly out of garrifoa foldiers, and partly 
gf the inhabitants) to make an aflault upon them, 
uSich if it had been donepwith a little more delil&c- 
/idon, waiting for the coming of fuppiies, expeded 
from Hanford, might have proved a fatal buiinefs to 
allthefaid Indians ; yet was the vidlory obtained irore 
confiderable than at firil was apprehended ; for not 
having much above an hundted and fifty fighting men 
in their company, they marched above twenty miles 
filently in the dead of the night, May i8th, and came 
upon the faid Indians a little before break of day, 
whom they found almoft m a dead ijeep, without a'.y 
fcouts abroad, or watching a'bout their wigwams at 
home ; for in the evening they had made rhemfe ve* 
merry with new milk and roaft bref, having lately 
drivea away many of their milch cows, as an Engiiih 
woman coufeiTed, that was made to miik them. 

"When they came near the Indians rendezvous, they 
alighted off their horfes, and tied^iem to fume young 
trees at a quarter of a miles diffarce, fo marching up, 
they fired brifltly into their W'igwams, kil'ing'many up¬ 
on the place, ^yid frighting othcis with the fudden a- 
larm of their guns, and made them lua into ,.he rb'er, 
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Vvl'ffs the fwiftnefs of the ftream carrying them dovKa 
a fleep fa!!, they perifhed in the waters, fome geaing 
into canoes (fraali boats made of the barks of birchen 
trees) which proved to them a Charon % boar, being 
fjnk, or overfet by the fheoting of cur men, delivered 
them into the like danger of the waters, giving them 
thereby a pafportinto the other world ; Others of them 
creeping for ihelcer under the banks of the great river, 
were etpyed by our men and killed with their fwords; 
Capt. Holyoke killing five, young s?rd old, with his 
own hands, from under a bank. When the Indians 
were firil awakened with the thunder of their guns, 
they cried out Moharjoks, Meba-^ksy as ff their own 
narive enemies had been upon them ; but the dawn- 
ing of the light foon notified their error, though it 
could not prevent the danger. 

Such as came back fpake fparingly of the number 
flam ; feme fay there couldmot in reafon be lefs than 
■two or three hundred of them rh.at mufi neceiTarily fe- 
rifii in the inidll of fo many inlframents of deltruftiot ^ 
managed againft them with, fuch difadvantages to 
themfelves. Some of their prifener.s nf erwards owned 
that they loft above 300 in that carrdfi^do, fome where¬ 
of were principal men Sachems, ar.d fome of their bell 
iighiing men that «ere left, which made the viflory 
more coniVierable than elfe it would have - beennor 
/did they feem ever to have recovered themfelves after 
This defeat, but their ruin immediately .followed upon 
it,* Yet fuch was the awful, hand of Providence in 
the clofe of this vi(Sory, nbxing tiruch bitter vvith the 
.^\vcft, that it might well be called a coftly viftory to 
the conquerors, that fo no fleOi fiiouid glory in nklF, 
'Fhe Indians that lay fcattervng on both fides of the 
river, after they recovered tdaemfeives and difeovered 

' ■ There was but one of our men killed in the engage¬ 
ment ; their lofs following was owinf to the report 
of a captive taken, who faid Pbib'p was near with 
1000 men ; word was then given for every man to 
Ihift for himfelf; a panic feized the men, who in- 
fuiitly fled in caiifufion. 
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t'ae faiall number of them that alTailed them, turned 
head upon the EngUfh, who in their jetreat were a lit¬ 
tle difordered for want ®f the help of the eldeft Captain 
that was fo enfeebled by ficknrfs before he fst out, that 
he was no way able for want of bodily ftrength (not 
3tiy wap df-fevTtwe for want of fkill or Courage) to afTil!;' 
or direct in making the retreat : For fome or the t-ne- 
f,y fell upon the guards that kept the horfes, others 
purfued them in the rear, fo bs our men fullained very 
inueh damage they retired, mifiing after their return 
thirty-eight of their men ; artd if Capt, Hdjoke had 
not played the man it a more than ordinary rate, foroe- 
times in the front, forfietimes in the flank and rear, fC 
2I! times encouraging the foldiers, it might have proved 
a fata! bufinefs to the afiailants. 7 'hc faid Capt. Ho- 
Ijcie'i horfe was {hot down under him, and hirafelf 
ready to be afTaulted by many of the Indians, jufi com¬ 
ing upon him, but difcbarguig hfs pidols upon one or 
I tvo ®f them, whom he prefenily difpatched, and .a 
/tiend coming up to hii refeue, he was faved, and 
fo carried off the foldiers without any further Icfs. it 
is confidently reported by foaie that were there prefenc 
at this cngagera.’fi', that (.as told above an - hundred 
Indians le.ft dead upon the place ; and another affirm-' 
ed chat he told near an hondred and forty fwimming 
down the falls, none of which were obferved to gcE 
alive to the (bore, fave one. The lofs that befel our 
men in the retreat was oc^afioned princip.ally by ihe' 
bedily weaknefs of Capt. Turner, unabie to manage his 
charge any longer, yet fome fay they wanted powder, 
which forced them to retire as faft as they could by 
Capt. Turner^ order. It is alfo faid by one prefent at 
the fight, that f-ven or eight in the rear of the Englilh, 
through hade, mified their way, it being a cloudy dark 
morning, a»d were never heard of again ; and with¬ 
out doubt fell into the Indians hemds, and it is feared 
feme of them were tortured. About feven days after 
this they had a mind to try the chance cf war again, 
and fee if they could not recover their lofs by return¬ 
ing the like upon the Englifh : .For, 

May 30th, a great number cf them (fappofed to be

fix or feven hundred) appeared^ before Hatfield, 
about twelve houfes and barns without the fortification 
itl the town ; a number of houfes in the centre of th{ 
town were furrounded with palifadoes ; thefe were at. 
i-'iiked in the day time, when tbe men were all out in 
the fields, except one aged man ; they drove away 
jTiuitiuKics of their cattle and fheep, fpreaditsg them, 
feivcs in the meadow near the town ; which bravado 
fo raifed the courage of their neighbours at Ha'd.t^, 
that twenty-five relolute young men ventured over the 
river to relieve Hatfield in this diftrefs, who charged 
the enemy with luch undaunted courage and refo’uuon 
(^Audacet fiort-una ju'vat') that they beat down five or fix 
at the firll: firot they made ; fo making way through the 
thickeft of their enemies, that lay ready to take aim at 
them behind every tree as they palled by ; yet they 
efcaped all their (hot till they came within a little of 
the town rhey came to relieve, where they loft five of 
their number. 

The enemy being amazed at the reroliui'’n of-cit 
men, being but fo fmall a handful, that they fled im¬ 
mediately from the town ; having loft twenty-five of 
their men in the enterprize. The council of the MaJ- 
/achufets gathering by thefe proceedings of the Indians, 
that their defire of peace was only to gain time, order¬ 
ed that the forces raifed before April 27 :h, and for 3 
time releafed, Ihould be haftened out again to range 
the woods towards Hadley, and thofe parts, made an 
agreement with Hartford colony to fend forces from 
thence to meet them about Breokfield, and fo to fcour 
along on both fides Conneaicut, to difreft_ the enemy 
what they could, and keep them from fifliing in thofe 
waters, their hope of planting being now almoft over. 
To this end, about May 30th, 1676, the forces under 
Capt. Henchman were called together again, and fent 
to Brookfield, to meet with thofe expedted from /far/- 
ford colony ; in the way, our’s by the aireaion of fom 
Doublet (a Natick Indian, who was a lin’e before em- 
nkwed in the redemption of captives) following tracks 
rtt ir.dian-s came upon a party cf the enemy filhingm

Welhacom ponds, toward Lancnfier, of whom they kil¬ 
led feven,and took twenty-nine, raoftiy women and chil¬ 
dren ; yet belonging to confiderable perfons, it made 
the fuccefs the more to be vsiued. Oar forces being 
by this means retarded, could not meet wi.h tbofeor 
Ctnneeiicnt at Brookfield, but followed them the weeic 
after ; having lirfl; returned fom li^ejhatotit to Marl- 
btrevgh, to fupply themfelves with ammunition, and 
fo marched diredtiy towards Hadley, where they met 
»ith CtnneBicut forces ; and from thence according to 
mutual agreement, our’s*marched on the eaft fide of the 
river, and CcrmeSUcut forces on the weft, up toward 
Sfjakbeag (now Norfifie/d) coming to Deerfield, and- 
the great fails thereabouts, they fent up their fcouts, 
but not hearing of rhe enemy, they marched up no’ 
higher, being in no good capacity to have gone fur- 
vher if there had been occafron, by reafon of a tedious 
term of rain, which occafioned much damage in their 
ammunition and provifion. While our forces lay a- 
boat Dee-fie/d,. fame of our foldiers ranging, lighted 
i)p«n the body of Capt. Turner, about Green’s river, in 
pafling of which ftream he W'-as fuppofed to have re- 
seived his mortal wounds',. 

While our forces continued thereabouts, they did 
the enemy fome little fpoil, in feizing mueb of their 
6ih, and goods flolen from the Englifh, and hid i« 
their barns under ground ; conjecturing alfo that they 
found four or five places where fome of the Englifh 
had been tortured to death by cruel burning, after they 
had been faftened between flakes fet in the ground ; 
but not meeting vvith any of the enemy, they all re¬ 
turned home, conceiving that having been forced'from 
their quarters in thofe parts, they were drawn down 
lower towards the Englifh plantations eaftward, viz. 
Plimouth and the Maffachufets. Whst fuccefs Cap:. 
llinckman's forces had in their retiring homeware, and 
what they obfeived of the motion of the Indians, may 
he feen in a letter of his dated fiune 30th ; “ Our 
feeuts brought intelligence that all the Erdians were in 
Q a 
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a cor,tinual motion, fome toward Narrhagan/et, others 
toward Watchu/et, Ihifting gradually, and taking up 
each others quarters, and lay not above a night in a 
place. The twenty-feven. fcouts brought in two 
fqaaws, a boy, and a girl, giving account of five (lain. 
Y^fterday they brought in an old fellow brother to3 
S .chena, fix fquaws and children having killed five 
and wounded others, if not killed them, as they 
fuppofed by the blood found in the way, and an hat 
fnot tiirough, Thefe and the other inform that Philip 
and the Narrhagan/ets were gone fevers I days before to 
their own places, Philifz purpofe being to do what 
mifehief he could to the Englifh. By advice I drew 
out a commanded party under the conduft of Capt. Silly 
viz, fixteen files ofEnglilh, all my troop, and the In¬ 
dians, excepting one file, being all we could make 
provifron for, for what with the falling fliort of the 
promifed us, and a great deal of that we had 
p ing mouldy, the reft of the forces had but one bif. 
ket a naan to bring them to this place : This part'] 
was ordered towards JVatchuJety and fo to NaJha'^joa) 
and the Wajhaksm ponds, where we have notice Indian* 
*\vere, and fo to return unto this place ; whereby your 
Honors letter that came to me yefterday morning, I 
uncerftood that provifion was ordered for us, and which 
we found to our great relief, which we met with laft 
night coming hither weary and hungry. The com¬ 
manded paicy we left at ^orJiq.mmony where they in¬ 
tended to ftay a while for the laft fcouts we fent out ; 
Eleven prifoners we had in all, two of the eldeft by 
conncil we put to death, the other nine the Commif- 
fary is erdered to convey to Befien, with the baggage, 
horfes, and fome of their attendants not fit for the 
fcrvicc. Daniel Henchman.” 

Ir-plainly appears by the contents of the faid letter, 
as Weil as by many other teflimonies, that about this 
rime rhe Indians, our enemies, who hitherto hs.d been 
liukcd together as bre-hren in iT'iquity and ciueity,. 
wcic ; O'' itrangtiv divided and ftp.rated the one from 
t:Lc oih/.'f i fvuie impute it to an afthait made upon 
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tliem by lie Uohavoh, who falling upon Fhilip with 
the inland Indians, flew about 50 of them ; where¬ 
upon thole of Pbihp'i company refolved to return to 
their own country, and do what mifchief they could to 
the Enelilh thereabouts. This was reported by an 
Indian brought to Zeacmky June 29, 1676,^ taken at 
Providence, Others are ready to think that i^was up- 
on fome quarrel atnongft themfelve-s, oc^||pied by 
an evil Ipirit fent from God upon them, that thereby 
they mieht, being fcattered, the mere eafily be taken 
and ruined by theEnglilb, now that the time of ven¬ 
geance was come, when they lhall be called to an ac¬ 
count for all their former outrages and cruelties ; for 
now is the fnare haftening upon them wherein they 
lhall be hampered in their own devices, fo to be taken 
and deilroyed. It cannot but be acknowledged as a 
very remarkable providence, that Capt. Henchman in 
Vis lace expedition to Hadley^ killed and took abouj 84 
cf the enemv, without the lofs of any one of his own 
nen ; the like favorable fuccefs happened to MajorTa.- 
(ot in his paffage from Norwich to ^ahaog, as was 
faid before, and foon after his return. 

But by that time our forces were returned home as 
far as Sudbury ; they were ordered upon the fohcitation 
of the Governor of Plitnouth, two companies of them 
at leall, to march away immediately to Dedham, and 
fo to Seaconh or Rehoboth, to join Major Bradford m 
the purfuic of Philip, who was it feems with many 
hundreds of his barbarous followers fallen upon the 
Englilh plantations thereabouts, and whither aiio a lit¬ 
tle before, Capt. with a troop ef horfe, and 

Cant. Mojely with a company ot loot, were lent up 
from Bo/ion to purfue a.^ter them, now flocking in great 
numbers in chofe woods. There was at this time no 
fmall hopes of furprizing PhtBp -, feveral reports being 
brought that be was I'een m this and that piace, not 
havin.> above 20 or 30 men attending 6n him ; but 
his time was not vet fully come, nor bad he as yet fui- 
!r accompliflied all that mifchief he was like to be fuf- 
fefcd to. do t. For on ilie iil cl July, 1676, a party of 
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his Indians committed a horrid and barbarous murder 
upon Mr. Hez.ekiah Willef, of S^'anzey, an hopeful 
young gentleman as ‘any in th«ie parts. They ufed 
frequently to keep a fentinel on the top of their houfe 
from a watch-houfe built thereon, whence they coo’d 
difcover any Indians before they came near the houfe, 
but not hg|iring of the enemy in thofe parts for a con. 
hderabyjpme, that neceflary piece of circumfpedlion 
was onmted that day, whereby that deferving perfon 
was betrayed into their cruel han»’s; for withjn a quar¬ 
ter of an hour after he went ontof his own door, with¬ 
in fight of his houfe, he was Ihot at by three of them 
at once, from every one of whom he received a mortsi 
wound ; they after their barbarous manner took cfr his 
head, and carried it away with them (which however 
was foon alter recovered) leaving the trunk of hi? body 
behind, as a fad monument of their inhuman cruelty. 
The fame Indians, not being above 30 in number, took 
away a negro belonging to the fame family, who being 
faithful to his mailer’s and the country’s intereft, vcn- 
tu-red his life to make his efcape, which was the prefer- 
vationof many others ; for the faid negro being a lit¬ 
tle acquainted with their language, difcovered to the 
Englilh after his efcape, Philip's, purpofe to feize fuch 
and fuch places : In the firit place to aflault Taunton,, 
which in all probability had been in great danger, if 
their treacherous plots and purpofes had not fo wonder¬ 
fully been made known befsrehand. The faid negro 
affirmed, that there was negr a thoufand of them ; for 
he obfetved that altho’ they had killed 20 head of neat 
cattle over night, yet there was not any part of them 
left the next day at eight o’clock in the morning. By 
this fpecial providence the enemy was defeated of their 
purpofe, and never after had an opportunity of doing 
any confiJcrable damage to the Englifh in that part of 
the country. So, after this day, we may truely date the 
time of cur deliverance, and beginning of revenges 
upon the enemy ; now is their own turn come, when 
it fhall be dene unto them as they have done unto us j 
they that before led othets into captivity, mu.fi. hence- 
furrh go into captivity thenifclves y and they that kil- 
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led with the fword, muft themfelves be killed with the 
fword, as in the fequel of this narrative will abundant¬ 
ly be tnanifeft ; the hiftory of which before we (hall 
any further ptrfue, we mull a little while wait upon our 
friends, (thofe forces/ent from Csnneilicut) in their re¬ 
turn back into their own colony, which before it be 
done, fome things Ihould be premifed concerning the 
occslion of their coming, an 1 the fuccefs that did at¬ 
tend them in their march thither. 

Our friends and brethren of that colony, although 
they had never a&ually felt half of thofe miferies that 
befel the people of the other two, yet never denyed 
their affillance to the fuppreffing of the common enemy, 
jea, fometimes they did afford it, befoie it was expi^- 
ly dcfiied, according to the tenor of the articles of con¬ 
federation and rules of common prudence; confidering 
that .if the fire of this war was not timely exfinguifhcd 
k would er.dnngct their own fabrick ; thtit fore accord¬ 
ing to agr*emenr, the council of that colony ordered 
their fuccefsful commandei, Major s r meet our 
forces at ^abaog, cr Brnokjiild- o". s.iv' : ! n.' tbe purfu- 
ing of the enemy in thofe parts, fi the w ay as they 
were marching from thither, divine Provi¬ 

dence fo far fmiled upon the enterpriae, as to give them 
an opportunity to furprize 5 i of the enemy, of whom 
19 were flain, without the lofs of anyone of their own 
company, w'hich could not but much enhance the price 
of the viftory to the conquerors. 

The like fuccefs had their friends which they left 
behind (the volunteers gathered out of the three towns 
by the fea-fide, Ne<w-London, Stonington and Norwich) 
and who were fome of them releafed by Major Talcot, 
when he firR began his march, that they might the 
better in the abfence of the army guard their own 
towns ; for before the return of the forces under Msj. 
Talcot to that fide of the country, they had made two 
expeditions againft their enemies, the Narrhaganfits^ 
that were flculking up and down on that fide of the 
country, in one of which they killed and took above 
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30, the tnoft of which being men, are fald to have been 
fia.in by them. In the other 45, the moll of whicli 
probably vvere women, and children, but being all ■ < 

"voung fei-pcnts of the lame brood, the fubduing or ta- I 

king fo many, ought to be acj^nowledged as another | 1 

iignal viilory and pledge of divine favor to the En- 
glifh. But to return, it was not without the fpedal 
dire(flion of Providence that thofe Hurtfird forces were 
fent to thofe wcftern towns a week before thofe of the 
Majfachujets could get thither ; for otherwife one or 
more of th«re towns might have been loft ; feeing that 
on the 12th oijune, foon after if not the next day af. 
ter they arrived there, the enemy, as if refolved to try 
the uttnoft of their power, violently affaultcd the town 
Hadley,'NV.h. a brdy of about 700 men, at five or 
fix o’clock in the morning, laying an ambufti at one 
end of the town, while the greater part of them were 
alarming the other ; but the Connedlicut forces being at 
that tirnequa^'tored in the towns thcreaboes, (who were 
Englifh, and friendly Indians, Pequods and 
about 500 in ail) that were ready at hand, feefides tho'e 
that had been quartered there ever fince March, who 
had been left by Major Ba<vage when he left thofe 
parts, under the command and charge of Qz'^i.Turner, 
fl iin at the great falls, as is noted before, but fince 
commanded by Capt. Szvain. Thefe by their joint 
and ready affiilance, wherein the fence of palifadoes 
furrounding the town was no little advantage, gave the 
Indians fuch a fmart repulfe, that they found the place 
too hot for them to abide it ; for the foldiers or townf- 
men within, firing a piece of oidnance, fo aftrighted 
the favages, or » party of them againft whom it was 
difeharged, tjiat ahhough they had juft before farprii 
zed and poffeffed an houfe at the north part of the 
town, yet they inftaatly fled, leaving fome of their 
dead upon the place ; npr-did thsy 'any confiderabla 
mifehief with all their numbers, fave firing a barn a- 
bout that end of the town, and killing two -or three of 
the foldiers, or too daring inhabitants, who would a- 
gainft exprefs order, ventuie to go without the fortifi¬ 
cation. 
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jx was accounted by fome that were prefent near 
t)-.e time of that affault, a great ove/figbt, that bavmg 
fo fair an opportunity to chace the enemy upon fo con- 
fiderable advantage, it was let Hip, and not improved, 
for Conneaicut foldiers being all, or 010(1 of them fur- 
nifted with horfe', they might have been foefn overta- 
];en, and many of them - deftroyed,. but God hid it 
f/om their eyes. The commander in chief, it is faid, 
quartered at one end of the towns [Hafjield was then, 
within the limits of Hadley) on the weft fide of the river, 
and did not apprehend the advantage till the feafon was 
over; nor was any fuch thing as an affault expedled 
from the enemy fo early in the morning ; it being a 
general obfervation heretofore, that they feldom or e- 
ver ufed to make any attempts in the night; part of 
which could not but be improved in way of preparation 
for fuch a defign. But the Lord of Hofls who is wife 
I hcouncil, and wonderful in working, wiil find fbme 
ffier way to ceftroy our enemies, wherein the hand of 
iis providence ihould more remarkably be feen, that 
fo no fiefh fhould glory in its own wifdom or ftrength, 
bat that falvacion might appear to be from the Lord 
alone. The reft of this month was fpent without any 
other matter of moment happening therein. 

Governor and Council of the Majfachu/ets, take- 
ing into fericus confideration the many merciful oc¬ 
currences that had been returned upon-us, potwiihfiand- 
ing the mixing of many difpenfations •f a contrary 
nature, thought therr.felves bound to make fome pub¬ 
lic acknowledgment thereof, to him whole name alone 
is worthy to bs praifed. The 29th ei June was fet 
apart*as a day of public thank fgivjng to God, who had 
remembered his people thus in their low eftate. And 
that matter of thankfgiving might not be wanting at 
the day appointed, the very day before were moft of 
our Englifti captives brought Hack from thelndisris, 
and many more foon after, to the number of fixtefen, 
whofe mou hs might then well be filled with laughter^ 
and their tongues vshh Jnging, both of themfelves, and 
4’] tb.at were any way concerned in their welfare. 
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as this day appointed for folemn and public 
tbankfgiving, was ufhered in by feveral fpecial merciej, 
fo alfo was it followed with many remarkable benefits. 
For befides the prefcrving the town of Northampton^ 
March the 14th, and Hadleyy ‘June the 12th, by the 
timely fending of our forces the very night before they 
were aflaulted ; the faving the. people of Marlborough 
from being cut off, was very cbfervable, when Mr. 
Grfives by occafionally going from the fermon with 
the extremity of the tooth-ach, March 26th, difco. 
vered the Indians ready to aflault the town, and the 
people might have been cut off, had not that accident 
happened. It is certain that after the end of this] 
month, the power of the enemy began every where to 
fail j for the body of the enemy that had luiked about 
Conr.eSkut river all this fpring, being vifited with fun- 
dry difeafes, difappointed of their fifhing, and put b; 1 
their planting, began to be at variance amongft theta. | 
felves ; the Hadley and Pceumtuck (now Deerfield') In. 
dians quarreling with Philip for bringing all this naif, 
chief about, and occalioning the Englifh and them to 
fall out, with whom they had always good corref- 
pondcace, and lived lovingly together, but now they 
were like to be runied by the war. This quarrel pro¬ 
ceeded to that height, that from that time forw^, 
thofe feveral Indians that had for fo leng time hran 
combined together, refolved now to part, and every 
one to Hiift for themfelves, and return to their own 
homes ; Philip to Mount-Hope, and the Narrhaganfels 
to their own country again ; the NipnePs and the ri¬ 
ver Indians bending their ccutfe wefiwai|l, others 
northward, towards Pennicook, upon Merrimack^ intend¬ 
ing to fhift for themfelves as well as they could for the 
future ; ail which is like to be the real and true ftate 
of the cafe with the Indians which wcr» our enemie.s ; 
for the next news we heard of Philip, was that he had 
returned back to Mount-Hope, now like to become 
Mount-Mifiry unto- him and hb vagabond crew, and 
that his friends and allies that had hitherto flood as 
neuters, waiting only which way the fcale of fuccefs 
and viftory would turn, began now to fue for mercy 
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jt the hands of the Engufh : The Majfachufets govern¬ 
ment having underllood Jbmething of this nature, put 
forth a declaration, that whatfoever Indians fhould 
vvithin fourteen days next enfuing, come in to the En- 
glifh, might hope for mercy. Amongft fundry that 
came in, there was one named ’James^ the printer, the 
fupperadded title diftinguilhing him from others of that 
name ; who being a notorious apoftate, that had learn¬ 
ed fo much of the Eng'lfh as not only to read and 
v^rite, but had attained iikewife lome fkill in printing, 
jnd might have attained mere (had he not like a laiic 
villian ran -away from his mailer before his time wa» 
out) he hating feen and read the faid declaration of the 
Bnglifli, did venture himfelf upon the faith thereof, 
ind came to fue for his life ; he affirmed, with others 
that came along with him, that more Indians bad died 
(ince this war began, of difeafes (fach as at other time* 
they ufed not to be acAjuainted with) than by 'iicfwordl 
ofthe Englidt. 

Not long after many of them came and oflPerei 
themfelves, to the number of near two hundred, men, 
women, and children ; and many more ivculd hsv# 
done the like, but their confcioufnefs of guilt made 
them conclude that their cruelties and barbatoos mur¬ 
ders could never be forgiven by the Eaglilh. But what 
occurrences happened nexr fltall be declared in their 
order. About the end of y^uvt news was brought to 
that Philip with a fmall party of his men lurked 
about S\x:an%ty or Rehahctb, and that he might eaiiiy 
be taken ; an Indian offering to bring them to thu 
place where they might find him ; whereupon foldiers 
were inftantJy fent away from Bojlon, who fpent fom« 
time in fcarching all the woods on that fide of the 
country, but at laft were forced to returp, having mif¬ 
fed of what they aimed at. Plymouth colony likcwii? 
lent out foldiers upon the f^me account, under Mp.jrr 
Bradford^ who by the h Ip of fame Indians of Cape- 
Cod, always true to the Englifh intereft, not only tf- 
caped an ambufti laid for them, whereby moit of drem 
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rr:i?ht have been cut ofF, but flew many cf thofe that 
laid in wait for them, without any lofs to themfelves; 
yea further, a fquaw Sachem of Seacenet, one ot Philip'i 
allies, having firlt fent three meiTengers to the Gover- 
nor of Plimouth, to fue for life and liberty, pro- 
miffing fubmiffion to their government on that con- 
dition ; but underfianding that Plimouth forces were 
abroad, before her mefiengers returned, flie with her 
people, about ninety in number, rendered themfelves 
up to Major Bradford, fo that above one hundred and 
ten, on a moderate computation, were killed that day. 

The ConneQiciit forces had the like fuccefs when fsnt 
into Narrbaganfet country, under the command of 
the wonderfully fuccefsful Major Talcet, Capt. Georgi 
Dsnifin, and Capt. Nenulurj, with other worthy com' 
manders of thq, faid forces ; For, on the zd of July, 
167S, as the faid commanders with the forces under 
them were purfuing the enemy in and about the Nar. 
rhagarjet country towards Mount-Hofe, hearing that 
Philip with his black regiment of iVampanoogs was 
thereabouts, their Indian fcouts from the top of an hill 
jdifeovered a great nomber of the enemy that had new¬ 
ly pitched their ftation within the feraicircle of 3 
fwamp. The Englifli foldiers were all mounted on 
hoiTe-back, to the number of three hundred ; where- 
,fbre the commanders ordered the Indians to be ready at 
the top of a hill, upon a flgnal given to run down ra¬ 
pidly upon the enemy, who were fecurely lodged in the 
"hallow of a fwamp jull oppofite them, while the horfe- 
jsnen being divided into two fquadrons, to ride round 
the hill, fo that at the fame inltant bo;h the herfemen 
,upcn the two wings, and the Indians a foot rufhing 
down fuddenly upon the enemy, put them into a terri¬ 
ble fright, making a lamenraWe outcry, feme getting 
into the fwamp, the relt that were p'evented by the 
horfemen and the friendly Indians coming fo fuddenly 
upon them, were ail taken priioners ;■ Cape. Ni-iubury 
with his troop alighting from their horfes ran into the 
fwamp after t.hem, where they killed at Icaft an hundred, 
.as was judged by feme then prefer.t, takkig alfo many 
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prifoners out of thofe habitations of darknefs, the ene- 
xny fcarce daring to make any lefiftance ; for none of 
the EngHib, and but one or two of the Mohegins and 
liquids were hurt in the alTault : yet it was afiSrmed by 
^ captain prefenton the place, that with thofe they killed 
and took at Warnx'ick neck irr their return home,(which 
were not above fixty) that they kilh-d and took of the 
enemy at that time above 300 young and old. A: the 
fame time was taken the old fquaw of Narrhagati/ct, 
commonly called the old queen. 

They were r.cceffitated veith this booty to return 
homewards to gratify the Mohegin and Pequed Indiana 
that cccompanied them, who had dune them vei t good 
fervice in the puifuit, having loA one or two of their 
men in the chace ; but their return home was, as it 
proved in the i/Tue, more benclicial than their longer 
•flay might have been, to have made a fruitiefs puruit 
after Philip, (whole time was not yet come, although^ 
haftening apace) for iii their return they met 60 of the 
enemy, ali of'^vhom they flew and took, fj as their 
fword returned no: empty. 

Among the prifoners then taken wai a fpiighily , 
young fellow, fe:zed by the Mohegtns, who defired of 
the Eoglilh commanders that he might be delivered in-' 
to their hands, that they might put him to death in 
their o^n •^vay, and facrifice him to their cruel genius 
cf revenge, in which braicifh and devi'i/h paffion they 
moft of all delighted in. The Englilh, tho’ not delight¬ 
ed in blood, yet at this time were not unwilling to 
gratify their humour, left by a denial they might dilb- 
blige their Indian friends, of whom , they lately made 
fo much ufe ; partly alfo that they might have an cc- 
cular demonltration of the favage barbarous cruelty of 
the heathen. And indeed, of all the enemies that have 
been the fubjedt.s of the preceeding narrative, this vil¬ 
lain did moft deferve to become an objedl of jufticc and 
feverity ; for he boldly told them that he had with his 
.gun difpatched 19 Eng’ifti, and chat he had charged 
it for the 2Qth, ba: tot meeting with another, and un- 
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willing to Icfc a fair (hot, he let fly at a Moghegin au^ 
killed him ; with which having coinp'eated his num- 
her he was fully fatisfied. But, as is ufually faid, juf. 
lice vindidive hath iron hands, though leaden fettj 
this cruel nionller is fallen into the hands of thofe that 
will repay him ieven fold. In the firft place therefore, 
making a great circle, they placed him in the middle 
tnat all their eyes might at the fame time be pleifed 
with utmoft revenge upon him ; they firft cut one of 
his fingers round in the joint, at the trunk of bis hir.nii 
with a Ciarp knife, and then broke it oft, as was fer- 
merly the cuitom to do with a flaughtered bcaft 
before he is uncafed ; then they cut off another, and 
another after that, till they had finally difmembered 
one hand of all its digits, the blood fometimes fpining 
cut io ftreams a yard fiom his hand ; wiiich barbaroys 
and unheard of cruelty the Englilh were not able to 
bear, it forcing tears from their eyes ; yet did not tae 
f rnappy vidbim ever relent, or Ihew any figns of u- 
n.itfn ; for, being afked by bis tormentors hew V, 
;,:ied the war ? he replied, be liked it very wcl:, and 
found it as fw-eet as Engliftimen did their fugar. In 
this frame he continued till his executioners had dealt 
with the toes of his feet as they had done with the fin¬ 
gers of his hands before ; all the time making him 
dance round the circle, and fingtill he had wearied both 
himfelf and them At laft they broke the bones of his 
legs, after which he was forced to fit down, which hii 
faid he filently did, till they knocked out his brains. 

Within a few days after, jooof the enemy with¬ 
in Plimoutb jurifdiaion being diftreffed with famine 
and fear of danger, came and fubmitted themfelves ta 
the government there ; but three of the company were 
prelently deteaed of a cruel murder, and villainous af- 
fault upon one Mr. Clarke'i heufe of Plymouth, by a 
well-minded fquaw that was among them (hoping that 
pofilbly fuch a dlfcovery would be pleaiing to the En¬ 
glilh) and accordingly adjudged forthwith to undergo 
condign puniftiment, which the reft that furrendertd 
ihenifelves, did not in the Icaft refent j fach kind cf 
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f’llains being alwav? exempted from cf favor and 
‘ercy. Thofe 200 that had newly furrendered ihem- 
felves, that they might give full proof oi their fidelity, 
offered to lead a party of the Englifit to a place not 
far off. where 20 more of the enemy might be 
{ed amongft whom alib was one known to be a bloody 
fflurdercr of an Englifhman the year before ; accord¬ 
ingly 8 Englifhmen took 14 of the faid Indtam, and 
the next day brought in all the aforefaid zo of the c- 
ntmy, together with the faid murderer, who was pre- 
fently after executed, and the rell taken into favor. 


It is affirmed alfo that five or fix Sachems of Cape- 
Cud, towards the eailern part of it, came with 300 Indi¬ 
ans to make peace with the EngHfli, on the 6ih of Ja- 
l), one of the faid Sachems earneftly defiring the En- 
Jlh that none of them might be fuffered to 
Ifong liquors to the Indians, the trading of which, 
;[)ffibly hath in a meai'ure contributed to the prefent 
Biifchiefs. 

The next day, ytb, a fraall party of ours,wn% 
a few friendly or chriftian Indians with them, killed 
and took feven of the enemy in the woods not far from 
Dedbam, oae of which was a Narrhaganfet Sachem, who 
either bimfelf informed, or by fome other at that tim'e 
eertain intelligence was brought to BoSen, that fome ot 
our enemy Indians had got' to Albany, informing peo¬ 
ple there, that they might the more eafily get powder 
Ind ammunition, that the Engllffi and they were novv- 
at peace. One of the faid Indians was the Sachem oj 
String field, a bloody and deceitful villian ; it is hoped 
that he is now taken in the fnare from whence he 
lhall not be fuffered to efcape. 


Philip by this time could net but think his ruin 
vas near at hand-; yet that he might, in imitation of' 
sim that ftlrred up al! this mifehief, exprefs the more 
ivrath becaufe he knew his time was but fnort, inten- 
Jed if Doffible to deftroy one more town before his o- 
vextj|i||^ came j wherefore^ en the luh ot 
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all the force he could get, or that he had left, he in. 
icnc’c l to fee upon Tauntan, having as was conceived, 
many hundreds in his company ; but his defign being 
llrangely difeovered by a negro whom they had taken 
captive a little before, that having ftved near the In. 
dians before, utiderftood much of their language, who 
making his efcape from them, acquainted the inhabi. 
tants with the plot ; who having timely notice, fu;. 
nifhed themfelves with ibldiers, whereby they were a. 
b!e to repulfe the enemy upon his firft approach ; fe 
as he only fired two houfes, and then fled away ; 
cfpt the Lcrd keep it h the city the watchman watchal) 
hut in •vain. 

The 22d of this month of July, as is hinted before, 
the companies fent from Concerd May 30th, up towardt 
H idhy, having fpent much time and pains in purfuit cl 
Philip all the country over (whom they could not ye/* 
overtake) having tired themfelves with many long and 
ftdicus marches through the defert woods, before they 
'•il^uined home, fomeof them were lent toward Mount- 
Hops, yet their labour was well improved, and follow* 
ed with good fuccefs at the laft : For in ranging thofe 
woods in Plymouth colony, they killed and took (by 
the help of Capt. Mo/elyh company, and Capt. Brat* 
tie's troop joining with Major Bradford's corape,ny of 
Piimeuth colony) an hundred and fifty Indians, with* 
out the iofs of a man. 

It was feared that Philip and his company would 
have returned into the Nipnet country, to prevent which, 
fevera! horfemen were lent to guard the paflage ; but 
he li.vkid about his own country in fwan'ps and o-her 
f'cret places, where he was as yet hid from the fight 
of [i\e enemy, although many times they hf^ppened to 
lodge very near him, inlomuch as an Indian captive 
promifed in two hours time to bring our foldiers tu the 
Very p!.-ce where he was ; but they not being able to 
pafs the rcareil; way, came a little too late ; tgf they 
bein r fb clofidy purlued, hafled away, leaviflj||piuch 
fef ihsir uetiflite behind them j their kettles boiling over 
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the fire, their dead unhurried, and 20 of their party 
,vere overtaken, that fell into theEnglilh hands : Phi^ 
lip hirafelf, and fome few of his Itragling followers 
making their efcape by a raft over an arm of the lea, 
info another neck of land on Pccajfit fide, not daring 
to trull: himfelf any longer \nMetapoi/tt woods, fo full 
of our Englilh foldiers, as well thofe of Plimouth, as 
of the Majfachufets colony, who every day meet¬ 

ing with fome of his party, mutm leflcned his number. 
Capt. Church, that adive and u^nwearied commander 
of Plimouth colony, was at this time as well as long 
before, out upon the chace with but 18 Englilh, and 
22 Indians that were friends, had four feveral engage¬ 
ments with Pbilifs party, wherein he fpoiled 76 oi 
the enemy, without the lofs of one of his own men. 
In feveral of thefe Ikirmilhes thofe Ind’ans that upon 
fubmillion had their lives given them, have done no¬ 
table fervice in hunting out the enemy in all their 
lurking places. 

At another time they took Philip*% fquaw, and one 
of his chief coirncellors ; and about the lame time ano¬ 
ther Sschem about Pocafftt, with 40 Indians fubrnitted 
himself to the government of Plimouth, on promif* of 
life and liberty. It feemed that now the time of our 
deliverance was come, and the time alfo for the de- 
ftrudion of our enemies : For the laft weck_ in July 
the Ueffachufets underllanding that fome Indians were 
feen roving up and down the woods about Dedham^ 
almoft Itai ved for want of viduals, fent a fmail com¬ 
pany cf 26, with about 9 cr 10 chrifiian Indians, 
who purfued and took 5c3 of the enemy, without any' 
lots to the Englilh ; at which time alfo a great quan¬ 
tity nf wampumpeag and pawder were taken from the 
enemy. That which increafed this vidtory was the 
Haughter d Pemham, who was one of the llrutell and 
molt valiant Sachems that belonged to the Narrha- 
ganfeis, whofe courage and ftiength was fo great, that 
after he had been marfally wcunded in the fight fo as 
he could not Hand, yet catching hold of an ErgHlhrnan 
that by aucident cauie near hii», had dor.e him an in- 
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jury if he had not been prefently rcfcued by one of hi* 
neighbours. Anaongft the rell of the captives at that 
time, was one of the faid Pomham's fons, a veiy likely 
youth, and one whofe countenance wou’d have befpoke 
favor for him, had he not belonged to fo bloody and 
barbarous an Indian as his father was. 

These fuccefTes baing daily fpread abroad among 
the Indians, put many of them into a trembling con¬ 
dition, not knowing yell how to difpofe of themfelves. 
Some that had been lefs adlive in thefe tragedies, and 
were rather led by others, than any wife inclined to 
mifehief themfelves, ventured to fubmit themfelves, 
of which number was one of Nipnet Sachems, called 
Sagamore John, who July 27th came to furrender 
himfelf to the Governor and Council of the MaJJachu- 
Jett at Bojlon, bringing along with him 180 of the 
enemy Indians. This John, that he might the more 
ingratiate himfelf with the Englilh, whofe friendlhip 
he was now willing to feck after, did by a wile get 
into his hands one Matoonas, an old malicious villian, 
who was the firll that did any mifehief within the Maf~ 
Jachn/ett co\ox\y, July 14th, 1675 ; bearing an old 
grudge againft them as is thought, for juftice that was 
done upon one of his fons 1671, whofe head ever fince 
hangs upon a pole near the gibbet where he was hang¬ 
ed up : The bringing in of this malicious caitif was 
an hopeful prefage that it w'ould not be long before 
Philip himfelf, the grand villian, would in like man¬ 
ner receive a juft reward of his wiekednefs and murders. 

Sagamore John, who came in-the 27th of July^ 
affirmed that he had never intended any mifehief to- 
the Englifb at Brookfield the laft year (near which vil- 
lage it feems his place was) but that Philip coming 
over night amongft them; he was forced, for fear of 
his own life, to join with them againft the Englilh. 
Matoonas alfb when he was brought before the Council, 
and alked what he had to fay for himfelf, confefted 
that he had rightly deferved death, and could expeft 
no other, adding withal, that if he had foUewed their - 
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counfel, he had not come to this ; for he had feemed 
to favor the praying Indians, and the chriftian religion, 
but like Simon Magus, by his pradice afterwards dif- 
covered quickly that he had no part nor portion in that 
matter. 

About this time feveral parties of Englilh withm 

flimou'.h jurifdidlion, were willing to have a hand in fo 
good a matter as catching of would be, who 

perceiving that he was now going down the wind, were 
willing to haften his fall. Amongft others, a Imall 
party went out of Bridgo^Mattr,'Julj 3 id,upon discovery, 
and by providence were diredded to fall upon a com¬ 
pany of Indians vs hsre Philip was ; they came up with 
them, and killed fome of his particular friends } Phi¬ 
lip himfelf was next to his uncle that was ftiot down, 
jnd had the foldier that had his choice which to fhoot 
3t, known which had been the right bird, he might as 
well have taken him as his uncle ; but tis faid that he 
had net long cut off his hair that he might not be 
known : The party that did this exploit were few m 
number, and therefore not being able to keep together 
clofe in the rear, that cunning fox efcaped away through 
bufties undifcenied in the rear of the Englifli : That 
which was mod remarkable in this delign, wa^ that 
trembling fear appeared to be upon the Indians at this 
time, infomuch that one of them having a gun in his 
hand, well loaded, yet was not able to fire it off, but 
fuffered an Englifh foldier to come clofe up to his bread, 
and fo Ihot him down, the other not being able to 
make any rcfiftance j nor were any of the Enghfh hurt 
at this time. 

The like terror was feen in others at that time, for 
within two days after Capt. Church, the terror of the 
Indians in Plimouth colony, marching in purfuit oiPhi¬ 
lip, with about 30 Englifhmen and 20 reconciled In¬ 
dians, took of the enemy, and the next day follow¬ 
ing^ them by thetr tracks, fell upon their head quarters, 
and killed and took about 130 of them, lofing only one 
man. In this engagement God did appear m a more 
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than ordinary manner to fight for the Englifti, for th 
Indians by their number, and o.her advantages of {ij, fir 

place, were fo conveniently-provided, that they tniglu 

have made the firil (hat at the Englilh and done the® f 
much damage, bat one of their own countrymen ij fe 
Capt. Church'^ company efpying them, called aloig 
unto them in their own language, telling them that if h 
they Ihot a gun they were all dead men ; with whiefi if 
they were fo amazed, that they durft not once offer to t! 
fire at the Englifh, which made the vidtory the motj 
remarkable. Philip made a very narrow efcape at that 
time, being forced to leave his treafures, his belovtj i 
wife and only fen, to the mercy of the Englilh. Skit 1 
for Jhi/t, all that a man hath nuHl he give ftr^ Ar'r/r/j, |i 
His ruin being thus gradeally carried on, his mifery 
was not prevented but augmented thereby ; being him- 
felf made acquainted with the fenfe and experiincntal 
feeling of the captivity of his children, lofs of friends, 
fiaughter of his fubjj£ls, bereavement of all family rj. 
lations, and being ftripped of all outward comforts, W 
fore his own li^ (hould be taken away. Such a fen. 
tente palled upon Cain, made him cry. out, that hh 
punijhment nuas greater than be could bear. Ihis 
bloody wretch hath one week more to live an obj 'dlof 
pity, but a fpeftacle of divine vengeance, his own fol- 
lovidls beginning now to plot againft his life, that t/iey 
might make the better terms for their own ; as tky 
did alfo feek to betray fqaaw Sachem of Pocaffet, Phi¬ 
lip's near kinfwoman and confederate. Fo.-, 

Auguji 6;h, an Indian willing to fhift for himfelf, 
fled to Taunton, ofFeriug'to lead any of the Englilh that 
would follow him, to a party of Indians, which they 
might eafily apprehend, which 20 perfons attempted, 
and accordingly feized the whole company, 26 in num¬ 
ber, all but the fquaw Sachem herfslf, who intending 
to make an efcape from the danger, attempted to get 
over the river, or arm of the fea near by, upon a raft 
or fome pieces of broken wood ; but whether tired and 
fpent with fwimming, or ftarved with cold and hua- 
ger, Ihe was ftark naked in Metapoifet, not far from 
the water fide, which made fosne think that fhe was 
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I, U [lalf-drowned, and fo ended her wretched life juft 
i • that place where the year before ftie had helped 
to make his efcape ; her head being cut off and 
ft upon a pole in Taunton, was known by fonae Indi- 
I j^en prifoners, which fet them into an horrible 
i fomentation ; but fuch was the righteous hand of God 
I'n bringing at laft that mifehief upon themfelves,which 
lljiey had without caufe long aaed againft others. 

i PHILIP} like a favage wild beaft, having been 
tuntcd by the ErgUlh torces thro’ the woods above an 
jjundred miles bacieward and forward, at laft was dri¬ 
ven to his own den upon Mount-Hope, where he reti- 
jed with a few of his beft friends into a fwamp, which 

I ' proved but a prifon to keep him faft till the me/Tengers 
of death came by divine permilGon to execute ven- 
^ance upon him, which was thus accomplilhed. 

Such had been his inveterate malice and wicked- 
tefs againft the Englifh, thatdefpairing of mercy from 
[hero, he could not bear that any thing (hould be fug- 
' felled to him about a peace, infomuch that he caufed 
one of his confederates to be killed for propounding 
on expedient of peace ; which fo provoked feme of his 
company, not altogether fo defperate as himfelf, that 
one of them (a relation to him that was kUled) fled to 
Ihode-lfiandy whither the brave Captain Church was 
newly retired to recruit his men for a little time, being 
much tired with hard marches all that week, inform* 
ing them that Philip was fled to a fwamp in Mount- 
EuW whither he would undertake to lead them that 
would purfue him. This was welcome news, and the 
; beft cordial for fuch martial fpirits ; whereupon he 
immediately, with a fmall company of men, part En- 
olilh and part Indians, began another march, which 
Lll prove fatal to Philip, and end thatcontroverfy be- 
between the Englilh and him : For coming very ear¬ 
ly to the fide of the fwamp, his foldiers began to fur- 
round It, and (whether the devil appeared to him in a 
dream that night, as he did unto Saul, foreboding his 
! tragical end, it matters not) as he was endeavoring to 
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make bis cfcape out of the f»vamp, he was /hot througli 
the heart by an Indian of his own nation, as it is faid, 
that had all this while prcferved a neutrality until] this 
time, but now had the carting vote in his power, by 
which he determined the quarrel that had been fo long 
in fufpenfe. In him is fulfilled what was faid in thi 
prophet, IVo to thee that and thtu ^ajl n$t 

/juiled, and deahji treachercujlj^ and they dealt not trea- 
ehtronjly (with thee ; when thou jhalt ceafe to fpoil thou 
Jhalt he /polled^ and n.vhen thou Jhalt make an end to dial 
treacheroufij, they Jhmll deal treachereujly nuitb thee. 

With Philip at this time fell five of his trulliefi 
followers, of whoril one was /aid to be the fon of hij 
chief captain, that had /hot the firft gun at the Englilb 
the jear before. This was done the 12th day of du- 
gujl, 1676, a remarkable teftimony of divine favor to 
the colony of Plimouh, 'fiho had for their former fuc- 
cefles, appointq^ the 17th day oi Auguji following, to 
be kept as a day of folemn thankfgiving to Almighty 
God. There having been fo ftrange a turn of provi¬ 
dence obfervcd in the late fucce/Tes obtained in and a- 
bout Plimouth colony, it may not be amifs here to en¬ 
quire into the occafions that did lead thereunto, an 4 
alfo into the' progrefs and continuance thereof, after 
the /laughter of Philip that grand rebel. 

In the preceedlng narration frequent mention hath 
been made of one Captain Church, whom God hath 
made an inrtruroent of fignal vidories over the Indiani 
in that colony, and of great advantage in that refpefl 
to that whole jurifdiftion. It happened that the faid 
Capt. Church Ibme time in June, of this prefent year 
1676, parting over in a canoe from Pocajfet to Rhodes 
JJland, as he ufed frequently to do, (having had much 
employment upon the faid neck of land fo called) feve- 
ral Indians wbrnm he had known before at Laktnham, 
a village near Plimouth, beckoned to him, as if they 
had a mind to /'peak with him ; he having had fo 
much experience as well as others of their treachery, 
was not willing to adventure too haftily to come near 
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them ; but when they Teemed to urge very much, and 
made figns to him, and at laft laid down their guns in 
his fight, he began to think with himfclf there might 
he fornething in the matter more than ordinary, there¬ 
fore he relblved to go a little nearer to the (liorc. and 
then he perceived they had a great mind to ffcak with 
him. ^ importunity for that end, infoarucu 

that'hc ventured to go a-ftiore amongft them, having 
but one Englifnman and two Indians \yith him ; he di- 
itfled them to keep ofF the canoe while he difcoin fed 
„ith the Indians on ihore. As foon as he came amor g 
them, they told him they were weary of fighting, and 
that they had fought To long by Philip'^ inlligarion, 
tof they could not tell for what end, and therefore \ve:e 
fefolved they would fight no longer, and all they dc- 
fired of him was, that he would make way for thnrt 
to the Governor, that they might live quietly among(h 
\he Englilli as they bad done before, and that they 
I fculd deliver up their arms, or would go out with them 
//he pleafed to accept of them, and fight for him ; to 
that end they defired a time to parly with him further 
about that bufinefs, at what time and place he would 
appoint : He told them he would meet them two day» 
after at Seaconet, a place up higher upon the f^id nedr, 

I about 12 o’clock ; accordingly he came to the (aid 
place, and found the fame Indians, with Tome others, 
and their Sunkc Squaw, or chief woman of that plan¬ 
tation, there ready to meet him. 

ApTEti they had fallen into difeourfe about the be¬ 
ginning of the war, as well as ibe fuccefs and mifehitf 
of it, they would have put the blame off from thern- 
felves, and laid it upon the Englitfi But he prefentiy 
convinced them by an undeniable evidence, that they 
lira began the war : For faid he,_ upon tnis Por^JU, 
July yth, 1675, you firtt fought with Tome of tihee’e- 
l/land, whereof o-ne, was ray own fervant, whefe leg 
you broke, and the fame day you flioc at myfelf and 
company, before ever we meddled with you. They 
svete To fully convinced herewith, that they found no- 
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thing to reply, but fell into other difeourfe about a 
peace, which they feemed very deiiroiis to obtain upo^ 
any equal terms, as was faid before. There were a- 
bout rilteen of the Indians prefenr, befides their Sunke 
Squaw (which is with us their Governefs or Lady) ii^ 
conclufion they engaged forever after to leave Philip, and 
to go out with him ; which they did forthwith, as loon as 
he had obtained a peace for them with the Governor. 

It is here to be obferved, that thefe were not pro¬ 
perly Philip's Indians, but belonged to the Seacontt 
Squaw, who was nearly related to Philip, and her fub, 
jedts had hitherto fought in Philip's quarrel, till they 
faw nothing but mifery and mifehief like to be the if. 
fueofitto themfelves, as well as their neighbours. 
About 20 or 30 of thefe Seaconet Indians have conftandy 
gone out with Capt. Church ever fince, and not only 
been faithful and ferviceable to him, but very foccefs- 
ful in every enterprize they have gone about, nor hath 
he loll any of them in any fkirmilh with the other In. 
dians ; And it is faid that this aft of thefe Indians 
broke Philip's heart as foon as ever he underllood it, 
fo as he never rejoiced after, or ,had any fuccefs in any 
of his defigns, but loit his men one time after another, 
till himfeif at laft fell into the hands of thofe under 
Capt. Church's command ; For at the fwamp when 
Philip was flain, Capt. Church appointed an Englilh- 
rnan and an Indian to Hand at fuch a place of the 
fwamp, where it happened Philip was breaking away ; 
the morning being, wet and rainy, the Englifhman’s 
gun would not fire; the Indian having an old mulket 
with a large touch-hole, it took fire the more readily, 
with which Philip was difpatched, the bullet palling 
.direftly through his heart, where Joab thrull his darts 
into rebellious Abfalom, 

Thus did divine vengeance retaliate on this noto¬ 
rious traitor, that had againft his league and covenant 
rifen up againfl the government oiPlimouth, to raife 
up againft him one of his own people, or one that was 
in league with himj as he was with the Englilh : The 
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Indian that did this execution was called /Aderman, cf 
Siaccnet, that had never dene any aO of hoflility againft 
the Engiilh. By theie paffiges it is manifefi, that as 
tke hearts if all are in the hard of God, fo he turns them 
as hi pleefes, either to favor his people, or to hale and 
deal fubnJly with his fervants, as feems gcod to him. 
Since this engagement with the Seacmet Indians (to 
leave Philip, and to go with Capt. Church) it is cre- 
dib'y affirmed, that fuch hath been their fuccefs, that 
i;ncc June aforefaid, lo the end of Odcher follow¬ 
ing, there have been 700 Indians fubdued, either by 
liiiiing or taking captive, by means of Capt. Chinch 
and bis company, part Indians and part Ecgliffi, be- 
fides 300 that have come in vo!unta."i!y to fubmic ihern- 
felves to the government of Plimwh. It appears thus 
fay the f quel of ihitigs, that after the Lcrd.hath ac- 
corr.piilhed his-work upon bis people, a.nd he is be¬ 
ginning to call h^s enemies .tc an account, and punifb 
^lem for the pride of their hearts, and for ah thoii 
tieachery and cruelty againft his fervants. Philip's 
Cap ains have run the fame fate with himfclf, fume 
before and feme ftnee his own fall. 

In June laft ow 'Tiapq, a great Captain cf his, his 
wife and child, or children being taken, though he 
efcaped liiinfelfat fi.rft, yet caiiie lin.ee ^nd, furrendeied 
himfelf. The next noted, .Captain ol.Philip's Indians 
that was bicughc ia «fter Pallip'^-- death, vvas called 
Hejpiquin, h notOr>wa|^^ viflaio,. next.to Phihp, he was 
called the black Sacliem’s fon ; It was this Te/p.-quin 
that burnt fo many houfes in. Plitnouth lately. Capt. 
Church with his company were in purfult of him in 
Stptemher laft, two days before they could get near him, 
at the laft, on the third day, they found the track made 
by the faid Tefpiqums parly, a.' they went to fetch ap¬ 
ples from the Engliffi cichards ; 'J'His .was foinethiug 
of a blind track, therefore they were forced to lake up 
their quarters that night vvithouf difeovering any place 
of their rendezveus, The next morning about 9 o’clock 
they came to their lirft rendezvous, from which ifley 
vierc juft gone : A; 1 o’clock they came lo the fecund, 
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and miffing them there, they foon after came to the 
third track, wherein after they had marcticd a while, 
they perceived they grew very near theP, by the cry. 
ing of a child which they heard : The p ^ce was niat 
Lahnham, upon Pocaffet neck, fo full 0^ bulhes that a 
nun could not fee a rod befoffe him : h-apt. Ciourch 
ordered his men to march up together in one rank, 
becaufe he difeovered the Indians were laid m one 
range by feveral fires, fo that by that time tney al] 
came up into an even rank very near together, wl.hk 
a few yards of them, as he had apponted, they all 
fuddenly ruffied together in upon the?i, and catched 
hold of theri^, not fuffering any to efcapC, there being 
about fifty of them in all ; Tefplquin'% w. c snd children 
were there, but he was abfent, as alfo cne Jacoby and 
a girl that belonged to that company. The Captain’i 
halle would not admit of his tarrying tiH they came iij, 
(though the Indians faid they might come that nigbt) 
v,herefore he thought upan this projea, to leave uvo 
old Squaws upon the place, wrh vidja's, apd bij ^ 
them :e;I Te/piq^in that he ffiould be hh Captain over 
his Indians if he was found fo ftout a 
ported him to be ; for the Indians hac faid that p/ 
tiquin could not be pierced by a bullet, for faid they, 
he was (hot twice, but the bullets glanced by him and 
could not hurt him. Thus the Captain marched away 
with his booty, leaving this trap behird him to take 
the reft : The next morning he came to fee what hij 
trap had catched, there he found Jacob aforefaid (a no¬ 
torious wretch) and the girl he miffed before, but not 
Terpiquin : But within a day or two after the laid 
Tt/piqnin, upon the hopes of being m'.de a Captain 
under Capt. Church, came after fome of the company, 
and fubraitted himfelf in the Captain s abfence, and 
was fent to Plimoutb, but upon trial (vhi:h was th« 
conditian on which his being proraikd a Captain s 
commiffion under Capt. Church did depend) he was 
found penetrable by the Engliffi guns, for he fell down 
at the firft ih )t, and thereby received the juft reward 
nf his .f)! tner wickednefs. About a formight after thi 
mrpr'fing olTtfpiquin, was one Tata/ini company, ti- 
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t-n wherein were above 50 perfons ; but ’Tolafcn ei' 
caped, and is Hill out in lebellion, unlcfs ven£ea*c« 
jjath overtaken him fincc. 

The next that wasfeized was one Annanvan, a very 
fubtle, politic fellow, and one of Philip'^' chief ccun- 
fellors ; he had about twelve men, and as many wo- 
Bjen and children in his cempany, who were difcovtied 
|)y their fhoocing at the Kngliflv hories, and cattle ; 
fome of whom being taken, they made known the reft. 
Capr. CJifurch at that time had but five Englilhmcn, 
and twenty Indians. The place where this Anr.awa* 
had betaken himfelf, was a Edge of rocks inacccllib c 
but at one place, which by a few hands might ranly 
have been defended againft a great number cfafiailants ; 
But Capt CWr-6 by diredion got up to their 
warns before they were aware of it ; and prefenuy tola 
lananvan tiiai he came to fup with him that night ; 
jhercuifon the faid Anna-^ar. (who had fallen flat up¬ 
on the earth, expcding to have his head cut efl) lock¬ 
ed up and cried taubut, in their language, thank you, 
as one being much afteded with the gcncrofity of our 
Engliflt Captain ; they found fomc of the Engluh beet 
boiling in their kettles : After fupper he had much 
difeoutfe with the faid they lay down _ to 

fieep together in the wigwam ; Capt. Church laying 
one of his legs upon Annawan^ and the oilier upon hii 
fon, that he might have notice if any of them efterea 
to ftir : After midnight Annavjan rofe up, and Capt. 
Church was prefenily awake, and intended to waten 
after his prifuner : He thought at fitft he might have 
gone forth upon fome neceffary occafion ; but not long 
a/ter he returned again, having fetched out of a Iwcmiiv 
hard by, two horns of powder, and a large belt cf 
peag, fuppok l to be FhiUy^ belt, .all which he oe- 
iivered to Capt. Church, in away of thankful ackuow^ 
kdgement of his counefy. AiiiOngft other difccori* 
ihi paflcd be.wcen them concerning the occ.;fion cf tht 
^■ar.and carrying of it on, ihelnUtan would fa.n havccx- 
euf-d Philip, and I..id the blame upon t ie 

a.^ 
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Indians (as they are diflinguiihed from others by that 
charader) and others of the younger fort of his follow, 
er?, who coming with their feveral tales (which he li. 
kened to flicks laid on a heap) till by the multitude of 
them, a great fire came to be kindled : I'hey maks 
much ufe of parabolical expreffions ; forfo faid Solomon, 
ivhere no nvood is, there the fire goeth out ; fo niobert 
there is no tale-hearer the Jlrift cea/eth, Prov. 26. 20. 
Buc Philip had had large and long experience of the 
gcntlenefs and kindnefs of the Englilh, both to him, 
felf and to his people, fo as unlefs he bad borne an 
evil and malicious mind againfi: the Englifh, he would 
never have hearkened to thofe (lories, contrary to hij 
faithful promife and allegiance. 

The faid Annetnuan confefTed alfo that he did be. 
licve by all thofe late occurrences that there was a 
great God that over-ruled all ; and that he had found 
ih.it whatever he had done to any or thofe, whetkt 
fitdians or flrglifh, the fame was brought upon him- 1 
felf in afer time. He confeffed alfo that he had put 
to death feveral of the Englifh, that they had taken 
alive, ten in one day, and could not deny but that 
fonie of them had been tortured,-and now he could 
not but fee the Jufiice of the great God upon himfelf, 
with many other things of a like nature. But whatever 
his confeffions of this nature were, being forced from 
him by the power of confcience, after be was delivered 
up to authority, he was put to death, as he julliy had 
deferved. 

Jt Is faid that Philip when he firft began his rebel¬ 
lion, had about 300 fighting men under him, befides 
tlicfe that belonged to his kinfwoman IVitamoL, drown¬ 
ed about'that had almoll as many under her; 
ar.d one Ipjienopin, a Narrhagan/et Sachem that lived 
ne.ir him, and jc ined with him in his tjuarrel with the 
Eiigiifli ; But it is certain that tliere aic fcaice afy 
tn:.\ are now left, that belonged to either of them : So 
a.though the Almighty hath made ufe of them to be a 
foe.urge to his pe.->ple, he hath now turned his hand 
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igainft them to their utter deftrudlon, anal extirpation 
from ofF the face of the earth, peradventure to make 
room for others of his people to come in their Head. 

As for the reft of the Nanhagan/tts that joined in 
Philip's, quarrel, it is already declared what end they 
were come unto. As for the reft of the Indians, whe- 
th.r Ni/mitj Najhaway, Pacomtuck, Hadley, or Spring- 
field Indians, it is not fo certain what is become of them ; 
but after their feparation one from the other about 
July laft, it was obferved by ail the tracks in thofe 
woods, they went ftill weftwird ; and ab mt the mid¬ 
dle oi Augujl laft, a great party of them were obferved 
to pafs by IVefifieldy a fmall town to the weft of Spring- 
hid, and were judged to be about 200 ; News there¬ 
of being brought to Major Talcot, he with the foldicrs 

C-.nneilicut colony under his command, both Indians 
and Englifti, purfued after them as far as .Aufatunncog 
river (in the middle way betwixt Wejifield and the 
Dutch river, and F^rt Albany) where he overtook 
them, and fought with them ; killing and taking 45 
prilcners, 25 whereof were fighting men, without the 
lofs of any one of his company fave a Mohtgin Indian : 
Many of the reft were badly wounded, as appeared by 
the bufties being much befmeared with b'ood, as was 
obferved by them that followed them a little further. 

It Is written fince from Albany, that there wer© 
fundry loft befides the 45 aforementioned, to the num¬ 
ber rf ihrccilcre in all ; and alfo that an 120 of them 
are fince dead of ficknefs ; fo that vergeance feems to 
he purfuing of them as well as the reft. Several of 
tieir friends that belonged to Na(hav:ay, and the 
places adjoining, repaired to Pa/ca aqua, hoping to 
Ihroud themfeives under the wings of fonie honefter In¬ 
dians about f^eebeeho, under pretence of a aeciaraticn 
lent out by the Governor and council cf the Mnjfachu- 
Jeii in the beginning G^July laft : But fome of oar 
fjrces under Capt. Hatherns and Capt. S/ 7 /, with the 
helpofMj.jor Walaen, Crpt. Frojl, and others refid- 
ing in thefe parts, being then in rcadinefs, feparaved the 
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vile and wicked from the reft, and fent them down ti 
the Governor at Bojion, where 8 or 9 of tne ring-lead^ 
ers, fuch as one eyed Jahn, Sagamore 8 amy of 'blajh. 
anoayi chief adlors of the late outrages and bloody mif. 
chiefs, had juftice done upon them foon after. As for 
the maflacres and calamities that befel the Englifti fur¬ 
ther eaftvvard, they fhall in the fecond part of thij 
narrative be declared. 

The Indians being thus difperfed feveral ways, wen 
flrangely confounded and dellroyed one parcel after a- 
nother, until there was none left in the weftern cr 
fouthern parts, that durft make any oppofition all the 
following part of the year. As for ihife that fled 
weftward toward Albany^ we lhall there leave them for 
the prefent, wilhing we may never hear any more of 
them : .4 perfon of quality informs, that at Hartferd 
in Septembtr laft, he was prefent at the examination of 
one ChoBs, an Indian, formerly of Ccnnefiicut, but one 
of the Narrbagan/et fort the laft winter, who confefisd 
that he was one of that company of Indians that went 
weftward the month before, toward Hud/tn'i river; but 
after the fight at Au/otunnoog, he fiid he returned back 
to Connedlicut for fear of the Mohan.vks ^ and that he 
lay hid about Farmington, till he was alinoft ftarved ; 
and then he went to the fea-fidc to make ufe of the 
<?yfter-bank at Stratford for his relief, whete he was 
©fpyed by the Indians, and fo brought to Hartford, 

He affirmed that there were above 250 fighting men 
amongft thofe Indians that fled weflward, befides wo¬ 
men and children ; and that near 200 of them paiTed 
the great river below Albany, and were fheltercd by 
the Indians cf that place, called Mohegander: ; but 
about 80 of them tarried on the hither fide ef that ri¬ 
ver, near a Dutch vi'lage. But he being convidted of 
fighting againU the E gliffi, was condemned to die, 
and executed about the fame time. Some few of the 
refl were Ikulking about the Nanhagan/et country the 
laft fall, hoping to fhelter themfelves under Uncas, bat 
ke not willing to give them counienanc* aga'.all the 
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jnind of his ftiends at ConneElicuty hath fi-nce abandoo- 
ed them to fhift f.>r themfeives, who have been moil of 
them taken and brought in prifonets to the Engliflt 
this winter. 

About the month of OSloher laO, Mr. Stanteu 
I chanced to come from Seaconk with 3 Indians in hi* 
company, Pequods or Mohegtnsy they hea'^ing by a 
captive at one of the next towns, that there was a nom- 
ber of the enemy not far off. prefently left Mr. Stanttu 
and purfusd after them, whom they foon after overtook, 
and made them all prifcners ; AinongU them was aa 
old man, not able to go their pace, but promifing to 
come after them, they fpared his life : But as foon ai 
the men returned at night from hunting, the old maa 
told them what had bcfel their women and children, 
whereupon the next morning they prefently f*!lo\viag 
after them, overtook them, and to recovered the p;i. 
fo.d^rs, and flew one of the three that carried them a- 
way ; the other two hard y efcaped ; one of them is 
called Major Symsn, bving part a Ptquod and part a 
l^arrhagan/ety but of extraordinary ftrength and cou¬ 
rage ; he perceiving the danger they were in, challenged 
t© fight hand to hand with any five of them with their 
hatchets ; but they unwilling to hang iheii fuccefs up¬ 
on the hazard of a lingle combat, came all towards 
him at once, whereupon firft difeharging his gun a- 
mongft the whole company, he broke through them 
all by force, and fo efcaped their hands, with one 
of his companions. This Symon hath been very aflive 
in killing and t aking many of the enemy ; fome fay 
that he with hii own hands hath taken and killed abo«: 
threefcore; and either cut of hatred to the enemy, or 
Jove to the Englifh, is this laft week gone with the 
foldiers to the eaftward, in purfuit of our quarrel a- 
gainft them in thofe parts. 

At another time not long before, when he wai out 
againft the enemy, he came fuddenly upon a great 
number of them as they were fpread under a fteep 
from whence leaping down ini* the midft oS 
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them, he killed fome and took others. Fighting k 
feems is a recreation to him, for is feldom at home 
above four or five days together Some fay that in 
one of his former expeditions, beitig tnach vve tried and 
fpent he laid himfelf down to fleep, but towards morn, 
ing he fell into a dream, wherein he apprehended the 
Indians were upon him, when fuddenly riling up he 
eipyed the Indians coming toward him, but fuddenly 
prefenting his guns againll them, he fo frighted them, 
that they gave him an opportunity naake an cfcape 
from a multitude of them. 

Since the beginning of December lad, news com¬ 
ing down to Bojion that mifehief \vas done about ^ea~ 
conk and Rehoboth, by fume remaining Indians thcrea- 
boutf, killing their fwine and hories, foveral perfons ] 
of Medfield went out after them, a^sd piirfuing them by 
their track, came upon a fmall party, of whom they 
took three, one of which efcaped while fome of*the 
company were going after the reft. Thofe that we:e 
taken confeffed there was about 60 that were lurking 
up and down in thofe woods. The faid two Indians 
were brought into BoJlon the 8th of January. 

A commiffion was formerly granted to Peter Ephra' 
itfi, an Indian of Natick, to go out in purfuit of them, 
with 29 of his company ; a few of the Englifh from 
went with him, who being footi tired with 
inarching in the fnow, returned. The Indians kept on 
in their defign, and came acrofs a confiderab.c party 
of the enemy, having traced ther^i till they found where 
they lodged over night ; they furrounded them early 
ih the morning, as their manner is, and then oftered 
them quarter if they would yield ; eight refoluie fel¬ 
lows refufed, who were inftjntly (hot, the reft were all 
feized, the whole number was 42. This was done a- 
bout the middle of January, fince which feveral fuch 
exploits have been done by them. Janua>y 23d, the 
fame company of Indians took 22 of ihs enemy, among 
whom were five able men, and fi/e arms ; they fjnt 
the prifoners home by five of their csmpmy, the reft 
went further in the chace, 
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January 26th, another parcel of the enemy n-ere 
brought in, eight in number, of whom five were men, 
aitiongfi whom was the Indian called Cornelius, who 
three years fince was indifted for killing an Enghlh- 
jnan’s cow ; upon which he is faid to have uttered fe- 
ygral threatning fpeeches, that he would kill Englifh- 
j,en and their cows too ; which was now remembered 
againft him, when he was in particular called to ac¬ 
count for having a hand in killing fome of the Englifli 
jad Indians alfo in league with us, for which he was 
/cntenced to die, and was accordingly exesuted the 
Ijth of February following. 

Concerning the reft of the Indians either in the 
colony of Plimouth, Conneiiicut, or the, MaJJachufetts^ 
there is no occurrence more of moment come to light 
fince the end of Auguji laft, fave what is laft mention- 
^ before ; yet it is very remarkable, that although 
ms of peace were offered to all that would come in 
id furrender themfelves (as appears by a declaration 
put out in July laft) and that a Nipnet Sachem called 
John, did thereupon with a number of his company 
come in and offer themfelves, and were accordingly fe- 
cured of their lives and other concernments ; yet did 
that treacherous villain make an efcape this winter 
from Capt, Prentice’s houfe (under whofe charge he 
was put, about Cambridge village) and with above 20 
more fled away into the woods to fhift for himfelf a- 
mongft the reft of his bloody companions ; they were 
foon after purfued, but had gone too faft and too far to 
be overtaken. Whether it were confeioufnefs of their 
own guilt, that having had a hand in the blood of the 
Englilh they feared vengeance hung over their heads ; 
or whether they liked no^he Englifh manners fo well 
as to be confined thereunto : Wild creatures ordinarily 
love the liberty of the woods better than the reftraint 
of a cage. They made none acquainted .with their 
Mgn before they went away ; and as yet little ac¬ 
count can be given of them, only it is known that one 
or two of their number have fince been killed, and 
j^at one or two of their families are entertained by Un- 
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eas, but what is become of the reft is uncertain ; therj 
were but fcven of the company men, fo they are not 
capable of doing much mifchief Some of ]atc have 
travelled through the woods to CcT.Ke^icut, but havs 
met with no Indians, nor did they hear of any in their 
palling between this place and that. 

And becaufe in the prefent narrative there hath 
been frequent mention made of Vncas the Mohegin ^ 
Sachem, and of his faithfulnefs to the intereft of thi 
Englifti, I add in this place, that it is fufpeded fey 
them that knew him heft, that in his heart he is no 
better affeftcd to the Englilh or their religion, than the 
reft of his countrymen, and that it hath been his own 
advantage that hath led him to be thus true to them 
who have upheld him as formerly againft the 
fo of late againft the Idarrhaganjets ; yet hath he not 
long fince been convinced of the truth of our religion, 
and vanity of his own, as himfelf hath folemnly con- 
fefled ; which will evidently appear by the. pafiage 
that follows, which I ftiall here reprefent juft as it was 
from under the hand of that reverend perfon it relates 
unto, namely, Mr, Fitch, pallor of the church at iVar- 
’Lvich, near unto* which Uncas^i place is. There was a 
great drought the laft fummer, but as it feems, it was 
more extresne in thofe parts than with us about the A/a- 
fachufits ; and although probably the Englilh might 
have prayed for rain themfelves without any motion 
from the Indians, yet their addrefs to the faid Mr. 
Fitch on fuch an account, with the confequences there¬ 
of, is very remarkable, which take in his own words : 

“ Concerning the drought, &c. the true narra¬ 
tive of that providence is this. In Augttft laft fuch was 
the want of rain, that the Indian corn was not only 
dried and parched up, but the apple trees withered, the 
fruit and leaves fell e ff as in autumn, and feme trees, 
feemed to be dead with that drought : the Indians

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town and did lament their want of rain, and 
ihit their pawawes cou’d get none in their way of woj- 
Ihip, dcfiring me that I would feek to God (or rain ; 

] 3p[5oiBtei a fail day for that purpofe ; the day being 
come, it proved cloar, without any clouds until !u« 
fetting, when we came from the meeting, and tht-n 
feme clouds r.rofe ,; the next day remained cloud 
then JJxcas with many Indians came to my houfe, Vn. 
(U lamented there was fuch want of rain ; 1 a&fd 
whether if God Ihould fend us rain he would not art! i- 
iate it to their pe>\va'*fes ; he anfwered no, for they 
had done their utteirooft and all in vain ; 1 lep'ied, if 
TOC will declare it before all thefe Indian?, vry 
ice what God will do for us ; for^althoi^gb thi;, year h« 
bath ihewn h:s anger againil the BngHfti, and not pniy 
sgainft the IndiaRs, yet he hath begun to faye at, rp.tI 
Ihave found by experience twice in the like cafe, vvhee 

fought him by falling and prayer, he hath gives 
(jrain, and never denyed u^. Then Unca/ »ad9 » 
great fpeech to the Indians (which were many) con- 
feffing that if God Ihoald then fend rain, it could not 
he aferibed to their powawing, but muil be acknow¬ 
ledged to be an anfwcr of our prayers. This day tha 
clouds fpread more and mote, and the next day ther* 
was fuch plenty sf rain, that our river refe more than 
two foot in height.” 

Br all that is recorded in the foregoing narrative, 
there are none into whofe hands it iuall come, but 
will be fenfible that the prefent time hath bten a day 
ofgreat rebuke and trouble to the poor people foj' urn- 
ingin this wildernefs, upon whom fundry calamitici 
have broke irx at once this laft, as well as in the loru- 
cr years : In many places they have been viHtcd with 
iicknefs a.nd mortality, more than in many years before, 
depriving them of many worthy and ufeful perfons ; 
imOngft others the Icfs of Mr. Jihn Ifintbrop, the late 
worthy Governor of the colony of ConneSlicut, is ns it 
ought to be, much lamented by all, who died at B(j‘ 
m, the 5th of/f/-?/, 1676, in the 73CI year ofhiiags, 
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whither he was cccafionally called the lad winter, to 
fit wi h the reft of the Commiftioners of the uni'ed co, 
lonies, to confult about the great affairs of them, no» 
newly engaged in thefe troubles from the Heathen. 
He was tne eldeft fon of the famous Govemor ef the 
Majfachufets, deceafed March 26, 1649, Prolts fml 
lima parenti. The memory .of the father, though he 
died fo long ago, yet ftill lives in the minds of the 
Surviving generation, and is like to continue much 
longer by the remembrance of the many eminent vir. 
tues found in this the eldeft of his offspring, who being 
rot long after, or about that time called to take up 
his refidence in that colony, was by the importunity of 
the people there, prevailed with to accept of the Go¬ 
vernor’s place, which for a long time after he fuftain- 
ed in that colony, though annually chofen thereunto; 
being lo well furnifhed with many excellent endow- 
ments, as well moral as political and philofophica], 
which rendered him moft fit to be an healer of that 
.people. 7 ’hough we are dealing in asothcr fnbjeft, 
yet fhall not we pafs by his tomb as we go along, with¬ 
out paying the homage due to the memory of fo ho¬ 
norable a gentleman. 

After all the aforementioned calamities and troq- 
bles, it pieafed Go 3 to alarm the town of Bcjlon^ and 
in that the whole country, by a fad fire, accidentally 
kindled by the carelefnefs of an apprentice that fet up 
too late over night, as was conceive 1 ; which began an 
hour before day, continuing three or four days, in which 
time it burned down to the ground 46 dwelling houfes, 
befiJes other buildings, together with a large meeting- 
boufe. Some mercy was obferved mixt with the judg¬ 
ment ; for if a great rain had not continued all the 
time (the roofs and walls of their Ordinary buildings 
■.cciHifting of fuch corabuft-ible matter) that whole end 
of *116 town^had at that time been confumed. Where¬ 
by ^ve fee that God by his provide.nce can turn oar 
dwellings into afhes, without the help of either foreign 
or domeftic enemies. Which confideration may awak¬ 
en all from fecurlty and coaiidence in thefe uncertain 
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and unflable pofftffions, that have no firmer foundation, 
that may fo foon after their firll ereftion he eaten up 
by the flames of fire, before the iron teeth cf time have 
bad leifure to devour and feed upcE ifei*. 

God grant that by the fire cf all thefe jutlgment*,. 
tfiC may be purged from cur drofs, and become a more 
rtfined people, as vciTels fitted for our maker’s ufe.

A NARRATIVE OF THE INDIAN WARS TN 
NEW-ENGLAKD from FISCATAaUA TO- 
PEiVhMAQUlD. 

T he occafion, life and progrefs cf the war with 
the Inoians in the fouthen and weP.cin pajtscf 
together with theiffue and fuccefis there- 
ef, hath^n the former part of this nanative been al¬ 
ready declared. Before an enterance be n.aJe into a 
rilation of thofe trontles that befel the eaftern and corih- 
ern parts of the faid country from’ the Indians ink’-bu- 
ing thofe parts, it will be requifite to give fome ge¬ 
neral defeription of the place, as being lefs frequented,, 
and fo mote urknown than the other, like Herat’s 
that wfed to blazoc the field before they meddl# with 
the charge, as an hiitorian once faid, that fo the rea¬ 
der may not mifs the truth in a ftory, by being un¬ 
acquainted with the pl.'t.ces conneded with tV e difeomfe. 
Briefly therefore, that more coil and pains be notfpent 
in the furveyittig a barren and rocky country, than will 
quit coft (the liil or border here being known to be 
worth more than the whole cloth) that whole track of 
lard being of little w'. rth, unlefs it were /or the bor¬ 
ders thereof upon the fea coail, and fome ipots and 
fkirts of more dcfvable Land upon the banks ct fome. 
rivets, how rr.uch focvcr it be valued by ‘hem rhat 
know nothing thereof, hut by the uncertain and fallib.e 
reports of fuch as have only failed by the country, or 
viewed fome of the rivers and havens, but never pafTcd 
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through the heart of the continent. * he whole belrj 
fcarce worth half thofe mens lives that have been loft 
thefe two laft years in hopes to fave it. 

This north pzrt of firA, like 

Zarah, put forth its hand, thereby inviting the ad. 
venturers to twiA the fcarlet thread ^of their hopes a. 
bout the fame ; by that aufpicious beginning they wer# 
ready to promife themfelves great profpCfity in having 
that advantage before others to p’ant and people that 
part of the country. But that f?ir •pportunity was al. 
moA quite loft by Tome fatal and milchievoiis accident* ] 
happening foon afrer that noble enterprlze was 
on foot, as hath been already in part, and may uereaf. 
»er be more fully declared. 

The As a place that ever was poAcAed by the En- 
tliAi, in hopes of making a plantation in ihtfe parts, 
was a trad of land •n the weA fide of the river Kem^ 
kecky then called Sagatavu$ck, li»ce Saga^abock. 0. 
»her places adjoining were foot after feized and im¬ 
proved for trading and fiAiing. The more remote and 
furtheA northward at this time belonging to the En- 
gliOi {penobfxot ftrty years fince being furprized by the 
French, and by them held to this day) is called Pemma- 
quid, diAant feven or eight leagues from Kennebeck, and 
IS the utmoA boundary of Neriv- England, being about 
forty leagues diAant from the mouth of Pi/cataqua ri¬ 
ver. Pemmaquid is a very commodious haven for Aiips, 
and hath been found very advantageous to fuch as ufed 
to come upon thefe coaAs to make fifhing voysges ; 
fouth-weA or fourh-eaft from whence about fix or feven 
leagues, lies an iAand called Monhiggon, of much ufe 
on the fame account for filhing, it lying three or four 
leagues into the fea from DamariPs, cove, a place of 
like advantage for the Aages of filhermen in former 
times. There have been for a long time feven or eight 
confiderable dwellings,about Pemmaquid, which are 
accomodated with paAure land about the haven for 
i'teding cattle, and fome fields alfo for tillage ; all th* 
}««d igjprovable for fucli ufes being already take* 
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up by Aich a number of inbabitants as is already men- 

In the mouth of the river Kenneheck lies a confider- 
able ifland called Aroixftcky forae years fir.ee purcha- 
fed by Major Clarke and Capt. Lake, two merchant# 
itiBofton, on which they built feveral large dwellings, 
with a warehoufe and many other edifices near the wa¬ 
ter fidt'j it being intended by the cvvr.crs^ for a place 
of trading as well as planting ; there being many of 
lac fea-ed there fit to carry on each tlcfign ; where al- 
fo was built a fort, which if it had been carefully de¬ 
fended, might have proved the defence and fecurity of 
all that fide af the country, as it ufed to be their ma- 
pzHtc. Up higher beyond the river Kenneheck, four 
leagues eafiward toward Pernmaquid, is another cenfi- 
derable river called Sheep/cct, upon the banks of which 
were many fcattered planters, who Iat#Iy fiyiog from 
their dwellings for fear of the Indians, left as was juog- 
fd, a thoufand head of neat cattle lor the ufe of the 
Indians that made the late infuneaicn againft the in¬ 
habitants of thofe parts, bcfides thj.r fields and barn# 
full of corn. There is another river that iffues into 
Kenneheck a little higher upfmto the country, called 
^pjc»t, that comes down from behind CaJ'co-Bay. I his 
Pegypfcct is the feat of the Amofeegging IndiaiiS, who 
have had a great, if not a principal ’hand in the late 
mifehiefs. ; , » 

Some few leagues to the fouth of Kenneheck Ires tne 
famous and fpacious haven called Cafea-Bay, the north 
call cape of which Is made by an ifland called Bagm-i ; 
the fouthern or oppofite point of land is called Cape- 
Elitanbeth. Within the befom of this bay, being abcu: 
eight or nme leagues over at the mouth of it,^ are^ a 
•great number of fmall illancis, many of them bcingin- 
habited by hihermeo and others ; one of the principal 
of thofe is called ’JenveU-IJland. There are niany pla¬ 
ces about this bay fit ti make comnsodious haotrations, 
and on the fi luh fide of it is a fmali village called 
Falmouth ; all, or mod of it lately deftrojed by ika- 
Indians, 

R z 
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Not far from Cafco, to the fouthward or fouth-welJ, 
ftill is a river called Spur'^^ick, over againft which liej 
Rich!!}on£i-\^\a.n^y not far from the mainland, being di- 
vided therefrom by a fmall channel, fordable at low 
water ; it hath for a long time been the feat of Mr, 
Jordan, in right of Mr. fVinter, the former if not the 
firil proprietor thereof, whofe daughter he married. 

T'ik next plantation fouthvvard h Cci'Mi Scarborough, 
a fajail village leated upon Black-Point, over againft 
which is another point, for dillinflion from the former, 
called B'ue-Point. This Black-Point was lately the 
fea: of Mr. JoJfelin, being a parcel of the prcvii^e ot 
Blaine, or falling within the precindts thereof, a* was 
f.)fincriy by patent granted to the faid JoJJelin or his 
predeceifors, fince purchafed by-Mr. ScattOy oi Bojion, 

Sr-.co river Kes n’Xt m order to Vijeataqua^ a nav/. 
g ib!e river, where Mf jor Phillips had a commodioM 
lituation lately ; at '.ht; mouth of which river lies Wn- 
ter-Hurbonr, encompafi’ed on one lide by a neck o(t 
land, formerly the property of one Mr. Winter, whole 
name it ftill retains, but lately purchafed by Major 
Penaletcn, where he enjoyed a very comfortable feat 
and habitation.^ 

There is another harbour lying a little fouthward 
cf Saco, made by that \vh ch is called Cape-Perpuijt ; 
a convenient feat for fifhermen, as are moft of the o- 
ther places above-named. Between Capt-Porpmfe 
Pijeataqua there are but two fmall towns more, (tho’ 
atnbitioos of great names) the one called W'^ells, and 
the other 7'crk. Wells is fcated upon a fmall river cr 
creek alrording a fmall harbour fit only for barks and 
finalier vcftels ; on each fide of which town lies a fmail 
rivLT, the firft called Kennehunk, the fecond Magun- 
tuck. The other town is Tork, formerly known by 
the name oi Agamenticus, from a high hill of that name 
■nut f.ji thcrefrorri. The point of land which lies be¬ 
tween the faid towns, is called Capc-Nidduck, rnaking 
a liBull harbour likewile, into which ilTues another 
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pretty river, on the banks of which is fituateJthe town 
oiTork. All or moft of the forementioned towns and 
plantations are feated upon and n.ear fome greater or 
leffer river, whofe ftreams are principally improved for 
driving of faw-mills, thofe late inventions fo ufeful for 
the deltruftion •f wood and timber, efpecially of firr- 
trees, which do fo abound in thofe coafts, that there is 
fcarce a river or creek in thofe parts that hath not 
fome of thofe engines ere£led upon them. 

The upper branches of the famous river of Pifeata- 
qua being alfo employed all of them that way, name¬ 
ly, Sturgeon Creek, Salmon Fallsy Ne^eche^wannickf 
^echecho, Oyjier River, Svaamfeet, Greenland, Lam- 
prey'Eele River, together with the towns of Exeter and 
Dover, fenced upon or near fome of the main branches 
thereof.' whofe principal trade is in deal-boards, cut by 
thofe faw-mills, fince their rift timber is near all con- 
fumed. On each fide of that fine navigable river of 
Pifeataqua, down towards the mouth of it, are feated 
on the north fide, the town of Kittery, (a long featter- 
ing plantation made up of feveral hamlets) on the louth 
fide the town of Portfmoutb, to which belongs the great 
iflaTid ly ing in the mouth of the faid river, a place of 
confiderable trade of late years, which, together with 
Sir'cJveberry Bank, the upper part of the faid town of 
Porifmouih, are the magazine, and chief or only place 
of trade and commerce for all the plantations betwixt 
it and Cajeo-Bay. All the faid plantations have in 
thefe two lad years, 1675 and 1676, felt more or lefs 
of the rage and cruelty of the barbarous and perfidious 
Indians belonging to that fide of the country, as fhail 
more particularly be declared in what follows, after a 
fhort difeourfe of the firft planting of that fide of the 
country, which may ferve as a kind of prologue to the 
the tollowing tragedy. 

This part of Nevo-England firft to be planted 
about the fame time vvith Firginia, viz. in the year 
1606. Ti'.ere the fir.ft letters patent granted by the 
King, for the limitation of Virginia, did extend from 
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34 to 44.'degrees of north latitude, and was divided in. 
to two parts, namely the firft and the fccond colony; 
the former was apprppriited to the city of Londm, thi 
other to the cities of Brijiol, Exeter, an l town of 
mouth, each of which had laws, privileges, and autho. 
rity for the government, and advancing their feveral 
plantations alike, as faith Cape, Smith in his hillory 
of Virginia and Nevo-England, This fccond colony 
of Eleiv -England, promifing but little advantage to 
the undertakers, by reafon of its mountainous and 
rocky firuation, found but few adventurers forward to 
promote the planting thereof, after the death of Sir 
John Pepham, who was the firft that ever p’oeured men 
or means to poflefs it ; for when the main pillars are 
removed, what can be expected but that the whole 
building fhould fall to the ground. Yet notwithftand- 
ing the difeouragements the firft planters met with in 
their firfl winter feafoning, in that cold and rocky de¬ 
fart (which made them all return home in the vest 
1608) Sir Francis Pepham, bis Ton, having the fhip» 
and provifion which remained of the company, and 
iupplying what was necefTary for his purpofe, fent di- 
vers times to the coaft for trade and fifhing, of whofa 
lofs or gain, as faith my amhor, himfelf was beft able 
to give an account: And fome of the fhips fent by 
him, and the Earl of Southhampton, with other noble 
adventurers, did bring home fome of the natives of the 
place in one of the following years, by whofe infor¬ 
mations fome of the firft undertakers were encouraged 
once more to try the verity of their hopes, and fee 
if poffibly they might find fomething that could induce 
a f-efh refolution to profecute fo pious and honorable 
a work. 

But in the mean time before there was yet any 
fpcech or endeavour to fettle any other plantation in 
ihofe parts, that about Sagadabock being thus aban¬ 
doned for the prefent, by the fijft undertakers, the 
Frenchmen immediately took the opportunity to fettle 
thsmfelves within our limits which being underftood 
by thofe oi Firginia, they difaectly taking into their 
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lonfideration the inconveniences that might arife hy 
fuffering ihem to harbour there. Sir Samuel Argal was 
fent with a commiflien to difplace them, which he with 
great difcretion, dexterity, and judgment, performed 
abcut the year 1613, which rqade tvay for the planta¬ 
tion at NovaScolta, granted afterwards by King Jamet 
to Sir JVilliam Alexander, one of his Majefty’s moft 
honorable council of Scotland. The faid Argal feiied 
(he forts which the Frenchmen had built at Mount 
llanfd, St. Crtix and Port Real, and carried awajr 
iheir ordnance and provlfi^ns to the colony of Virginia, 
to their great benefit. The faid places were held by 
the Englifh many yean after, till about the year 1635, 
by commifilon from the Scotch Lord aforefaid ; but 
how his light came afterwards to be alienated to any of 
the French nation, doth not concern us with rcferenc# 
to the bufinefs in hand, further to enquire. 

Things remaining in this poliure for the fpace of 
lear fevcn years, fomc of the firft adventurers appre- 
henfive of better hopes of good that might enfue by a 
frefh attempt, refolved to Tet the defign a foot a fecond 
time, to which end feveral Ihips were fent on that ac¬ 
count in the year 1615, but with as bad fuccefs as the 
former ; for in the year before, viz 1614, Capt. 
5«ir^,delirous to promote the colony of Ne^-EnglanJ, 
as well as' that of Virginia, came thither with two 
velTels, and returned back to England in the leaft of 
them, with intent to be there again that next year to 
promote rtie faid plantation ; but after he was gone, 
one Thomas Hunt, mafter of the (hip he left behind, 
like a difhoneft man, to prevent the carrying on the 
plantation, that he and a few merchants might wholly 
enjoy the benefit of the trade of the country, after he 
had made his voyage, feized upon 24 of the poor in¬ 
nocent natives, that in confidence of his honefty, had 
put themfelves into his hands, then clapping them un¬ 
der hatches, carried them away to Malego, whither he 
was bound with the filh he had made upon the coaft, 
for that market ; but this vile aft, although it kept 
lira for «ver after from any more e.mployment in thoft 
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parts, yet that was the leaf!: part of the mifchief that 
atcended his wicked praftice ; for upon the arrival of 
the adventurers fhip* the next year, two natives of the 
place that had been fome years in England, and com- 
ing back unto the faid (hips, as foon as they underltood 
the injury fo treacheroufly done to their countrymen, 
they contraded fuch a hatred againft our whole nation, 
that although one of the faid natives died foon after, 
yet the other called Epeno-w, fiudied how to be reveng. 
ed, w'hich he fo far f*und means to cffed, that he fruf. 
trated this fecond attempt of fettling a plantation ii 
thefe parts. 

Yet did not the adventurers call off all hope of car¬ 
rying on their defign, wherein Providence within a 
few years after fo favored them, that one or more of 
the favages, called Tijquamtum and Samoj'et, carried a- 
way by Hunt, was brought back to Newfoundland, 
from whence be was foon after conveyed by the prudent 
endeavor of Captain Ma/an (then Gavernor of ;ii 
plantation began upon ’Newfcundland') into the hanb 
of fome of the adventurers, by whofe means they ho¬ 
ped to work a peace betwixt the faid natives on that 
coaft where the fire had been kindled before ; for the 
adventurers employed Capt. Thomas Darmer, a prudent 
and indufirious gentleman, to fettle the affairs of the 
plantation, now a third time revived again about Kn~ 
nebeck, about the year 1619. By his prudence anti 
care a lafting peace was made betwixt the natives ef the 
place and the Englifh, who were but a little ijefore fo 
abhorred by them, for the wrong formerly received, fo 
as the plantation began at laft to profper, and continue 
in good likitjg, and afforance of the friendfhip of their 
neighbours tfat had been lately fo exalperated againft 
them. This Tifquamtum beforementioned, was not a 
little inftrumental and helpful to the plantation begun 
zt New-Plimouth the following year, 1620, in 

their weak beginnings, there being frequent mention 
of his name, as alfo of one Sansoftt, a native of the fame 
place, by the like providence brought back to Keune- 
btek, and from thence with Tifquamtum came to the 
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new planters at Patuxei, or Plimoutb, and bro’t them 
into acquaintance with Majfajoit, the great Sachem a- 
bout thofe parts ; without whofe friendfhip that new 
plantation would hardly have fubfifted long. 

This ftory premifed, is the more to be obferved in 
this place, becaufe the friendfhip upon the means and 
occafions aforefaid, confirmed between the Indians in 
thefe cafiern parts and the Englifh, had continued 
ftedfaft and conftant to this year, when it was broken 
by another treacherous and wicked praftice of a like 
nature, and parrallel to that of the aforefaid Hunt, as 
may more fully be declared afterwards. 

Possibly the like fatisfadlion may prove the more 
probable means to procure a fettled peace. But to re¬ 
turn whence this digreffion hath been made. Some 
years were fpent to bring things to this iffue : The 
adventurers were put to much care and pains before 
they could get their patent confirmed and renewed 
again t Many obftrudlions they met with from fome 
inteilopers that began to look into the trade of this 
country, and would irregularly have had a (hare there¬ 
in, or made it common to all traders, to which end 
they petitioned to a parliament then called, to bring 
"■ahoof their ends, but at the laft it was fettled firmly in 
the hands of fundry noble and worthy patentees. Lords, 
Knights, gentlemen, and merchants, commonly known 
by the name of the council of Plimoutb, w ho had the 
abfolute power under the King for making all grants, 
and difpofing of all lands from the 40th to the 48th 
degrees of north ktitude ; all which was accomplilhed 
about the year 1621. Some printed relations that 
fpeak of thefe tranfadlions, write much of the flourifh- 
ing ftafe, and hopeful profperity of this plantation, 
publifhed about fifty years fince, yet did it never ap- 
pear by what followed, that any cenfiderable advan¬ 
tage did ever accrue to the firft undertakers, from this 
their new plantation of the eafiern parts, unlefs by the 
trade of fifli and furs, which latter continued not long ; 
as for the former, the chief benefit' redounded only to 
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them that managed it by their own particular flocks, 
and perfonal endeavors ; and if without offence it may 
be fpoken, the multitude of patents foon after granted 
to gentlemen of broken fortunes, have provided but 
places of an honorable exile or conlicement, whithet 
many deferving perfons of better education than for. 
tune, were fent to fnift for ihemfelves in a foreign land, 
without being further troublefome to thofe nearer horns, 
cn whom they had their hopes and dependance ; yst 
it muft not be denied but that fome of the underta¬ 
ken were at vafl cxpence, cafting their bread upon 
thefe waters, where none of their friends and rejationi 
have as yet had an opportunity to find it ; The reafon 
of which is not hard to give, in reference to all thofs 
lands and territories that lie to the eallward oiPi/cata- 
fua river. One main caufe hath been the multiplicity 
of grants and patents for the dividing of the faid tnft 
of land, for befides the ftrife that hath bc^ occafionsd 
by the intricacy and indiftinftnefs of their liberties and 
bounds, (enough to have maintained a greater nym* 
ber of lawyers than ever were the inhabitants) if ths 
grantees had been fupplied with monies proportionabU 
to their fuits and controverlies about their bounds an.d 
jurifdidlions, which fometimes they have been ready ta 
defide with their fwotds, witnefs thofe fatal names 
pofed on fuch accounts upon fome places belonging ta . 
thofe parts, as Bloody-Pointy Black-Piint^ Blue-Point, 
and every confiderable parcel of land being by patent 
granted to feveral particular perfons, hindred the ereft- 
jng of townfhips and villages, which if it had been o- 
therwife djfpofed of, might have been full of towns, 
and well peopled, and thereby the inhabitants had been 
able to have flood upon their guard, and defended 
themfelvfs againll the common enemy, whereas now 
they were but like fcopa or like his arrows 

that being bound up in CfiC bundle could not be broken 
by an ordinary force, but being loofe, were eafily 
fnapped afunder by any fingle band. Another r.eafon 
might be, the employing of fuch agents and inflru- 
ments as either wanted ikill or fidelity to manage what 
they were ictruiled with, which made many of tht 
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iJvenfiirers long ago eomplain, that (infiead of bills of 
exchange and other retufns which they expeded) they rc-. 
jeived nothing but large inventories of the wants of th- tr 
feveral plantations, and the fervants fent over to im- 
pove them, which were all the returns that many of tlietn 
e^ver received for the large fums of money many <i;f. 
turfed for the carrying on their affairs. A third rra- 
fon may be the feveral changes of government the in¬ 
habitants have paiTed under, which have occafionei 
lot only much vexation and expence to fuch as wsie 
upon the place, but much difeouragemenc to feveral 
others, who by the commodioufoefs of the place wou’d 
willingly have chofen ftations in thofe parts, had they 
fan any hope of a fettled government ever like to ha 
obtained ; which is not hard to demonrtrate, by giv'n;; 
I little tcuch as we pafs along, on the feveral changes 
cfgovernment the places aforementioned have becu 
jioolded into, and the feveral proprietors ihatofl.iia 
'hve claimed intereil in the land. In the year i 6 z^, 
jpatent was granted by the council of Plj 7 ntu!b, the 
grand proprietors, to Capt. Mafon^ for a large trait 
ofland about Pi/tataquay but it not being diftiniliy 
bounded, himfelf with Sir Ferdinands Gorges, obtain- 
fd a joint patent in the year 1635, for the land be- 
tnlxt the eafl: of Sagadahock, and the weft of Naumkeag, 
but that alfo inteifering with the bounds grai,ccd be- 
ifore that time to fundry gentlemen and merchants thut 
had obtained a patent from the fomh of Chai hs x\s<^r, 
to the northward of Merrimack, Capt. Mafun^i bound* 
iWere afterwards by confent (as is faici) of his agent or 
I agents, reduced to fome branches about Pifcaicqua ri¬ 
ver (who yet could not agree with thofe that ailed in 
the name of Shrt^Jhury men) bi.£ being wholly rc- 
gleiled by the pretended proprietor or his fucce/Tor,-, 
(rill of late days) was by the defire of the inhabitznts 
yielded up to the Majfaehufets goveinment, near twea- 
ty years lince. 

In the year 1630, a patent was granted by the faid 
toaccil of Plpmutb (figned by the Earl of Wmi v/nk, 
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?nd Sir Ferdinando Gorges, and fealed with the com- 
inon feal of the coanci) aforefaid) to yohn Dy, Ths- 
t^as Lu^e, Grace Harding, and yohn Roach, of Lon¬ 
don, for a large traft of land on the fouth fide of Sa- 
gadahock, forty miles fquare by the fea-fide, and fo up 
into the country : yohn Dy aforefaid, and bis partners 
took in another as partner and aflociate with them, 
Mr. Richard Hummer„ of Nevjhury, in New-England, 
,in the year 1638, to whom they delivered the origi- 
nal parent, with an order from them, and in their name 
to take up the land defcribed in the patent, but he be¬ 
ing denied opportunity to efFeft it, as alfo a fhip for. 
meriy fent by the patentees for that end, not accosn- 
plifning their defire, they not long after fold all their in- 
iiereil in the faid patent, to one Mr. Righy, a Lanca- 
fytrs gentleman, who made Mr. Cleanses his agent to 
manage the bufinefs of his purchafed interefi: in tkt 
faid patent ; to whom Mr. Dummer was ordered to de. 
liver the original patent, which accordingly he did ; 
-What trouble was occafioned foon after between the 
faid Mr. Cleaves and Mr. Umes, agent for Sir FerdU 
nando Gorges, is well known to ths inhabitants of the 
place, and need not be here Hjentioned ; aor yet how 
the faid Mr. Righy came afterward to lofe his intereft 
(at leaii with the inhabitants) in the patent. 

In the year \ 6 ‘^z,S\x Ferdinando Gorges not reding 
in the joint patent obtained for himfelf and Capt. 
Mafon, obtained a difiinS patent for himfelf, and got 
it confirmed by King Charles the firft, p/ialeiftd memo¬ 
ry, for all that large tracl of land from Sagsdahock to 
fi/cataqua river, and fo about an hundred miles up in¬ 
to the country, by the name,of the province of Maine. 
What benefit and improvement was ever made thereof 
by his agents or fuccefibrs, it beCt known to themfelves j 
but for the inhabitants, who upon one account or ano¬ 
ther had been induced, cither by any precedaneous 
grant or liberty from himfelf, or his agents, to take 
HP any land within the bounds of the faid province ; 
they finding much inconvenience and trouble for want 
an orderly and fettled goverAjnent, did at the (sli. 
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petition tha genera! court of the Majfachufets to be 
taken under their jurifdidlicn and government (referv- 
ing the liberties and privileges of their former fur- 
cbafes and grants, as to title, pofieflion, and propriety 
to themfeives) which was granted them, though not 
only and altogether upon tlie grounds on which it was 
defired by the petitioners. Yet notwithftanding all 
this, were not things fettl.d either to the comfort or 
content of the inhabitants ; For fometimes Ibme de¬ 
manded right of jurifdidlion over them, by vi. tee cf* 
Sir Ferdinando’i patent, fometimes Commiflioners em¬ 
ployed by his Highnefs the Duke of York, attempted 
to fettle a government amongft the people j fomettmes 
they tried what might be done by agreement amonglt 
themfeives, but after their return for England, by one 
means or other, the government relapfed again into 
the hands of the Majfacku/ets, although a fuper- 
ledeas thertunto feems to have been pui by aa order 
fioiB his Majefty thii lalb year. 

By thefe feveral flciffitudes arid change of g'ove?&'-* 
tnent, the flourilhing of the faid province bath been' 
much obftrufi'd, w-hich elfe might have been much 
advanced, und the inhabitants been put into a capacity 
to have f/^ured themfeives againft the late- barbarous 
incurfiODs of the Indians ; and poflibiy thofe e.xorbi- 
tancks that many of the prefent proprietors have runt 
inw, to the juft provocation cf the Indians,might there¬ 
by have been prevented, and fo the mifthief alfo which 
hath enfued, might thereby have been averted : For 
a well ordered government would never have fuffered 
thofe things that now w-ere connived at, which if they 
had been timely looked into by fuch as had sbfolute or . 
pofitive and unq.uefiioned power of rule in their hands, 
would have been otherwiie ordered, the prefent mil- 
chiet that is come upon thofe places, might thereby 
have been, if not pieventcd, yet more cafiiy redreficd, 
than now it is like to be. 

As for the trafl of land that lies eaftward beyond 
Klnntbechy betwixt that and Pmrtc^uid, it is faid to 
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h?:ve belonged to one Mr. Aldiuorth and his rucctffcu, 
wbo was Alderman of Bri^Hoiy and one that had a pa. 
tent thereof, and enif;loyed fome as his agents, that 
did icmetimes rcfide upon the place, and was lately 
fettled in fome order of government by his Highncfi 
t’.e Duke of Tork'^ Commiffioners, by whom abb waj 
an .'.grcvr.-icnt made betv.r/t the Sagamores of the In- 
dians in thofe parts, and the Engbih, at a court kept 
fcy- their appointment in Kennebecky v/hich if it had 
been obfervcd, might in all probability have prevent¬ 
ed in a great'meaibre the quarrel which is now fallen out 
bnwixt the EngUlh and the laid Indians For upon 
fome jealouiies of the rifing of thofe Indians about 
twelve or thirteen years lince, it was agreed that if any 
jitifchief Ihould happen to be done by the Englifh or 
Indians, one againtl another, though it were to tha 
killing any perfon, neither fide Ihould right thcmfelves, 
l)ut complaint fiiOaU be made to .the Sagamores if the 
Indians did the wrong, and to the court if it was done 
by thl Englilh ; both which clH proinife fatisfadlion 
iliould ba made for the preventing any quarrel : Tli« 
rsames of the Sachems, as likewife ofthem that were in 
power, at the court, do ftill remain upon public record. 
Bat matters of government in thofe parts being fince 
collapfed, no authority more than what w^ merely 
voluntary and perfaafive being owned, things are 
now brought to that mifcrable ftatt which follows next 
to be declared. 

Ever fince the firfi fettling of any English planta- 
tation in thofe parts about Kennehetk, for the fpace of 
sbDve fifty years, the Indians always carried it fair, 
and held good correfpandence with the Englilh, until 
the ne%vs came of Philips rebellion, and rifing againft 
the i.thabitants of Plimoutb colony in the end of Junt, 
1675 ; after which time it was apprehended by fuch 
as had the examination of the Indians about Kenntbed, 
that there was a general furmife atnongft. them, that 
they fhould be required to affift the faid Philip, although 
they would not own that they were at all engaged in 
the quarrel. The like jealoufifi did appear in all thf 
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Indians that inhabited to the eaflward of Pifcataquay 
which plainly ftievvs that there was a defign cf a gene¬ 
ral fifing of the Indians againft the Englilh all over 
the country (poffibly as far as Virginia, the Indians 
there making infurredtiens the fasne year) and that 
many if not moft of them were willing it (hould fucceed, 
although the oldeil and wiff-ft of them did not like it, 
fearing the iffue, as they had caufc : But marry of the 
young men about Cajeo Bay, and Amcfcaggan, were 
certainly known to flock thither the laft year, and did, 
fundry of them, come Ihort home : For herein they 
afled but like favages, as thofe In Virginia did fifty 
years before, fliewing them/elves friendly and courte¬ 
ous to their new neighbours, till they had an oppor¬ 
tunity to do them mifehief. So that notwi'.hftanding 
many of the inhabitants in the eaftern, as well as in 
the wefletn parts of the cou»try, that were wont to 
trade with the Indians, were not willing to heliev* 
any fuch purpofe among them', but were ready to think 
fonie of the ruder fort of the Englifli, by their im¬ 
prudent and irregular adlions, had driven them into 
this rebellion ; yet is it too evident that the faid In¬ 
dians (who naturally delight in blocdy_ and deceitful 
aftions) did lay hold of any opportunity that might 
ferve as a pretence for their barbarous practices. The 
TndVans about Wammept and Vifeataqua, that had join¬ 
ed with their countrymen in their rifing againft the 
Englifh the laft winter, when they were pinched with 
hunger, in the cold winter lolJowing returned back to 
the Englifh, and defired to make peace, and firmly 
engaged to continue their wonted frie^tdfhip ; yea, 
fome t f them, as if they were really ferry for their 
murders and cruelties, of their own voluntary mettorr 
fame with the prifoners they had taken, and refigned 
them up CO the Englifh, yet when their own ends were 
anfwered, and another epportunity was oflered cf do-- 
ing further mifchieT of a like nature, they p^refentiy 
returned to their former praclice, as is well known cf‘ 
Vmon and Andrt’w, that hr.d killed fome, and led o- 
theis caativa the laft Ipring from BraJ/erd and 
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mnrbUl, who came in in the end of June to Mijot 
Waldenti, bringing home Erigiiih prifoncrs with them, 
yet did the very fame Indians wirhin lels than two 
months after ioin with the Amo/coggan and Kennehck 
Indians, in committing the fad tragedies that v.erelaft 
jidted in thofe pans ; yet was he and his partner fuf. 
fered to efcaps for want of fufficient guarding the pri. 
ftn where they were put, in order for further trial. 
Bur f;ra fapiur.t phryges ; it is hoped that we fhall af;er 
fome few more experiences of this nature, learn to be- 
^vare of this fubtie brood and generation of vipers. 
Ever fince enmity was put between the feed of the rma- 
man end the feed of the ferpent, it hath been the por¬ 
tion of her feed in evt/v genera’-ion, and in evtjy 
nation to meet with the frd eu'edls of that enmity j 
nor can they ever expedt to find better dealing from 
any of the other fort, further than either fear ©f their 
pu.ver, or hope of benefit by their favor, may in- 
■dues them to another t’ifpcfition, as ws the inhabitant} 
of Ni iv-E.tgland have found by this late and fad cx- 
jpe icnce in reference to thefe Fagans in the weft, a- 
morigfl; whom, our lot is ceft, they proving, as one fays 
of the Mahometans in the eaft, like a neft of hornets, 
that if any one of them chance to be provoked, they 
will be all about his ears that comes near them. But 
It is row time to begin with the particulars of the tra¬ 
gedy Itfelf, that the reader aeccent not the prologue 
too long, ft was on the 24th of June, 1675, when 
the (irft mifehief was done by the Indians about Mount- 
li'jpe, before twenty days w'ere over, the firft fire be¬ 
gan to in thefe more remote and northerly 

bounds of the faid country, or two hundred and Bftj 
miles diftance, and upon this occafion, the ritb of^jr- 
0'> letter was brought to Kenr.eheck from one 

Henry IPtanuyer, an inhabitant of York, fignilying the 
Ttev.'s cf the Indians rifing about Piimouth, and that a 
toutfe wa; taken to difaisn the Indiana along the fhore, 
’’l'h'5. tr.mour did fo far awaken the inhabitants of thofe 
liiat the very next day, at a.general meeting cf 
L ipj.ih. at one Capt. Patt'-poaVs houie, feveral effer- 
«d.iiieai,feive« as voiunteeis to go up the faid river of 
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^enntifck, to make difcovery of the Indians fidelity, 
or elfe to fight them if there was occafion. I'he third 
day after, marching up the river to ^^sgefeck, they 
met with the inhabitants of Sbeepfeut river, which is a 
river lying about twelve or fourteen miles to the north 
ea(l of Kennebeck. Divers of the Indians thereabouts, 
by the perfuafion of one Mr. Walker^ that ufed to 
trade with them, brought down an inconfiderab'e part 
of their ammunition, as a few guns, a little powder 
and (hot, with a few knives. About 7 of the Kenne- 
bed Indians, and 5 of thofe called Amv/coggan In¬ 
dians, Pegyp/cot (a river more fouthward towards 

Cafee) made this pretence of bringing in their arms. 
Capt. Lakty Capt. Pattipall, with Mr. Wijhvall, in 
v,hore hands was fettled a kind of military power for 
thofe parts, were fent fer further to examine the faid In¬ 
dians, of whom upon examination they faw reafon to 
fufpeA fome, if not all, whereupon they fent mefien- 
gers a fecond time to the Amofeoggan Indians, and 
aifo a letter to Mr. Wdktr, to fend down their arms 
and ammunition to them for their greater fecurity. 
After Mr. bVipwall returned'"home, the 5 Amy"- 
toggan Indians aforefaid, brought in their guns, but 
probahV with no good intent ; for an Indian called 
Sown, having an ax in his hand, ftruck zt ont He/ea 
- Mallet, a Frenchman, but was prevented from doing 
him mifehief; however, the faid Indian was prefently 
bound and put into a cellar. Some of the Engiilh that 
ufed to trade vrith thofe Indians were ready to excufe 
the Inciian, faying he was drunk, or that he was a dif- 
tradled fellow, but Mr. Wifvjall, with the other two 
exambiants, looked upon thofe as mere excufes, and 
altogether groundleA, for one of them to this day af¬ 
firms that he was as rational and feafible as any of the 
refi. 

The ancient Indians being alked what (hey thought 
v.’''s meet to be done in the faid cafe, faid he was wor¬ 
thy to die for fuch an affront, yet they would be glad 
if his life might be fpared, offering to be jointly bound 
ip. his behalf; to pay 40 beaver &in5 at the next fali 
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voyage, giving their hands in token of their fidelity, 
and a!(b leaving their arms in the hands of the Englifti 
as a pledge of their faithfully keeping ihofe articles of 
peace concluded on betwixt them. If they proved 
themfelves honeft men they were to have their atmj 
again, which was accordingly performed the lad Junt^ 
1676 ; they having in the mean time carried themfelv?$ 
peaceably toward the Englifh. The day after, viz. Julj 
the 19th, 1675, an Indian of great note amOBgft them, 
called Rcbbinhoed, with great applaufe of the reft, 
made a dance, and fung a fong to declare their con- 
tent in what was tranfacled ; and fo they parted, fet- 
ting the Indians at liberty that had thus engaged for 
their friend the Indian ; but yet to this day 

not one ikin of beaver was ever paid to the Englilh, as 
was promifed ; the Indians all this while were well 
provided for vifiluals by Capt. Lake, with other fup. 
plies of rum and tobacco, even to the difgufting of fomi 
Englifh then prefent,. 

But the Indians J^ft as hoftages upon So’iuen^s ac¬ 
count, however civilly they were treated, ran all away 
at the lad, tiufting more to the celerity of their own 
feet, than to the civility of their Englilh friends, who 
after they were efcaped, joined with a parcel of their 
fellows foon after, about twenty in all, in robbing the 
houfe of one Mr. Purchafe, an antient planter about 
Pegyp/cot river, and a known trader with the Indians, 
whatever wrong may be pretended by the faid Indians, 
as done them in their trading (of which more may be 
fpoken afterwards) that will in no wife excufe their 
perfidious treachery and falfehood, in breaking cove¬ 
nant with the Englifh, diflembling and feeking ail ad¬ 
vantages of cruelty againft their Englifh neighbours, 
of which in the following winter and fummer, 1676, 
there will be a more full and undeniab’e difcovery. 
This was done in the beginning of September, 167;- 
Thcfe Indians th:!t firft aflauhed .Mr. Purchnfe'h hoi.fe, 
did no other mifchief than pludering it of ftrong bquor 
and ammani iorr, alfo killing a calf or two, a few 
fhcep, but no more than what they eat, and fpoilirg a 
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feather bed by ripping it open to turm oat the feathers, 
contenting themfelves with the cafe, which they might 
more eafily carry away. They offered no incivility to 
the mbfrefs of the houfe (her hufbend.and fons being 
at that time from home) yet one of her fons approach¬ 
ing near the houfe, and finding it pofTefiecl by thofe 
new inhabitants, he rode away with all fpeed, and yet 
no fafter than there was need, for an Indian fallowed 
him with gun under his coat, to have (hot at him,-if 
he could by his flattery and difTcmbling, have got 
him within the reach of his piece. 

It is laid that at the firft they ufed fair words, and 
fpoke of trading, but as they went away, told thofe of 
the houfe, that there were others coming after that 
would deal far worfe wi.h them, which within a fhort 
time after came to pafs ; for thefe were but the mef- 
fengers of death, which was foon after inflitf^ed, and 
that in a mod birbarous manner upoa.fiindry inhabitant! 
of the neighbouring plantations. 

The Englifh in thofe parts being much incenf®d 
hereat, 25 of them foon after going up Cafeo Bay in a 
floop and two boats to gather Indian corn, and to look 
to what they had upon the faid Bay^ near Amofeoggan 
river ; when they came near the houfes they heard a 
knocking, and a noife about the houfes, and prefently 
efpyed tw'o or three Indians, who as yet did not fee 
them. The Englifh being come a good way from 
their veflel, endeavored to get between the Indians antj 
the woods, which when they perceived, they ran to¬ 
ward the water fide, but the Englifh in purfuit killed 
one of them and wounded another, who hewever efca- 
ped away in a canoe acrofs the river, a third running 
back toward the woods, fled to the other Indians, and 
acquainted them with what was done, who prefently 
came down and lay in wait to intercept the Englifh, 
that thoaght of no danger, but fcattered themfelves all 
about the place to gather their corn, and lade the boat! 
therewith, but before they were ready to go away, the 
Indians coming down, fired upon them, and forced

them ail into the /loop ; had not fome of them been 
better prepared than the rell, they might all have been 
cut off ; for fome little reilllance being made by them 
that wete ready with their guns, it gave the redan op. 
portunity to get all into the floop, yet not without nu- 
ny wounds. So with much ado, they all efcaped with 
iheir lives, leaving the two, boats almoft laden with 
corn, a prey to the Indians, who prefently burnt one, 
and plundered the other of all that was therein ; fom« 
are ready to think that the Englifh did imprudently be¬ 
gin the quarrel, and not firft enquire into what the In¬ 
dians were about in the houfe, and feek redrefs accord, 
ing to the aformentloned agreement, made at the court 
in Kennebtck. But if this happened after what follows 
next to be related, viz. that which was done to old 
Mr. JVukely and his family, the Englilh can be blamed for 
nothing but their negligence and fccurity, in that hav¬ 
ing alarmed their enemies, they Hood not better upon 
their guard, which is not very certai-n ; for tis thought 
that within a few days after, or the next week, a morj 
horrible outrage was committed upon the family of an 
ancient man, whofe na.me was Wakelyy an inhabitant 
of Cafeo-Mayy who had fome years before removed 
from Glcucejier or Cape-Ann, out of forne difeontent, 
which afterwards he often bewailed, refolving either to 
have returned batk, or elfe to have removed to 
fecurer place, but he was arreded by the Tons of viq., 
lence before he could effefl his purpofe. 

This old man, together with his wife, his fon, and 
his daughter in law, (theia far advanced in pregnancy) 
with three grand-children, were cruelly murdered by 
thofe barbarous favages at one time ; another of hij 
grand-children was taken alive and led into captivity, 
a daughter of his was ftid to be carried to Narrha^an-. 
Jet, which fhews that they joined with the fonthern In¬ 
dians in the rebellion. When once thefe Indians had 
embrued their hands in Englilh biooi, they were em¬ 
boldened to the like bloody attempts in the adjacent 
places. 
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This Wakely Jived fo far from his neighbours, or 
elfe was encompaffed with creeks or rivers, that no re¬ 
lief could prcfentJy be fent to him ; however, Lieut. 
Jfiger/bn, of Ca/ce, the next day with a file of men, re¬ 
paired to the place where his houfe ftocd, to fee what 
ft-as the reafon of the fire they difcerned the day be¬ 
fore, where they found the houfe burnt to afhes, the 
bodies of the old man aad his wife half confumed with 
the fire, the young woman killed, and three of the 
grand-children having their brams beat out, and their 
bodies laid under fome oaken planks not far from the 
houfe j one girl of about 11 years old, was carried 
captive by them, and having been carried up and dowa 
the country fome hundreds of miles, as far as Narrha- 
^anfn fort, was this laft June returned back to Major 
WaUern*$i by one ^quando, the Sagamore of Saco j 
1 allrange mixture of mercy and cruelty. 

' Soon after, Capt. Bonithon'i and Major 'Phillips*t 
dwellings were aflaulted, one on the eaft, the other on 
I the weft fide of river. It is faid they had fea- 
'fonable notice of what was intended againft them by 
:iheir barbarous enemies, thofe Amofeeggan Indians, by 
tn Indian of Saco, their neighbour, better minded than 
^(he reft of his countrymen, who obfervirg a ftrange 
coming to his wigwam in company with fome 
laihis acquaintance, one of whom informed him, after 
the reft with the ftranger were gone, that the faid 
hrangercame from the weftward, and that his bufinefs 
was to perfuade the eaftern Indians to fall upon the 
Enplifti in their dwellings here, as the reft had done to 
|the weftward. Capt. Bonithon, either upon this in¬ 
formation, or upon the knowledge of what was done 
a little before at Cafeo, had left his houfe, and was re- 
itired over the river with his family to Major Phillips*^ 
jgarrifon. Thus two are better than one, for otherwife 
both might have been deftjoyed ; for upon the i8th 
Id[ Sepfmhcr following, being the feventh day of the 
[week, about ii o’clock, thofe at Major Phillips*^ gar> 
jiifon faw Capt. Bcniihon’s houfe on fire, which by the 
igood Providence pf God was to them as the firing; of 
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a beacon, giving them notice to look to themfelvei, 
their enemies being now come ; for otberwife they 
might, to their great difadvantage, have been too fud- 
denly furprized, for within half an hour after they 
were upon them, when a fentinel^^placed in the cham¬ 
ber gave notice that he faw an Indian by the fence fide 
near a corn field ; 'Mz]orPhiUips, not willing to believe 
till he might fee with his own eyes, ran haftily up, a- 
no-ther of his men coming after, cried. Major what do 
you mean ? do you intend to be killed ; at which 
words he turned foddenly back from the window out of 
which he was looking, when prefently a bullet ftruck 
him on the fhoulder, grazing only upon it without 
breaking the bone. The Indians upon the Ihot, think¬ 
ing he had been flain thereby (as they heard afterwards), 
gave a great fhout, upon which they difcerned that they 
were fuTounded hy them, whereupon they inftantly 
fired on the enemy from all cjuarters, and from tha 
fiankers of the fortification, lo sfs they wounded the 
Captain of the Indians, who prefently leaving the af. 
fault, retired three or four miles frorn the place, where 
he foon after died, as they were informed : He coun- 
felled them to leave the fiege, but they were refolved 
not fo to quit the place ; r.er were thofe within 
lefs rcfolute to defend it : One of the bell men was fool 
after difabled from any further fervice, by a wound he 
received in one of the volHes made upon them by the 
alTailants ; but that did net in the leaft daunt the reft 
of the defendants, who continued fiill to fire upon th* 
enemy : This difpute lafted about an hour, after which 
the enemy defpairing to take the hcufe by afiault, tho t 
upon a device how to burn it. 

First, firing the houfe af one of his tenants, thea 
his faw-mill, after that his corn-mil), hoping by that 
means to draw them out of the garrifon to put out the 
fire, but miffing of their purpofe in that, they called 
our, you Englifli cowardly dogs,_ come out and quench 
the fire. They continued this fport all the afternoon, 
continually almoft without any intermiffion firing upon 
them. The befieged hoped for relief from the town, 
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but rone came, the Major flill encoiraging his mc» 
to hold it out, which they manfully did all that night, 
when they were alarmed almoft every half hour ; and 
between whiles they could hear their axes and other 
inftmnients, knocking about the mills till the next drty. 
Thofc within the houfe conceived they were prepaiing 
feme engine wherewith to burn the houfe, which really 
was the cafe, for about four or five o’clock in the morn-, 
ing, at the fitting of the moon, the Major w^s called 
by his men to look out, when he faw a cart with four 
wheels, having a barrisado built in the fore part to 
keep off ihot, and filled with combuftible matter, birch 
rinds, ftraw, powder, andpoles 30 foot long, ready to 
fire the houfe ; he bid them let them drive it with!* 
piftol Ihot, before they made any fhot againll them ; 
his men were a little difeouraged at the fight of this 
tngine ; but he bid them be of good courage, and ufe 
means putting their truft in God, who, he was conli:. 
^ent would relieve them. The cart when brought a 
little nearer, became unweildy by reafon of the barri¬ 
cade planted in it, and being to pafs through a fmall 
gutter, one wheel ftuck fall: in the flough, which bro’t 
the cart fuddenly to the left, whereby the drivers lay 
all open to their right flanker, when they fired upon 
them out of the faid flanker, and having fo fair a Ihoi 
«p.onthem, and not being above piftol ftiot from the 
place, they killed 6 of the enemy, and wounded 15, as 
they found afterwards, which no doubt made them too 
late to repent of their refolution, not to follow their 
Captains counfel and example in leaving the fiege ; 
for now they prefently departed ; fo as at fuo-rife, 

’ thofe within the houfe efpyed 40 of them marching 
away, but how many more were in the company 
they could not teH. 

The Indians It feems went towards Blue Point, 
where it is faid they Jtilled feveral perfons ; but thofe 
in the houfe feared they went for more help, and ex^ 
pe£led their return ; but it feems their courage failed 
as to another attempt upon aa hnufe Co woli 
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garrifoned and manfully defended. Major P/jlIlij), 
fcnt to the town for help, acquainting them with what 
had palled, but none was fcnt them either that day or 
the next, lb having fpent almoft all their ammunition, 
the people that were with him would not be perfuaded 
to tarry longer than tuefday morning, which conllrain. 
ed him and his family to remove to the town. About 
a fortnight after, the Indians hearing thereof, came and 
burnt down the empty houfe. There were 50 perfon* 
in the faid houfe during the time of the liege, and but 
JO able hands ; they had 5 more that could do fome- 
thing, but through age or minority, not able to make 
any great refiftance ; yet it pleafed God, in whofe 
iiands are all mgis lives and limbs, who is never wont 
to fail them, who in time of danger are ready to co«- 
jfide in his power and goodnefs, as not to negleft the 
■fe of due means for their own prefervatioa, fo to or¬ 
der things, that not one perfon of all thofe 50 was ei¬ 
ther killed or mortally wounded. Majorhira>' 
/elf was wounded, but not dangcroufly, at the begin¬ 
ning of the affault, his mills with other edifices were 
the firft day burnt by the enemy, and fo were all the 
houfes at Saco, or moft of them loon after, that were 
above the filhermens llages. One Mrs. Hitcock being 
carried captive by the enemy from the fame place, died 
in the winter following, by eating fome poifonous root 
)nfiead of ground nuts, as was reported by the In/ianj 
afterwards. 

Mu-CH^abqut the fame time, five perfon* going up 
the river of Saco, were all killed by the fame Indian*. 

These tragedies being thus a£Ied at Ca/co-Bay and 
Saco, thofe barbarous enemies difperfed themfelves in 
parties, intending to do all the niifchief they could* te 
the Englilh inhabiting about that fide of the country, 
la the fame month of September they came down to- 
waids Pifeataqua, doing the like fpoil upon the inha¬ 
bitants of the feveral branches of that nver, which they 
had been doing elfewhere. In the firft place they burnt 
the two Chfjipes hoafes ahout oyfter river, and 
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two men that were paffing along the river in a canoe, 
and carried away an old‘lii{hman, with a young man 
taken from about Exeur, who both of them foon after 
made an efcape to a garrifon at falmon falls in Kitierr, 
by the help of an Indian better difpofed than the reft, 
the firft after feven weeks, the other after a month’s 
captivity. 

About the fame time one Goodman Rolinfon, of 
Exeiir, with his fon, were travelling towards Hamp¬ 
ton, where, as they palled along, they were way-laid 
by three Indians, viz. yobn Satnpfin, Cromnxtl, and 
yahn Linde, who ftiot the old man, and left him dead 
upon the place ; his Ion, heating the guns, cfcaped 
their hands by running into a fwarap, whither the In¬ 
dians purfued him, but could not overtake him, fo h® 
got fafe into Hamptm■dbovi.x midnight, where be.rela. 
ted what had faefei him by the way, and how narrowlf 
he avoided the danger, intimating likewife, that he 
feared his father was killed, which was found too true, 
by Lieut, Swet, who the next day with 12 foldiers of 
the town went to fearcb thofe woods, where they found 
the poor old man Ihot through his back, the bullet hav¬ 
ing paired through his body, and was flopped by the 
^in on the other lide. Another perfon of Exeter, 
whofe name was Foal/am, was at the fame time driv¬ 
ing a pair of exen in the fame road, where, foon after 
ht heard the report of the guns when Rohin/on w?.$ 
killed, he efpyed the three Indians creeping upon their 
bellies towards him, to do as much for him as they 
had done for Robinfpn, but leaving his oxen, he put on 
his horfe wi^h all fpeed, and fo was delivered from the 
danger that the other fell into ; it is reported that one 
cf the Indians made a (hot at him j but he was either 
got out of their reach, or elfe they niilTed their aim ac 
chat time. The fame Indians had a little before met 
Vtith another Englilhman in thofe woods, one Charles 
Randlet, whom they carried captive, although he foon 
after efcaped out of their hands, by the help of ano¬ 
ther Indian called yames. It is faid there were four 
Lidians of that company, and that the fourth was fenf 
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away with RasMet, fo that there were but three fee» 
togeiher at the killing and^urruing the other afore- 
Jitentioned. One of the faid Indians, viz. John San- 
fan, was killed by fome of Capt. Hathorn's foldicrs at 
Ca/co Bay, in September following, 1676, when the 
fcouts of our forces came upon the Indians on a fudden, 
and had a fmall braQi with them, but all the reft made 
a (hift to get away ; As for the other two, viz. Crem. 
•well and John Linde, one of them, it is faid, is fince 
killed, or taken and fold away, the other is at Kenne. 
beck, whom vengeance may alfo ia due time overtake, 
«s it hath done the other. 


Within a few days after that barbarous fa£l al 
iDyJler river, two Indians, viz. one named Andrenx, 
®nd the other Unpehoed, the fon of him called Robin- 
^ood, alTauhed the houfe of one Texer at Ne^vecht- 
Muannkk, wherein were fifteen perfons. yet all 
vomen and children, who without all doubt had all of 
them fallen into the mercilefs hands of the too cruel 
iind barbarous caitiffs, had not a young maid of about 
18 years of age, firft efpyed them, who being endued with 
snore courage than ordinarilly the reft of the fex ufe to 
be (the bleffmg of Jael light upon her) firft Aut too 
«he door, whereby they were denied enterance till the 
reft w ithin efcaped to the next houfe, that was bettef 
tfortiiied j that young heroefs kept the door fall againft 
Jhem fo long, till the Indians had chopped it in pieces 
%vith their hatchets, when entering the houfe, they 
knocked the poor maid down with their hatchets, and 
gave her many other wounds, leaving her for dead up> 
on the place ; after which they paffed on toward the 
next dwelling, in their way meeting with two children 
that had efcaped the houfe firft broken open by them 
jLhey killed one of them, of three years old, which 
could not follow fall enongh, or elfe they that carried 
it could not convey it over a fence foon enough to fave 
themfelves and it; and carried away the other of feven 
years old, which however was returned fafe within half 
3 year after. The poor maid that had ventured her 
life fo far to fave many others, was by a flrangc 1 rovi- 
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dence enabled to recover fo much ftreng'h after they 
were gone, as to repair to the next garrifon, where fhe 
wa5 foon after healed of her wounds, and reftored to 
perfeft health again. 

The next day toward night more of the barbarous 
enemies being gathered together, they made sn Effault 
upon the seiihbouring dvyellings. The Engliih as 
many as could be fpaied out of the garrifon (not above 
8 in number) purfued after them about half a mile, 
but night coming on, it was judged beft to retreat, left 
otherwife they might have been intercepted in their re¬ 
turn home, by any of them lying in ambulh, which 
is their ufuai w ay of doing mifehief. After divers (hot 
made on both fides, but 5 of the enemy appeared ; 
who yet took the advantage of Capt. fi'inccl's abfence, 
(whofe dwelling was not far off) to burn his houfe and 
barn, with another houfe and two barns mote, where¬ 
in was much Englifh corn, fuppefed to be above an 
hundred bulhels in one of them. After they had done 
this mifehief they fled away. The next day after, the 
fame Inciians, or others of their fellow's, came upon 
the other fide of the river, from whence they fhot over 
feveral times, to fome that were grinding in the mill, 
but afer the exchanging of many fhot on both fides the 
jiver betwixt them, 6 of the enemy fhewed themfelves 
in the twilight, uttering feveral infolent and barbarous 
fpeeches, calling our men Englifli dogs, &c. yet all 
this while out of reach of their fhoc, and then they ran 
all away like dogs after they had done barking. 

After, this thofe very Indians, as was foppofed, 
burned 5 or 6 houfes about Qyjier river, and killed two 
men, viz one William Roberts, and his fen in law. 
1 he inhabitatits of Z).c<i;rr, with feme other refolute 
young men, being much prcvokccl by thefe nnny in- 
folencir.s ard irjuiics done by the enemy, obtained 
libeuy from the M.-'jor of the regiment, to try whe¬ 
ther they could not meet with feme of the Indians, by 
fecret ambuflics, and fkulktng amongft the bufaes as,d 
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trees, as the’Indians ufed to do with them ; to which 
end about twenty divided themfelves into feveral fmall 
iparties ; Soon after as they were looking for the ene¬ 
my, a party of ours efpied 5 of the Indians, fome ga¬ 
thering corn in the field, while the reft of them wer» 
bufied in heating ef an oven to bake fome of the fruit 
which they alfo gathered in the fame field. The En- 
glifti were at fuch a diftance that they could not make 
any fign to -their coraiades, without being difcovered 
by the Indians in the field ; wherefore two of them 
crept as near as they could to the houfe, atone end of 
the field, where they fuddrnly ruihed upon two of th« 
wretches, and knocked them down with the butt end 
of their mufkets, which was not done fo filently, but 
the other three in the field took the alarm and fled 
away, who might elfe as eafily as the other two havi 
been furprizec. 

These outrages thus dally committed, filled all the 
plantations about Pifeataqua with fear and confufion ; 
Scarce any place where there was not reafon for fome 
to complain either of the lofs of their friends, or burn¬ 
ing of their houfes ; which caufed moft of them that 
lived fcatteringly, at any diftance from neighbours, 
cither to garrifon their houfes, or elfe to defeit their 
own dwellings, and to repair to their next neighbours" 
that were better fortified than themfelves ; but all the 
inhabitants in thofe parts in general were alarmed to 
dland upon -their guard. 

On the ,7th of Oaoher following, being a day of 
public humiliation, a man was (hot down a.s he was 
riding between two garrifon houfes about Ni^iche- 
■Hicanntck, and died of his wounds two months after; 
-abou- the feme inftant of time two young men u'e/e 
fhot dead about a mile from that place ; thefe two 
-had their arms or guns with them, which were carried 
Svvay by thofe who killed them, together with tltetr 
opper garments r It it no: faid that thefe three laft 
Xtl'ouyh killed upon a day cf humiliation) were fur- 
:^<r'izua in their repairing -to, or returning from the 
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place of public worfhip, which would in a great raea- 
fure have abated the forrow of their fad funerals, if 
when they were fuddenly arrefted by the harbingers of 
death, they had been found fo doing. Soon after thU 
they alTaulted another houfe at river, notwith- 

ftanding it was garrifoned, and meeting with a good 
old man^ whofe name was Beard, without thegarnfon, 
they killed him upon the place, and in a bar^rous 
manner cut off his head, and fet it upon a pole in de- 
rilion. Not far ofF about the fame time they burnt a« 
nother houfe and barm 

TJpo-n the 16th of Oaoher, being Saturday, about 
an 100 of the Indians were gathered together to affault 
Ne’weihewauKick ; they 'began with one named Tox^r, 
half a mile from the upper garrifon, at Salmen Falls ; 
The faid Ttxtr was prefenily killed, his fon takem 
captive (but returned after fome months reftraint) fe- 
veral guns being (hot at this affault, alarmed Lieut, 
Flaijied, at the next garrifon, who like a man of a 
public fpirit, immediately fent out 7 men from the gar¬ 
rifon under his command, to fee what the matter was, 
but being met by an ambuih laid in the way as they went, 
loft 2 or 3 of their company, the reft hardly efcapinj 
back to the place from whence they came ; where¬ 
upon the faid Lieut. Pla'tjled immediately difpatched 
away a meffenger to Major Waldern, at ^ethtcho, 
which becaufe it feems to be the !aft time that ever that 
good and ufeful man fet pen to paper, the letter fhall 
be here inferted. 

Salmon Falls, XDShthtr 16th, 1675. 

Mr. Rickard Waldern and Lieut. Coffin, thefe are to 
inform you, that Juft now the Indians are engaging us 
with at lead 100 men, and have flain Tour of our 
men already, Richard Tetzer, James Barny, Ifaac Bettes, 
and ?£Zfr’s fon, and burnt Benoni Hod/dan'i x 

Sirs, if ever you have any love for us and the country, 
■now (hsw youfelves with men to help us, or clfe 
we ar-e all in great danger to be ilaiw, unlefs our God 
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wonderfully appear for our deliverance. They that 
cannot light let them pray ; nothing elfe, buti reft, 
Yours to ferve you, 

Roger Plaisted, 
George Broug-htow.’* 

What anfwer was returned to this importunate and 
pathetical letter is not fully known at prefent moft 
probably he that was moft concerned in the contents of 
it was either abfent from home, or in no capacity to 
fend the relief defired, which if it could have been had, 
might have prevented the fad mifchief that fell out the 
next day ; when Lieut. Plaijied being more earneftly 
bent to perform that laft office of love to his dcceafed 
friends, whom he could not by all his endeavours fave 
from the danger of death, while they were in the land 
of the living, would needs venture himfelf with 20 fol- 
diers out of his ga.-rifon, to fetch off the dead bodies. 

To that end he ordered a pair of oxen to be yoked 
to bring them to his garrifon, in order to their chrifti- 
an burial, not confidering that the Indians lay Ikulking 
thereabouts, waitiag for fuch opporiup.ities. They 
went firft to the furtheft place, where they found 
Tezerh body, and pot it in the carr, but coming back 
to take up the other two bodies which were fallen in a 
little fwamp nearer to the garrifon, they were fet upon 
by 150 of the enemy, who had hid themfelves in the 
bulhes, and under a ftone wall, and logs in the way as 
they were to pafs j by the fudden noifeof the guns the 
cattle being frighted, ran away to the garrifon with 
fuch of the dead as were firft laid thereon ^and poffibly 
with one of them wounded at that inftant) leaving their 
owners to fight it out with the enemy. Lieut, Plaijied 
being thus defperately affauited, he with his 20 men 
was forced to retreat to a place of better advantage ; 
but being there fo warmly purfued, they were not able 
to abide it long, although they killed and mortally 
wounded leveral of the Indians, as themfelves have 
fince confeffed ; but they moft of them being fo much 
over-matched, took the opportuiity of a fair retreat, 
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and fo got fafe to their garrifon, while lAewt, Plaijied 
out of the height of his courage, difdaining either to 
fly from, or yield himfelf (for ’tis faid the Indians were 
loth to kill him, but defirous rather to take him pri- 
foner) into the hands of fuch curfed caitiffs, did fight 
it out defperately, till he was flain upon the place ; 
his eldeft fon and another man were flain in their too 
late retreat, and his other fon was forely wounded, fo 
that he died within a few weeks after. 

The Indians were contented with this mifchief for 
the prefent, and flunk away into the woods before the 
next day, when Captain Frejt came up from Siurgeen 
Creek, a few miles below the river, with a party of hi* 
friends, and buried the dead. During thefe onfets the 
enemy aifo took the advantage to burn three houfe* 
and two barns before they left the place. 

The latter end of the fame month they burnt a mill 
near the fame place belonging to Mr, Hutcbinfon, a 
merchant of ; from whence they came clown to¬ 

ward Sturgeon Creek, where they burnt one houfe and 
killed two men not far from Captain Freji'r, dwelling, 
he efcaping himfelf very narrowly, being fhot at by 
the enemy, about ten in number, who might eafiiy 
have burnt his houfe and taken all that was in ir, be> 
iMg but three boys befides himfelf, had he not ufed this 
policy, to call out to fome to march this, and the other 
way, to look after the Indians, as if he had had many 
athaird to command, which under God was the mean* 
of his efcape ; for his houfe was neither fortified, nor 
well manned, although far from neighbors. 

The next day the faid Indians paffed down the ri¬ 
ver on Kittery fide, killed one man, whofe houfe they 
firft plundered, and then fet it on fire ; all this wai 
done juft over againft Port/mouth, from whence out of 
a fmall battery was difcharged a piece of ordnance, 
which by a good Providence was diredled fo to fling 
its ftiot, as it fell very near a party of the Indians, for 
tl^ey were fo affrighted therewith (if none of them 
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wcie killed) that they left a goad part of their plun- 
der near the place. They were purfued by fame of 
the Englifh before they could recover their home, and 
by the help of the fnow that fell about that time, were 
traced till they were overtaken,but being near a fvvamp 
cfcaped, thro’ hafte leaving two of their packs behind. 

Soon after, they went up the river again to 
where they burnt a houfe and two or three barns— 
Another party of them got over or beyond the other 
branches of Pt feat aqua river, towards Exeter, and 
Lampnty Etle river, where they killed one man. Ma* 
ny of them were feen in the woods about Exeter, and 
between Hampton and Exeter, where they killed one or 
two men in the woods as they were travelling home¬ 
wards, occafioning the people of thofc towns to Hand 
continually upon their guard, which proved a great an- 
Moyance to the inhabitants. 

But let us look a little back to the plantations 
aore eaftward from Pifeataqua river, where thefe out* 
rages of the Indians firft began. 

At Cafeo-Say, Lieut. Inger/on's fon with another 
man, going out a fowling about this time, were both 
killed before they returned home, his father’s houfe# 
being burnt, with many others alfo thereabouts. 

At B/ad Paint, Lieut. Augur with two more were 
•ffauhed by the Indians, where after many (hot ex¬ 
changed betwixt them, himfelf was fo wounded, that 
he died foon after, and his brother alfo was killed with¬ 
in a few days after, not far from the fame place. 

When the rifing of the Indians firft began in thofs 
eaftern parts (with us called the county of Tarkjhire) 
Capt. IVincol of Ne^eche-ivannick, with fome^ others, 
fearing a fympathy for the fufferings of his neighbors, 
marched up that way with a fmall party of men. In 
,fei$ firft ficirmifti with the enemy he chanced to lofe 
two or three of his company the reft, not being a- 
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bove 11 in all, as they were marching along by the 
fea fide were afiaulted by a great number of the Indi¬ 
ans, judged to be 150 ; being hard bcfet wiih fo great 
a number, they retreated to an heap of bolts that lay 
rear the water fide, by the ftielter of which they lay 
fafe from the enemy’s guns, and fo well played their 
few guns, that they flew many of the Indians, and put 
them all to a kind of rout at laft ; after which, by the 
help of an old canoe, they recovered fafc to the other 
fide of the bank. But nine Saca men had worfe fue- 
cefs, who came with a good intention to help theif 
friends, upon the hearing of their guns ; but as they 
came to refcuc Capt Wincolfi\\\i his fmall party, they 
themfelves fell into an arobufh of the enemy, and fo 
were all cut off, with two other men alfo, near th» 
place where the firft fktrmilh was, for the Indians from 
the fhore fide could difcern any that were coming to¬ 
wards them when they were at a great diftance, and fo 
might eafily way-lay them before they could come up 
to them. Near upon feven houfes were burnt about 
this time, and feme perfons killed at Black Feint. 

Two perfons were killed at Tf^elh in the beginning 
of winter, one of them was a fervant to Mr. fVilliam 
Symonds (one of thie principal men in the town afore- 
faid) the gentleman himfelf with hii family were re¬ 
moved to a garrifon houfe in the middle of the town. 
His fervant going early in the morning to look after 
feme bufinefs there, tairied longer than was needful, to 
provide fbmething for himfelf, the Indians invited 
themfelves to breakfafl with him, making the poor 
fellow pay the fliot, when they had done, withlth® 
lofs of his life, ■ 

A WEEK after one Cre/s wasflain at Welh likewife, 
who was a kind of a diftrafted fellow. Aifo one Ijaac 
Coujins was there killed in the beginning of winter, 
after there had been feme overtures of peace between 
Major Waldtrn and the Indians. 

With fuch kind of mutual encounters was the latter 
pait of the year fpent betwixt the Indians and the ^n- 
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gli(h from Pi Teat aqua rivtr to Kenntbeck, from the be¬ 
ginning of Auguji to the end of Nivember^ wherein 
many were flain on both fides ; «fthe Englifh in thofe 
parts were flain upwards of fitty ; the enemy loft, as 
appeared afterwards by their own confeffion, above 90, 
partly in the aforefaid fkirmifties, and partly in their 
joining with the Indians to the weftward, whither it is 
faid, many of them were invited to repair, to help ds- 
ftroy the Engliih, in hopes to enjoy their poffelTions 
afterwards ; but God had otherwife detsrmrned, who 
did arife at laft to fave the meek ones of the earth, and 
plead the caufe of his people. 


The Governor and Council of Majfachufits had at 
this time their hands full with the like attempts of 
Philip and his accomplices to the weftward, yet were 
not unmindful of the deplorable condition of theft 
eaftern plantations ; having committed the care there¬ 
of to the Majors of the refpeftive regiments of the fe- 
veral counties on that fide of the country, but mor* 


efpecially to the care and prudence of the Honorable 
Major D. Dtnifon, Major General of the colony, a ge- 
tleman who by his great infight in, and long experi¬ 
ence of all martial affairs, was every way accompliftied 
for the managing that whole affair ; he had, to eafe tbt 
other fide of the country, drawn ont a fufficient num¬ 
ber of foldiers from the next counties, to have re¬ 
duced ail the Indians eaftward to their obedience ; but 
juft as they were Intended to march up to the head¬ 
quarters of the Indians, to fall upon them there, viz. 
to O/Tm and Pigwauchtt, about an hundred miles up. 
into the country northward, the winter fetting m fo 
fharp and fevere in the beginning of and 

latter end of November, it was not pofftble to have 
marched a day’s journey into the woods without ha¬ 
zarding all their lives that fhould venture Up. the fnow 
being found generally in thofe woods four ^oot thick 
on the loth of December, fo 

any to have travelled thatway unleff they carried rackets 

under their feet, wherewith to walk upon 

the fiiow : This only coafideratuon fexced them to lay 
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slide thjir defign for the prefent, but foon af’.er it was 
done to their hands ; for the depth of the fnow, ard 
fharpnefs of the cold, were fo extrcam, that the Indians 
in thofe parts wcte fo pinched therewith, that being 
llarved they began to fue for peace, making their ad- 
drefs firft to Major Waldern on that account, by whofe 
mediations that whole body of Indians eaflward were 
brought to an hcpeful conduficn of peace, which was 
putually agreed upon, and poITifely might hiive le- 
mained firm enough to this day, had there not been 
too juft an occafion given for the breaking of the 
fame, by the wicked praftice of feme lewd pfrfers 
which opened the door, and made way for the bring¬ 
ing in all thofe fad calamities and raivchiefs that hav-e 
fjnee fallen upon thofe parts of the country, as fhali 
hereafter be declared. 

In the latter end of Jme^ 1676, the Indians that 
had made a general confpiracy againll the iLriglith, 
were ftrargely difperfed and difpirited, fo that'they from 
that time began to feparate one from another, and 
every nation of them to fliift for themfelves, ss hath 
already been mentioned in the former part of this Dar~ 
rative. Cancnh'usy the great Sachem of the Narrka- 
gan/eis* diftrufting the proffers of the Englifb, was {lain 
'in the woods by the Moka^vks, his Squaw furrender¬ 
ing herfelf, by this means her life Vvas fpared. 

Mans' of thole about Lattcafier, and the places ad¬ 
joining thereto, did cunningly endeavour to bide them¬ 
felves arcongft thofe Indians about Pi/cafaqua, that 
had newly made their fubmiffion to the Euglilh, by 
Major Waldern’s, meansj and concluded a peace, )<.t 
could neither diffenible their nature and difpofnion paft 
before from fufpicion of mifehief, nor yet fo artificially 
conceal their perfons, but they were etfily dilcernr.d by 
fuch as in forrricr times had any acquaintance with the 
caftern Indians by way of trade, or other converfe : 
Whereupon the forces newly raifed in the hhffaihu.eu^ 
under the coruaiand of Cart. If'ilUafn auW 

U 
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Capt. Jcfeph Sill, defigned for the fubduing of thofa 
Indians about the river of Merrimack and Pifcataqua, 
that lUIl ftood out in hoftility againft the Englifh, 
meeting with thofe under the command of Major Wal- 
dirn aforefaid, and Capt. Frcjl of Kittery ; it was 
mutually agreed betwixt thofe feveral commanders to 
feize upon all thofe Indians that at that time were met 
together about Major lValderii% dwelling at Shcechtcha ; 
the defign fucceeded according to expeftaiion, and all 
the Indians were handfomely furprized the 6th^ of 
September, 1676, without the lofs of any perfons life, 
cither Indian or Englilh, to the number of near 400 ; 
by which device, after our forces had them all in their 
hands, they feparated the peaceable from the perfidious, 
that had been our enemies during the lat« troubles ; 
finding above zoo involved in the former rebellion, 
more or lefs, they accordingly were fent down to the 
Governor and Council at Bojion, who adjudged 7 or ? 
of them immediately to die ; fuch as were known to 
have had their hands in the blood of the Englifh, or 
that had been fhed by their means; the reft that were 
found onlyacceflariesto the late mifehiefs, had their lives 
(pared, but were fent into other parts of the world to 
try the difference between the friendfhip of rfheir 
neighbours here, and their fervice with other mailers 
elfevvhere, 

Those who had been always peaceable and true 
to the Englifh, never intermeddling in the quarrel, 
as Wannalancet, the Sagamore of Penniccck, and fome 
others, were quietly difmiffed to their own places, 
llefides that were furprized at the time aforefaid, 

there were feveral others who had been the chief aftors, 
that were taken up and down in thofe woods beyond 
Merrimack, and fo were delivered up to jullice ; as 
'y^hn Monaco, Sagamore Sam, old 'Jethro, with fome 
others, as hath been already mentioned, yet young 
Jethro brought in 40 at one lime. It was a fpecial 
■javor from God fo to order it, that the Indians afore¬ 
faid, were fo furprized ; for had they continued in 
tjjcir former rebellion, and had taken the opportunity 
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to have joined with the eaflern Indians, as fume of 
them did a few months before, they would in all likeli¬ 
hood have utterly deftroyed all the plantations of the 
lln^lilh beyond Pljcataqua river, as nianifeftly appear# 
by "the mifehief which was lately done by means of a 
lew, that by too much connivance of fome in tpo.e 
parts, that entertained a better opinion of them thSn it 
leems they deferved. For whereas me»tion was for¬ 
merly made of a fmall party of Indians, that on^ ti^e 
3d day of May, in this prefent year, bad muracred 
cne rhcr»as KimbeL of B^a^ford, and carried away 
his wife and 5 children captive i yet_ two or three of 
the aftors did, upon what confideration is not knowjj, 
return the woman and children again within Ox weeks, 
and bccaufe of their voluntardy returning of them, 
%vere dealt more favorab’y with ; being only put into 
prifon at Denver, for a time ; yet poffib'y conccivrrtg 
that a prifon was but a preparation for a svorie evsj, 
they took, an optaortunity (two of the chief actors iti 
the aforefaid mifchicf, one called the other 

Andre’vj'] to convey themfelves out of the place of re- 
flrsint, and afe. wards going amcr.gfl. the Awc/coggai^ 
and Kennebeck Indians, have joined with themjn thuje 
bloody and cruel depredations lately made m thofe 
parts, which follow' in order next to be reiated. 

Some little colour or pretence of injury was allcdgetl 
before thofe eaftern Indians began their outrage, bo h^ 
in the furntier, as well as in the prefent year ; thechiet 
adlor or rather the beginner, of all the aforefaid mif- 
chiefs eafward, is one Squando, the Sagamore of Sacs 
Indisn% whofe Squ.'rw, as is ftid, was abufeu by a 
rude and indifcieet adh of fome EngliHi Teaman, fhe 
lallfiimmer. 1675, who either ovetfet the canoe where¬ 
in the faiu fquaw with her child were itiiiing in a river 
thereabouts, or elfe to try whether the children of the 
Indians as they had heard, could fvvim as naturally as 
any other crea ures, wittingly call her child into the 
water ; but the fquaw immediately diving into the 
water after it, Etched it up from the bottom of the ri¬ 
ver, yet it fo falling out that widiin a while after the

h'd child died (which it -might have dons if nS 
fach alFroat had been offered) the faid Squands, fa¬ 
ther of the child, hath been fo provolced thereat, that 
he hath ever fince fet himfelf to do all the mifchief he 
can to the Englifh in thofe parts, and was never as yer, 
li:Ke that time, truly willing to be reconciled, although 
he is faid to have fent home feme chat were taken cap¬ 
tive the laft year. Surely if their hearts had not been 
fecretly filled with malice and revenge before, they 
might have obtained fatisfadion for the wrong done 
at an cafier rate ; more probable it is that this was 
only an occafion to vent the mifchief they bad formerly 
conceived in their hearts. 

There is an injury of an higher nature, meniioned 
as the ground of their quarrel with us who live about 
Pemmaquid and Kennebeck, which happened the lalt 
fpring, via. one Laughton^ with another perfon or 
moie, who having obtained under the hand of M..jor 
a warrant to feize any Indians eaftward 
that iiadi oeeti guHty of any murder or fpcil done to the 
Enniilli in thofe parts, did (moft perfidioufly and wick¬ 
edly entice feme of the Indians about Cape S&bltj, 
who never had been in the leaft manner guilty of any 
injury done to the Englifh) on board their vefTel, er 
elf'e foHie other way, and then carried them away to 
fell them for flaves ; which the Indians in thofe parts 
look upon as an injury done to themfelves, and have 
aliedged it to the inhabitants of Pemmaquid^ as one of 
the principal grounds of their prefent quarrel ; The 
thing aliedged is too true as to matter of faft, atid the 
perfons that did it were lately committed to JJrifon in 
order to their further trial. Yet all thofe Indians do, 
or may know full well, that they who did them that 
wrong, were liable to due punifhment (or elfe their 
quarrel might be accounted jufl, and they confidered 
as Indians, muft have the more allowance) if they 
could be found, nor ever were any countenanced a- 
mongft us, that had done them any kind of injury, 
nor did thofe that take upon them^ the revenging of 
the injury, know chat they were inhabitants of this 
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counTrf that did the wrong ; r,or was there ever any 
orderly complaint made thercol ; but this cannot ex- 
cufe their perfidioofnefs and cruelty. Some other pre¬ 
tences alledged by the faid Indians that yet do bear no 
proportion to the mention of a wrong or injury, viz, 
becaufe our traders were forbidden tp fell any ammuni¬ 
tion ro any Indians whatfoever ; which thofe Indians 
fay they cannot live without; yet feeing they them- 
feJvcs, as well as the weUward Indians have fo ill im¬ 
proved that which they had before, there was little 
•reafon why they ftiould quarrel with us for felling no 
more. 

Further, alfo, it is alHimed by fome perfons wor¬ 
thy of credit, that for divers years paft have lived in 
thofe parts, that the Indians thereabouts need not have 
wanted powder or Ihot, only they wanted fomethirg 
wherewith to cloak their malicious and barbarous 
pradlices of late committed sgainft us ; but there be¬ 
ing different opinions about this point, we^ fhall leave 
it for the prefent. But this being premifed in reference 
,to thepietended ground, or occafion of the quarrel, 
it remains that the effeils thereof be oow related. 

Before the war with Philip was well ended to the 
foothward, there was a frefh alarm founded again to 
the eaftw'ard ; for on the nth of Augvjl, 1676, the 
very day before Philip''$ heart, that had harboured fs 
many mifehievous and treacherons devices againff 
the Englilh, was by one cf his own company fhot:' 
through, a party of Indians began their outrages at 
Ca/co m^ moll perfidious and treacherous manner, 
killing and carring away captive, to the number of 3c 
pEtfons, and burning their houfes ; amongft whom 
was the family of one Anthony Bracket, an inhabitant of 
Cafeo, who was thought to have been .hulcd, but he 
himfelf, with his wif’;, and one of his five children car¬ 
ried away captive, with a negro, did happily make a» 
efcape ftom their bloody and deceitful hands, in ih- 
*j,mher next enfuing. 
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The manner how Anthony Bracket and hfs wife 
ITi ide their efcape was very remarkable, and therefore 
Judged worthy to be here inferted, although out of due 
place. The Indians that led them captive, having 
brought them to the north fide of Cafeo Bay, news 
Avas brought to the faid Indians of the furprizal of 
Aro-uojick houfe, in Kennebeck, with all the ftores 
therein, which did fo rejoice them, that they made all 
haile to fhare in the good things there to be had ; 
Thus eager to be gone, they promifed Bracket and^his 
wife that they alfo fhould have a fiiare therein if they 
WOttld make hafte after them, bringing Slong a bur¬ 
then alloted to each of them : The woman having a 
little before obferved an old birch canoe lying by the 
water fide, hoped it was an opportunity Providence 
off'red for their efcape ; whereupon fhe firft prudently 
afked the Indians to let the negro, their own fervant 
(at the fame time carried captive by them) help them 
to c-irtv sheir burthens, which was granted ; then fhe 
tregged ■of them a piece or two of meat, which was 
Mot der.yed them. Thus beirvg furnifhed with help 
and provifion, the Indians leaving them behind to 
come after with their feveral burthens, and a young 
child, they could not but look upon it as a nutrus Di- 
Hfinus, to bid them flrift for themfelves ; The woman 
o1fo found a needle and th'^ead in the houfe, wdth which 
Hie mended the canoe, while they tarried on that fide 
•cf the bay, in which they foon ventured to get away, 
which profperoufly fucceeded ; for in that old canoe 
they croffed a water eight or nine miles broad, and 
when they came on the fouth fide of the bay, they 
might have been in as much danger of other Indians, 
that had lately been about Bl&ck-Faint, and had taken 
it ; but they were newly gene ; So thinp on all fides 
thus concurrmg to help forward their deliverance, they 
•came fafely to the fat at Black Point, where alfo by 
ipecial Providence they met with a veffei bound for 
pifeatemua, th:ic Came into that harbour but a few 
bouri bifore they came thither, by which m«ans they 
-atrived fafe in Pi/cataqua river foon after ; ail which 
aro ver/ worthy to be aoied. 
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Amongst thofe Indians that feized this Bracket's 
family, the Chief was or,e S 'non, vho had but a 
little before efcaped out of D'j<ver prifon, where he was 
not carefully overiuoked ; he had had his hand in the 
murder of fundry Engli/h, as he hud cojvfeipid ; n6t 
miffing any, fave one, on whom he had dilcharged 
his gun ; but becaufe he came in voluntarily, bring¬ 
ing in a woman and 5 children of the Englilh, who 
had been carried captive a little before, it was queftion- 
ed whether his laft aft of fubmiffion might not balance 
his former tranfgreffion, and therefore he was com¬ 
mitted to that, not fo fecure a prifon, till his cafe 
might be further confidered of. It is laid that coming 
to that Bracket's houfe over night, he pulled forth a 
counterfeited pafs, under the hands of fome public 
officers, or men intrufted with that Airvicc, making 
fhew of all friendffiip ; but in the morning,^ or foon 
after, he pulled off the vizor of a frie»id, and difeover- 
cd what he was ; yet granting life to this perfon and 
his family, that did not, or could net refill, which he 
denied to fomeof the neighbours not far off, who we'e 
many of them killed by this bloody viiiian and hi* 
partners. 

There are fome circumftances in the affault of 
Anthony Bracket's houfe very confiderable, which, be¬ 
caufe it was the fiift outrage committed ■ ' the Indians 
in this their fecoad infurredion, 1676, are worthy of 
a mote particular remembering. 

This Indian beforementioned. called Srmen, af.er 
he had efcaped out of the prifon at Dover^ came to 
Cafeo, and either in the end of July or beginning of 
Augufl, acquainted himfelf with this Anthony Bracket^ 
and oft fiequeiued his houfe. Upon thr 9th of Auguji 
fome of the Indians having killed a cow of his, ihe 
Indian Simtn coming to his houfe promt fed to bring 
the Indians to him that had killed his cow. In the 
mean time they of the place ffnt two men to Major 
IValdern's z'i Dover, to com^hm oi this injury done 
by the Indians, but before tfeoir rejurn, very early in 
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the morning on the i ith Auguji, Simon with a party 
of Indians came to Anthony Bracket's houfe, and told him 
there were the Indians that had killed his cow ; but as 
fooa as they had faid that, the Indians went further in¬ 
to 4 iis houfe and took hold of all the guns they could 
fee; Bracket aOced what was the meaning of that, Si¬ 
mon replied, that fo it mufi be, alking him withal, 
whether he had rather ferve the Indians, or be flain 
by them, to which he anfwered, that if the cafe were 
fo, he would rather chafe to ferve them than be killed 
by them ; Simon replied, that then they muft be 
hound, which was prefently done* The faid Bracket^ 
his wife, and a negro were all bound by the Indians ; 
his wife had a brother, who offering to refill was killed 
forthwith, the reft, with £ve children were led away 
prifoners. 

Two hours after, one Pihe^ that lived not Far off, 
but knowing nothing of ail this, went up in a canoe 
toward one Robert Corbin’s houfe, where he found one 
Humphry Durham and Benjamin Atnx'el at wotk about 
their hay ; after a little ftay, he left them, intending 
to go up higher with his canoe, but as foon as he was 
a little paft, he heard the report of guns, wh'ch made 
him wins another man he had with him, pre'ently re¬ 
turn back ; before be came beyond Corbans houfe he 
faw an Englilh boy running with all hafie, which made 
him fear fome mifchief was in hand, and prefently a 
volley of fhot came againft them, but the bullets flying 
over their heads, did them no hurt ; prefently Simon 
appeared, and called them to come on fhore; but they 
liked not his courtefy, and turning their canoe into the 
ftream, got out of the reach'of their guns, hailing down 
to his own houfe with all fpeed ; when he came near 
to his houfe, he called to the people to make hafte a- 
way towards the garrifon-houfie, and bid the reft look 
to themfelves, and fire upon the Indians that were com- 
ing againft them ; In the mean while the Indians paffng 
from Anthony Bracket’s, :o Corban's, killed Corhan him- 
felf, together with Humphry Durham and Benjamin At- 
beforementioned j then pafling on to other houfiaSr 
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killed fome, and carried others away captive. At on« 
cT the next houfes the women and children got off into 
the water by a canoe ; but one James ko/s^ his wife 
and children were carried away. Corbarit wife, with 
one of the other men’s wives, and the children of ano¬ 
ther, they carried away likewife. 

In another fide of the town as three perfons were 
going to reap at Anthcny Bratket's, pafling hem an 
noufe where they left their canoe, met with Jaba 
Msunfjoy and one Wakely, to whom they told what 
had happened, foon after they heard two guns fired, 
whereby it feems two men were killed ; wherefore 
coming bick ttward Thomas Bracket’s, where they had 
left their canoe, they faw him {hoc down by the Indians j 
one of the three not fo well able to run, hid himffelf 
in the bufhes in hope to make his cfcape more conveni¬ 
ently afterwards, which accordingly he did j but in the 
mean time he faW the Indians carry away Thomas Brac^ 
ket’s wife and children. Soon after the three men a- 
forefaid, got fafe to Mr. Mounfjoy's garrifon, but not 
trufting to the fecurity of that garrifon, they foon after 
repaired to an ifland in the bay, called James Andre^v’a 
ifland. One George Lenvis and his wife tarried all this 
time in their houfe till the next day, when they had op¬ 
portunity to get fafe to the ifland aforefaid, together 
with the two men that were now returned from Major 
Waldern ; whither they had been fent, but too late, 
to make complaint of the Indians that had counterfeit¬ 
ed his pafs to travel into thofe parts, and had done this 
mifehief. 

The day after, one George Felt, fufpefting the worft 
by reafon of a fmoke he faw on the opfmfite fide of the 
town, took his wife and children into a canoe to fee 
what the matter was, but when he came near a point 
of land not far off, he found feveral of his neighbors 
goods, which made him conclude their owners were 
killed, which was a fufficient warning to him likewife 
to fly for his life, which he did to the fame ifland. 
After a number of them had efcaped thither, they re- 
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colleaed tnat they had left powder behind them in oce | 
or two places ; whereupon they determined to venture 
a party of them in the night, to prevent the Indians 
from having any advantage thereby, and for their own 
defence if occafton ftiould require ; accordingly their 
attempt fucceeded well, for they brought away a barrel 
of powder from one H^elPs houft, and likewife a confi- 
derable quantity out of a cheft in a ftore hnufe, where 
the Indians had been ranfacking, and had taken things 
out of the other end of the cheft, yet overlooked the 
powder. In this furprizal of the plantation in Cafeo- 
Bay, called Falmouth, there were 34 perfons killed 
and carried into captivity. 

That this was not a cafual attempt, but a defigned 
plot, will appear, in that juft about the fame time, the 
Indians at Kenneleck made the like infurredion, where* 
by it is concluded, either that the Indians which efca- 
ped from Do^er ftirred them up thereunto, or elfe that 
the faid Indians finding them in a difpofuion tending 
that way, by reafon of fome injuries done thofe that 
dwell farther northward, they offered their fervice to 
help forward the defign. 

It is to be noted here that the Indians zhool Kennt~ 
heci viCTz perfuaded to continue their former amity 
with theEnglifti, notwithftandirg the report of/’irrA/’s 

rifing that year before, and the outrages committed the 
laft autumn and winter following ; yet which is more, 
they had lately renewed their league with the Englrlh 
in thofe parts, although they had often complained to 
thofe of Pemmaquid, of the injury they /offered i" 
wi h-holding from them the trade of powder and mot, 
without which they faid they could not fubfift. and for 
want of which, it is alledged by themfeives, that fome 
of them per;fhed the laft winter. 

But the quarrel of late fallen out betwixt the En- 
glifh and the Indians about Ktnntbeck and 
thereof, being a matter of great importance, it Ihajl, 
for the fatisfaftion of the reader, in what follows be 
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more particularly defcribed, it being the duty of every 
one that publiftteth things of this nature, to do the 
right of an hiftorian to all who are any ways concern¬ 
ed in what is made public. The information was re¬ 
ceived from a prudent perfon, an eye and ear wicnefs 
of all that happened amongft the faid Indians both the 
former and the prefent year, end one that was more 
publickly concerned in thofe tranfadlions than fome o- 
thers, therefore the more credit may be given thereto. 

Mention is already made of what happened in 
Stptember, 1675, to the company belonging to a floop 
and two boats that went up Cafet-Bay to gather corn, 
upon that accident it is faid divers Indians on the eaft 
fide of Kenntbeck river repaired to their fort at Totori' 
tteck (a place higher up into the country beyond Kennt-^ 
hetk and Sheep/cot river), where was an Englifh trading 
houfe ; And the Indians eaftward of faid river, had as 
yet done no harm to any of the Englilh, yet did 
Capt. S)lvarus Davis, agent for Major Clarke and 
Capt. Lake of Bojlan, upon thefe overtures think fit to 
fetch down the powder and Ihot.with other goods from 
the faid trading houfe, telling the Indians, by the mef- 
fenger fent up, he would have them come down and 
live below in that river, to take off jealoufies, and that 
lie would then fupply ^ -m with what was rseedful.— 
But the meflenger told them in cafe they would not 
come down and deliver up their arms the Engli{h 
would kill them. He that fendeth a menage hy the band 
of a fool, faith Solomon, entteth off the feet, and drink-- 
tth damage. This meffage was delivered by him aa 
he afterwards confefled, but who put it Into his mouth, 
or whether it was the device of his own heart, does not 
at prefent concern us te enquire, but the damage that 
fideofthe country hath fuftained thereby is not cafy to 
recount ; for upon this threatning meflage the Indians 
forfook their fort and went further eaftward, and fent 
abroad to John's river and to the fea fide, to get all 
the Indians they could together to come up Fenobfett 
river. 
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A GENTLEMAN vvho at that time lived at Pmma- 
quidf a kind of fuperintendent over the affairs of that 
place, confider^ng the fad ftate things were running in¬ 
to, laboured to obtain a parly with the faid Indians, or 
with fome of them, which after much trouble.and coft 
he did accomplifh. But in the mean rime, fuch was 
the violence ufed by fome refradloty Er.glifh in thofe 
parts, that they could fcarceba reftrained from offering 
violence to the perfons he fent up as meBengers, or o- 
thers that lived quietly amongfl; them, and did alfo as 
violently fet themfelves up to oppofe him or any others 
that a£led with more moderation than the reft ; pro- 
tefting againft them as thofe who for gain fupplyed the 
Indians with powder and fhot, and faid they would kill 
any Indian they met ; others at Monhiggon offered five 
pounds for every Indian that fhould be brought, yet 
would not thefe perfons that were fo violent agtinft 
the Indians in their difeourfe, be perfuaded then or af¬ 
terwards to go out to fight the Indians in an orderly 
way, as appeared both by their fecurity in not adling 
better upon their guard, and by their fudden flight af¬ 
terwards, running away like a flock of fheep, at th« 
barking of any little dog. Things being in this pof- 
ture, what could be cxpcdled but a prefent war with 
the Indians, although as it feems, thire were few or 
none to be found willing to undertake it, or fit to ma- 
nage it in thofe parts. However, the perfon aforefaid 
underftanding the genera) court at Bojlon had appoint¬ 
ed a council of war at Kennebnk, applied himfelf to 
them, laying before them the defperate ftate things were 
falling into ; whereupon they iffued out warrants to re- 
flrain all manner of perfons from meddling with the 
Indians without further order, which within a few days 
fhould be had. In the mean time the Sachems of the 
Indians met at Pemmaquid, where after many com¬ 
plaints made of the hard dealing of the Englifh in 
nehtek river, they came to terms of peace, promifing 
to keep true frier.dfhip with the'Englifh, tnd to hinder 
th^ Amofeoggan Indians from meddling with the En- 
gUfh, if by any means they could, and alfo to return 
peaceably in the fpring of the year. This gentlemas. 
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aforefai(?, having a long time waited to go to 
^vas v.illing to take the opportunity of the prefenc wi/i- 
ter, hoping things were now pretty well fettled in ilxle 
pirts between the Indians and the Eng'ifh, found fti.a 
after that he was cited thither to anfwer fome com¬ 
plaints, though ill grounded, for felling powder and 
Ihot to the Indians contrary to order, Sut thofe fa.ie 
opinions being eafly blown away by his own appear¬ 
ance at Bofion, and having difpatched his bufmds there, 
he returned before the winter was over to 
where hearing of a veffel that intended to take Isdi,!' s 
in thofe parts and carry them away to market, \vh»th 
he had many ftrong reafons to believe, (it being no 
hard matter to furprize many fuch, that fiifpedling uo 
fraud, would eafily be enticed aboard a vcfi'ei to traoc, 
or>ay be ro drink liquor) lent to both the mailer and 
company, if they had any iuch intent, to for bear, iv e- 
ing thofe Indians were at peace with us ; and !ikewii& 
to the Indians, to inform them of fuch a veflli, and t<i 
be aware thereof; but yet it feems the maficr and 
company took feveral Indians eallvyard, who were a'f« 
at peace with us, and to our great Ibriow fhipt Usem oa 
board for a market. 

The winter being now over, the aforemenrionevi 
Bgcnt of Pemmaquiil went to a meeting of the Indirms 
eaftward, to perfuade them of the country’s vvillingntrs 
to continue a peace with them. They feerned very 
joyful theieat, and in the fpring brought fotne ptefen’s 
to confirm the peace, and to that end alfo delivered up 
an Englifh captive boy to thofe of Kenncbeck^ But 
when the fummer came on, the faid Indians having ]i* 
berty to travel up and down the country to Vifit their 
friends as they ufed to do, they miffed many of them, 
who had in the winter been perfidioufly carried awa', 
and as is related, they fell into a re.ge againiV the Ea- 
glifh, making complaint thereof to the fatd asyjnt, Mr. 
Earthy, Mr. Richard Oliver^ and others. They woe 
told means fhquld be ufed for bringing them back a- 
gain, which had been fo tranfporied. Thofe w wbcai, 
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the complaint was made, did fcarce believe it to b» 
true, not having heard thereof from any other hand, 
and probably hoping none, efpecially^ after fuch fo- 
lemn warning, would deal fo perfidioufly with hea¬ 
thens, to lay fuch a ftumbling block before them. 

The Indians being certain of the thing done, could 
not be eaCly pacified, being likewife incenfed againft 
the Englilh for with-holding the trade of powder and 
fhot the laft winter, faying they were frighted from 
their corn the lalt year by the people about Kennebeckf 
infomuch that many of them died in the following win¬ 
ter for want of powder and (hot wherewith to kill 
venifon and foul ; adding withal, that if the Englifh 
were their friends as they pretended, they would not 
fuffer them to die for want thereof. However, the 
fa id agent making the bell he could of a bad caufe, 
*fed all means to pacify the complainants, an4 to that 
end promifed them that it they would meet with any 
of the Amofcoggan Indians (who had all alon^ the bit- 
tcreft enmity againft the Englilh) he would give them 
a meeting to treat in order to a peace. Major Waldern 
having already concluded a peace with the Pifeataqua 
and Ca/cQ Indians, and by that means, if they could 
conclude the like peace with the Amofeeggan men (that 
could not yet be found) there would be a genera! peace 
with all the Indians eaftward of Pijcaiaqua, which the 
Indians that were prefeot at this difeourfe feemed very 
joyful at. Yet ftill by one fatal accident or another, 
jealoufies ftill feemed to increafe in their minds, or elfe 
the former injuries began to boil a frefh in their fpirits, 
as not being ealily digefted, whatever had been faid or 
done to allay the offenfivenefs thereof. Soon after 
comes a poft from Tctonneck, to dcfire him to repair 
thither apeording to his prcmlfe, where they told him 
be ihould meet Squando, and divers Amojcoggan^zthtxaSf 
End that Mug was fent poft to fetch the faid Squando, 
'I'hi? gentleman, mindful of his promite, went with tht 
poft to Kennebed, finding Cape. Lake at his houfe in 
Areivjtck. It was judged meet that Captain Sylvejier 
Da-vis ihould go along with him, with inftruftions frpm 
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the council then fitting in Kennebeck, how to carry on 
their treaty. After they had gone part of the way to¬ 
wards Tctonnock, they came to an Englifn houfe, where 
they were told what great jealouhcs of deceit in the 
Indians were upon their fpirits, from what they had 
heard of Mug, and Tarumkin, an Am->fcoggan Sachem. 
Going further, to a place called Kedonucook, they met 
with Indians, who were very Ihy of telling them any 
thing ; which, added to their former intimation, great¬ 
ly increafed their fears ; but being refolved cn their 
voyage, they proceeded in their way thither, yet falling 
fhort of the place on purpofe, that they might finilii 
their buCnefs with them the next day. When they 
came to their fort, they were fnft faluted with a volley 
of Ihot, then brought into a wigwam where their Sa¬ 
chems were ; Madocka^atido fat as chief, who now 
fliles himlelf their minifier. Being fet iA council, they 
made Jffiminafqua their fpcaker, whofe adopted fotr 
was the faid Madccka’warido : He told them it was not 
their cuftom, if any came as tneffengers to treat with 
them, to feize upon their perfons, as fometiroes the 
Mohanjuis did with fuch as had been fent to them : 
Capt. Da<vis, and the other gentleman told them there¬ 
in they dealt like men ; anfwer was prefently made 
them, you did otherwife by our njen, when 14 came 
to treat with you, and fet a guard over them, and took 
away their guns ; and not only fo, but a fecond time 
you requited our guns, and demanded us to come 
down unto you, or elfe vou would kill us, which was- 
the caufe of our leaving both our fort and corn, to our 
great left. 

It was without doubt no fmall trouble to their 
minds, in a treaty with ihefe Pagans, h^c diet potuiffi,- 
and ttan potuijje rrftUi : Yec to put the bell conftrudion 
might be, on fuch irregular actions, which could not 
W'ell be juftified, they told them the perfons who 
had fo done, were not within the limits of their go¬ 
vernment, and therefore though they could not call 
them to an account for fo ading, yet they did utterly 
difallow thereof; adding further, as foon as we under- 
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ft )Gcl thereof, we fent for you to Pemmaquid, and treated 
you kindly, and kept you, as you know, from the vio¬ 
lence of the Englifh ; the Indians replied, we do but 
inform you, and will treat further in the afternoon ; 
but when the afternoon came, our two meffengers 
told them their bufinefs was to treat with the Amofeog- 
gan Sachems, and that they were forry SquanJo was 
rot there ; then having confirmed their peace with 
thofe eafhvard Indians, they intreated the Amofeoggan 
men to fpeak, who likewife urged Tarumkin, the chief 
Arnofeoggan Sachem to fpeak, who after fome paufe, 
laid be had been to the weftward, where he had found 
many Indians unwilling for peace ; but fays he, I found 
three Sachems (whom he named, though thofe be 
fpake to knew them not) willing to have peace ; and 
for my own part I am willing for peace, and give 
them his hand, with proteftation of his continuing in 
friendfhip ; fa did 7 or 8 more of the Amnfeoggan ni'.n; 
whofe names they took, of whom Mug and R AiHhood'% 
fon were two. After this Madackanx-ando aflc’d them 
what they fnould -do for powder and ikor, when they 
had eat up their Indian corn, what they fhould do for 
the winter, for their hunting voyages ; afking wiihaj, 
whether they would have them die, or leave their 
country, and go all over to the French. Our meflen- 
gers told him, they would do what they could with the 
Governor, fome might be allowed them for neceflity : 
He raid they had waited long already, and therefore 
would have them now, fay yea or nay, whether they 
dliould have powder as formerly, or not : Our mef- 
fengers then replied, you yourfelves fay many of the 
weftern Indians would not have peace, and thereforeif we 
fell you powder, and you give it to the weftern men, 
what do we but cut our own threats ? Adding further, 
it is not in our power without leave, if you fhould 
wait ten years more, to let you have powder, at which 
words they feem?d much to be offended. 

But yet the next day they refolved to go down 
with them, and to fpeak with the weftern men, there¬ 
by" if i; might be, to flop their further proceeding. 
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So going down with them the next day, they met 
with fome Indians who had got llrong Jiqour, with 
whom they fell a diinking ; oar mellengers flayed at 
two places for them, and finding that ftill they tarried 
behind, not knowing what farther to do, they v.ent 
home, it being the fixth day of the week ; but the 
next night fave orte, news came to Kenneheck, that the 
Indians had killed divers Englifh in Cafcoy althotigh 
it was not yet known at Pemmaquid ; Upon this news 
Capt. Davis fet out one fentinel the next night ; ib« 
reft (fach was their fecuricy) went all to bed, and >n 
the morning were all like Laifii furprized ; thus might 
it be faid, Invadunt JEdem Jimno (Jinc7i) <vincq ; ftpul- 
tam. The particulars of the furptizing of Kc-nnibeckt 
and Arovsjick hoofe, are thus related by fuch as were 
Acquainted therewith. 

Upon the 13th of AuguJ}, 1676, feveral Indians 
repaired in the evening to the houfe of one Mr. Ham¬ 
mond, an ancient inhabitant, and trader with the In¬ 
dians up Kenneheck iivet ; his daughter, or a maid 
that was fervanc in the houfe, either naturally afraid 
of the natives, or elfe from fomething Ihe obferved in 
their countenance or carriage, manifefted fo much 
fear, as made her run out of the houfe to hide herfelf 
in fome place abroad ; the Indians perceiving it, the 
more to dilTemble thiir treachery, ran after her, and 
brought her into the houfe, telling her (although they 
could not perfuade her fo to believe) that there was no 
reafon to be afraid of them ; prefently after more of 
the barbarous viilians coming into the houfe, fhe grew 
more afraid than before, being now more ftrongly 
perfuaded that they came on purpofe to kill or furpnze 
ihofe in the family, whereupon Ihe fuddenly made art 
efcape out the houle, and prefently paffed into a field 
c,f Indian corn, whereby flie might the -better avoid 
the danger of any purfuer, and fo ran acrofs over the 
land that night, ten or twelve miles, to give them no¬ 
tice that lived at Skeep/cot •iver ; it is faid chat after 
ihe got out, fte heard a nolle in the houfe, as if they 
V/ 2 
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were fighring or fcuffling within doors ; but fhe did 
not count it wifdom to go back and fee what the mat¬ 
ter was, knowing before enough of their villanies, how 
Will foever her miilrefs (that was more verfed in the 
trade of the indians) might think of them. Thofe of 
Si'nep-fcot taking this warning, efcaped away as foon as 
they could, leaving their cattle and dwellings as a prey 
to the Indians. What befel maker Hammond and his 
family, is not yet certainly known : Reports pafs up 
and down, that foine who came down the river after¬ 
ward^, faw feme of the dead ftripped upon the banks 
of the river, which makes us fear the work concerning 
all the rek ; for certainly the whole family, l6 in 
number, were all at that time either killed or carried 
away captive, none fave the maid aforefaid, being 
known to make an efcape, to inform their friends, 
like Job'i meffergers, what bcfel the rek of the 
family- 

The Tnclians having in this manner furprized Mr. 
Haminond\- houfe, they pariTed down the river the 
fame n'ght, but going by another houfe, they med¬ 
dled not with the people, only turned their canoes 
adrift, that they might not find means afterwards to 
cfcape themfelves, or help others fo to do ; Pokibly 
their chief aim being at Aroi.vJick houfe, they would 
rot, for fear of being difeovered, make any attempt 
Kpon any place near by ; wherefore, the 14th of 
gujl, very early in the morning, having in the night, 
or before bicak of day, paiTed over on to the ikand 
called Aronx'fick j feveral of them undifeevered lay hid 
under the walls of the fort, and behind a great rock- 
near adjoining, till the fentine! w^s gone ok from his 
place (who went off* it Teems fooner than he fhcmld, 
GOfifidcring the danger) when prefenily Tome Indiars 
fallowed him in at the fort gate (as feme report) while 
ethers of them- immediately feized the port holes there¬ 
of, and Ihot down all they faw paffing up and down 
wiM b tka walls, and fo in a little time became mat¬ 
ters cf the fort, and all that was within it : Capt. 
Lah (J.o'iitt O'wner with Major C/arh, of the whole 
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ifland) hearing the buftle that was below, betwixt the 
Indians and thofe that belonged to the place, was 
Hrangely furprized, yet himfelf with Capt. Sylvanus 
Davis, and two more, underftanding that the Indians 
had feized the fort, and killed divers of the Englifb, 
apprehending it bootlefs, or rather heartlefs to ftay, as 
not being able to ftand upon their guard, or make any 
refiftance, made a Ihift to find a palTage out at a 
back door, whereby they efcaped to the water fide, 
where they found a canoe, into which they all enter¬ 
ed, and made away toward another ifland near by : 
This was not done fo fecretly but the Indians difeerned 
them before they were gone far ; four of them there¬ 
fore hafied after thofe that had efcaped in another 
canoe, and coming within Ihot, difeharged their guns 
upon them, whereby faid Davis was badly wounded ; 
yet making hafte, as they generally ufed to do th^ fly 
for their lives, timer eddidit alas, they got a ftiore 
before the Indians overtook them ; it is faid they were 
ftrangely difpirited, or elfe they might eafily have de¬ 
fended themfelves againft their purfuers ; But when 
cnee mei^s hearts are funk with fear and difeourage- 
ment upon a fudden furprizal, it is hard to buoy them 
up, to make any competent refinance. Capt. Davis 
being badly wounded, could neither truft to his legs to 
fly, nor yet make ufe of his hands to fight, yet was 
ftrangely preferved ; Providence direding him to go 
into the cleft of a rock, rear by the place where he 
frfi landed ; the Indians by the glittering of the fan 
beams in their «yes as they came afhore, did not dif- 
cern him ; fu that lying hid under the covert of the 
hand of Providence for two days, he at iaft crawled s 
little above the water fide, till he found a canoe, 
whereby he efcaped with his Iife._ The other two were 
better foot men, and parting with Capt. Lake, made 
their efcape ten or twelve miles, to the farther end of 
the ifland, anil fo efcaped from the Indians, till they 
found me.ans to get off. Poor Capt. Lah, who a few 
hours before llept quietly in his manllun honfe, fur- 
rounded with a fliong fortification, defended with 
many folJiers, is now fo.rced to fly away with none ta 
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attend him ; and as the awful hand of Providence ordered 
things, was as fome fay, purfued by fuch Indians as 
were mere ftrangers to the place, that knew not the 
mailer from the man, but by one of whom he was Ihot 
down, as is fuppofed foon after he came afhore ; Lieut. 
Davis heard two guns, by which it was thought, and 
foon after was known to be by an Indian, who hath 
fince confeflcd to Capt. Davis that he Ihot him that day 
Aranujick was taken, which he intended not to have 
done, but that he held up his piftol againft him ; 
whereas if he had but alked quarter, he ftiould have 
had his life. Capt. Lake was flain at that time, al¬ 
though many hopes were for fome time entertained 
that he was taken alive, and kept with other captives 
amongft the Indians; and it is faid the Indians of thofe 
ports did not intend to kill him, if they could have 
helped it; but it was known his hat was feen upon an 
Indian’s head not long after, which made his friends 
conclude what had befallen that good man, who might 
emphatically be fo termed, in difinflion from them 
that may truly be called juft men, and no more : For 
it feems according to the juft agreement betwixt him- 
felf and his part owner of Arovufick ifland, it was not 
his turn this year to have been upon the place, but 
fuch was his goodnefs, that he yielded to the defire 
of his friend and partner, as in his room and ilcad to 
take upon hirafelf that fervice in this time of danger ; 
it is hoped his goodnefs in future time will not be for¬ 
gotten by fuch as were any way concerned therein, or 
had advantage thereby. 

This ifland (called Aronx^ck, from an Indian fo 
named that formerly pofTefiTed it, and of whom it was 
purchafed by one Mr. Richards, who fold it to Capt* 
Lake and Major Clarke) lies up ten miles within the 
mouth ok Kenneheck river ; it is forne miles in length, 
and contains many thoufand acres of very good land j 
where meadow and arable ground are in a go< d pro¬ 
portion well fuited together. Within the fort aforefaid, 
were many convenient buildings for feveral officers, 
as well for wares and trading, as habitation : Six fe- 
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veral edifices are faid to have been there erefted. The 
warehoufe at that time was well furnilhed with all forts 
of goods ; befides a mill and other accommodations and 
dwellings, within a mile of the fort and manfion houfe ; 
feme inhabitants of which hardly made their efcape 
upon the firft furprizal of the fort. 

All which confidered, the lofs that befel the pro¬ 
prietors at the furprizal of this ifland, feems to be very 
grea*, valued at many thoufands ; but thofe that were 
the owneis, with others of late times, have found from 
their o’wn experience, what Solomon faid of old, there it 
a time to get, and a time to lofe, a time to hetp, and a 
tine to caji azvay ; a time to break down, as n,vell as a 
fme to build up. The perfons killed and taken at 
Kenmbeck, both at Mr. Hammond'h, and at Aro^^Jick^ 
are faid to be 53. 

Upon the report of this fad difafter, all the plan- 
tati- ns of the Englifh in thofe parts were foon after 
left, and forfaken ty degrees. All the rell of the in¬ 
habitants of river, Sheep/cot river, Sagadahtek, 

and Damanicottee, fearing to be ferved in the fame kind, 
fled to the illands of Capt Bonawagan, and DamariVi 
Cove. 

On the fecond day at night a poll was fent to Pent’ 
maquid to inform them of what had happened, who 
being but eight or ten men, had a mind to go on the 
ifland called Monhiggon, having fecured the bed of 
their goods, but the wind taking them fhort, they were 
forced to turn into Damaril\ Const, where they found 
Mr. Wipwall, and Mr. Colicot ; there they laboured 
two days to fettle a garrifun ; but thro’ the mutinous 
difpofltion of the people, and the want of provifion, 
nothing could be done to fecure the ifland, fo that it 
was foon deferted. From thence they went to Monhig¬ 
gon, refolving there to tarry till they heard from Bofion, 
from whence Mr. Colicot and Mr. ypifhjuall promifed 
to do their utmoft endeavor to fend help. There they 
fettled three guards, and appointed 25 to watch every 
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night, not knowing but that the Indians might come 
every hour. But continuing there a fortnight, and 
finding no relief like to come, and feeing all the coun¬ 
try burnt round about, (for after they had got all that 
could be faved from Ptmmaquid, they faw all the other 
iflands, tVindgin's^ CarbiK’s Sound, Nenxj-Harbour, 
and Pemmaquid, all on fire in two hours time) then 
confidering what was beft to be done, they found no 
boats could be fent to fea for fear of weakening the 
illand, and that moft of thofe who were on it 
were ftrangers, coafters, and fuch as came from 
the main, and ready to be gone upon every occafion, 
they laid an embargo for one week ; after which a let¬ 
ter was received from Major Clarke, defiring their af- 
fiftance for enquiring after Capt. Lake, if alive, faying, 
what could be had at Kennebtck, &c. but intimating 
nothing of any help like to come j befides, thofe that 
brought the letter told them it was in vain to expciS 
any help from Bofion, it being queftioned there what 
they had to do with thofe parts. Upon which the in¬ 
habitants confidered, that if they fhould tarry there and 
fpend all their provifion, and neither be able to go to 
fea, no? yet to live, or be fafe alhore for want of help, 
it were better for them to remove while they had fome- 
thing to live upon, and feek employment elfewhere ; 
fo by confent they refolved forthwith to tranfport them- 
felves and what they had faved of their goods, to fome 
place of fecurity, fo they failed the firft opportunity, 
fome for Pifcataqua, fome for Bojicn, and fome for 
Salem, at one of which places they all fafely arrived. 

Having thus efcaped at firft, as Lot out of Sodom, 
but not counting themfelves fafe in that Zo<jr, where 
for a little while they made out to hide their heads, 
till they might efcape to fome furer place, there wait¬ 
ing for better times, when they may with peace and 
quietnefs return to their former habitations, or feek 
feme other elfewhere. 

When the aforefaid exploits were done by the In¬ 
dians about Cafco-Bay, feveral of the EagUlh removed 
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to Je-roePs ifland, where they hoped to be more fecure 
from the Indians, but the barbarous enemy finding fo 
little refiftance made againft them on the main land, a 
confiderable party of them came with their canoes to 
deftroy that ifland alfo, about three weeks after the a- 
forementioned mifchiefs. 

There was a fortified houfe upon the faid ifland, 
where the Englilh that either kept upon the ifland, or 
repaired thither, hoped to fecure themfelves. But at 
the time the Indians alTauited the place, many of the 
Englifli were abfent, and few left in the garrifon but 
women and children. Some were gone to other place* 
to fetch Indian corn, others were in a boat employed 
about filh, amongft whom was one Richard Puts with 
two more. The wife of the faid Pots was walhing by 
the water fide, where ftie was furprized with her child¬ 
ren, and carried away in fight of her hufband, who wa* 
not a little diftrelTed with that fad fpedacle, but was 
incapable of affording any relief either to his wife or 
children. One of ihefe little innocents, efpying his 
father in the boat, ran into the water, calling out for 
help ; but an Indian was running after him to catch 
him up ; the poor man in a great agony, being with¬ 
in half a gun fhot, was about to fire upon the Indian, 
but fearing he might wound or perhaps kill his child, 
which the villian had feized and was carrying off, he 
forbore, chafing rather to have him carried away a- 
live, than expofe him to the lofs of his life or limbs, 
by Ihooting at the Indian. 

It is faid fome of the Indians were killed by thofe 
in the garrifon ; ’tis mentioned that a lad at one fhot 
killed two or three of them ; fome guns were found 
afterwards under the fort, which were fuppofed to have 
belonged to fome of the Indians that were killed. Some 
that weie abroad when the fort was affaulted, defpe- 
rately broke in threugh the Indians, whereby at the 
laft many, people were preferved. Some flying away 
to ifland in a cance, toward Richmond^ ifland, 

jnet with a ketch, 10 which they made known the dif- 
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trefs the people were in, who thereupon went to the 
place and took in all the people they found there, and 
carried them ofF to a place of more fafety. Yet there 
were feveral perfons faid to be killed and carried away 
at that time, viz. three men, who were known to be 
killed, two women and two children, that are fuppofed 
to be yet alive, though in the enemy’s power. 

From thence they went to Spurnuinks, where they 
alTaulted one place, or more, and killed one man, 
wounded another, and carried another away captive. 
Amongft thofe that were in danger of furpiizal, one 
that could not run hid himfelfin a garden of cabbages, 
fo that he was not found, yet was very near them, for 
he overheard feveral queiiions they a&ed him they 
took ; by which means he was the better enabled af¬ 
terward to prevent the danger two more were coming 
into, for the poor fellow they had taken, told them 
that one Gendaly and another man were to come that 
way by and by ; whereupon this man that had hid 
himfelf, meeting Gendal and the other man, gave them 
notice of the danger, whertby they were delivered out 
of the fnare for that time. Not long after Mr. Gendal 
fell into their hands, as fhall hereafter be related. 
Within-a while after, or about the fame time, anothet 
fatal accident befel fix or feven perfons belonging to 
Ca/co : For, upon the 23d of September, fome perfons 
that belonged to a floop and a Ihallop, that were pref- 
fed into the fervice (one reafon of which was to pre¬ 
vent their ftragling, they being, perfons that belonged 
to thofe parts about Ca/co) were over defirous to fave 
fome of their provifjon, to which end they firft made 
their addrefs to Capt. Hathorne, (under whom they 
were ordered to ferve) deliring they might be rcleafed ; 
the Captain told them he could not do it, but defired 
them to have patience for a while ; they told him they 
muft and would go, elfe their families muft ftarve at 
home ; the Captain told them further of the danger, 
and bid them not ftir at their peril. Howevef go they 
would, and foon after went to Mounfjoy'si^-ixii to fetch 
fheep, where they landed feven men ; but the Indiani 
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fuddenly fell upon them, when they betook themftlves 
to the ruins of a ftone houfe, where they defended 
themfelves as long as they could ; but at laft they were 
all deftroyed either with ftones caft in upon them, or 
with the enemies (hot, except ore, who, though at the 
firft it was hoped his wounds were not mortal, yet foon 
after died thereof. Amongft thefe w as one Geergt Fcift 
much lamented, who had been more adVive than any 
man in thofe. parts againft the Indians, but at laft he 
loft his own life aniongit them, in this too dtfperatc an 
adventure. 

The Indians growing more bold by thefe attempts 
in thofe remote places, drew down nearer cowards 
Pifcataqui, for not long after a party of them came 
upon Cape Nid(/uck, where they killed and carried 
away all the inhabitants of a few fcactering hoafes, to 
the number of feven in all ; and iuch. was their ftvaga 
cruelty exercifed in this place, as is not ufually to 
be heard of, for having daftied out the brains of a poor 
woman that gave fuck, they nailed the young child to 
the dead body of its mother, which was found fucking 
in that awful manner, when the people came to the 
place. The day before a man and his wife were kill¬ 
ed by them at PP^tlls, and two more foon after. O.n 
the i2sh of OSieber following, near an 100 of the 
Indians made an aflault upon Black-Point, all the in¬ 
habitants being gathered into one fortified place upca 
that point, which a few hards might have defended 
againft all the Indians on that fide of the country ; 
but as it feems, one called Mi<gg, was the leader of 
the Indians, one that had from a child been well ac¬ 
quainted with the Englilh, and bad lived foane years 
in Engliih families, who though a cunning fejj&vv, 
and had fucceeded much in his attempts, yet at this 
time fliewed more courtefy to the Erglifn, than ac¬ 
cording to former outrages could be expedted frtm anr 
of thofe barbarous mifereants, and was willing to iriake 
offer of a treaty to Mr, JcJftUn, Chief cf the gartifon, 
10 whom the . laid M>^gg promifed liberty for ail tW 
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were there, to depart with their goods upon the fur^ 
reader of the place ; The faid Jj-J/ilin reports, that 
when became back from his treating wix'n Mugg, that 
all the people were fied away out of the garrifon, having 
carried away their goods by water before his return, 
infomuch that having none but his houfehold fervants to 
ftand by hin^, he w'as capable of making no rt^ftance, 
and fo furrendered. 

When people have once been frighted with report* 
and fsnfe of danger, they are ready to fty away like 
a liart before the hunter or his hounds ; one of the in¬ 
habitants of the place affirmed he faw an 150 Indians, 
which was more by an lOO than any body clfe ever 
faw near the fort. B,ut when a place is configned to 
rain, every thing they take in hand ffiali tend that way. 

The lofs of Black-Point was accompanied with a- 
notber fad accident that happened about the fame 
time at Richmond's, ifland ; For young Mr. Fryer, with 
fom« others at Pifeataqua, to whom it feemed grievous 
that the Indians ffiould make all that fpoil in every 
place in thofe farther plantations, ventured upon the 
great importunity of Mr. Gendal, with a ketch, to 
try what they could fave of fuch things as the Indians 
had left ; but things were fo ordered, that before they 
had loaded their ketch, coming too near the ftagehead, 
they prefently found themfelvesin danger ofa furpnzal ; 
for’part of their company being sfhore, were feized by 
the Indians, or in danger thereof, whom they were not 
willing to leave behind; and befides the wind blowing 
in hatd upon them, they could not get out cf the har¬ 
bour, but were forced to abide the danger of an affault ; 
the Indians getting many of them into the ftage head, 
annoyed them fo fall with their fhot, that not a man 
of them was able to look above deck, but he was in 
denser of being fhot dov/n ; amongft the reft M»-. 
Jama Fryfr venturing ton much in view of the ene¬ 
my, received a wound in his knee, which appeared not 
can'^erous at firft, but for want of berer looking to, 
than could be found amtngft that black leginjcrit, in- 
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to whofe hands he fbon after fell, it proved niort-I 
unto him wi hin a few days aUcr ; he being by h 
ftrange accident brought h®me to bis faiher’o houfc, r.z 
the great ifland in Pifeataqim Mr. Fryer being thus 
wounded, the reft of the company defended theuifelves 
fora whiie^ with much courage and refolution, 'till they 
wer« brought to the fad choice of fal'ing into the hands 
of one of thefe three bad mafters, the Sic, the sparer, 
or the barbarous heathen, to whom at lail they thought 
it beft CO yield, in hopes of liberty af:ervvards, at ieall 
©f lengthening out their lives a little longer, for the 
Indians had manned out a -canoe wiih feveral hands to 
cut their cable, and others flood ready within the de¬ 
fence of the ftage head, to Are upon any one that ftir- 
•ed in the ketch, by which means the vtflel after the 
cable was cut, foon drove afhore ; and then it was 
threatened to be prefently bu-nt, if they did not all 
yield, to svhicH they all at la ft confented. 

The Indians how barbarous feever in their own 
Tsature, yet civilly treated their prifoners, and upon 
fatther difeourfe fent one or two o-f them to Pifeataquat 
to give them the e an oppottuni:y to ranfom their 
friends. The peifons fent home to procure a ranfom, 
were to return with fuch a quantity of goods as the 
Indians "had defired, by fuch a precife time ; but they 
that brought the things for their ranfom, coming a day 
or two before the time, when tbofe that feut them 
wete gone up the river at Elack-Peint^ and not return¬ 
ed ; Some other Indians waiting for fuch an opportu¬ 
nity, feized the goods, at leaft that part which they 
moft defired, and thiough miflake, killing one of the 
three men that brcnjght them, dirmiflld the other two, 
without return of the prifoners as was expefied. 

As to what happened afterward', we arc yet much in 
the dark, and for the prefent can wri e but by guefs : 
For within a few days after the return of Mr.- GenFaiy 
and the other man that went to carry the ranfom, 
before the rft of Ko^iimbtr, Mvgg himfclf came to 
Pi/cHta^ua^ bringing Mr. Jatnts Frytty who foon after 
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dis':! of his wound ; one of the prifoners alon^ with 
hi n complaining that without his knowledge fome of 
the Indians had fcized what was fent for the ranfom of 
the rell, proinifing upon his faith, that he would make 
good his^ word for the fending home all the prifoners, 
and offered alfo in the name of the other Indians to 
confirm a new peace with the Engllfli for the future. 
The M:-:jor General cf the Mnjfachu/ets colony was 
then at Pifca'.aqua, but not willing to traufad a matter 
cf that nature and moment by bis foie authority, or¬ 
dered the faid Mugg (fuppofed to be the chief leader 
cf the Indians) to be carried down to B'Jlcn, to the 
Governor and Council there, to conclude the bufinefs, 
with whom he foon after agreed upon a firm peace 
with the Englilh of the Maffachufcts, in the name of 
Madockci'wandoi the Chief of ail the Indians in ihe 
eaitern pans about Penabfcot, engaging alfo to remain 
liimfelf as hoftage., aboard the ve/Tel (in which he was 
fent home from Bofton,^ xhc No-uf^ber following) 

until the priioners (which are faid to be 50 or 60, chat 
they have ftill in their hands) be fent home, and the 
reft of the articles performed ; the ilTue of which we 
gs yet wait to hear in God’s good time, this I2ih day 
of December following, 1676, when they there have 
made an end of the reckoning, it is hoped we may 
have our right again. 

There are two principal a6lors amongft the Indians 
that have all along promoted thefe defigns amongft 
them, One named Squande, Sagamore of Sact, and the 
SLfocevcisniwTiedi' Madockanvande, the chief commander 
of the Indians eaftward about Pemb/cct, who are faid 
to be, by them that know thern, a ftrange kind of 
moralized favages ; grave and ferious in their fpeecK 
and Carriage, and not without fome Ihew^of a kind of 
religion, which no doubt but they have learned from 
the Prince of Darknefs (by the kelp of fome Papift m 
thofe parts) that can tramform himfelf into an Mgel of 
light ; under that Ihape, the better to carry on the de- 
figns of his kingdom. It is faid alfo, they pretend to 
hate received fome vifions and revelations, by which- 
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they have been commanded to worfhip the great God, 
and not to work on the Lord’s day. VVe know where 
that fountain hath its rife, that iendeth forth at the 
fame place fweet and bitter waters ; and from whence 
their hearts are infpired. that join blelTing- of Gcd, 
with curfing and killing his fervants. 

It is reported by fome that cr,me lately from thofe 
parts, that the Indians there do as yet refufe to have 
any peace with the Engliftt, and will not as yet return 
any of our captive friends, till God fpcak to the stoic- 
faid enthufiafls, that are their leaders, tlurt they fhould 
no longer make war wi.h us, and the like. 

Bur not to trouble ourfelves farther with thofe 
inlniflers of Satan, or thofe that are adfuated by the 
Angel of the bottomlcfs pit, w-ho poflibly fincc their 
delufions are bat two fold more the children of Heli 
than they were before. We know better how to un- 
derfland the mind of the great Lord of Heavenand Eartii, 
than to depend cn futh lying oracles. 

That God who hath at prefent turned their hearts 
to hate his people, and deal fubtilly with his fervants, 
we hope in time, will either turn the ftream, andcaufe 
them to deal friens^y and ftneerely with his people as 
heretofore, or give us an opportunity to deilioy them. 

Irr the next place it rrmsins, that feme account be 
given of our forces under Capt. Hathcrne, and of 
their feveral expeditions into the eailern parrs, fincc 
the rhiddle of S.;ptenhcr iafl ; firft up towaid Lajeo, by 
the fca-nde, then afterwards through the weeds, direct¬ 
ly northward, toward OJJ^ and Pign.uauchet, la 
hopes to have found the enemy there at their head- 
iters. 

Upon the firll repprt of thofe devaftaiion.s and 
fj?cils that had been made by fire and fword in thofe 
cadern plantations, it was judged neceflary to fend 
ibiiie forces that way to put a flop to the cuircni of 
X 2 
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i'vofe outrages, before the remainder of the f uther* 
-Indians could have an opportunity to join wuh them ; 
To that end about an 130 Englilh, with 40 Indians., 
'were difparcked away into thofc parts, under the com. 
-«Tsnd of Capt. Hathorne, Capt. Sill, and 

'Capt. Hunting, who were to join with fuch as could bi 
railed in ihofe parts, under Major WaUern and Cape, 
iV'T?. After they had furprized the Indians that flock* 
X‘d into thofe parts, (as was related before) which wai 
done upon the 6th of September, 1676, Capt. Hath- 
ooKKe, who was commander in chief, marched the for- 
‘‘c.es by the fe-i-fide, towards Ca/c» ; For at that time 
they were -Upon fome demure, whether to march di- 
rcdly tow/ard 0 £apy and Pig-nsaucket, where the 
-head-quarters of the enemy was fuppofed to be, or elfe 
to march diredly toward Ca/co Bay, where they heard 
parties of he enemy were daily fpoilingthe plantations j 
or'’ the Englifl] ; at the Jaft it was judged moft expedient , 
to try if they could nut meet with fome parties of the 
Tneniy amongll: thofe plan'tatii.ns near the Tea file, by ; 
Hhat means at leaic to prevent them from doing more 
‘rrii.^shief; if they could not find an opportunity to fall 
mpun fume of them and deftroy them ; but their time 
was not yet come, nor were ail the defolations as yet 
accomp'iihed, which God had a purpofe to bring 
■about by their means ■: For notw^flanding there wa« 
-a UiflicieRC force to have fuppreffed all the numbers of 
the enetny, if they had been many more than they 
were, yet being emboldened and grown fubtle by 
their former fuccefles, they had fo difperfed themfelvej 
ajj about the woods in thofe parts, that when our for- 
*cei were in one place, they would be in another, and 
fo did mush mifehief t^reabouts, v/hile our loldiers 
v.ere eat after them : M'r aicer they had by ieveral 
in ten days time got :o Cnfco from Newecht-ivannii^ 
’(about the Sth of Septm^'f) they marched to lyellt, 
■*.nd fioiTi i^-^elli t-o IVinter Harbour, and (o-from ihence 
to I'jlcd-Point they pafled by wafer, and then anived 
at CrJlq Bay, about the 20th of September ; yet about 
•that very time were feveial of the Englifh cut oft a{ 
iiianJ, and that ia fight of car forces, whcti 
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thev were not able to come at th«m for want of boats, 
the .n nd lying two leagues off in the bay ; this hap- 
|>ened he 2 3 J of the fame month, as was fiid b-^foie; 
and within two days after, another party of the enemy 
were doing mifehief at Wellt and Cape-Nidducit and 
jet cfcaped away when they had done. 

Noit could our forces in all their expedition meet 
with any of them, but two ; one of which foon after 
he was taken, was let go by the treachery or car leff. 
nefs of them that held him. For when our forces 
vvcie come within a few miles of the hither fide of 
Ca/co Bay, fome of our Natick Indian f.outs going in 
company with the Indians under Blind kf^ill (a Saga¬ 
more of Pi/cataqua, who went in company with 8 of 
■ his men, fuppofed to be good pilots for the places 
mote eaflward) met with fome of the enemy, and laid 
hold of a couple of them ; juftice was done to one of 
them ; the other, although be was led by two of Blind 
Tf'iirs, Indians, they mad^e fhift to let go, who efcap- 
ing, got over a river, and gave notice to the Indians 
who were on the other fide, and were heaid but a lit¬ 
tle before threfhing in a barn that belonged to one 
Anthrtny Bracktt, whom they had lately furprized. 
Another difappointment our forces met with about this 
fame time ; for when Capt. H&therne was tip at Ca/c9 
Bay with his foldiers, he never could come up with the 
Indians, either through vv:rt of fkiil in them that were 
his fcouts, or rather want of faithfulnefs in one that 
Ihould have been his gtide, who had got-his living by 
trading with the Indians, theiefore feemed unwilling to 
have the brood of them delboycd, as was known afier- 
waids ; and by that means a party cf the enemy ef- 
caped the hands of our foldiers. Yet it pleaTd God at 
one lime to bring the forlorn of our forces upon 4 
p?rty of the enemy, wkd^fpving fhe Enghlh, prelertly 
fled away into th^ woods like fo manv wild deer; yet one 
of them, viz. y. Sampj'on, who had been t.f ibe com- 
h)-iny that killeu Robinjon the year before, was by the 
fpecial hand of Divine jufticc, fuffered to fall by fome 
5 Sjf our forces j he was a very lufty, Ilou-t man, and oae 
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that was armed with feve-al Orts of weapons, bat 
there is no weapon (haH defend them whom ieath hath 
a commiffijn to deliroy ; there is no ranfom in that 
war. The reft of the Indians ch it were flattered about 
Bay, having difeovered our forces, made their 
efcape ; but we hope their tirpe is fliort, and that God 
will find fome way to cut off the bloody and deceitful 
enemies of his people, and not fuffer them tc live out 
half their days, 

Bvt -by one fuch accident or ocher, our foldiers 
could not meet with any of them that had done the 
tnifehief about thofe parts. While our forces lay a- 
bout Ca/co-Bay, a fmall party of the enemy came 
down upon the borders of the town of ff'elh, where 
they lay in ambulh near a garrifon houfe at one end 
of the town, and Ihoc Mr. yamesGouge from his horfe,4 
on Lord’s-day, Sept. 24th, as he was going home 
from the meeting, and then knocked dbwn his wife, 
giving her feveral wounds with' their hatchers about 
the head, ot which fhe died in three days after. 

The next day, Sept. 25ch, the fame party, being 
not more than fevenin number, went toward 2V/5, and 
furprized Cape-Nideiuck in a moft barbarous manner, 
killing moft cf the poor people belonging thereunto. 
Some of their neighbors hearing the guns, came to 
their refeue ; the Indians being on the further fide uf 
a liver, dared them to come over and fight with ikcns 
man to man, ufing many reproachful exprefiions, and 
making a (hot at them, which fome of the company 
not being able to bear, did very refolurely adventure 
through the river after them ; but they were not wil¬ 
ling to try the valour of the £ng!ifh, when they per¬ 
ceived they found 3 w'ay to pals over the river upon 
them, but returned back tMards Wtth, where they 
killed owe George Farrow, oept. 27th, as he was too 
carelefsly venturii-g to his houfe without any company. 
Thefe things happened while our forces were at Ca/cOt 
where they tarried feven or eight days ; and hearing 
■©f iksfc outrages committed in fome cf thefe place* 
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which they left behind them, and not being able to 
meet wi.h any of them in the place wh'’re they were, 
they returned back towards WtUs and Itork \ but the 
Indians were efcaped sway into the woods after their 
companions, before they came there. Our lo.diers 
having thus fpent much time and pains in a iruitlufs 
expedition towards Cajeo, refolved to venture another 
nia.ch after them up towards Oj/apy, fuppoung they 
might by that time be drawn homew<ards toward their 
winter quarters ; or elfe that they might dedroy what 
they had leit behind tk-em, to prevent their harbounng 
there for the furure : But it feemed good to him, who 
by his fovereign power and infinite wifdom orderctha.I 
events and purpofes (wherein his people or others are 
concerned) to difappoint all endeavors ufed at that 
time for the Aippreifing of the enemy, or putting any 
ftop to their wonted fuccefles ; for foon after our force* 
were returned back from Cafeo, news was brought of 
the forprizal of Black-Point, on the itzth o[Oa-^ber, as 
was mentioned before ; which notwithilanding, n was 
judged more advifcable to venture and proceed on with 
the expedition toward OJJ'apy, (whither it was fiippofed 
by this time the gieated iiumBer of them were retired) 
riher than to return back again to recover Black^Poinl, 
where was nothing to be expeaed but an empty fort, 
And fome deferted houfes, which it feems the Indians 
had forfaken by that time. And befides, that other 
forces were about the fame time ordered to repair thi*»' 
ther, fufficient for the repairing and feciiring the place 
with what elfe was left remaining from the hands of 
the enemy : And Hkewlfe feveral foldicrs were ordered 
to garrifon the towns thereabouts, to prevent them from 
making any further aflault upon them. However, they 
^ere fo far emboldened by the taking of Black Point, 
and the ketch at Richmond iflmd, that a party of them 
came the very next week after, toward iVells, hoping 
to attain that, and all the towns and places be,ween 
Cafeo-Bay and Ptfeataqua, as they had done Black- 
Point : For a party of them under Mugg their chief 
leader, brought Mr. Gendal along with them to Wtlht 
where they fummoned the firft garrifon at the town’s 
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end. To facilitate tKe bulinefs, they fent the faid 
Gtnd&l as their ageot or mefTengcr to move them to 
furrender without hazarding an onfet ; but the people 
were not fo defpondent as to yield up the place upon 
fo flight an occafion ; which when the enemy difcern- 
ed, they foon drew off, after they had done Tome little 
jBifchief to the inhabitants ; for firft they killed Ifaac 
Littlejieid, not hr from the garrifon ; it is faid they 
would willingly have had him yield himfelf prifoncr,bu£ 
he refufing, they fhot him down, yet'they were fo civil 
Jis to fufFer his friends to fetch away his body, without 
offering any further aft of inhumanity to it, or hoflility 
towards tbo^fe that carried it off, 

Aif old man called Cre/i, was likevvife killed by 
them about the fame time ; and another whofe name 
was Jo/sph Bigfordy belonging to the garrifon, was h 
badly wounded that he died very foon after. Thirteen 
head of neat cattle were alfo killed by them, put of 
which (through halle) they only took the tongues, 
leaving the bodies whole to the owners, unlefs it was 
tte leg of one of them, which was alfo taken away. 

Tfiis was all the mifchief done by them after th# 
taking of Black-Pdnt. I'he inhabitants of IVin'er* 
Harbour^ near adjoinirtg thereto, being alarmed rvith 
•he furprlaal of the other place, fled away with their 
gr>ods for a time, until they heard the enemy weif 
moved farther caftvvard, and then it is faid they return¬ 
ed to their place again, tn this pollure have thing# 
temained ever fince in thofc eaflera plantations bC'- 
<ween Pifeataqua and Cafeo-Bay, 

But our forces under the command of Captai* 
flat home and Capt. Sill, having at lafl obtained all 
things neceffarv for a winter march into the woads, 
did upon the firft of Noojemher following, fet out to¬ 
wards Ojfapy, where, after four days march of a very 
difficult way, over many rivers, noteaiy to pals at that 
time of the year, they arrived ; but found not an In- 
ithw thSre, or in the way as they marched along* 
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The Indians belonging to tbo'e pans had not Wdny 
years before, hired fome F.nglifh traders to build them 
a fort for their fecurity againft the Mahanukt, which 
was built very ftrong for that purpofe, fourteen foot 
high, with flankers at each corner ; but at this lime 
the ibldiers intending to difappoint them of their re¬ 
fuge, made fuel thereof, which at that time was very 
needful for our people, who had marched many miles 
through deep fnow in a very cold feafon, when they 
could hardly keep themfelvcs from freering as they 
paffed along, fo early in the winter. None of the e- 
nemy being to be found there in their ftrongeft fort, 
it was not counted worth while for all the company to 
inarch any further ; wherefore a fmall party being fent 
up eighteen or twenty miles farther northward amongft 
the woods, where as they palTed along they met with 
many vaft lakes, (fuppofed to be the caufe of th« 
lharpnefs of the cold in that fide of the country) ma¬ 
king the place fcarce habitable for any befides thofe 
favages that ufed to hunt thereabouts for moofe in the 
winter, and beaver in the fummer. But at this time 
it IS fuppofed they were all gone lower toward the fea 
fide, to (hare the fpoils of the Englifh plantations late¬ 
ly furprized by them, which is all (he reward they 
have met with, vvho in former years for the fake of a 
little lucre by traffic with them, have run ihemfelvea 
there into the very jaivs of deftruftion, either by irre¬ 
gular dealing with them, or by their too much confi¬ 
dence in their deceitful friend (hip. 

The 9th of November, our forces having fpent nine 
days in this fervice, returned fafe to NeHuechevjannicky 
fiom whence they fet forth at the firff, having run more 
hazard of their limbs by the lharpnefs of the froft,than 
of their lives by any aflauh from their enemies. 

There was great probability that the defign might 
have had fome good efieft if did not much abu/e 
thofe he fled unto, with a proffer of peace; for he told 
them that there were about an hundred of them about 
not many da}s before. But it becomes ua to 
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look beyond fecond caufes in events of this nature, and 
conclude that God had raifed up thefe barbarous ene¬ 
mies to bring a like chaftifement upon the Engliih in 
this fide of the country, with that which others had en¬ 
dured elfewhere in the end of the former and begin¬ 
ning of the prefent year, * 

Whereas mention was formerly made of a peace 
concluded-at Bojion, between the Governor and Coun¬ 
cil of the Majachu/etts, and Mu^g an eaftward Indian, 
in the name of Madockanuam^o, chief Sagamore of all 
the Indians about Pemmaquid and Penohjcct ; which 
faid Mugg was fent from Bojion, Nov 2ilt, with two 
veflels to receive the prifoners there detained by the 
Indians, and alfo to fee the ratification of the feveral 
articles of the faid peace concluded upon ; which ar¬ 
ticles for the better fatisfadion of thofe that have not 
been acquainted with them, are thought fit to be here 
inferted, and are as follow, viz. 

Boston, Nov. 6, 1676. 

Covenanft and agreements made and etnekded hy and 
betvseen the Governor and Council ef the MafTachu- 
fetts colony, in New-England, of the one part ; 
and Mugg, Indian, in the name and behalf of 
Madockawando and Cheberrina, Sachems #/’ Pe- 
ijobfcot, on the other fart. 

1. WHEREAS the faid Mugg hath been fent and 
employed by the faid Sachems upon a treaty with the 
faid Governor and Council relating to a conclufion of 
peace, doth hereby covenant and engage for hipifelf and 
in behalf of the faid Sachems, that from henceforth 
they will ceafe all ads ef hoftility, and hold an entire 
and firm anion and peace with all the Eagiifh of the 
colonies in Ntvs-England. 

2. That immediately upon the faid Mugg’s re¬ 
turn, the faid Sach-“.ms firall deliver up unto luch En- 
gblhman, or men, as Ihall by order of the faid Go¬ 
vernor and Council be fent with hira» all fuch EngUlh

♦aptives, vefTels and goods whatfoever, arms and great 
artillery belonging to the Englifli, as arc in their cuf- 
tody, or under their power, as have been taken from 
them during the time of the late hoftility, 

3. That they will ufe their utmoft endeavour 
i^rith all pofiible fpeed to proctfre pay, wherewith to 
make full facisfadtion unto the Englilh for all fuch in., 
juries, Ioffes and damages, as they have fuftained by 
them in thsir houfing, cattle, or other eftate, during 
the time of the late hoftility ; or elfe to pay fuch a 
number of beaver fkins yearly, in order thcreunt'^, as 
fhail be agreed on between the faid Sachenji ; and 
fuch perfon or perfons as fhall be fent unto them from 
the faid Governor and Council for the ratin-.-rtion 
hereof, to be paid at fuch time and place as ffiali b« 
then agreed upon. 

4. That upon condition of the Englifn farrdfhing 
«f them with powder and ammunition for their necef- 
fary fupplies and maintenance, they do covenant aad 
promife not to trade for, or buy any powder or ammu* 
nition, but of fuch perfons as fnall from time to timf 
be deputed by the Governor for that end. 

5. That if it do'h appear chat Walter Gemlal, ard 
the men fent with him in the veffe] from Pijeuta-' 
^ua (with goods from Mr. Fryer for the redcmp'.ion 
of the captives according to agreement) or an v of ihera 
are furprized and flain by any i>f their Indians, or, any 
others whom they can bring iinc'er their power, that 
they fhall forthwith execute fuch murderer or murder* 
ers, or otherwife deliver them up into the hands of the 
Englilh. 

6. That if the Amofeeggan or an)'o:hor IndJr!!-!i 
in the eaftern parts, that aie in hofliiity with thf En¬ 
glilh, lhall not fully confent unto thefc covergjus ar t? 
agreements, but fliall petfift in rdfs of hoHiliiy r.gainft 
the Englilh, that then the laid Sachems fftall, ascl wifi 
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hc!i nS! fijch Indians to be their enenries, and to take 
up arms again!! them, and engage them as fuch. 

L'j/lj, The faid 3 s a pif dge and afforanc* 

of his own fidelity, ana tr^aC he is inipovvered by the 
laid Sachems tor the end ffirciaid, and for the perfor- 
inaace cd the aforementioned agreements, doth freely 
and wii'dngly dopolit hisTdldf, and his life in the hands 
ot the ii-i'.glifh, CO remain with them as a hoflage un- 
tn' the laid captives, goods and vc-fTels feali be deliver¬ 
ed pp.

dia venture to go up hirnlelf to another plantation of 
the Jntijans, where was furpef'd fome more of ths 
L’.ighm prifoners were, to fee whether he coaid ebtain 
to- rel-’ric, as a’fo to perfuade the reft of the Indians 
t?ief'=...roars to join in the confi-Tnation of the peace : 
It aon^arod \o the peifb"? belonging to the vefTeis, that 
the fflid Mugg w'ent wi>h lome reluflancy, as fearing 
the Indians ht: was going amorgft, wou’d either kill 
hi.m, cr keep him prifoKcr ; to which ead, he oregr- 
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©H the commanders belonging to the veiTsls, to tarry for 
him about three days, or four at the moft, afiaring 
them, that if he did not return by that time,^hey 
might certainly conclude that either his -liic or ii'oertv 
was taken from him ; however, the vefl’els '.'irrieii 
about or near a week beyond the time limited, in ex- 
pedladon of his coming ; but after fo long ftay, they 
neither feeing nor heming from him, were ready to 
fear the worft, viz. that his countrymen had made him 
fure, from having more to do with the Engliih ; 
whereupon f >r fear of being fhut up by the liturpncis 
of the winter from returning themfelvfs, thty tcoic 
the opportunity of the next fair wind, of fetiing fail 
for Bojion (only turning into Psmniaq’tid, to fsf if ’-hey 
could hear any farther news there) where they arrived 
with luch prifoners as were freely delivered by Ma- 
dQcha^joando^ the 25:h of Deeemker following, anno 
1676; amongft which prifoneis, befidcs the two afore¬ 
mentioned, who wete found at Penob/coif there vras a 
third, by a more remarkable Frcvidence than ordinary, 
added unco them, Mr. Thomas Ccblst, fonofih.at re¬ 
verend and worthy piiniller of the gofpel, Mr. Thovias 
Cebbet, p'dior of the church at Jpjhoichy a town with¬ 
in the Mi.JfackuJets jurifdidion, who had all the time 
of his fon’s captivity, together with his friends, wseft- 
led with Gvd in their daily prayers for his reieafe^ and 
accordingly he was with the mote j .y received by hir 
friends, as an anfwer and return of their prayers. 
The faid young man had lived with Mr. Frjtr, mer¬ 
chant, of Portjmoiith, for fome years before, and had 
been often at fea with Mr. James Fner, the eldeft fon 
of the faid merchant, and who had afUr nu'ch expe¬ 
rience of his faithfulnef., dexterity, and courage on ali 
fiich accounts, borne iiirn. fo much rt-rpedl, that when 
hh was urged by his f.iher to go along with Mr, Ga:- 
dal, as was laid .beforr, he would not venture unletj 
bis friend Thomas Cob.bet, would go along with him ; 
wiiich fetvice he only for his fiie.nds bike accepted, 
which proved a fual adventure to l^Ar. Jernes Fryer, 
and might havte been to the ocher a!fo, had not God 
etherwife difpofed of him, having, as is hoped, mot© 
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for him in the land of the living. Amongfl alt 
tl^prifjner* at that time taken, the faid Thomas Cob- 
iit Teemed to have had the hardeft portion ; for bafxJeJ 
th- do/perate dangers that he efcaped, before he wa» 
taken, lifd by a bullet (hot through his waiftcoa% 
fecundly b/ a drunken Indian, who had a knife at his 
throat to cat it, when his hands were bound, when 
the Indians came to lliare the pnfoners amoaglt them, 
he f;il into tho hand.s of one of the ruggeded feliows, 
by whom within a few days after his furprizal, he was 
ciried fita from Black-Point to Sheop/cct river, in th* 
ketch, which the Indians mads to Tail in, in the faiJ 
river,' from whence he was forced to travel with his 
faieroon, four or five miles over land, to Damari/cattte, 
where he was compelled to row or paddle in a canoe, 
about fifty miles farther to Pinob/cct, and there taking 
leave of all his EngliOi friends and acquaintance, at 
kaft for the winter, he was put to paddie a canoe u]s 
fifty or fixty miles farther eaft.vard, to an ifland calkd 
Mount -Dofert, where his Pateroott ufed to keep hts win¬ 
ter ftadon, and to appoint his hunting voyages ; .^nd 
in that defert-like condition was the poor young maa 
forced to continue nine weeks in the fervice of a fa- 
vag-mifereant, who fometimes would tyrannize over 
him bscaufe he could not underftand his language, 
and far want thereof, might occafion him to mifs of 
his game, or the like. Whatever fickncfs he was fub- 
ieft’to, by chance of diet, or on any other account, ha 
could expea no other allowance than the wigwam will 
afford : Ikjofeph be in the prifon, fo long as God i.s 
with him there, he (hall be preferved, and m due urafl 
remembered. 

After, the end of the nine weeks, the Indian wKo«. 
he was to ferve, had fpent all his powder, whereupon 
on a fudden he took up a refolution to fend this young 

mandown to Mr.C«>r«,to procure more pow- 

d >r to kill inoofe and deer, which it feems is all their 
way of living at Mount-Defert ; the Indian was certain¬ 
ly over-ruled by Divine Providence, in fending his 
«Iip:ivc down thither, fur a few days before, as it feeois^ 
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«fter the Indians in that place had been powawing 
together, he told him, chat there were two EaglilH, 
vdrels then come into FemmKquld, or Penohfcot, tvhich 
indeed proved i'o ; yet was it not minded by him fuic- 
ly when he fent his captive thither for powder, for it 
proved the means of his efcape, which his Paterson 
/night eafily have conjedtured, if it had not been hid 
from him. As foon as .'-e arrived at Penohfcot, he met 
with Mugg, who prefently faluced him by the name cf 
Mr Cobbet^ and taking him by the hand, told him h« 
had been at his father’s houle (which was the ift or zd 
of No’vemher before, as he paffed through Iffwich to 
-Bojlon) and had promVfed to fend him home, as foon as 
he returned. Madockamjanda taking notice of what 
Mugg was fpeaking that way, alchcagh he was will¬ 
ing that be ftiould be releafed according to agreement 
(his PatcrQon being one of this Sagsinore’s fubjsfts^ 
though during the hunting voyage of the winter, he 
lived at fuch a diftance from him.) began to demand 
fomething for fatisfadlion, in a way of rtnfom, not 
underftancling before that his father was a great prcach- 
man, as they ufe to call it : Reply was made him, 
that he fhculd have fomething in lieu of a ranfora, 
viz. a fine co^t, which they had for him on board th« 
veffel i which the Sagamore deftred to fee, befor* 
fee would abfolotely grant a releafe ; but upon fight of 
the faid coat he feemed very well fatisfied, and gave 
him free liberty to return home. Whilft this Mr. 
Thomns Cobbet was a prifoner at Mount-Defert, going 
along with the Indians to hunt on anexiream cold day, 
he was fo overcome with the flsarpnefs thereof, that 
all his fenfes where fuddenly benumraed, fo that he 
fell down upon the fnow, not being able to flir hand 
or foot, and had without doubt there perilhed in a 
little time, tut the Indians he was going along with, 
milfing him, pieiently ran about the woods to feek 
him, and when they found him, they were cithcf fb 
pitiful to him, cr fo careful of their own good, as nof 
to call away a liktly young man, from whom they 
c.;ipt£cd either muck for vice, or 3 good tanfcijr; kii 
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want of a little care and {>alns to preferve his life ; 
wherefore taking him upon their ihoulders, they car¬ 
ried him into the next v/igwam, fo that he foen after 
revived, and cair.e to himfelf again, without any far¬ 
ther mifehief. 

At another time, the favage villim, whofe prifoner 
he was, fo long as he bad ftrong liquor, for five days 
together was fo drunk the he was like a furious mad 
beaft, fo that none darft come near him, his fquaws h« 
almoil killed in one of thofe drunken fits. 

The faid Thomns was forced to get out of his fight 
into the woods all that night, for fear of being injured 
by him ; where making a fire, he kept himfelf alive j 
the fquaws being by God’s fpecial Providence fo inclin¬ 
ed to pity, that they Came to him daily with viauals, 
bv which means he was a: chat time alfo preferved ; ail 
which put together, makes his deliverance the mote 
lemarkable,, as an-anfwer of prayer. 

As for the reft of the prifoners (which are faid to b« 
50 or 60) they were left with thofe who firft furprized 
them at Kemebeck, and Seepfeot river j. The women 
are employed it ieems to few, and make garments fer 
them ; they having plundered many Englilh goods at 
jiro<wJick. They are fo much ela.ed with their lata 
fiicccfl’es, in fpoiling fo man^ngHfh habitations, that 
they feem not very ready to hearken to terms of peace, 
as their Sagamore Madockarvando doth defire ; Nor 
are the EngliOi able to come near them with any of 
their forces this winter feafon, in regard bofh of tha 
rcniMtenefs of the place, and Ihatpnefs of the cold, 
which ufed to be extream in thofd parts-. Hmv their 
hearth may be inclined in rhe foltO'.vihg year, -or whi^t 
the Pingiiffi may be enabled to do againft them, is 
known unto God only, on whom we defire to wait for 
a comfo!table iTne of thefe our troubles. But until 
they have fpent a!! the plunder thai is taken, it !s no 
doubt, but they will feem averfe f m having peace ; 
as others to the. wefiward did, v.hoio hearts were hard.- 
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®ncd againft all proftirs of that uaturs, till they wert 
deilroyccl ; poifibly Tome remnants of them that cf- 
caped in thofe other parts, are get hither amongft 
thefe, and do animate them all they can to hollility 
againll us, till they make thefe as mifcrable as them- 
felves, and fo forced at the hk to fly their country. 
Many have been the troubles we have met with from 
thefe our barbarous neighbours round about us, but 
Gpd ’U't iruji will deliver as out of them all,^ as he hack 
proroifed to do for the righteous, who may in the dark- 
efl night of affliaion fay, light ii fown for them, which 
fliall fpring up in the appointed time thereof. 

No farther news came to haad concerning the En* 
glifli prifeners at Kennebeck, after the return of Capr, 
Moor from Penohfeot, X\\\ the 5th of 'January ; whet 
one with another young man, forraeny 

an inhabitant feme place about Kennebeck, or of .</- 
rowfiik (but then a prifoner with the Indians) maOe 
an cfcape from them, and got xo Cafeo-Bay, and 

then to B.ack-Point, ftom thence he was conv«ytfti to 
Fifeatat^ua foon after, and then to Bofton. 

The manner of his efcape, as he reports was this : 
He'' was employed by the Jndiarufe to threfli corn at x 
b'arn a little lower in the river, *an the phee where 
the Indians commonly kept ; being trufted alone, to 
go and come ot himfclf, becaufe there was no fufpicioit 
of any coming lo carry him away, or feeming pof- 
Ability to get away without being difeevered, he 
found means to plot with another young man, who 
was font to look hoifes ; whofe flefli it Teems is by 
thofe wild ravages, preferred before the bed beef, fo 
that having their choice of both, they took what they 
liked bed. Tliis being the employment of the young 
man, he had the better opportet.ity when he was i.t 
the woods to make a contrivance to get away. Thus 
being reiblvcd upon their defign, they provided nc- 
ceflluies accordingly, and Tent fuch a meflage home to 
their mailers, as mi'.;hc ocGaflon them net to expedb 
them very feen that night. Thus r^tfalved, they 
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aaarchecl a^^ay as (bon as they perceived the coaft wai 
clear ; and having provided a canoe accordingly fit for 
the defign, by the help of which they got over the 
water, by which they were to pafs, which was not 
frozen ; and in the night time turned into a fwamp, 
where they might make a fire to keep them from fuf- 
fering with the cold, without being difcerned ; fo that 
within two or three days they recovered the fort and 
garrifon a. Black-Poiul, from whence they were foon 
conveyed to Bojiort. 

This Francis Card made this relation of matteri 
when he came to Bojlon, viz. that the prifoners w'hich 
he left behind were well, and not much ill ufed, only 
put to do the fervile work about the Indiaas. Woe 
mud it needs be with cKriftians, when put not only to fo- 
journ, but to ferve in thofe tents of Ktdar. Such of 
the women as were fkilled in knitting and fewing, 
were improved to make ftockings a«d garments for 
their Pateroons : So it feems the ware-houfe at Aro^- 
turnifeed them with cloth, ftuff, and linnen, and 
the inhabitants ferved for artificers to cut it out, and 
make i.t up. 

Hi reported alfojihat the Indians fpakc nothing of 
any peace ; but ralher being heightened with their 
late and great fuccelTes, were contriving how to ret 
peffeffion of the other places in the hands of the En- 
glilh on that fide of the country, which God forbid 
fhould ever come to pafs ; but finding fo eafy work of 
their former exploits, they hope to accompli.dr their 
purpofes with the like facility in all other places wher« 
they come. 

It feems Squando is their chief leader, fhat enthufiaf- 
tical, or rather diabolical mifereant ; who hath put on 
a garb of religion, and orders his people to do the like ; 
performing religious wordiip amongft the Indians in his 
•nv<7i, yet is fuppofed to have very familiar converfc 
with the devil, that appears to him as ^an Angel of 
bgl t in feme ihape cr ether ver^ freQuen^y. Tbia 
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trAncii Curd alfo afHrmeth, that there is «ot fo great 
a number of the Indians as is here reported ; for h« 
faith, when they were going out upon fome defign, 
while he was in their hands, he had an opportunity to 
count them all, and could find bat 98 of them that 
were men ; neither could ha difeern that there were 
any of the wellern Indians, unlefs Simon and Jndrt^M, 
that formerly efcaped out of prifon ; although 

it was before apprehended there were multitudes of 
them Socked thither. 

^declaration of thtirbtgtHning, Augufi 14th. 

The Indians came to RichardHammondh, and there 
Richard Tlammond, Samuel Smith, JoJhua Qrant^ 
there parting their company, eleven men came up 
Kennebeck river to my houfe, and there took me, and 
Bjy family. Therefore the reft of their company went 
t« Arowjick, and there took the garrifon ; About a 
fortnight after they came dov/n Ktnnebtcknvtr, and 
went down to Damaril's Cove, and there burnt 
houfes, and killed cattle ; then coming back parted 
their company 9 one party went to JewePs iiland, 
aind the other party went to Sagadahock, being in som¬ 
ber 81. Thofe that we«t to Sagadahock took a fhal- 
lop ; from thence came to Kennebeck river, and the* 
went to killing and deftroying of cattia and houfes ; 
for they had intelligence of a ketch and a fhallop at 
DamariPs Co've, and going there they took the lhallop, 
and killed two men, being in number about 80. 
The next day made up their forces, went out to Black- 
Point, being about an 100 fighting men, and are now 
in two forts about 60 at a place, with fix or eight 
wigwams between the two forts. * 

Now the beft place to land men is in Cafeo-Bay, and 
in Kennebeck river ; the one place being eight, the 
other about fourteen miles from the fort where I wa» 
kept ; and if the army do not go now with fpeed, 
they will be gone forty miles farther up in the country, 
the Aril taking af me they carried me up to TucontU 
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*aJ the men coming do'.vn, they br®nght me and twt 
more men down for fear of our killing their women 
and children ; for they kept their women and children 
at Taconn all the fummer. As Toon as the warm wea- 
ther doth fet in, they do intend to go away to Tacantt, 
and there to build two forts, for there ii their fifhing 
places, and planting ground. Squando doth inform 
them that God doth fpeak to him, and doth tell him 
that Gr>d hath left our nation to them to deltroy, and 
the Indians take for truth all that he tells them ; 
becaufe they have met with no alFcont. Now 
the rogue,, being come ap.ain to the fort, doth make 
hi* brags and laughs at the Englilh, and faith, that he 
hath found the way to burn Bo/Isk, and doth make 
laughter at your kind entertainment ; they make their 
brags how they do intend to take veffels, and to gts 
to all the fifhing iflands, and fo to drive all the coun¬ 
try before them ; reckoning to be a grcit ntiEnber 
in the fpring. There is a great many Indians at Ca¬ 
nada tkat have not been out this fummer, b^ili oiKen- 
neieck and Damara/crgf^h, therefore a great many of 
tbtfe Indians at Ktnmbeck do intend to go to Canada 
in the fpring to thtnh. And they do give gifts bo‘h 
of captives, and of goods to the eafiern Indians, t© 
have them to go out vvlih them ; hut as yet I do nos 
know what they w'ill do, for Maduka^uando and 
Squando are of feveral judgments, and I’o have .parted, 
and Madocka^ar.do doth pretend love to the Engiifh ; 
they do ufe cur Engiifh captives as civilly as we can 
flxpefl by fuch a people. 'I'hat this is truih, isdecla- 
v&d by me, Francis Card, the 22d of January, iS’ji. 

By the report which he brings it doth not appear 
*fo difficult a matter to-make an attempt to recover the 
place, and deltroy them that hold it, as was before 
apprehended : Infomuch as that defign, that was under 
debate befote the Governor and Council a little before, 
and was let fall for the prefent, as a matter net feaftble, 
hath finccbeeti fet afoot with a freffi refolution : And a- 
nother thing alfo occurred about the fame time, which 
put new life into the faid defigh, viz. an appreheafiija 
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thnt there ware fevcral of the Narrhaganfets fcattered 
aheut in iheie woods near Pifeafrqua, who it was fear¬ 
ed might join with thefe of Kennehtck in the fpting, 
and fo ceme down upon the Englifli plantation?, and 
fpoii them all that are theieabouts. For foon after 
Francis C^rd came tO Bejion, fome of Major lValdern*x 
Indians at ^;ckecho, as they were hunting in the woods 
chanced to meet with three ftrange kdians, two of 
which had guns ; but thofe of ^echeebo were without. 
The other Indians began to iniinuare into them, to 
fee if they could make way for their acceptance with 
the Englidi : Thofe Indians that this motio* was made 
unto, in a moft perfidious manner gave them encou¬ 
ragement in the bufmefs, and appointed a place where 
to meet them the next day, faying they would not 
have them now go home with them to their wigw-ams, 
left their women and children Ihould be frighted with 
the fight of their guns ; all which was fpoken upon t 
treacherous account, by that means to betray them, 
for they had neither women nor children at their wig- 
w'ams ; but not having guns themfelves, as the otheii 
had, (hey durll not then ftizeupon them. The next 
day therefore, according to appointment, their guefli 
expefting a treaty, and a friendly compliance (yet 
coming apart, as was ordered the day before to be the 
more eafily furprized) arrived at the place appointed ; 
and there preftntly the firfl, being thus treacheioufly 
brought into the fnare, was dtfpatched out of hand. 
The like was alfo done to the fecond. I'he third was 
not at fuch a diftance, but he either dlfcerned or fuf- 
pedhed what became cf his fellows, and therefore 
made the more hafle to efcape ; but his deceitful 
fri''nds were two quick Tor him, who fhot him down 
before he could get out of their reach ; fo that they 
took him alive, as is faid ; but he could not live 
much longer by rcafo^t of his vveundi. . Thefe 
checho Indians cut c£f the fcalps of their poor country¬ 
men (which is their ufual manner, when it is too far 
to carry their heads) which being breughe to Major 
Waldern’% Indiaiis, they were prefeutly dii^ned to be 
Narrhaganfets by the Cut of {heir hair, ']^lfe‘’inftance 
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is a lufficietit evidence ©f the fubtllity, guile, ani 
falfhood, natural to all thefe Indiins, and may fatisfy 
any rational perfon, what little truft there is to be put 
in their words, promifes, or engagements, thougk 
never fo folemnly made, farther than they that mak© 
them, fee advantage in the keeping and performing. 
Subtility, malice, and revenge, feems to be as infe- 
parable from them, as if it were a part of their effence. 

Whatever hopes may be of their convcrfion to 
ohriftianity in after time, there is but little appear¬ 
ance of any trath in their hearts at prefent, where fo 
Biach of the contrary is fo ordinarily breathed out of 
their mouths. 

These were the manners of the Gentiles in former 
fimes, while they remained children of difobedience, 
until they were renewed after another image : Nor are 
thefe uncapable fubjeds for divine grace to work up¬ 
on ; yer are there fome natural vices proper to every 
nation in the world, as Paul fpesks of the Grecians, 
from the teftimony of one of their own poets. 

But to return. Thefe things fo concurring, and 
feveral gentlemen from about Plfcataqua repairing 
to Bo/lon, fo reprcfented the date of things ealiward 
before the Governor and Council, that it was appre¬ 
hended not only neceflary, but feafible alfo to fupprefs 
the aforefaid Indians in thofe parts : Whereupon it 
was forthwith concluded that an expedition Ihowld be 
made againft them ; to which end 200 foldiers, where¬ 
of about 60 were of the Natick Indians, who had gi¬ 
ven good proof of their valour and faithfulnefs to the 
Englifli ; all which were immediately difpatched away 
the firft week in February, by water, under the con- 
duft of Major Waldern, as commander in chief ; a per¬ 
fon well approved for his adivity, as well as fidelity 
and courage in matters ef this nature. They had to 
encounter with rough and contrary winds, and muck 
cold w'eather the firft week after their fetting out ; but 
having fo muck experience of tke favor and goodaefa. 
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of Almighty GOD, who is always wont to fee pre- 
fent with his fervantsin like cafes, t’ ough he hath of¬ 
ten for a time deferred, for the trial of their fauh and 
exercife of their patience, yet ufeth not to fail his peo¬ 
ple, that put their truft in him, and diligently feek his 
face ; a folemn time being appointed for that end, to 
which weexpedla comfortable anfver. _ We that have 
feht forth our friends on the public fervice, being thus 
engaged to follow them with our prayers, at prefent in 
iilence wait upon the Lord of Hofts to give a blelTing 
to the deiign ; hoping our friends in this neceffary, 
though difficult fervice, thus called forth, have gone 
out with the like encouragement and refolution that 
fometimes did. Let us be of good courage, and 
flay the men for our people, and for the caufe of our God, 
And let the Lord do that which feemeth him goad. 

Upon the iith of February, two Indian fquaws 
that had run away from Major Waldern'i in the begin¬ 
ning of winter, out of difeontent, becaufe the hulband 
of one of them, and fome of the relations of the other 
were fent away, came back with more wit than they 
carried away with them, though with lefs flefh upon 
their backs ; having wandered up toward Pigwau- 
<het, till they were almoft ftarved there. They fay 
fome Ii^ians were feen by them, pretending they were 
going to the head of Connedlicut river, with hoftile in¬ 
tents againft the Englilh ; but they going away in the 
manner before deferibed, little heed is to be given to 
the llories they tell upon their return. 

The 19th of February following, John Ahbot, the 
mafter of Mr. Fryer’s ketch, taken OSlober izth, at 
Black-Point, came in to the Ijle of Shoales, having 
made a defperate adventure to efcape. He gave a more 
probable account of things in thofe parts. 

He faith they were hrft carried to Sheepfcct river, 
where the veflel in which they were taken was moored 
all the winter ; in which time the Indians having fpent 
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all their ammunition and moft of their provilion, tho’t 
it high time to be looking out for more ; to which 
end they caufed the faid Abbot to fit up the vefi«l (be¬ 
ing a pinnance of about 30 tons) as well as he could, 
with fuch alfiftance as they could afFotd him ; and tea 
of them (hipped themfelves in the fame, intending for 
Ptncb/cot ; from thence to fail up that river as far as 
they could ; and then leaving their veflel to proceed 
on with their canoes as high up the river as the 
ftream would permit, and fo to pafs on to Canada, 
to buy powder of the French there ; it being at this 
time thirty-two (hillings a pound amongft the Indians 
at Kennebeck. But as Providence ordered it, after 
thcfe mariners launched into the deep, a fmall (form 
with a contrary wind began to rife ; of which the 
Englilh Clipper found ways in his (teering to make 
the danger feem more than really it was, infomuch 
that they refolved to put in at Capebonan.vaggpH, three 
leagues to the eaftward of Seef/cot, where eight of 
them went alhore, leaving two Indians on board with 
the Englilh (kipper. After he had got fo well rid of 
them, he contrived how to get clear of the other alfo ; 
therefore he perfuaded them that the velTel would not 
ride fafely in that place, fo that he prevailed with 
them to let him go to another harbour, called Damaril’s 
Cove, two or three leagues more eaftward. In the 
w?y as he failed, he fo ordered his fteering, that 
fometimes the waves were ready to overtake the velTel, 
which put his two Indians into a fright, fo as they 
made ail the hade they could to get alhore, as fooii 
as they came within the harbour, urging him to go 
along with them ; but he pretended a necelTary excufe 
10 (lay behind to look after the vefTel.but with intent,as 
foon as he fhould fee. them alhore, to hoift (ail for fome 
Englihh harbour, having no body ®n board with him, 
but a fmall Englilh child about three years old ; 
It feems the Indians had a child or two of their own 
dead in the velTel, who dying after they began their 
voyage, they were the forwarder to go alhore with 
them, for burial : I'he feid Abbot now perceiving he 
ha^ ebtained his purpofe (for he oft refolved on this 
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projsft before) firft grcafing the maft with a piece of 
fat pork left by the Indians, as high as he could reach, 
that he with his own hands might the more esfitv 
hoift the fail, fo choofing rather to cift himfdf upon 
the Providence cf God in the waters, than to tiull 
himfelf any longer with perfidious favages on the dry 
land, he came fafe to the Ijk ofSheelts before the 
evening of the next day, the i9ih of Ftbruayj, 

Within a few days afier John Abbot aforefaid mat;e 
his efcape in the vefiel, there came an exprefs from 
Maj. IVaide n (the commander in chief over our forces 
fent to Kennebeck to fubdue the Indians in thofe part?, 
and deliver the Englilh captives that have been detain¬ 
ed in their hands fince Auguji lall) which givech ihi* 
account of their proceeding. 

February i /th. This morning the wind north-eaft, 
fo«n after foach and fouth-well, we fet fail with cur 
vcffels from BUck-Poi'nt, for Portland, bin on the eatt 
fide of Cape-Elixabeih, we efpied John Pain (who was 
fent out a fcout) who brought word the way was clear 
cf ice and Indians ; whereupon we fleered for Mary- 
Point, at the head of Cafc$~Bay, and got there this 
Right, but too late to get to the fort befoie morning. 

Feb. iSth. We fent this morning our fcouts out by 
land, who returning about 8 o’clock, brought word 
they efpied the tracks of three Indians, and found a 
ki?ch canoe at Mud-quit, about four miles off, by 
which we feared we were difeovered ; the companies 
about four o’clock were drawn forth, and juft begin¬ 
ning their march, when vve efpied five canoes of the 
enemy about half a mile off ; they landed over againfl 
us on an illand, and hallowed to us, whereby we per¬ 
ceived they defired a treaty ; hoping to gain the cap¬ 
tives, we fent John Pain to them, they promifed him to 
bring the captives by morning, and defired peace. 
After this John Pain was fent again, and flayed a- 
mong the Indians in the’room of Simon, who came to 
the Major. He was q^ueftioned,3nd anfwered as follows. 
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Qued. How came you to know we were here ? 

Anfw. We continually kept out our fcouts, and 
yefterday our Indians left a canoe at Muckquit, which 
this day we miffed, avid perceived the Englifli had 
taken it, and our men that left the canoe efpied you 
a "'fiat way off at Portland. 

Qued. Why did you break your covenant with me ? 

Anfw. Blind IP ill fdrred us np to the war here, 
and laid he would hill yot at f)uechecho. Simon having 
f id this, Hiked the Majo- what his bufinefs was here, 
to whom it was avuwered, we came to fetch off the 
captives and make war as we ffe good. Simon alfo 
toid us that the lives were all well, that we (hould 
have them by morning, that Squundo was there, and 
would give the captives to Maj ;r H'alderr., that they 
inteiiv'Ca peace, and had fent to Bo/ion before now, 
but that Mugg cola them the Ei.gliik would be here 
Ihorcly. 

The Major upon this difmiffvd Simon, and fent for 
Squando\ to which Squando anlwered, he would meet 
hiV i alf way if he vvouid come alcne in a birch canoe. 
T'~ the L'^ajor aufwvred, he would not venture 
hiiA-ch*^ In t ne of the’r leaky cances, and that if he 
had no xaoi ^ t; fay, 'be treaty was ended ; To this 
Squandj onCws -ii, he wovl! be with us again at ten 
o’clock, and bri.ig tke captives. 

Feb. 19 Wml n rth-eaft, the weather thick t 
About "01 wc ; ffcovercei a party of Indians in four- 
tee, i c»?' oi .^bo'-t th.ec iviles :.b;ve us in the bay ; 
they V.n c ’ - point of land, a .d burnt one Englilh 

h .,ufr, H.nl fooutei to fome of our men that were 
femus, ckalkc^ging them to fight : Immediately on 
t ic ietern cf -ir fsouts we m?’clied againlt them as 
fecrrtlv -ve could ; upon fi'yhi of us they fled ; but 
upon them with his whole body 
befbrs they Auie hulf out of g«a ftiot; Ir t^s Ikirm- 
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ifti we judged we killed and wounded feveral f f them 
without any damage, yet lome of their bullets hit 
fome of our men. For the Captain’s fake immediately 
after this we hung out a flig of truce, and the ene¬ 
my did the like, yohn Pain was fent to them to de¬ 
mand the reaf«n why they fired the houfe. and broke 
their promife. 

Simin met him half w.^y, and anfwered, the houfe 
was fired accidentally without order fiom Squando ; 
that they had fent for the captives who were a great 
way off, and the foul weather hindred their coming : 
He quefiioned yohn Pain aifo why we fought them 
while we were in treaty. 

Pain anfwered, they broke it themfelves in not pv- 
forming their promife, challenging cur foldiers to fight ; 
the latter Simon denied, and anfwered the other as be¬ 
fore : Simon told him they had two men wounded, 
and ex^’cdled fatisfadion, but aifo premifed the cap¬ 
tives the next day, and fo left us. 

Fth. 20th. The wind north-eaft, and fnow, it 
was refolved to fail for Kennekeck the firtt fair wind, 
whither we had immediately gone upon our knowledge 
that we were difcovered by the enemy, but that the 
wind and weather hindered us hitherto. 

Feh. 2tft. This morning the wind north-weft, we 
fet fail for Kenneheck, and arrived at the harbeur’s 
mouth at four o’clock. About fun fet we fet fail up 
the river, and got to the lower tvi^i^^jlUj^AronuJick. 

Feh. 2 2d. We fet fidl this morning, but could not 
get to the head of the river for ice, whereupon we land¬ 
ed our foldiers at two o’clock, ab..ut twelve miles off 
JbounJ:Jfit fort,,.and immediately began our march 1 
at 8 o’clock at night, came to the fort ; we found 
ao Indians, there we took up our quarters this night. 

Z 2 
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Feb. 23d. We fent out fcouts to difcover the march 
of the enemy, but found fo many tracks every way, 
that we knew not what way to follow them. At a 
council of war it was refolved that Major Walder* 
fiiould fail for Penobfcot, with two of the ketches, and 
part of the foldiers to feek after the captives, and fight 
the enemy if he had opportunity ; the reft to build a 
gartifon. Ih the abfence of our forces, the vefTels 
efpied fevera! fires below the river, and one Engblh 
houfe was burnt ; abeut fun-fst the foldiers returned 
to the veftels. 

Feb. 24;h. This morning the Major with two 
boats and a ftiallop went to fpy cut a place to fettle a 
garrifon, and found ore againft the lower end of A~ 
n-.vjiik ifiand, ahd the velTels are brought to it. 

Feb. 25th. We refted here this fabbath. 

John BahePs houfe oppoftte the lovver end of A- 
ro<wJiek, being judged the tr.oft convenient place for 
their purpofe, as well for the conveniency of water for 
the foldiers, as for a cove wherein ftiips might ride, 
within command thereof, their vefTels therefcre were 
immediately anchored there, where they refteu on the 
Lord’s day, February 25 h. 

Nfxt day,according to the advice of the command¬ 
ers, Major f^alderti 60 men in two vefTels, 

witji which he fet fail immediately for Pimhfee^t, leav¬ 
ing reft to be employed in making preparation for 
fettling H,garrifoil(^ the fa; i piace. 

Ik their t^Ts-yofF from Oyoh/cut-Pcint, they efpied 
two iniians in ^caaipe, that waved their caps, as ;f 
ti.sy defired to fpeak'with rhem. yohn Pain and 
Geridal were prefentiy Tent ; they gave them 
intelligence tlwt many Indians were at Pemmaquid 
with EagUfh captives, upon wiitcn they bent their 
c; line thitiser ; where aniviog, th-y anchored at four 
o’clock the fame day j Toon uKcr tv.o inuiunij hollowed 
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to them from Mr. GiiraW’s fort. Jahn Pam was fent 
alhore to enquire who they were, and what vvas be¬ 
come of the captives. Sundry forts of Indians were 
found upon the place, with fevera’ Sagamores, the 
chief of whom, was Matiahando, who told ihem he 
was glad to fee Englif ' men there, and that he defired 
peace, and premifed to deliver fuch captives a;i were at 
PenobfcBt, the ntxt morning j adding alfo, that he de¬ 
li red to fperk with Capt. Davis. After John Pain 
returned to the Majtu, he was fent back with the laid 
Davis, and ftayed afhore till three Sagamores went on 
board, and fignified as much to yi^oxWuldern, as 
they had faid before to John Pain. While they were 
in difeourfe, an Engiilh captive Vt'as efpied in a canoe 
with his Pateroon, v-.i;h whom they defired to fpeak, 
but it was not granted at that time, he being carried 
farther up the river out of light. 

Soon after the Major went on (here with fix men, 
yet carrying no arms with them. He found their 
words fmoother than oyl, yet were there drawn fwords 
in their hearts, of which feme of their aftions gave no 
fmall ground of fufpicion ; for they deferred all till the 
next morning ; nor were they willing to let the man 
that was efpied before in the canoe come on board to 
fee his friends without leaving an hollage in his room, 
of which the Major was very .glad, that he might have 
r.n opportunity of a little difeourfe with one whom they 
might ttufl:. When they returned from the fhore, a 
fign was pramifed to be given for the appearance of 
the Indians by the irlng of three guns; 

Thk next morning, February 27th, the Major with 
the fame number as before, went to treat with them, 
thev, with John Pain, firfi hallowing to them : Upon 
their coming on Ihore their perfons were fearched on * 
boih fides, and all arras laid aiide. The whole fore¬ 
noon wa^fpent in a treaty, whereat they feemed much 
to rejoice in expedaiioa of a peace with the Engiilh ; 
yet v^hen Fvlajor IValdtrn defired a preienc delivery of 
captives, with afiiilance of men and canoes to light the 
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Monofcoggin Indiana, enemies to them both, it was de¬ 
nied, though they could not have had a better teftimo- 
■y of their fidelity. 

They alledged that the captives were given them 
by the Kenntbeck Indians, and they muft have fome- 
thing for keeping them all winter, and therefore were 
not willing to let them go without a ranfom ; and as 
for their canoes, they faid they had them in prefent 
lervice, being then bound for Penob/cot. The price 
demanded, twelve {kins a perfon, was yielded to j up¬ 
on which they delivered William Cbadburn, John Win- 
nick, and John Wornjoocd, which were all that they 
would own, or could be proved they had. 

That part of the pay which was to b« in liquor, 
was prefently laid down, the reft was promifed to be 
fent in the afternoon. The commanders debated what 
was farther to be done ; one or two of the old Saga¬ 
mores (who were believed) feemed fincere about the 
peace, profelTed that none of them had any hand in the 
war, but only feme of their young men, whom they 
ceuld not rule ; but feveral of the company affirming 
they faw fome of the faid Indians at Cafeo engaged in 
hoilility againft the Englifti, it was refolvcd not to en¬ 
ter into any league of peace with them, but rather to 
fight them, or furprize them after they had difpatched 
the tufinefs about the captives. 

This being determined, the Major with five of his 
men went on fhore, with part of the ranfom, the bet¬ 
ter to beget a confidence in them, arid then ^to return 
on board again, and fit his men for farther fervice ; 
but if he had not wifely provided agair.ft all exigen¬ 
cies beforehand, he might have been prevented from 
ever going on board any more, for ftepping afiie a rod 
or two from, the place for 'better circumfpedlion, he 
efpied the point of a lance from un 'er a bo^fd, hid 
there, as were other arms near by, for a treacherous 
defign that was in their minds, foon after, upon the 
receiving the reft of the pay, to have been put into ex- 
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ccution. Whereupon Major Waldtrn took up the 
lance and came towards them, charging them with 
falfhood and treachery, for hiding weapons juft by, 
wherewith to deftroy them as foon as they had deliver¬ 
ed the goods. The Indians difcovered their guilt by 
their countenances, fomeof them making towards him, 
thinking to get the weapon out of his hands; but he 
bid them ftand off, threatning to kill every one that 
offered to touch him ; and immediately waved his cap 
over his head (which was the fign agreed upon for all 
the foldiers to come on fhore in cafe of need) upon 
which token the foldiers all hafted away. In the mean 
time the Englilh that went on (hore to wait upon the 
Major, were forced to beftir therafelves, both to fecure 
the goods from being carried away, and to defend Ma¬ 
jor iValdern. Some of the fquaws, with others of the 
enemy ran away ; one of them catched up a bundle of 
guns that were hid near by, and ran off with them. 
Captain Frcfl feized an Indian called Megunna^way, a 
notorious rogue, (that had been in arms at Conneiiicnt 
laft June, at the Falls, and faw the brave and refo- 
lute Captain 'Turner, when he was flain about Green-" 
Rimer ; and helped to kill Thomas Bracket at Cafeo in 
Augujl laft) and with the help of Lieut. Nutter, ac¬ 
cording to the Major’s order, carried him on board, 
while himfelf learching about farther, found three guns 
hid in a cow -houfe juft at hand, wherewith he armed 
the other three men that v/ere with him. By this time 
fome of the foldiers were got afhore, and inftantly, ac¬ 
cording to their Major’s command, purfued the enemy 
towards their canoes ; in the chace feveral of the ene¬ 
my were flain, whofe bodies were found at their return 
to the number of feven, amongft whom was Mattahan- 
do the Sagamore, with an old Powaw, to whom the 
Devil had revealed, as fometimes he did to Saul, that 
on the fame day he Ihould be with him ; for he had a 
little before told the Indians, that within two days the 
Englifh would come and kill them all, which was at 
the very fame time verified upon himfelf. The body 
of our men overtook them before they all recovered 
their canoes, fo that without doubt, divers others ol 
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tliem were flain likewife, for they funk a canoe, where¬ 
in were five drowned before their eyes, and many o- 
thers were not able to paddle ; four they took prifo- 
ners, whom they brought away with them. There 
was about 25 Indians prefent at this encounter. 

Much more damage might have been done by our 
men upon the enemy, if they had known the moft di- 
re£l way to their canoes ; but the Indians having pre¬ 
pared all things ready for flight, as well as for fight, 
the more cafily made their efcape. One of the cap¬ 
tives was fifter to Maticckaiuando, who was entertained 
very courteoufly by the Commander in Chief, and 
would have been carried forthwith to her brother, in 
hopes by her means to have gained the better terms 
for our remaining Englifli captives, had it not been 
certainly known that he was gone from home upon % 
hunting defign, and not to return in two months. 

Thk Englifli took much plunder from the Indians, 
about a thoufaod weight of dried beef, with other 
things. Megunnan.vay was (hot to death the fame day 
or the next ; fo that juftice is by degrees purfuing 
thofe perfidious villains, and one after another they 
are brought u.nder the wheel of deflruftion. Simon, 
that arch traitor, feems as is faid, by his confumptive 
looks, to have received the fentence of death, which 
may biing him into the fame place or ftate with the 
rell. 

Feb. 28th, they fet fail for Sheep/cot, but, the wind 
failing, they put in at Kennebeck, from whence Capt. 
Fijk with 40 men, were fent to the faid place to feek 
after plunder, where they found between 30 and 40 
bufheis of good whea', which they brought away with 
them ; feveral other things they lighted upon here and 
there, fome of which were brought away, (uch as, one 
or two great guns, fome anchors from Sagadahock, and 
boards from Aro^joJtck, where they found an hundred 
thoufand foot, of which they brought home enough for 
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the lading of their veffels, leaving the reft to be tranf- 
ported in a more convenient feafon. 

While our foldiers were upon Jron.v/.ck, two of 
the enemy chanced to come upon the place, one of 
them inftantly received his reward, the other received 
his payment in part, which however is fuppofed to a- 
mount to the whole, the canoe wherein he was efcape- 
ing, being found the next day all bloody, and fplit 
afunder. 

March I ft, one of the Indian fquaws, t captive, was 
fent to Taconet fort, with a meffage to the Sagamores 
to treat for the reft of the captives. Five days were 
given her to return, which were not expired, when 
major Waldern, with moft of the foldiers were called 
to return home towards Baften^ wheie they arrived on 
the \ n\i oi Marchy 1676—7, having firft put in at 
Part/moutb ; bringing along with them the bones, or 
rather the body of Capt. Lakt, preferved entire aid 
whole, and free from putrefaftion by the coldnefs of 
the long winter, fo as it was when found, by the dif- 
cretion of one that was near him when he was ftain, 
eafily difeerned to be his, by fuch as had known him 
before. 

It is fuppofed by thofe that retur*ed, that tfe ene** 
my are by this encounter of the Englilh fo fcattered 
and broken, that they will not be able to rally again 
fuddenly, or make any attempt hereafter, if the pre- 
fent advantage be ferioufly purfued. Thus have out 
enemies, many of them, fallen into the pit themfeives, 
which they have been digging for others. 

This day alfo letters were received from Major 
Pynchon, of Springfield, but without mention of any 
appearance ot the enemy in that quarter ; whereby 
we are encouraged to believe, that they have Humb¬ 
led and fallen down backward, fo that they ftsall nc- 
v^r rife any more to make farther difturbaace. That 
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which crowned the prefent fervice was the performing 
it without lofs of blood ; all fafely returning. Let 
them accordingly remember to pay a fuitable tribute of 
thankfulne/s to him, under whofe banner they went 
forth and returned in fafety.
